PRELIMINARY  OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  KALENDAR, 

bomH  the  Astronomical  portion  of  Oliver  &  Boyd's  New  Edinburgh  Almanac 
I  ipedaHy  designed  for  popular  use,  it  may,  in  the  al>sence  of  the  NauticaU 
imnac,  Ite  found  serviceable  to  the  Astronomer  and  the  Navigator. 
AH  the  computations  are  adapted  to  <}reenwich  mean  time.  If  we  subtract 
13m.*  from  the  time  in  the  tables,  the  remainder  is  Edinburgfh  mean  time. 
Jfeon  Time  is  that  which  is  shown  by  a  well-regulated  clock ;  Apparent  jHme 
ftat  indicated  by  a  sundial.  The  column  called  Equation  of  Time  shows  the 
i^atnce  between  mean  and  apparent  time:  when  it  is  headed  **  Clock  before 
m,"  the  raeaxi  is  earlier  than  the  apparent  noon ;  and  to  obtain  apparent  time, 
f^  equation  must  be  subtracted  from  the  mean  time :  when  the  column  is  headed 
**Qo(k  after  Sun,**  the  mean  is  later  than  the  apparent  noon,  and  to  obtain 
li{ipsrent  time,  the  eqtuttion  must  be  added  to  the  mean  time.  To  reduce 
^Dxrent  into  mean  time,  add  the  equation  when  the  clock  is  btfore  the  sun ; 
mlract  it  when  the  clock  is  after  the  sun. 

The  rising  and  setting  of  the  centre  of  the  sun  are  calculated  for  the  latitude  of 
EcBnbui^h,  at  the  level  of  the  sea,  allowance  being  made  for  parallax  and  re- 
faction.   The  declination,  parallax,  semi-diameter,  right  ascension,  and  logar- 
jifluDic  distance  of  the  sun,  the  equation  of  time,  and  the  places  of  the  principal 
I  Janets,  are  computed  for  the  instant  of  mean  noon.     The  semi-diurnal  arcs 
of  the  planets  are  used  in  ascertaining  the  times  of  their  rising  and  setting :  thus, 
to  find  the  approximate  time  of  rising,  subtrouA  the  arcs  from  the  times  of 
jlmithing;  and  to  find  that  of  setting,  add  the  arcs  to  the  times  of  southing. 
^    The  time  of  high  water  at  Leith  is  computed  from  manufcript  tables  deduced 
from  recent  observations  on  the  Tides  in  the  Firth  of  Forth,  and  the  depth  from 
iFoRMVLjB  investigated  in  the  second  and  fifth  volumes  of  the  Mecanique  Cileste 
jof  La  Place.    The  depths,  as  shown  by  signal,  are  1  foot  6  inches  less  than  those 
tompated.     The  times,  though  calculated  for  Leith,  will  be  found  sufficiently 
fwrrect  for  the  other  ports  on  the  Firth  of  Forth,  as  well  as  for  Berwick,  Dun- 
iee.  Holy  Island,  and  London  Bridge,  as  the  winds  frequently  cause  a  wider 
difference  than  that  which  exists  between  the  times  at  those  places  and  Leith ; 
bat  when  greater  accuracy  is  required,  recourse  should  be  had  to  the  table  at 

The  time  of  high  water  at  Granton  may  be  assumed  the  same  as  at  Leith ; 
Ibe  depth  of  high  water  at  the  Victoria  Jetty  will  be  obtained  by  adding  six 
Hd  six  inches  to  the  depths  calculated  for  Leith ;  at  the  two  upper  jetties  by 
adding  eight  feet  f  and  at  the  end  of  the  pier  by  adding  ten  feet  three  inches. 

The  rismg  and  setting  of  the  moon,  corrected  for  parallax  and  refraction,  are 
lompated  for  Edinburgh,  at  the  level  of  the  sea ;  and  her  Semi-diameter,  Hori- 

Kntal  Parallax,  Right  Ascension,  and  Declination,  which  are  given  for  each 
y  at  noon,  afford  the  means  of  making  many  useful  and  interesting  Nautical 
aod  Astronomical  calculations. 
All  the  results  have  been  carefully  checked  by  means  of  differences  and  by 
nent  independent  calculations,  so  that  it  is  hoped  no  error  of  importance 
be  found.

FARMER'S  AND  GRAZIER'S  KALENDAR.  -^ 

Jamtarp.—la  fresh  weather,  where  the  soil  U  moderately  dry,  the  plong|# 

may  be  kept  in  motion. To  make  the  feeding  of  cattle  remunerative,  it  if 

necessary  that  the  most  unremitting  attention  be  paid  to  the  animals.  Whether 
they  are  fed  in  courts,  byres,  or  boxes,  they  ought  to  be  kept  waHn  and  com- 
fortabiy  littered,  whilst  their  food,  of  whatever  description,  ought  to  be  regu- 
larly supplied  at  stated  hours.  Crushed  grains,  and  artificial  food  given  in 
addition  to  stored  roots,  will  be  found  a  profitable  mode  of  feeding,  and  chopped 
straw  may  also  be  g^ven  as  a  healthy  and  economical  addition  to  their  diet. 
Cows  require  succulent  roots  or  food  prepared  by  steam  or  hot  water,  to  yield 
milk  copiously.  Shelter  new  dropt  lambs,  and  give  their  dams  roots,  hay,  and 
bruised  grain,  or  linseed  cake. 

Fdfruary.— Frost  being  a  powerful  agent  in  obtaining  mould  for  eoverinf 
seeds,  plough  grass  and  other  hknds  intended  taproduce  a  crop.  Whether  turnip 
be  folded  or  carried  from  the  field,  plough  the  land  as  the  crop  is  removed,  and 
wheat-sowing  may  follow.  Beans  and  oats  may  be  sown ;  but  it  is  only  rich  dry 
soils  which  can  be  seeded  so  early  with  prospect  of  success.  In  mild  weather 
thorn  hedges  may  be  dressed ,  and  new  ones  planted.  Lay  up  stores  of  seed*com« 
put  implementsinto  working  trim,  and  execute  many  little  Jobs,  that'no  inter- 
ruption may  be  experienced  in  sowing-time. Animals  about  to  bring  forth 

merit  particular  attention,— the  supply  of  milk  and  strength  of  offspring  being 
affected  by  the  dam's  treatment  previous  to  birth.  Keep  calves  warm,  clean ,  and 
dry ;  give  hay  and  sliced  roots  in  addition  to  liquid  food  to  such  as  are  rearing. 

IfareA.— Finish  wbeat*sowing  about  the  middle  of  the  month.  Sow  beant» 
oats,  and  barley  as  soon  as  the  weather  and  soil  admit, — reserving  cold  wet 
lands  till  the  season  advances.  The  seeds  of  clover  and  ryegrass  will  succeed 
amongst  autumnal-sown  wheats,  without  harrowing  or  rolling,  unless  the  surface 
be  peculiarly  dry.  Particular  fields  intended  for  barley  or  potatoes  may  receive 
a  second  ploughing.    Prepare  composts  and  manures  for  turnip.    This  is  the 

best  time  for  planting  hedges. ^In  alterini?  the  diet  of  fatting  animals,  always 

let  the  change  be  to  one  more  nutritious.  Fatting  cattle  may  be  allowed  bruised 
grain  or  linseed  cake.  If  there  be  a  scarcity  of  turnip  for  cattle  intended  for 
grass,  give  a  small  allowance  of  bruised  grain ,  cake,  or  hay.  Should  the  weather 
be  favourable,  potatoes  may  be  planted  after  the  middle  of  this  month. 

AprU.—lio  favourable  opportunity  should  now  be  lost  to  sow  grain  crop«. 
Harrow  and  roll  clover  ana  ryegrass  sown  amongst  wheat,  to  ensure  the  seed 
germinating.  Store  the  residue  ot  the  turnip  crop,  to  preserve  the  bulbs  and 
prevent  the  exhaustion  of  soil.  Drain  lands  intended  for  green  crop  where  pre- 
Tiously  neglected.    Potatoes  may  be  planted  in  favourabb  situations.    Finish 

planting  thorn  hedges. On  store  farms,  this  is  the  chief  lambing  season,  and  - 

the  shepherd's  utmost  attention  is  necessary.  Cease  folding  turnip,  and  either 
feed  sheep  on  stored  roots,  or  restrict  them  to  grass.  Should  the  pastures  be 
late,  give  sheep  grains  or  prepared  cakes.  Fatting  lamb-hogs  require  good  pas- 
ture, being  unable  to  eat  turnip  freely,  from  shedding  teeth.  When  there  is 
a  scarcity  of  keep  at  the  homestead,  lean  cattle  may  be  allowed  to  roam  over 
permanent  pastures.  Seedling  grasses  will  seldom  admit  of  being  depastured 
with  cattle. 

Map. — Conclude  the  sowing  of  grain  crops;  and,  with  the  advance  of  the 
season,  use  early  varieties.  From  necefflity,  barley  and  pease  may  be  sown  ap 
to  the  end  of  the  month ;  but  full  crops  cannot  be  counted  upon  from  such  late 
sowing.  Prepare  soils  for  turnip,  and  use  every  means  to  produce  a  fine  tilth. 
Finish  potato-planting.    Give  a  second  ploughing  to  summer  fallow,  and  never 

ftUow  vegetation  to  make  progress  at  this  season  on  its  surface. Fatting 

cattle  may  be  continued  on  well-kept  Swedish  turnip  and  potatoes.  When 
there  is  a  sufiiciency  of  grass,  and  the  soil  becomes  dry,  stock  pastures  with  all 
descriptions  of  cattle.  In  cold  and  wet  evenings,  shelter  milch  cows  and  fat  cattle 
in  courts.  Wean  early  calves,  and  turn  late  ones  out  to  pasture.  Swedish 
turnips  may  be  sown  from  the  middle  of  this  month  to  the  end  of  it. 

June.— This  is  the  month  for  sowing  turnips.  Where  Swedes  could  not  be 
sown  during  May,  they  may  still  be  planted  during  the  first  days  of  June.  All 
other  varieties  may  be  sown  in  course  of  the  month.  Drilled  crops  require  at- 
tention. Weeds  are  most  easily  destroyed  when  young ;  and  as  a  general  rule, 
ose  hand  and  horse  hoes  as  soon  as  the  crops  admit  of  the  operations.  Earth  up 
•ftriy-planted  potatoes.  Higrmaking  eommences  in  mtij  situtions.  MowgrauM 
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before  the  plants  seed ;  remove  the  crop  auiekl  j  from  the  gronnd ,  and  toon  after- 
mix^  carry  it  to  the  atack. Sheep-snearing  becomes  general.    Fleeeee  are 

proportionate  to  the  treatment  of  animals ;  and  every  progression  or  falling  off 
fo  condition  may  be  traced  in  the  quantity  and  quality  of  wool.  Cattle  may  be 
best  soiled  this  month,  and  this  mode  of  feeding  nas  many  advantages. 

JWy. — Conchide  haymaking  from  artificial  grasses.  Single  out  turnip,  leav- 
ing on  liefa  soils  spaces  of  from  ten  to  twelve  Inches  between  each  plant,  and 
let  hand  and  horse  hoes  be  in  constant  requisition,  with  a  view  to  improving  th« 
crops  and  benefiting  succeeding  ones,  work  fallows  thoroughly  with  plough, 
harrow,  and  roller,  carefully  removing  root-weeds  by  the  hand.  Execute 
draining,  and  apply  lime  and  lime-composts  when  such  operations  are  neces- 

gar^.    Hand- weed  grain  crops. In  warm  weather  fatting  cattle  and  mildi 

eows  are  the  better  of  sheds,  to  shelter  them  from  the  sun.  Throughout  sum- 
mer examine  flocks  daily,  to  preserve  them  from  the  attack  of  flies,  and  use  the 
common  remedies  for  the  prevention  and  destruction  of  maggots. 

August, — Ck>nclude  hand  and  horse  hoeing  turnip.  Apply  manure  to  the 
lailows,  and  immediately  plough  it  into  the  soil,  putting  the  ridges  into  proper 
form,  and  clearing  out  water-courses,  to  guard  against  wet  weauier.  In  moun- 
tain districts  haymaking  from  natural  grasses  engages  the  attention  of  store* 

fimnera.    In  low  situations  corn-harvest  will  occupy  all  hands. Lambs  not 

separated  from  their  dams  last  month  must  be  weaned  and  put  on  the  best 
pauitnres.  On  lowly  situated  arable  forms  get  in  ewes  for  earljjr  lambing.  In 
m^  districts  select  and  prepare  the  stock  to  be  sent  to  market  m  the  course  of 
autumn.  Prepare  ropes,  thatch,  and  every  description  of  store  necessary  for 
the  harvest,  and  see  that  the  requisite  implements  are  in  proper  order. 

SepUmber.—Thia  may  be  considered  the  harvest  month.  Engage  plenty  of 
issimng  hands  for  this  important  season.  Gtuird  against  shaking  winds  by  reap- 
ing before  the  Juices  have  left  the  straw ;  and  to  avoid  sprouting,  keep  cut  crops 
always  standing  in  an  upright  position.  When  the  crop  is  fit  for  stacking,  carry 
ft  by  day  and  by  nig^t,  and  cover  the  stacks  as  soon  as  they  are  built.  Hand- 
weed  turnip  where  necessary.    Finish  fallows ;  and  such  as  are  wet  and  coldly 

ritnated  may  be  sown  with  wheat. On  arable  farms,  weaned  lambs  and  ewes 

for  early  lambing  may  be  allowed  to  depasture  stubbles  and  seedling  grass.  The 
breeders,  rearers,  and  feeders  of  stock  will  meet  at  the  difGerent  markets,  and 
make  arrangements  for  their  customary  changes  of  animals. 

Octcber,— Harvest  being  finished,  this  month  may  be  considered  the  first  in  the 

Sricoltnral  year,  as  on  the  carrying  of  one  crop,  preparations  for  the  next 
ould  be  begun.  The  plough  should  now  be  set  in  motion.  Commence  wheat- 
sowing  in  later  riluations,  and  defer  only  such  fields  as  are  very  dry,  and  situated 
in  an  early  clinnRtb.  Use  the  preventatives  for  smut  immediately  before  scatter- 
ing the  seed,  and  never  sow  unless  there  be  moisture  in  the  soil  to  effect  germi- 
nation.   Gather  potatoes,  and  carefully  secure  them  from  frost. Unless  there 

is  abundance  of  grass,  sheep  should  get  turnip  on  the  pastures.  In  the  beginning 
of  the  month  remove  fatting  cattle  to  the  courts,  and  shelter  milch  cows  during 
night.    Keep  weakly  calves  warm,  and  allow  tliem  nourishing  food. 

Ifoven^fer, — Conclude  potato  harvest.  Finish  wheat-sowing,  although  this 
sraln  may  be  sown  any  tune  on  rich  dry  soils  up  to  the  middle  of  March.  At 
tills  season,  sow  wheat  from  day  to  day  as  the  soil  Is  turned  over.  Begin  to  store 
turnips  for  winter  use ;  and  wheat,  may  be  sown  where  the  crop  is  removed. 
Fomi  lime-composts  for  applying  hi  spring  and  summer.  This  is  the  best  time 
for  draining  soils  intended  for  green  crop  and  fallow.    Dress  hedges  and  ditches. 

^Sbeep  intended  to  be  fatted  should  be  folded  on  turnip,  and  allowed  dry 

fodder.  Lamb-hogs  will  thrive  best  with  an  allowance  of  turnip  on  pastures. 
To  all  flocks  apply  the  salves  and  lotions  in  common  use.  Cattle  of  all  descrip- 
tions should  receive  fodder  and  slielter  during  night,  and  such  as  are  fatting  be 
earefhlly  attended  to  in  the  courts  or  boxes. 

])ecember*— Continue  to  plough  stubbles.  Store  turnip  in  mild  weather.  Re- 
colate  thrashing,  so  that  there  may  be  straw  to  last  through  the  season.  In 
mild  weatiier  diess  ditches  and  rej^ir  fences,  drain,  and  add  by  every  means  to 
the  stores  of  compostandmanaFe.  JDuring  frosty  weather  bring  forward  materials 
for  drains  and  composts,  and  remove  heavy  commodities  which  require  a  firm 

Borfoce  for  transport. Cattle  of  every  description  should  now  be  in  winter 

ooarters  and  receive  winter  fare.  Separate  the  weak  from  the  strong.  Have  a 
nmstant  supply  of  water  to  store  cattle,  and  apportion  their  litter  and  food  to 
krttaithearrivaloftbegrassseason.  Give  fatting  cattle  as  much  as  they  can  eat, 
MWMDCtogwiS  globe  turnip,  and  proceeding  with  food  of  hicreaslng  richness. 
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GARDENER'S  KALENDAR. 

/antMry.— When  the  firoitii  not  severe,  trench,  manure*  and  turn  npin  rld|m 
All  vacant  cnround,  and  prepare  hotbedi.  In  open  and  dry  weather,  aow  in  mild 
exposures*  ror  a  succenion,  a  few  early-frame  pease,  common  beans,  short-topped  ra- 
dishes, lettuces,  carrots,  onions,  spinach,  and  curted  parsley,  protecting  them  mxn  the 
fttMt  by  mats  or  straw ;  and,  in  hotbeds,  sow  cauliflowers,  melons,  cucumbers,  small 
saladinff,  early  cabbages,  and  kidney-beana.  Plant,  prune,  and  train  standard  and 
t««ll  fruit-trees,  goosebory,  raspberry,  and  currant  bushes.  Edge  beds,  form  new 
flowepfardens,  and  shelter  from  fhwt  tender  evergreens,  tulips,  ranunculuses,  &c  Pot 
choice  dahlias,  placing  them  in  a  stove  or  hotbed.  Air  and  keep  dry  carnations  and 
stage  auriculas.    Plant  snowdrops,  crocuses,  gladioluses,  irises,  &c. 

February.— Make  ready  all  the  ground  intended  for  early  crops ;  and,  when  the 
weather  Is  favourable,  continue  to  sow  every  fortnight  pease,  beans,  onions,  spinAch, 
savoys,  lettuces,  celery,  cauliflowers,  carrots,  parsnips,  and  racUshcK,  as  directed  in 
the  kalendar  for  the  preceding  month.  Cut  earlv  kidney-potatoes  for  seed,  and  put 
them  into  the  stove  or  hotbed  in  order  to  start  them  for  planting  out.  Clean  shrub- 
beries, roll  walks  and  laivns,  and  plant  out  evergreens  and  shrubs  of  all  kinds,  phrti- 
cularly  roses.  Put  cuttings  into  rich  light  soil  in  wetl-sheltered  borders,  and  pSant 
stocks  of  the  common  %vild  rose  for  standards  on  which  to  bud  theChinese  and  other  0ne 
varieties.  I^tect  all  tender  plants  A-om  the  effects  of  frost,  and  air  greenhouse  and  stugc 
auriculas  and  polyanthus  fhuneSi  Top^ress  all  fine  auriculas  and  polyanthuses  in  pbtt 
or  boxes.  Strike  dahlias  from  roots  in  hotbeds,  and  sew  balsams,  cockscombs,  tricoIoH, 
amaranths,  sensitive  and  ice  plants,  as  well  as  other  tender  annuals.  Plant  carnation- 
layers,  ranunculuses,  anemones,  and  bulbous  root*,  and  divide  the  roots  of  herbaceoQ> 
plants. 

March, — ^The  principal  crops  of  vegetables  should  be  put  into  the  ground  this 
montb.  Sow  asparagus,  celery,  cauliflower,  Brussels  sprouts,  beets,  brocoli,  spinach, 
onions,  Dutch  turnips,  carrots,  pease  and  beans,  savoys,  parsnips,  and  tumin-rooted 
radishes.  Plant  red  cabbage,  sea-kale,  kidney-beans,  and  cauliflowers  from  names : 
and  sow  cucumbers  and  melons  in  hotbeds.  Finish  pruning,  dress  borden  and 
strawberry  beds.  This  is  the  best  time  to  graft  fruit-trees,  and  the  China,  perpetual, 
moss,  and  rosette  roses,  on  the  common  brier  or  blush  China  rose,  and  to  propa^^Ue 
them  by  layers.  Pot  dahlias  that  have  pushed,  and  also  cuttings  from  the  offsets, 
placing  them  in  a  moderate  heat.  Protect  tender  plants  and  blossonu,  and  sow  po- 
lyanthus, auricula,  and  almost  every  kind  of  perennial,  biennial*  and  annual  seeds. 

jipril.— Sow  whatever  was  omitted  last  month,  and  plant  out  such  of  the  pot^jiertw 
as  are  ready  for  that  purpose.  Continue  to  sow  and  plant  out  rhubarb,  aitfefaokes, 
asparagus,  nasturtiums,  sea-kale,  Dutch  turnips,  German  greens,  and  small  saladlng. 
Earth  up  pease,  tie  up  lettuces,  and  la  very  dry  weather  water  seedling  beds.  Flnlsn 
the  grafting  of  fruit-trees,  and  train  and  clean  walks  and  edgings.  Sow  annuals, 
biennials,  and  perennials.  Plant  evergreens,  and  propagate  oy  cuttings  Jasmine, 
lavender,  sage,  rosemary,  rue,  &c.  and  all  the  %voodv  kitchen  shrubs.  Sow  dahUas, 
camatkms,  pinks,  hollyhocks.  Cape,  Brompton,  and  German  stocks,  China  asters,  and 
all  kinds  of  nardy  annuals.  Destroy  the  green  fly  on  roses,  and  preserve  the  bloom  of 
stage  auriculas  from  sun  and  rain.  Top-dress  all  flowers  in  pots  by  removing  withered 
leaves,  and  put  In  fresh  earth.  Hoe  and  rake  gravel  walks,  cut  box-edgings,  and  mow 
grass  pints. 

Majf. — Sow  capsicums,  cauliflowers,  carrots,  lettuces,  spinach.  Knight's  marrow-f^t 
pease,  cucumbers,  red  beet  for  pickling,  and  a  Aill  crop  of  kidney  and  French  beans. 
Transplant  cabbages,  winter-greens,  lettuces,  cauliflowers,  and  celery.  Hoe  and 
stake  pe>K,  water  newlv  planted  crops,  and  propagate  aromatic  plants  by  slips  or 
cuttings.  Plant  out  dahlias,  If  there  be  no  appearance  of  frost,  and  protect  from  wind 
and  rain  choice  tulips,  ranunailuses,  and  anemones.  Propagate  hcrliaoeous  plants  by 
dividing  the  roots:  wallflowera,  sweet-williams*  lychnis,  and  rockets,  by  slips;  and 
China  roses,  calceolarias,  mimuluses,  heliotroplums,  &c.  by  cuttings.  Ftit  out  into 
the  open  border  calceolarias,  pelanponiums,  fuchsias,  salvias,  the  verbena  mdindria, 
with  other  greenhouse  plants;  also  Neapolitan  violets,  and  such  other  hardy  annuals 
as  were  sown  last  month.    Sow  biennials  and  perennials.  If  formerly  omitted. 

,June, — Continue  sowing  the  vegetables  directed  last  month,  and  also  turnips  for 
autumn  use.  Plant  out  brocoli,  cabbages^  savoys,  celery,  cauliflowers  in  shady 
borders,  leeks,  lettuces,  cucumben  for  plcklinr,  and  kidney-beans.  Watering  is  re- 
quisite in  dry  weather  both  evening  and  morning;  and  also  the  hoeing  of  loutoes, 
cabbages,  and  pease*  Thin  out  onions,  ledu,  carrots,  parsnips,  and  early  turnips. 
Gather  and  preserve  kitchen-herbs.  Shade  and  air  mclem-plants,  and  strike  by  cut- 
tings double-wallflowers,  rockets*  scarlet  lychnis,  and  stocks.  Transplant  annuals, 
biennials,  and  perennials*  and  seedHng  pinks  into  a  bed.  Lift  all  hyacinths,  tnllps, 
and  other  bulbs  that  have  ceased  flownring.  Cut  off  the  foliage  an  inrh  above  tlw 
stem,  aad  before  pntUng  by  lay  them  la  sand  a  fortnight.  Re-pot  auriculas,  p^y- 
an^wses,  Ac.  Mow  and  roU  grass  walks  and  plots  once  SFfortnight  during  this  and 
the  other  su.mm«r  months.  - 
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J«^«— In  this  month  nrcpare  all  anoocoiiied  ploCi  of  grcund  for  autumo  and 
winter  aofa.  Sow  tnmips,  Frtadk  bauiB,  lettooa*  and  black  Spanish  nuUshcs. 
Rant  out  broooU,  cauliflower,  mvoft,  ledb,  and  winter  cablmgei,  and  earth  ap 
ederf.  Lift  fuU-groim  winter  oniotM,  and  prepare  mushroom  nawn.  In  Ana 
weather,  gather  mcAdnal  flowers  and  sweet  hetto  wlien  in  bloom,  dressing  them  in 
the  shade  for  winter  use.  IXvest  wail'trees,  espalien,  and  standards,  of  all  superliumia 
shoots.  Continue  to  water  in  dry  weatlier.  and  xatber  all  kinds  of  seeds  as  they  advanca 
to  matmltT.  Propagate  erergreens,  roses,  and  other  shrubs,  by  laying  the  young  wood. 
Inoculate  flowering  and  oCher  shrabs,  bud  roses  in  ckmdy  weather,  and  divkic  t|i« 
loocs  of  double  primroses,  polyantfauses,  and  auriculas.  Lay  or  pipe  carnations  and 
pinks,  take  up  anemones  and  ranunculuses,  and  put  in  cuttings  of  paJodes,  cakaolaiias, 
dahlias,  Chinese  chrysanthemums,  geianiuras,  &c. 

^t^ruj^iT— Sow  onions,  early  cabbages,  and  pardcv,  tat  the  succeeding  year ;  and 
lettuces,  spinach,  broooli,  and  cauUifowerB,  to  stand  the  winter.  Earth  oelenri  hoe 
and  thm  turnips;  transplant  brocoU,  savoys,  and  cauliflowcn,  and  the  principal 
crop  of  ceteiy  into  trenches  for  blanching.  Cut  thoee  herbs  which  are  adapted 
for  distillation  or  for  winter  naeb  Make  mushroom-beds,  inopafate  kitchen  herbs  bj 
slips,  and  take  up  all  onions,  garlic,  and  shaloCs  that  are  withered  in  tha  stem. 
Continue  to  bud  on  fruit-trees,  roses,  and  bushes,  so  kmg  as  the  bark  ikes  fntiw 
and  the  weather  is  cloudy.  To  obtain  new  varieties,  sow  auricula,  polyanthus,  and 
anemone  seeds,  and  mignonette  to  blow  in  winter ;  as  also  the  secdsof  tulips,  hyadnths, 
arises,  and  all  the  other  bulbott«*rootcd  ftoivers.

fiqitember.— Tbeopemtkms  of  elds  month  are  notvery  iramenras.  Sow  vegetable 
seeds  for  a  spring<rop,  and  plant  broooli,  cauliflowers,  savoys,  German  greens, 
leeks,  lettuces,  celcrir,  and  wrennialaromacie  and  pot  herbs.  Hoe  winter^fdnarti  and 
turnips,  earth  up  odery  and  oavdoons,  weed  canlldowers  and  young  onions,  prick  out 
cabbs^plants,  ^rther  ripe  seeds,  and  make  mushroom-beds.  Plant  cuttings  of  gooee- 
berries,  currants,  and  laspberries,  and  also  strawberries,  taking  out  all  the  old  stools 
which  have  twice  produced  fruit.  Continne  to  divide  and  transplant  biennial  and 
peminial  flower-roots ;  lav  almost  every  kind  of  shrubs ;  and  put  in  cuttings  ot  ever- 
greens, China  roses,  and  flowering  shrubs.

Commencepmning,  taking  the  vertical  branches  in  fruit-trees,  and  cutting  obliquelv  to 
prevent  rain  from  lodging|  also  roses,  honeysuckle,  and  other  flowering  shrubs.  Pro. 
tect  dahlias,  young  camauons,  and  layers,  from  sudden  fivst;  and,  about  the  end  of 
Che  month,  b^in  to  plant  hyacinths,  tulips,  ranunculuses,  and  anemones.  In  favour- 
able weather,  transplant  hardy  fibrou»4t)oted  plants,  intermixing  them  in  the  boidcrs, 
to  keep  up  a  succession  in  the  flowering  i 


Jfooember^—AXiboagh  hasaxdous,  early  pease  and  beans  may  be  sown  in  a  warm 
border ;  If  neglected,  most  vegetables  recommended  in  the  last  two  months  may  still 
be  planted,  earthed  up,  Ac,  taking  care  to  protect  them  from  frost.  Force  sea-kale, 
rhubarb,  and  asparanM>  Prune  and  plant  fruit  trees  and  bushes  t  and  finish  flowering 
ihxuba  and  trees.  Transplant  seedling  stocks,  and  suckers  taken  fh>m  the  roots  of  the 
pear,  codling,  plum,  and  auince  trees,  to  prepare  them  for  budding  or  grafting  diflierent 
nuiu  upon ;  also  smeks  or  the  tree-rose,  for  budding  upon  them  the  garden  and  Chinese 
variedca.  Shelter  ciioioe  floivers.  Ts  make  the  colours  of  the  tulip  distinct,  tha 
eoBpost  ought  to  be  changed  eveir  alternate  year;  an  operation  which  should  be  per* 
formed  this  month.  Tulip'soil  should  be  one-third  of  fresh,  light,  turfy  loam ;  one- 
third  of  fine  sand  i  and  one-third  of  sandy  peat,  or  leaf-mould.  Take  up  dahlia  roots 
whenever  the  bloom  is  nipped  by  fh»t.  and  keep  them  in  sand  free  from  damp. 

December.— "Pxeput  for  future  operations,  by  digging,  manuring,  or  trenching 
vacant  gsonnd,  and  ooUccdng  dung,  leaves,  ana  turf,  to  make  compost.  In  mild 
weather,  a  few  early  pease  ana  radishes  may  be  sown  in  a  warm  border,  and  small 
alads  and  cucumben  in  hotbeds.  Cover  with  fern,  straw.  Utter,  or  mats,  all  such 
piaatt  as  are  likely  to  be  injured  by  frost,  dther  in  the  open  ground  or  in  frames, 
admitting  free  supplies  of  air  when  the  weather  is  fttvourebie.  Plant  and  prune  all 
Uadsof  tnes  and  bushcsj  taking  care  to  suke  the  trees  that  are  newly  planted.  In 
pruning  roees,  remove  the  eld  wood,  curtail  the  young  straggling  branches,  adding 
good  store  of  decayed  nuuinre.  Fine  auriculas*  polyanthuses,  and  carnations  must 
aow  be  treated  with  gnat  cai«>

The  use  of  Troy  weight  is  chiefly  con. 
fined  to  the  precious  metals. 

The  fineness  of  gold  is  exprened  in 
carats  and  grains,  the  unit  of  reference 
bdng  divided  into  */4  carats,  and  theca. 
rat  into  4  grains.  The  standard  of  gold 
eoin  is  23  carats;  that  is,  the  pound  or 
other  weight  should  contain  22  parts 

i>ure  and  2  allov.  The  mint-price  of  gold 
8  ^3, 17s.  IO|d.  per  ounce ;  and  hence 
the  Ml  weight  of  a  sovereign  is  ft  dwts. 
8*274  troygrains  i*  but  the  sovereign  of  5 
dwts.  2|  grains,  and  the  half  sovereign 
of  2  dwts.  13]^  grains,  are  allowed  cur. 
rency.  Wrought  gold  has  two  legal 
standards ;  one  is  22  carats,  the  same  as 
the  coin,  and  the  other  18  carats.  The 
latter,  instituted  in  1798,  is  used  chiefiy 
for  watch-cases  and  rings. 

The  fineness  of  silver  is  expressed  in 
ounces  and  pennyweights;  the  stan- 
dard fineness  is  11  oz.  2  dwts.  of  mire 
metal  and  18  dwts.  of  alloy,  making 
together  1  pound  troy.  Since  1816,  the 
silver  roin  is  minted  at  fts.  6d.  per  oz. ,  as 


66  shillings  are  coined  ttom  a  poond 
of  bullion.  But  as  this  is  tboat  10  per 
cent  above  the  marlcet  value  of  the 
metal,  Uia  act  of  1816  declares,  •*  that 
diver  coins  shaQ  be  a  legal  tender  for 
40s.  only  at  one  time,**  and  that  gold 
coins  sliall  be  in  future  the  sole  standard 
measure  of  value  and  legal  tendar  for 
pavment,  without  limitation. 

Wrought  silver  has  two  legal  stand- 
ards ;  one  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
coin,  and  the  other  8  dwts.  bettert  or  11 
oz.  10  dwts.  But  the  latter,  called  new 
sterling,  is  seldom  used

*  Australian  Mint.— Under  recommendation  of  Treasury  Minute  of  March 
22,  1863,  a  Branch  Mint  was  established  in  18&5  at  Sydney,  which  coins  sove- 
reigns of  the  same  weight  and  fineness  as  those  issued  from  the  London  Mint ; 
but  they  are  stamped  on  one  side  so  as  to  indicate  their  origin,  and  they  are  not 
legal  tender  in  the  United  Kingdom,  nor,  as  yet,  in  any  part  of  Australia  beyond 
New  South  Wales  and  Tasmania.  The  Sydney  Mint  dififers  from  that  of  London 
in  charging  a  seigniorage,  which,  under  the  existing  regulations,  is  |  per  cent,  on 
lodgements  of  gold  dust  or  bullion  of  10,000  oz.  or  upwards;  lodgements  under 
this  amount  are  coined  at  a  charge  of  1  per  cent.

REGULATIONS  AS  TO  EXCHANQING  SPOILED  STAMPS. 


The  solicitor's  office.  No.  5  in  the  In 
land  Revenue  Office,  is  open  for  the 
allowance  of  spoiled  stamps  every 
Tuesday  and  Thursday,  from  twelve 
noon  to  2  p.m.  The  distributors  of 
stamps  at  the  following  places  also 
receive  spoiled  stamps  for  allow- 
ance :  Aberdeen,  Ayr,  Banff.  Cupar- 
Fife,  Dumfries,  Dundee,  Elgm,  Glas- 
gow, Greenock,  Inverness,  Perth, 
and  Wick. 

A  supply  of  forms  of  affidavits  is  kept 
by  the  solicitor  and  the  above  distri- 
butors, and  claimaots  may  attend  at 
the  solicitor's  office,  and  have  the 
affidavits  filled  up  and  taken ;  or  they 
may  get  copies  of  the  forms,  and  take 
the  oath  before  a  Justice  of  Uie  Peace, 
and  afterwards  lodge  the  affidavits 
and  the  stamps  with  any  of  the  above 
officers.  If  tne  claim  be  admitted,  a 
ticket  is  issued,  stating  that  applica- 
tion to  to  be  made  for  the  new  stamps 
after  Thursday  se'ennigfat,  and  within 
six  weeks  from  the  date  of  the  ticket. 
If  not  made  within  thattime  the  claim 
will  be  forfeited. 

The  stamps,  if  l>elonging  to  iMirties 
resident  in  Edinburgh,  or  within  ten 
miles  thereof,  must  be  presented  for 
allowance  ■  within  six  months  after 
being  signed  in  the  case  of  executed 
btstruments,  and  six  months  after 
beinf  spoiled  in  the  case  of  unexe- 
cuted instruments.  If  beyond  that 
^stance,  six  months  in  the  former, 
and  twMve  months  in  the  latter  case. 

WQs  and  notes  delivered  to  payees, 
or  negotiated  or  issued  in  any  way, 
and  bute  accepted  or  tendered  for  ac- 
leeptanoe,  cannot  be  exchanged,  im- 
!eMi  »  new  bill  bo  produced,  in  all 


respects  the  same,  excepting  the  cor- 
rection of  the  error. 

As  to  the  exchange  of  sea  policies  of 
insurance,  see  54  Geo.  III.  cap.  133. 

Unsigned  instnunents  are  allowed,  if 
inadvertently  spoiled.  Signed,  if  void 
in  law  from  the  beginning ;  from 
error  or  mistake,  unftt  for  the  pur- 
pose originally  intended ;  from  death 
or  refusal  to  sign,  of  any  person  whose 
signature  is  necessary ;  from  the  want 
of  the  signature  of  some  material  and 
necessary  narty ;  from  refusal  to  act 
under,  or  from  non-acceptance— they 
shall  be  unfit  for  or  fail  of  the  purpose 
intended ;  or  if  the  transaction  be  car- 
ried through  by  another  instrument 
duly  stamped.---8ee  53  Geo.  III.  cap. 
1 08.  In  the  case  of  transfers  of  stock 
signed  by  the  seller  alone,  and  other 
instruments  if  by  one  party,  new  deeds 
require  to  be  produced  to  the  proper 
officer  of  stamps,  who,  as  to  transfers, 
is  instructed  to  certify  in  what  par- 
ticulars they  differ  from  those  spoiled. 

Stamps  of  a  different  description  may 
be  obtained  for  any  stamp  spoiled  if 
it  be  of  the  value  of  £6  or  upwards.

Letters  to  warm  dimates  should  be 
wafered,  not  sealid,  as  the  wax  is  liable 
to  be  melted,  to  the  ta\)ury  of  the  otiier 
letters. 

MowsT  ORDXfta.— An  order  from 
one  Post-ofiice  on  another,  for  any  sum 
not  exceeding  £2,  may  be  obtained  for 
3d.,  and  for  a  sum  above  £2  and  not  ex- 
ceeding £5,  for  6d.  A  mon^y  order 
must  be  presented  for  payment  before 
tlie  end  of  tbe  second  calendar  month 
after  that  in  which  it  was  issued,  other- 
wise a  new  order  will  be  necessary,  for 
which  a  second  commission  must  be 
paid ;  and  if  not  presented  before  the 
end  of  the  twelfth  month,  ttie  money 
will  not  be  paid  at  alL 

Rbgistration.— Any  letter  can  be 
registered  on  payment  of  a  registration  - 
fee  of  6d.  The  postage  and  fee  most  h% 
prepaid  in  stamps,  except  the  letter  is 
p;oing  atHToad,  when  It  may  be  prepaid 
in  money  or  stamps.  Registered  letters 
to  France  are  charged  double  rates  of 
postage ;  and  to  Prussia,  a  clutrge  of 
3d.  is  made  in  additfon  to  the  British 
registration  fee  of  6d.  To  Russia  and 
Poland  in  the  Prussian  closed  mails 
via  Belgium,  3id.  is  addid  to  the  half 
ox.  postage,  in  addition  to  3d.  Prus- 
sian and  6d.  British  register  feoi.  To 
other  foreign  countries  and  the  colo- 
nies, letters  cannot  be  registered  fax- 
tlier  than  the  port  of  devpatch.  Re- 
gistered letters  must  be  posted  half  an 
hour  before  the  time  of  the  box  dosirg 
for  other  letters.

An  periodical  publicatioas,  including 
newmpers,  which  shall  be  puUished 
In  the  United  Kingdom,  at  intervals  not 
exeeedfaig  thirty-one  days*  and  whidi 
diall  bear  a  stamp  or  lAamps  denoting 
the  stamp  duty,  may  be  transmitted 
and  Ktransmitted  through  the  post, 
withhi  tbe  United  Kingdom,  free  of 
pottage,  for  fifteen  days  from  the  date 
«f  poblication,  under  the  following  re- 
gulations :->PubUcatUmB  notexceraing 
tvoibeeta  most  have  one  penny  stamp, 
tivee  sheets  a  thtee  half-penny  stamp, 
and  four  sheets  a  twopenny  stamp.  The 


title  and  date  of  every  poblication  most 
be  printed  at  the  top  of  every  page,  and 
it  must  be  folded  In  such  a  manner  that 
the  stamps  are  distinctly  visible  on  th« 
outside.  It  nwst  either  have  no  cover, 
or  be  in  a  cover  open  at  the  ends,  and 
must  contain  no  enclosure,  nor  have 
any  other  writing  or  noark  on  it  or  on 
tbe  cover  but  the  name  and  addrets  of 
the  person  to  whom  it  is  sent.  If  it  be 
addressed  to  any  person  within  the  Free 
Delivery  of  the  place  where  it  is  posted, 
it  will  be  liable  to  the  postage  of  one 
penny,  which  must  be  prepaid  by  afflx- 
ing  a  yo»tage-stamp,  oihsrwlse  Itw'' 
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be  chai]g<ed  twopence  on  dellrery.  If  the 
stamp  is  not  Tisible,  it  will  be  charged 
one  penny ;  and,  in  case  of  any  other 
irregularity,  it  will  be  dealt  with.aecord- 
iug  to  book-post  regulations. 

Newspapers  intended  for  transmission 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  King- 
dom do  not  require  the  newspaper- 
stamp,  but  must  be  registered  by  the 
proprietor  at  the  General  Post  Office, 
London,  and  the  postage  must  be  paid 
either  by  affixing  stamps  or  in  money ; 
they  must  be  posted  within  fifteen  days 
from  the'date  of  publication.  The  rates 
will  be  found  in  the  list  of  Foreign  and 
Colonial  Postages. 

Registered  newspapers  for  France 
must  be  paid  in  advance.  For  a 
packet  not  exceeding  4  ox.  Id. ;  if  not 
exceeding  8  oz.  2d. ;  and  for  erery  ad- 
ditional 8  oz.,  or  part  thereof.  2d. 
This  also  applies  to  some  countries 
passing  through  France;  but  the  rate 
to  Turkey  through  France  is—not  ex- 
ceeding I  oz.  l|d. ;  not  exceeding  1  oz. 
3d. ;  and  so  on  at  the  rate  of  3d.  for 
erery  additional  oz.  or  part  thereof.

sary for  the  safe  transmission  of  literary 
or  artistic  matter,  or  usually  appertains 
thereto  ;  but  the  following  conditions 
must  be  observed : — ^It  must  be  prepaid 
in  full,  by  affixing  on  it  the  necessary 
number  of  stamps— must  be  either  with- 
out a  cover,  or  in  a  eoveropen  at  the 
ends  or  sides— must  not  contain  any 
manuscript  letter  open  or  sealed,  nor 
any  sealed  enclosure  wliatever,  and 
must  not  exceed  two  leet  in  iMigtb*

CHAP.  8.  To  extend  the  Period  for 
which  her  Majesty  may  grant  Letters 
Patent  of  Incorporation  to  Joint  Stock 
Banks  in  Scotland  existing  before  the 
ActofiS46,    March  7, 1866. 

(1.)  Empowers  the  Queen  to  gnnt 
letters  patent  of  incorporation  to  an  j 
oompany  of  more  than  six  persons  in 
So>tIand  who  were  carrying  on  the 
husiness  of  bankers  prior  to  the  9th 
Angttst  1846,  either  for  a  term  of  years 
or  in  perpetuity;  said  letters  to  be 
sutiject  to  the  proyisions  of  any  ftiture 
act. 

IMPBOrsXElCT  OF  LAND. 

CHAP.  9.  To  amend  the  Acts  relating 
to  <Ae  Advance  of  l\tblie  Money  to 
promote  the  Improvement  of  Land. 
If arch  14. 

(1.)  Repeals  g  8  and  g  17  of  act  9  and 
10  Vict.  c.  101,  which  act  is  to  be  read 
as  if  the  following  enactment  had  been 
inserted  in  lieu  of  g  17.  If  commis- 
sioners think  an  advance  expedient, 
either  for  the  whole  or  part  of  pro- 
posed improTements,  they  mar,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Tjreasury,  issue  a 
prorisional  certificate  to  the  owner. 
Certificate  to  declare  that  when  the 
works  hare  been  executed  to  the  sat- 
isfiiction  of  the  commissionerti,  an  ad- 
vance will  be  made,  not  exceeding  a 
certain  sum,  to  the  amount  of  the 
whole  or  such  part  as  shall  be  ex- 
pressed in  the  certificate  of  the  ex- 
penses actually  incurred  in  drainage. 


The  expenses  of  the  investigation 
may  be  charged  upon  the  land,  and 
included  in  the  expenses  in  respect 
of  which  such  loan  and  advances  are 
made,  if  the  commissioners  think  fit. 
(2.)  Commissioners  may,  with  consent 
of  Treasury,  charge  the  expenses  of 
assistant  commissioners,  engineers, 
or  others,  in  the  form  of  a  per  ccntago 
on  the  amount  advanced.  (3.)  Repeals 
g  28  of  9  and  10  Vict  c.  101,  and  g  6 
of9andl0  Vict.  c.  11.  The  commis- 
sioners, if  satisfied,  upon  a  report  by 
the  proper  ofiicer  of  the  execution  of 
the  whole  works,  or  that  the  portion 
executed  will  produce  an  improve- 
ment in  the  yearly  value  exceeding 
the  yearly  charge,  or  that  such  ex- 
pense has  been  incurred  as  will  jus- 
tify the  advance,  may  issue  certificate 
for  an  advance  under  this  act ;  certi- 
ficate to  specify  the  land,  and  certify 
that  the  sum  was  issued  in  respect  of 
the  drainage  of  such  land.  (4!)  Em- 
powers Treasury  to  direct  the  comp- 
troller of  exchequer  to  give  the  ne- 
cessary funds,  and  regulates  the  man- 
ner of  doing  it.  (6.)  The  rent-charge 
on  the  land  is  to  commence  on  the  6th 
of  April  or  10th  October  which  shall 
first  occur  after  the  date  of  the  order 
of  payment,  and  that  whether  the 
order  has  actually  been  presented  for 
payment  or  not.  (6.)  Repeals  g  29  of 
9  and  10  Vict.  c.  101.  In  the  case  of 
advances  applied  for  in  Scotland  the 
certificate  of  advance  to  be  given  to 
the  party  applying  for  the  advance. 
The  party  is  to  register  the  certificate 
in  the  general  or  particular  register 


•  The  alMtracts  bave  been  made  on  the  principle  of  ahrldglnfr  very  consideiably  roeh 
movirionsM  regulate  the  eondwit  of  offlcisl  persons,  who  may  be  pmumed  to  look

Certi- 
ficates of  advance  to  be  retained  by 
commissioners  in  the  records  of  tlmir 
office.  (6.)  Rent-diarge  may  be  ap- 
portioned upon  part  only  of  the  lands 
comprised  in  the  certificates  of  ad- 
vance. In  that  case  the  remaining 
Sortion  of  the  land  to  be  absolutely 
ischarged.  (9.)  Repeals  §  2  of  10  Vict. 
e;  11,  so  far  as  relates  to  an  advance. 
Commissioners  may  issue  advances 
notwithstanding  deviations  from  the 
proposed  manner  of  effecting  the 
dramage^iTpermanent  improvements 
of  as  great  yearly  amount  be  effected 
as  would  have  been  accomplished  in 
the  manner  first  proposed.  (10.)  The 
board  of  Inland  Bevenue  are  to  be 
"  the  commissioners.'^  (11.)  Where 
the  owner  of  land  is  under  any  legal 
disability,  and  has  no  curator,  trustee, 
or  attorney,  commissioners  may  ap- 
point any  person  they  approve  of  to 
be  substitute  for  the  owner,  so  far  as 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  drain- 
age acts.  (12.)  Act  to  apply  to  all 
future  certincates,  whatever  the  date 
of  the  provisional  certificate.  (13  and 
14.)  The  other  drainage  acts,  9  and  10 
Vict.  c.  101,  10  Vict.  c.  11,  11  and  12 
Vict  c.  119,  12  and  13  Vict.  c.  100,  13 
and  14  Vict  c.  31,  14  and  16  Vict  c. 
91,  and  this  act,  to  be  construed  as  one 
act,  tand  in  legal  instruments  to  be 
sufficient  to  use  the  expression  "  The 
Public  Money  Drainage  Acts."  This 
expression  to  include  so  much  of  the 
12  and  13  Vict.  c.  100,  as  amends  the 
acts  9  and  10  Vict.  c.  101,  and  10  Vict, 
c.  11,  otherwise  than  in  relation  to  the 
advance  of  private  money  for  drainage. 

OBEENWICH  A17D  CHELSEA  ^BlfSIOKSBS. 

CHAP.  16.  For  further  regulating  the 
Payment  of  the  Out-Penaionera  of 
Greenwich  and  Chelsea  Hospital. 
April  11. 

(1.)  Repeals  the  previous  act  9  Vict. 
e.  10,  except  in  so  far  as  it  rei>eals 
previous  acts.  (2.)  Secretary  at  war 
to  regulate  payment  of  out-pensioners. 
(3.)  All  payments  made  on  this  ac- 
count to  be  audited  as  army  effective 
service  accounts  are  audited.  (4.)  This 
act  not  to  interfere  with  the  powers 
of  the  Admiralty  and  Chelsea  Hospi- 
tal commissioners  as  to  granting  or 
taking  away  pensions.  (6.)  Any  per- 
son £naadulently  getting  pension  mo- 
ney horn  the  secretary  at  war,  or  any 


officer  employed  by  him,  to  be  liable 
to  the  same  penalty  as  in  the  case  of 
frauds  committed  on  the  oommisBion* 
ers  of  Chelsea,  the  Admiralty,  the 
treasurer  of  the"  navy,  or  pajrmkstflr 
general.-  (6.)  The  secretary  at  war, 
with  concurrence  of  the  Admiraltj, 
may  restore  either  original  pension 
or  any  less  rate  to  any  Greenwich 
pensioner  convicted  of  felony.  (7.)  Se- 
cretary at  war,  with  consent  of  any 
pensioner  out  of  the  kingdom,  may 
imyhis  wife  or  children  such  portion 
of  his  pension  as  may  be  agreed  on, 
their  receipt  to  be  a  sufficient  dis- 
charge. (8.)  If  relief  from  the  poor's 
rates  in»  England,  or  by  the  heritors 
and  kirk-session  of  any  parish  in 
Scotland,  be  afforded  to  any  pension- 
er, or  person  for  whom  a  pen^oner  is 
liable,  or  if  the  secretary  at  war  and 
the  guardians  of  the  poor's  funds,  or 
heritors  and  kirk-session,  in  any  case 
think  it  desirable  that  any  part  of  a 
man's  pension  should  be  advanced  oat 
of  the  poor's  rates,  the  secretary  «t 
war  may  repay  the  advance,  whi<di 
must  not  exceed  in  any  case  where  re- 
lief has  been  administered  to  a  wiib 
or  one  child  one-half  the  pension,  or 
if  relief  has  been  given  to  two  chil- 
dren or  to  wife  and  child,  two-thirds 
of  pension.  (9.)  If  pensioner  become 
insane,  pension  may  be  paid  to  the 
guardians  of  the  poor,  or  heritors  and 
kirk-session,  or  persons  having  caie 
of  lunatic  Where  no  claim  is  made 
for  support  of  the  lunatic,  or  the 
charge  is  less  than  the  full  rate  of 
pension,  the  secretary  at  war  may  pay 
it  to  the  wife,  or  child  or  children. 
(10.)  Arrears  of  pension  not  exceeding 
£50  may  be  paid  to  the  person  or  per- 
sons proving  themselves,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  secretary  at  war  or  other 
officer,  the  personal  representatives 
of  a  deceased  pensioner,  and  that  with- 
out probate  or  letters  of  administra- 
tion. (11.)  Bills  of  exchange  toiwn 
by  consuls  abroad,  on  account  of  pay- 
ments made  by  them  to  out-pension- 
ers, to  be  presented  at  office  of  pay- 
master general.  Letters  and  vouch- 
ers relating  to  them  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  secretary  at  war. 

FIBE  IK8UBANCB  DUTIES. 

CHAP.  22.  To  amend  the  Laws  relating 
to  the  Duties  on  Fire  Insuranee. 
Jnnefi. 

On  the  narrative  that  stamp  and 
other  duties  ere  chargeable  in  reqreet 
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of  fire  insurances,  and  that  a  practice 
has  been  established  of  insuring  with 
fiMceign  companies,  (1.)  enacts  that  the 
dnties  are  to  be  payable  on  all  fire 
insurances  wheresoever  made,  and 
whether  there  be  any  policy  or  other 
fatttroment  or  not.  (2.)  Where  insur- 
ssoe  is  made  with  a  foreign  company, 
tbe  person  insured  to  be  chargeable 
with  the  duty,  and  if  the  company 
hare  no  licensed  agent  here,  duties  to 
be  paid  to  the  receiver  general  of  in- 
land revenue,  or  other  officer  appomt- 
ed  for  the  purxrase.  Failing  payment, 
the  amount  to  be  a  debt  due  to  her 
maj^ty,  recoverable  under  g  8  of  14 
Yiel.  c.  97,  or  otherwise.  (3.)  All  per- 
sons who,  as  agents,  receive  proposals 
for  insurance  by  foreign  companies, 
or  keep  offices  for  receiving  such  pro- 
posals, or  are  advertised  as  irersons 
through  whose  means  such  insur- 
ances may  be  effected,  and  all  persons 
efieeting  such  insurances  or  issuing 
poUcies,  shall  be  deemed  persons 
keeping  fire  insurance  offices  in  the 
meaning  of  the  Fire  Insurance  Acts, 
and  are  required  to  take  out  licenses, 
and  give  security  for  payment  of  the 
duties,  under  the  penalty  of  £100,  and 
the  like  sum  additional  for  every 
day's  delay.

This  act 
not  to  limit  the  charge  for  duty  under 
former  acts,  nor  to  charge  insurances 
exempted.  (6.)  Reinsurances  by  any 
company  who  has  paid  the  full  duty 
not  to  be  chargeable  with  the  yearly 
per-centage  duty,  but  only  with  the 
policy  stamp  duty. 

BANKXBS'  DBAFTS. 

CnAP.2&.  To  amend  the  Law  relaUng 
to  Dra/te  on  Bankers.    June  23. 

On  the  preamble  that  doubts  had 
arisen  as  to  the  obligations  of  bank- 
ers with  respect  to  cross-written 
draftfli,  and  that  it  would  be  advanta- 
geous if  drawers  or  holders  of  drafts 
on  bankera  payable  to  bearer  or  to 
order  on  demand,  were  enabled  effec- 
tually to  direct  payment  to  be  made 
only  to  or  through  some  banker,  en- 
acts (1.)  Where  a  draft  on  any  bsnker, 
payable  to  bearer  or  to  order  on  de- 
mand, is  crossed  with  the  name  of 
say  banker,  or  the  words  "  and  compa- 
ay,**  in  full  or  abbreviated,  in  writing 
erstamped  letters,  such  crossing  is  to 
have  the  force  of  a  direction  to  the 


bankers  on  whom  the  draft  is  made 
that  it  is  to  be  paid  only  to  or  through 
some  banker,  uid  that  direction  is  to 
receive  effect.  (2.)  "Banker"  to  mean 
any  person  or  company  acting  at  a 
banker  or  bankers. 

PAWKBBOKSB0. 

CHAP.Vr.  To  amend  the  Acts  rdating 
to  I^nonbrokers.    June  23. 

(1.)  The  following  persons  to  be 
deemed  pawnbrokers :  Every  person 
keeping  a  place  for  the  purchase  or 
sale  of  goods,  or  for  taking  in  goods 
by  way  of  security  for  advances  of 
money,  who  shall  purchase  or  receive 
goods,  and  pay  or  advance  or  lend 
thereon  any  sum  not  exceeding  £1(^ 
under  any  agnneement,  express  or 
implied,  or  which,  from  the  nature 
of  the  transaction,  may  reasonably 
infer  that  such  goods  may  be  after- 
wards redeemed  or  repurchased.  (2.) 
Any  such  person  not  taking  out  the 
proper  license  to  forfeit  £50,  recover- 
able by  information  before  a  Justice 
of  peace  by  officers  of  inland  revenue. 
In  such  information  it  is  enough  to 
say  the  defendant  did  use  and  exer- 
cise the  trade  and  business  of  a  pawn- 
broker without  taking  out  a  proper 
license.  Upon  conviction  the  same 
procedure  as  to  recovering  penalty, 
aftd  as  to  appeal  competent,  as  under 
the  39  and  40  Geo.  III.  c.  99.  Justice 
may  mitigate  the  penalty  to  any  sum 
not  less  than  a  fourth.  The  proceed- 
ing^ may  take  place  in  Scotland  be- 
fore the  sheriff  or  sheriff-substitute. 
Sheriff's  judgment  to  be  final,  and  no 
appeal  to  lie  from  the  sheriff-substi- 
tute except  to  the  sheriff.

CHAP.  28.  To  make  further  Provision 
for  rendering  Reformatory  or  Indus- 
trial  Schools  in  Scotland  more  avail- 
able  for  the  Ben^t  of  Vagrant  ChiU 
dren»    June  23. 

'  (1.)  Where  a  child  has  been  sent  to 
a  reformatory  school,  the  inspector  of 
the  poor  of  the  parish  or  the  treasurer 
of  the  school  may  raise  an  action 
against  the  persons  liable  for  its  sup- 
port for  payment  of  a  weekly  sum  for 
sdiment  Action  may  be  brought  in 
the  smatl  debt  oourt  of  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  where  the  order  to  send 
the  child  to  school  was  pronounced, 
or  the  county  where  the  defender  re- 
sides ;  sheriff  to  inquire  into  ciroum- 
stances  of  party,  and  deoem  for  such 
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sum  as  may  be  proper,  uot  exceeding 
5b.  arweek,  or  may  digmiss  action. 
The  decree  to  have  the  effect  of  a  de- 
cree in  each  week,  and  defender's  wa- 
ges may  be  arrested  weekly,  arrest- 
ment to  attach  not  only  the  wages 
due  at  the  date,  but  the  wages  cur- 
rent for  the  week  or  other  period  in 
the  coarse  of  which  it  is  executed.  The 
inspector  of  the  poor  to  pay  quarterly 
to  the  school  the  sums  recorefed ;  the 
managers  of  the  school  to  render  to 
the  inspector  a  quarterly  account  of 
the  sums  claimed  by  them.  (2.)  Young 
persons  falling  under  the  act  may 
be  detained  for  the  period  necessary 
for  intimation  and  inquiry  not  e^foeed- 
ing  48  hours.    Magistrate  to   order 
such  detention  in  the  poorhonse,  or 
in  such  other  place  of  custody  not  be- 
ing a  prison  as  he  may  appoint.    If 
child  retained  in  poorhouse  he  is  to 
be  fed  there ;  if  in  any  other  place  the 
exoense  to  be  fixed  by  the  magistrate, 
and   paid  by  tlie   poor's   inspector. 
When  child  again  brought  up  magis- 
trate may  transmit  it  to  reformatory 
school.

MALT  DUTY. 

CHAP.  Si.  To  grant  AUowanees  of 
Excise  Duty  on  Malt  in  Stock  ;  to  al- 
ter and  regulate  certain  Drawbacks 
and  AUowanees  in  Yespeet  of  MaU 
Duty;  to  rqteai  and  reimpose  the 
Excise  Duty  on  Sugar  used  in  brew- 
ing Beer;  and  to  amend  the  Law  re* 
lating  to  Malt  Boasters.    June  80. 

The  preamble  narrates  that  certain 
duties  had  been  imposed  to  continno 
during  the  war,  and  that  a  definitive 
treaty  of  peace  having  been  ratified 
the  duties  were  to  cease  on  6th  July 
1866.  (1.)  The  term  "  malt  trader"  is 
to  include  every  maltster  and  dealer 
in  malt,  and  every  roaster  of  malt, 
licensed  brewer,  and  vinegar  maker. 
(2.)  The  stock  of  dry  unground  malt 
to  be  taken  between  the  8d  and  6th 
July  1866)  and  allowance  to  be  made 
in  Scotland,  for  every  bushel  of  malt 
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firom  bear  or  bigg  ezdnsiTely  Is^  from 
any  other  grain  la.  8^.    (8.)  Deduc- 
tion to  be  made  of  20  per  cent,  from 
tbe  gaage  quantity  for  the  Bwell  of  all 
l»oini  and  black  malt,  bat  if  the  malt 
has  been  screened  the  commissioners 
of  inland  revenue  may  maOte  such  less 
dednetlon  as  they  may  think  proper 
in  reapect  of  the  combing  and  dust 
taken  oat,  and  in  regard  to  all  other 
nnscreened  malt  7}  per  cent,  to  be  de- 
ducted, and  allowance  to  be  paid  only 
on  remainder.  (4.  to  11.)  incluslTe  con- 
tain the  regulc  tions  to  be  observed  by 
malt  traders  on  claiming  allowance, 
and  the  excise  provisions  for  giving 
effect  to  the  claim.    If  lirom  any  acci- 
dent a  malt  trader  was  prevented  re- 
ceiving any  malt  delivered  to  a  com- 
mon carrier  to  be  conveyed  to  him 
seven  days  before  8d  July,  the  com- 
missioners of  inland  revenue  may,  if 
satisfied  no  fraud  has  been  commit- 
ted, grant  the  proper  allowance  there- 
for.   (12.)  Enacts  that  grain  in  the 
process  of  conversion  into  malt  at  the 
time  the  excise  officer  took  stock  in 
reference  to  the  allowance  claimed,  is 
to  be  charged  only  with  the  rate  of 
duty  payable  after   6th   July  1856. 
(13.)  Malt  traders  who  had  contracted 
for  the  sale  of  malt  on  which  the  al- 
lowance has  been  claimed,  to  abate 
horn  the  price,  and  allow  the  pnr- 
ehaanr  the  amount  of  remission  of 
4n^  obtained  in  respect  of  such  malt. 
(14.)  The  excise  duty  of  Ss.  9d.  per 
cwt.  on  sugar  used  for  brewing,  im- 
posed by  18  Vict.  c.  22.,  to  cease  after 
5th  July  1856  until  6th  April  185a 
After  this  last  date  the  excise  duty 
on  sugar  for  brewing  to  be  2s.  per  cwt. 
(16.)  On  beer  brewed  between  8th 
Hay  1864,  and  6th  July  1866,  and  ex- 
ported before  6th  January  1868y  draw- 
back to  be  as  in  schedule  B.    In  re- 
spect of  all  other  beer  exported,  the 
following  drawback  allowed  for  every 
barrel  oi  86  gallons  of  beer  where  the 
worts  were  of  the  specific  gravity  of 
not  less  than  1041<*  4s.  Id.,  of  1064° 
6s.  5d.,  of  1066"  6s.  Od.,  of  1061*  8s.  Id., 
of  1005°  9s.  6d.,  of  1106°  10s.  lOd., 
of  1123*  12s.  2d.     (16.)  Regulates  the 
mode  of  determining   the   original 
qieeific  gravity  of  worts  from  which 
the  beer  for  exportation  was  made. 
(17.)  No  allowances  or  drawliacks  pre- 
vkmaly  granted  by  17  and  18  Yict. 
c  27  for  malt  used  in  distilling  to 
be  revived.    (18.)  Duties  and  draw- 
backa,  &c  contamed  in  this  act  to 
be  under  the  management  of  the 


eommissioners  of  inland  revenue,  and 
to  be  collected  and  paid  nnder  the 
provisions  of  acts  relating  to  excise. 
(19.)  Grain  in  possession  of  a  roaster 
of  malt,  where  the  plumule  shall  not 
have  been  elongated  to  the  extent  of 
one-half  of  the  leng^th  of  the  grain,  to 
be  deemed  unmalted  grain.  None  of 
the  penalties  imposed  by  act  6  Vict, 
c.  SO  to  be  incurred  where  malt  con- 
tains a  quantity  of  unmalted  grain 
not  exceeding  five  per  cent.,  if  it  be 
proved  snch  grain  has  been  subjected 
to  the  usual  process  of  malting.

CHAP.  88.  fi>r  the  further  Amend- 
ment of  the  Laws  relating  to  Labour 
in  Factories.    June  90. 

(1.  &  2.)  Act  to  be  caned  "  The  Fac- 
tory Act  1856,"  and  to  come  into  opera- 
tion 1st  June  1866.  (3.)  The  act  7  and 
8  Vict.  c.  16  and  this  act  to  be  con- 
strued as  one  act.  (4.)  g  21  of  7  and  8 
Vict.  c.  16,  as  to  fencing  of  mill-gear^ 
ing,  to  apply  only  to  those  parts  with 
which  women  and  children  are  liable 
to  come  in  contact,  either  in  passing 
or  in  their  ordinary  occupation.

than  £20.

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societies  which  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  this  act  or  thereafter  are 
constituted  under  the  Industrial  and 
Provident  Societies  Act  1862.  (2.) 
Time  fixed  by  g  2  of  the  act  1862  for 
appointing  offi^rs  to  sue  and  be  sued 
by  any  such  society  extended  in  the 
case  of  societies  conetituled  before 
this  act  passed  to  one  month  after  its 
pasbing,  and  in  the  case  of  societies 
to  be  constituted  hereafter  to  one 
month  after  the  certificate  of  regis- 
tration. (8.)  Ratifies  appointments 
of  such  officers  made  since  1862.  (4,) 
Extends  the  provisions  as  to  removal 
of  such  officers  contained  in  17  and  18 
Vict.  C.26,  §2  to  the  case  of  officers 
appointed  since  1862. 

BAVIKOS  BAITKS  FOB  SBiJfKB'. 

CHAP.  41.  To  maJc^.  further  provision 
for  theEstablishment  of  SavingaBanks 
for  Seamen.    July  7. 

(1.)  Empowers  Board  of  Trade  to 
establish  intLondon.a  central  savings 
bank,  with  branches  at  other  places, 
to  receive  deposits  on:  account  of  sea- 
men, or  tiieir  wires,  widows  or  chil- 
dren, the  amount  in  name  of  any  one 
depositor  not  to  exceed  £200.  (2.) 
Board  may  constitute  any  shipping 
office  established  under  the  M£rchant 
Shipping  Act  1854  a  branch  savingjs 
bank,  and  any  shipping  master  be- 
longing to  the  office  to  act  as  the  agent. 
(3.)  The  commissioners  for  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  natibnal  debt  to  receive 
the  sums  deposited,  and  pay  interest 
the  same  as  on  the  monies  received 
by  them  from  the  trustees  of  savings 
banks.  (4.)  Board  of  Trade  to  make 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
savings  banks,  regulations  so  made 
to  be  binding  on  parties  interested. 
No  legal  proceedings  competent 
against  Board  of  Trade,  or  shipping 
master,  or  other  public  officer  em- 
ployed in  savings  banks,  for  refusal 
or  omission  to  pay  any  deposit  or  in- 
terest except  on  the  ground  of  fraud 
or  wilful  misbehaviour.  (5.)  Money 
due  to  the  estate  of  deceased  persons 
to  be  paid  in  the  same  way  as  direct- 
ed by  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act 
1864  with  regard  to  the  money  or  ef- 
fects of  deceased  seamen.  (6.)  For- 
gery of  documents  or  false  represen- 
tations for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
depoaitB  or  interest,  punishable  with 
penal  servitude  not  exceeding  four 
years,  or  imprisonment  with  or  with- 
oat  hard  labour  not  exceeding  two 


years.  If  summarily  prosecated  the 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six 
months.  (7.)  Expenses  of  carrying 
the  act  into  effect  to  be  defrayed  out' 
of  the  interest  of  monies  paid  under 
this  act.  (8.)  Accounts  of  deposits  re- 
eeived  and  repaid,  and  interest,  to  be 
laid  annually  before  parliament,  as 
also  copies  of  all  regulations  made 
under  the  authority  of  the  act  (9.) 
Criminal  proceedings  under  this  act 
to  be  carried  on  in  the  same  way,  and 
subject  to  the  same  rules  as  to  prac- 
tice and  evidence,  as  under  the  Mer- 
chant Shipping  Act  1864.

CHAP.  46.  To  exempt  Imprisontnents 
under  6  Oeo.  IV.  e.  96,  from  the  Opeir- 
eOion  of  the  Act  abolishing  in  Scot^ 
land  Imprisonment  for  eivU  Debts  of 
smaU  Amount,    July  14. 

Oa  the  narrative  that  the  act  6  Geo. 
lY.  c.  96,  to  amend  the  law  relative 
to  the  arbitration  of  disputes  between 
masters  and  workmen,. empowers  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  to  commit  persons 
to  prison  in  certain  cases,  (g  1.)  enactB 
that  this  power  is  to  remain  unaffect- 
ed  by  the  abolition  of  imprisonment 
for  smaU  debts,  6  and  6  Will.  IV.  c.  70. 

JOIWT  STOCK  CeUPAKIBS-. 

CHAP.  47.  For  the  Incorporation  and 
Begvdation  of  Joint  Stock  Companies 
and  other  Associatufns.    July  14. 

(1.  and  2.)  Act  to  be  called  ''  The 
Joint  Stock  Companies  Act  1866," 
and  not  to  apply  to  banking  or  insur- 
ance companies. 

The  rest  of  the  act  is  divided  into 
five  parts :  (1.)  The  constitution  and 
incorporation  of  companies  and  asso- 
ciations ;  (2.)  Their  management  and 
administration ;  (3.)iWinding  np ;  (4.)

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cf  Tioiation  of  ihla  enactment  eyeiy 
person   to  be  liable  for  the  whole 
debte,  and  may  be  sued  indiyidnallj 
therefor.    (6.)  The  memoraiidum  of 
aaaoeiation  to  contain,  1.  The  name  of 
the  proposed  company,  8.  Place  of  re- 
giitered  office,  8.  Object  of  company, 
4.  Whether  the  liabUity  of  the  share- 
hfriders  is  limited  or  unlimited,  6.  The 
amount  of  nominal  capital,  6.  The 
namber  of  shares  and  amount  of  each* 
If  liabUity  be  limited,  the  word  **  lim- 
ited **  to  be  the  last  word  in  the  name. 
(6.)  Prohibits  a  new  company  being 
registered  under  the  same  name  as 
another^  or  a  name  so  nearly  identical 
as  to  be  apt  to  mislead.    Should  such 
a  thing  occur  byinadyertence  or  oth- 
erwise, the  new  company,  with  sano- 
tiott  of  the  registrar,  to  change  its 
name.    The  alteration  not  to  a£Eect 
rights  of  company  or  destroy  legal 
proceedings  instituted  by  it  or  against 
it.    Legal  proceedinga-  may  be  con- 
tinned  orcommenoed  against  it  by  its 
new  name.    {?<.)  Memorandum  of  as- 
sociation to  be  in  the  form  of  schedule 
A,  and  to  bind  the  company  and  Bhare- 
holders  as  if  each  shareholder  had 
dolrexecnied  it,,  and  bound  himself 
and  his  heirs.     (8.)  Each  subscriber 
to  take  at  least  one  share ;  the  nam- 
ber of  shares  taken  by  each  to  be  en- 
tered opporite  his  name,  and  after  in- 
corporation to  be  entered  as  share- 
holder for  the  amount  of  his  shares. 
(9.)  The  memorandum  may  contain 
special  articles  o£  association,  which 
shall  be  binding.  The  regulations,  &c 
in  table  B  to  be  binding  so  tax  as  not 
modified  or  altered  by  special  artides.* 
(10.)  Articles  of  association  to  be  in 
tne  form  of  schedule  G.  When  regis>- 
tered  to  bind  the  oompanynnd  shiu'e- 
holders  in  the  same  way  as  the  mem- 
orandum.    (11.)  Both  memorandum 
and  articles  of  association  to  have 
deed  stamps.    If  proper  stamp  has 
been  afBxed,  printedunstamped  copies 
maybe  used,  and  persons  signing  the 
same  to  be  bonnd.

OflleUI 
liquidators  to  be  appointed  by  the 
court,  one  or  more,  who  are  to  find  se- 
curity, and  may  be  removed  fh>m  time 
to  time.  Where  a  winding  up  teket 
place  at  the  instance  of  a  creditor,  the 
minority  in  value  of  the  creditors,  or 
if  at  the  instance  of  a  contributory  the 
majority  in  value  of  the  contributo- 
ries, at  a  meeting  for  that  purpose, 
may  appoint  an  official  liquidator  to 
act  concurrently  with  the  one  appoint- 
ed by  the  conrt.  (89.)  Liquidators  to 
be  described  by  the  style  of  the  offl-> 
cial  liquidators  of  tbe  company  in  re- 
spect of  which  they  are  appointed, 
and  not  by  their  individual  names,  to 
teke  into  their  custody  the  effecta  of 
the  company,  and  to  x>erform  such 
duties  as  the  court  may  impose.  (90.) 
With  sanction  of  the  court  to  have 
power  to  bring  or  defend  actions  civU 
or  criminal  in  name  of  the  company ; 
to  carry  on  the  company's  business 
so  far  as  necessary ;  to  sell  the  real 
and  personal  effects  by  auction  or  pri- 
vate contract,  in  a  whole  or  in  parts ; 
to  execute  deeds  in  name  of  the  com- 
pany, and  use  the  seal ;  to  refer  to  ar- 
bitration and  compromise  debts  or 
claims ;  to  claim  on  bankruptey  of  any 
contributory,  and  to  receive  divi- 
dends ;  to  draw  and  endorse  bills  or 
notes,  and  borrow  money  in  security 
of  the  company's  assets;  to  do  aU 
other  things  necessary  for  winding 
up.  (91.)  Liquidators  may  appoint  a 
law  agent,  and  such  clerks  as  tihey 
require ;  the  fees  of  these  officers  to 
be  fixed  by  the  court.  (92.)  Court  to 
fix,  by  way  of  per  centage  or  other- 
wise, remuneration  of  liquidators.  (96.) 
When  affairs  of  company  have  been 
wound  up,  court  to  make  an  order  de- 
claring its  dissolution.  (94.)  This 
order  to  be  reported  to  registrar,  and 
minuted  in  his  books.  (96.  and  96.> 
Apply  to  England  and  Ireland.  (97.) 
The  Court  of  Session,  by  act  of  sede- 
runt, may  make  rules  as  to  procedure 
in  winding  up.  Till  such  rules  are 
made  the  general  practice  of  the  court 
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registratioB,  the  date  of  certificate  to 
be  the  date  of  incorporation  under 
this  act.  (116.)  In  the  ^case  of  exist- 
ing companies  neither  registration 
nor  any  act  of  the  company  subee- 
qnent  to  registration  to  afiiact  the 
rights  of  creditors.

CHAP.  48.  For  amending  iha  Proee' 
dure  be/ore  Magistraiea  and  Juetieet 
of  Peace  in  Scotland.    July  14. 

On  the  narratlTQ  that  it  is  expe- 
dient to  focllltate  the  procedure  in 
prosecutions  for  oflfences  before  mag- 
istrates of  royal  burghs  and  justices 
of  the  peace.  (1.)  Enacts,  that  where 
the  lil^l  concludes  for  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding £5  exclusive  of  costs,  which 
the  magistrates  and  justices  are  by 
this  act  empowered  to  give,  or  for  Im- 
prisonment not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
with  or  without  caution  to  keep  the 
peace  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three 
months^  and  under  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding £10,  the  case  may  be  tried 
without  taking  down  the  pleadings  or 
evidence  in  writing.  A  record  to  be 
kept  of  the  charge  and  judgment,  with 
the  names  of  the  witnesses  examined 
on  oath.  Where  accused  pleads  guil- 
ty, fact  to  appear  on  record.  (2.)  The 
forms  of  procedure  and  regulations  in 
these  cases  to  be  the  same  as  in  the 
summary  trial  of  offences  before  the 
sheriff;  the  note  of  the  evidence  taken 
to  be  made  by  the  clerk  of  court,  and 
initialed  at  the  end  of  each  witness's 
evidence  by  presiding  judge.  (3.)  Ex- 
tends to  the  sentences  pronounced  un- 
der this  act  the  provisions  of  the  act 
14  and  16  Vict.  c.  27,  in  regard  to 
whipping  juvenile  offenders,  and  hard 
labour,  and  also  the  provisions  of  the 
act  17  and  18  Vict.  c.  86.  (4.)  Any 
writer  elected  magistrate  or  dean  of 
guild  in  a  burgh,  where  such  magis- 
trate is  ex  qfficio  justice  of  peace,  may 
act  as  justice  upon  Intimating  to  the 
clerk  of  the  peace  that  he  and  his 
partners  are  to  cease  practising  in 
any  justice  of  peace  court  in  the  coun- 
ty so  long  as  he  continues  to  hold  of- 
fice ;  after  such  intimation  it  shall  not 
be  leg^l  to  practise.  (6.)  Not  to  affect 
local  acts  regulating  procedure  before 
magistrates  or  justices.

allowed,  or  from  any  mixture  thereof. 
(2.)  Where  sugar  is  used  the  duty  to 
be  barged  as  specified  in  act  11  and 
12yictc.l00,§3. 

BXCHBQUBB  OO0BT. 

CHAP.S6.  To  constituU  the  Court  of 
Session  the  Court  of  Exchequer  in 
Swtland,  and  to  reffulate  Procedure 
in  Matters  connected  with  the  £3>- 
chequer.    July  21. 

(1.)  Transfers  the  power  and  Jniis- 
diction  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  to 
the  Court  of  Session.  (2.)  Qaeen  to 
appoint  one  of  the  Lords  Ordinary  to 
be  Lord  Ordinary  in  Exchequer,  such 
Lord  Ordinary  to  be  the  sole  Lord  Or- 
dinary in  all  Exchequer  cases,  which 
are  all  to  be  brought  in  the  first  in- 
stance before  him,  except  where  ex- 
pressly otherwise  provided.  (3.)  The 
Lord  Ordinary  in  Exchequer  may  act 
either  during  session  or  in  vacation  ; 
at  any  time  in  the  event  of  his  ab- 
sence any  other  Lord  Ordinary  may  act 
in  his  room.  (4.)  The  depute  and  as^-ist- 
ant  Clerks  of  Session  to  the  Lord  Ordi- 
nary to  be  Clerks  in  Exchequer  causes. 
Treasury  empowered  to  give  ths  as- 
sistant Clerk  of  Session  an  increase  of 
salary  not  exceeding  £50  per  annum ; 
such  increase  to  be  paid  out  of  monies 
voted  by  Parliament.  (6.)  Lord  Advo- 
cate may  commence  'Exchequer  cases 
by  a  subpoena  in  the  form  of  schedule 
A.  Subpoena  to  be  executed  like  a 
summons.  Service  maybe  made  either 
by  a  messenger,  sheriff,  excise,  or  cus- 
toms officer.  (6.)  On  expiry  of  indu- 
da  subpoena  to  be  called  and  enrolled 
like  an  ordinary  summons.  If  the  in- 
formation to  which  the  subpoena  re- 
lates be  not  produced,  the  first  inter- 
locutor  is  to  be  one  allowing  such  In- 
formation  to  be  produced.  When  the 
information  is  lodged,  or  before  that, 
a  copy  is  to  be  served  on  the  defen. 
der;  such  copy  may  be  transmitted 
by  post,  a  certificate  on  the  intima^ 
tlon  to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  eer. 
vice.  After  service  if  the  defender 
admit,  or  does  not  appea]\  Lord  Or* 
dinary  may  g^ve  decree ;  if  thedefbn.. 
der  appears  and  insists,  Lord  Ordl 
nary  to  appoint  a  day  for  hearin^ 
parties,  if  he  thinks  such  necessary 
or  for  trying  the  matters  put  in  iasui  * 
and  that  without  adjusting  any 
rate  issue,  or  he  may  take  sneh  ol£i 
conrse  as  he  may  think  proper.  Whe- 
a  day  is  appointed  for  trial,aeoiiiao^  ^ 
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«r  BpecUl  jary,  a«  the  case  may  be, 
to  be  impanneled,  the  Lord  Ordinary 
inEsDchequer  to  preside,  except  where, 
at  his  own  special  request  to  either 
diTision  of  the  court,  another  liord 
Ordinary  is  appointed  to  preside.  The 
▼erdiet  to  be  in  the  form  of  schedule 
C,  and  subject  to  provisions  of  17  and 
18  Viet  c  59.  After  verdict  is  given 
Lord  Ordinary  to  pronounce  decree. 
(7.)  Informations  to  be  in  the  form  of 
senedule  B,  and  may  be  amended  at 
any  time  before  verdict.  No  amend- 
ment to  be  made  after  the  day  of  trial 
is  fixed,  except  on  payment  of  defend- 
er's expenses.  Not  necessary  to 
mention  in  any  information  any  other 
act  of  Parliament  than  the  one  Impos- 
ing the  penalty  or  duty  claimed.  Not- 
withstanding the  terms  of  the  infor- 
mation, pursuer  does  not  require  to 
prove  more  than  is  by  law  required 
to  be  proved  in  order  to  recover  the 
penalty  or  duty  sought  (8.)  In  causes 
commencing  by  subpcena,  where  par- 
ties are  i^eed  upon  the  facts,  they 
may  lodge  a  special  case  setting  them 
forUi,  which  is  to  be  equivalent  to  a 
special  verdict,  and  upon  this  the 
question  of  law  may  be  raised  for  the 
Lord  Ordinary.  (9.)  Procedure  in 
subpoenas,  in  so  far  as  not  specially 
provided  for,  to  be  regelated  by  the 
Lord  Ordinary;  in  so  far  as  not  so 
regulated,  to  be  conducted  in  confor- 
mity with  the  procedure  in  ordinary 
actions,  except,  1.  Protestation  not  to 
be  applicable  to  such  cases;  2.  No 
record  to  be  made  up  nor  closed ;  and, 
8.  Such  cases  not  to  fall  asleep,  but 
any  Exchequer  case  lying  over  so 
long  that,  if  an  ordinary  action,  it 
would  have  been  asleep,  not  to  be 
moved  in  till  ten  days  from  the  date 
of  a  written  notice  to  the  opposite 
party  that  the  case  is  to  be  proceeded 
with.  (10.)  The  Lord  Advocate  may 
eommenoe  proceedings  in  any  case  by 
summons  instead  of  subpoena ;  private 
pursuers  must  commence  by  summons. 
Where  summons  is  used  the  whole 
proceedings  are  to  be  the  same  as  in 
vriiaarj  actions.  Summonses  raised 
for  the  crown  may  contain  warrant  to 
Arrest  on  the  dependence,  and  it  shall 
be  competent  for  the  crown  to  use  dili- 
gence as  in  ordinary  causes.  (11.)  In 
«ttes  of  seisuro  where  Judicial  con- 
donnation  is  requisite,  in  the  Court 
of  Session  an  appraisement  of  the  ar- 
ticles to  be  made  in  thQ  form  of  sched- 
.  «Ifl  D,  and  lodged  with  the  clerk  of 
•pmrtwithin  thirty  days  of  the  seizore. 


This  appraisement  is  to  be  published 
in  the  Weekly  CaUing  List  not  later 
than  fourteen  days  after  lodging.  A 
cl»im  for  the  seised  articles,  or  any  of 
tfaiem,  in  the  form  of  schedule  £,  may 
be  lodged  with  the  clerk,  within  eight 
days  of  the  calling,  and  either  piurty 
may  afterwards  enrol  the  appraise- 
ment in  the  weekly  roll.  If  no  claim 
is  made  the  Lord  Ordinary  may  con- 
demn the  seisure,  which  shall  then 
be  at  the  disposal  of  the  crown.  If  a 
claim  is  made,  the  Lord  Ordinary  is  to 
order  an  information  of  seizure,  and 
the  farther  proceedings  to  be  the  same 
as  in  a  subpoena.  (12.)  Where  a  writ 
of  capias  is  at  present  competent,  or 
where  the  defender  may  be  appre- 
hended until  security  is  found  that 
he  shall  appear  and  answer,  a  warrant 
for  apprehension  may  be  asked  for  in 
the  information  or  summons.  The 
warrant  is  to  be  granted  by  the  Lord 
Ordinary  before  service  of  the  writ, 
and  defender,  when  apprehended, 
must  find  two  cautioners  to  appear 
and  answer,  and  pay  the  duties  and 
penalties  sought  to  be  recovered.  If 
caution  be  not  found,  defender  to  be 
imprisoned  till  security  be  found  or 
he  be  liberated  in  due  course  of  law. 
(13.)  Where  rent-charges  or  penalties 
might  have  been  recovered  by  writ 
of  the  Pipe,  the  Lord  Ordinary,  on 
certificate  of  the  collector,  to  issue  ex 
parte,  and  without  any  formal  written 
application,  decree  for  payment.  All 
penalties  incurred  in  one  county  to  be 
included  in  one  decree.  Where  a 
charge  has  been  given  or  diligence 
followed  on  decree,  a  suspension  may 
be  brought ;  no  suspension  competent 
before  a  charge  has  been  given.  (14.) 
Interdict  substituted  in  lieu  of  injunc- 
tion. Application  to  be  made  by  a 
note,  with  statement  of  fact  and  pleas 
in  law,  as  in  ordinary  cases.  When 
note  presented  Lord  Ordinary  may 
either  gn^nt,  refuse,  or  order  service 
and  answers.  Where  interdict  is 
granted  with  reference  to  instituting 
any  cause  requiring  to  be  instituted 
within  a  limited  time,  the  said  limit- 
ed time  is  to  be  extended  by  the  pe- 
riod which  may  elapse  between  the 
date  of  the  service  of  interdict  and 
the  institution  of  the  cause,  and  ten 
free  days  more.  (16.)  Instead  of  man- 
damns  a  Summary  petition  to  be  sub- 
stituted, setting  forth  the  facts,  and 
craving  such  order  on  the  respendent 
as  may  be  coflipetent,  or  in  the  event 
of  failure  to  comply  craving  damage 
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in  the  burgh  a  place  where  a  copy  of 
the  list  will  be  open  for  perusal. 
Everybody  entitled  to  peruse  it  with- 
out paying  any  fee  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.u. 
daily  from  16th  to  26th  August  inclu- 
sive, excepting  Sundays.  Copies  of 
list  to  be  furnished  at  rate  fixed  in 
schedule  B.  Assessor  to  omit  the 
name  of  any  party  intimating  that 
desire  in  writing.  (3.)  Persons  omit- 
ted in  list  who  were  entitled  to  claim 
as  on  3l8t  July  preceding,  and  per- 
sons desiring  to  be  registered  for  a 
different  qualification,  must  on  or  be- 
fore 25th  August  intimate  it  to  the 
assessor  in  form  2  in  schedule  A.  As- 
sessor to  make  up  list  of  claimants. 
(4.)  Any  voter  may  object  to  the  name 
of  any  other  appearing  in  list ;  a  sign- 
ed notice-  of  objection  to  be  given  to 
assessor  and  to  party  objected  to  on 
or  before  25th  August,  as  in  schedule 
A,  No.  4.  (5.)  Assessors  to  make  up 
lists  of  parties  objected  to,  which  list, 
as  also  the  list  of  claimants,  to  be  open 
to  perusal  gratis,  at  some  place  of 
which  notice  has  been  given  by  news- 
paper advertisement,  from  10  a.m.  to 
4  p.  H.  daily,  except  Sundays,  during 
thejfirst  fourteen  days  of  September. 
Copies  to  be  furnished  to  all  parties 
at  the  same  rate  as  the  list  of  voters. 
(6.)  Assessor  to  give  signed  copies  of 
all  these  lists  to  town-clerk  on  or  be- 
fore Ist  September.  (7.)  Where  a 
burgh  has  more  than  one  assessor  the 
magistrates,  within  three  weeks  after 
passing  of  the  act,  to  appoint  one  of 
them  as  assessor  under  this  act,  and 
advertise  the  appoinlment :  if  magis- 
trates do  not  make  such  appointment, 
sheriff  of  the  county  to  do  it  within 
five  weeks  after  passing  of  act.  The 
same  rule  as  to  patronage,  time,  and 
advertising,  to  apply  in  appointing  a 
successor  to  an  assessor.  Where  more 
assessors  than  one,  the  others  are,  in 
matters  relating  to  this  act,  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  one  appoint- 
ed, and  to  take  instructions  from  him. 
If  any  part  of  a  county  be  included 
within  a  bnrgh  for  election  purposes, 
assessor  of  the  county  to  afford  access 
to  county  valuation  roll  to  assessor 
fjr  burgh.  (8.)  Assessors  disqualified 
from  being  registered  themselves  or 
voting  either  in  municipal  or  parlia- 
mentary elections  for  that  burgh.  (9.) 
A  notice  to  the  assessor  chall  be  held 
sufficiently  served  if  delivered  or  sent 
by  post  prepaid  to  his  place  of  abode 
or  place  of  business.  Notice  to  any 
other  person  maybe  sent  by  post  pre- 


paid to  his  usual  place  of  abode.  (10.^ 
Advertisements  required  by  this  act 
are  to  be  repeated  in  the  same  or  a 
similar  newspaper  not  earlier  than  six 
nor  later  than  eight  days  after  the  day 
on  or  before  which  such  advertise- 
ment is  required  to  be  published.  (11.) 
Lists  to  be  affixed  to  any  place  for  a 
period  including  at  least  two  coiuser 
cutive  Sundays,  and  if  removed  or  d&> 
faced  to  be  replaced.  (12.)  Penalty  for 
mutilating  or  removing  lists  a  fine  not 
exceeding  40s.  nor  under  10s.,  to  be 
paid  to  any  i>erson  suing  for  it,  to 
be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner 
before  the  sheriff  of  the  county  or 
two  justices.    (18.)  No  list  to  be  in- 
valid in  respect  of  deficient  publica- 
tion, but  assessor  to  be  liable  in  pen- 
alties for  the  wilful  or  culpable  ne- 
glect of  duty.  (14.)  Claims  or  objec- 
tions not  to  be  affected  by  mistfl^es 
ofthe  public  officers  to  whom  they  are 
appointed  to  be  given.   (16.)  In  the 
event  of  the  vacancy  of  any  officer  oa 
whom  duties  are  imposed  by  this  act, 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  ^point 
a  person  cui  interim^  and  fix  with  Lord 
Advocate's  approbation  his  remuner- 
ation, which  is  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
same  funds  as  the  regular  salary  of 
the  office.    (16.)  Any  voter  or  person 
claiming  to  vote  to  be  entitled,  gratis, 
every  lawful  day  from  10  a  Ji.  to  4  Poi., 
between  the  16th  August  and  21st  Oc- 
tober, to  inspect  valuation  roll  and 
make  extracts  therefrom.    (17.)  Vala- 
ation  roll  to  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  matters  therein  set  foi*th,  bnt 
may  be  redargued  by  proof  before  the 
sheriff.    The  roll  may  be  founded  on 
in  any  registration  or  appeal  court, 
though   not  produced.     (18.)  Townl 
clerks  to  transmit,  as  soon  after  let 
September  as  possible,  abstracta  to 
sheriff  of  lists  of  claimants  and  of 
parties  objected  to.    (19.)  Sheriffs  to 
hold  courts  for  revising  the  re^ster 
of  county  voters  and  the  list  of  the 
burghs,  between  1st  September  and 
1st  October,  and  to  give  sheriff  and 
town-clerk  written  notice  of  the  day-a. 
Town-clerk  to  advertise  notice  of  th^ 
day  fixed  for  the  burgh  registration 
court,  and  send  a  copy  to  the  asaesaom 
requiring  their  attendance.    (20.)  Xhe 
town-olerks  and  assessors  to  attend 
the  court:  town-clerk   to  Rive    the 
sheriff  the  lists  of  voters  and  printed 
copies  of  the  register  of  voters,     fha 
assessors  to  give  the  sheriff  the  oxi^ 
nal  notices  of  claim  and  obJecti^T 
The  valuation  roU  is  also  to  ba  oiT^ 
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table  of  the  eoart,  and  clerk  and  aii- 
sessoTB  to  produce  all  the  documents 
and  writs  in  their  power  regarding 
way  matter  necessary  for  revising  tiie 
lists  of  TOters.  Sheriff  authorised  to 
compel  production  of  valuation  roll, 
(tl.)  Claimants  omitted  in  list  may  be 
lemioned  by  sheriff  on  proving  them- 
selves possessed  of  the  necessary  qna- 
llficatioo.  (22.)  Such  claimants  may 
be  ol))eeted  to  by  any  voter,  who  must, 
before  the  claim  has  been  heard,  give 
notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  to 
oppose.  (28.)  Sheriff  is  to  correct  any 
-mistakes  in  lists,  to  expunge  names 
of  parties  insufficiently  qualified  or 
dead.  If  any  requisite  in  any  entry 
has  been  omitted,  or  if  the  description 
be  insufficient  for  identification,  sheriff 
to  expunge  the  name  of  the  party  un- 
less matter  be  amended.  Sheriff  to 
write  his  initials  in  open  court  against 
the  names  expunged  or  inserted,  and 
where  mistakes  have  been  rectified. 
(24.)  Sheriffs  and  substitutes  may 
grant  warrants  to  cite  parties,  wit- 
nesses, and  havers,  and  grant  dili- 
gence for  recovery  of  writs,  with  refe- 
rence to  any  claim,  objection,  or  ap- 
peal in  the  registration  courts ;  such 
warrants  and  diligence  to  be  valid, 
though  appeal  court  be  held  out  of  the 
limits  of  the  sheriff's  ordinary  juris- 
diction. (26.)  Sheriffs  may  adjourn 
registration  court,  but  must  finish 
business  by  80th  September.  At  all 
registration  courts  sheriffs  sitting  as 
members  to  have  power  to  examine 
parties  on  oath ;  any  party  swearing 
falsely  to  be  guilty  of  perjury.  (26.) 
Sheriff  to  deliver  revised  lists  of  vot- 
ers to  town-clerks  not  later  than  1st 
October  annually.  (27.)  Persons  dis- 
satisfied with  sheriff's  decision  may 
appeal  as  provided  in  the  act  2  and  3 
Will.  lY.  c.  66.  The  appeal  courts 
to  commence  sitting  before  the  8th 
October,  and  finally  to  determine 
buigh  appeals  by  the  21st,  and  county 
app«als  by  the  81st  October.  Judg- 
ment to  be  pronounced  in  burgh  ap- 
peals by  one  of  the  Judges  making  the 
requisite  alteration  in  the  list,  and 
the  rest  initialing  them.  (28.)  Parties 
bound  to  attend  registration  courts, 
and  make  productions ;  also  bound  to 
attend  appeal  courts  in  the  same  way. 
(SBd.)  Tovn-clerks  as  soon  as  possible 
to  friat  burgh  lists,  arranged  in 
wans  or  polling  districts,  and  make 
the  aeeessary  corrections  caused  by 
the  appeal  eeort,  to  afilz  to  each  name 
fa  tkm  nsgfiter  •  pmper  number  in  re- 


gular series,  and  to  sign  and  deliver 
a  copy  to  the  sheriff  on  or  before  81st 
October.  (80.)  This  signed  printed 
book  to  be  the  register  of  persons  en- 
titled to  vote  at  any  election  between 
the  said  31st  October  and  1st  Novem- 
ber in  the  year  succeeding.  Copies  to 
be  sold  at  a  rate  specified  in  schedule 
B ;  a  purchaser  must  take  the  whole 
that  relates  to  any  polling  district. 
Clerical  errors  in  the  books  may  be 
corrected  by  sheriff  at  any  time,  who 
is  to  sign  his  name  and  the  date  of  the 
correction.  (31.)  Registers  of  voters  to 
be  in  force  till  uew  register  is  complet- 
ed. (82.)  Substitutes  the  burgh  regis- 
ters unuer  this  act  for  those  prescribed 
by  2  and  8  Will.  IV .  c.  65,  and  repeals 
the  provisions  of  that  act  in  so  far. 
(33.)  Abolishes  payments  required  by 
2  and  8  Will.  IV.  c.  65  to  be  made  by 
parties  claiming  to  be  registered.

tion against  or  liability  incurred  by 
such  party  under  the  2  and  8  Will. 
ly.  C.65.  (41.)  Court  imposing  pen- 
alty to  fix  to  whom  and  when  it  is  to 
be  paid :  where  offence  relates  to  the 
formation  of  the  register  fine  to  be 
paid  to  the  assessor  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act.  (42.)  Town-clerks  and 
aasessors  to  keep  accounts  of  monies 
received  by  them  for  sales  of  lists, 
and  pay  it  over  to  the  assessor  spe- 
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ciallf  appointed.     (43.)  Magistrates 
of  burghs   to  make  up  accoauts  of 
expenses    of    annnal    registrations; 
where  these  exceed  monies  receired 
the  excess  to  be  apportioned  on  the 
parishes  and  levied  with  the  poor's 
rates,  or  it  may  be  levied  in  any  of 
the  ways  allowed  by  the  act  17  and  18 
Vict.

CHAP.  60.  To  amend  the  Laws  of 
Scotkmd  affecting  Trade  ani  Com- 
merce.   July  21. 

On  the  narrative  that  trade  has 
aufllered  inconvenience  from  the  dif- 
ference between  the  law  of  Scotland 
and  England  in  matters  of  common 
occurrence,    (1.)  Enacts,  that  goods 
sold  but  not  delivered  cannot  be  at- 
tached by  the  seller's  creditors :  the 
right  of  the  purchaser  to  demand  de- 
livery to  be  attachable  by  his  credi- 
tors.   (2.)  Where  a  purchaser  of  un- 
delivereo  goods  has  sold  them,  the 
necond  purchaser  to  be  entitled  to 
demand  delivery.  The  original  seller 
to  1m  bound  to  deliver  on  payment  of 
the  price  or  performance  of  the  con- 
ditions of  contract,  and  not  entitled  to 
retain  the  goods  for  any  separate  debt 
alleged  to  be  due  by  the  original  par- 
chaser.    Act  not  to  affect  any  right  of 
retention  for  the  price  of  i^oods  sold, 
or  for  performance  of  contract,  or  as 
against  any  party  except  a  subsequent 


irarchaser,  or  arising  from  express 
contract.    (S.)  Any  seller  may  arrest 
and  poind  undelivered  goods  in  his  own 
hands  at  any  time  prior  to  intimafioB 
of  sale  of  said  goods.    (4.)  Act  not  to 
affect  landlord's  right  of  hypothec  and 
sequestration  for  rent.    (5.)  If  good« 
sold  be  defective  or  of  bad  quality, 
seller,  if  ignorant  of  the  fact^  not  to 
be  held  to  have  given  a  warranty  xni- 
less  it  be  done  expressly,  or  the  goods 
have  been  sold  expressly  for  a  speci- 
fied and  particular  purpose,  in  which 
case  a  warranty  of  fitness  is  presumed. 
(6.)  All  gnarantees  and  cautionary  ob- 
ligations to  be  in  writing,  and  must  be 
subscribed  by  cautioner  or  an  author- 
ised mandatory.    (7.)  Guarantees  or 
cautionary  obligations  to  or  for  a  firm 
not  to  be  binding  after  any  change  of 
the  firm,  unless  die  intention  of  parties 
to  continue  bound  vppeax  by  express 
stipulation  or  by  necessary  implica- 
tion from  the  nature  of  the  fim,  or 
otherwise.    (8.)  Cautioners  not  to  b« 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  discussiony 
except  where  such  is  expressly  stipi^ 
latsd  for  in  instrument  of  caution.  (9.) 
Where  there  is  more  than  one  cau- 
tioner, the  discharge  of  one  without 
the  consent  of  the  others  to  operate  as 
a  discharge  to  all.   Clause  not  to  affect 
the  case  of  a  cautioner  consenting  to 
the  discharge  of  a  bankmpt  oo-cao- 
tioner.  (10.)  The  date  of  bills  or  notes 
may  be  proved  by  parole.    Summary 
diligence  not  competent  on  bills  or 
notes  issued  without  a  date.     (11.) 
After  3l8t  December  1866^  all  accep- 
tances of  bills  must  be  in  writing  on 
the  bill,  or  a  part  of  it,  signed  by  the 
acceptor  or  some  one  authorised  by 
him.    (12.)  Bills  drawn  within  tha 
United  Kingdom,  the  islands  of  Man, 
Guernsey,  Jersey,  Aldemey,  and  Sark, 
on  any  person  resident  in  any  part  of 
the  said  kingdom  or  islands,  to  be  an 
inland  bill.     Act  not  to  affect  the 
stamp-dutv  on  bills.    (18.)  After  th« 
passing  of  this  act,  notarial  protest 
on  inland  bills  and  notes  not  neces- 
sary, except  for  summary  diligence. 
(14.)  Notice  of  dishonour  of  mland 
bills  and  notes  to  be  given  as  in  for- 
eign bills.    (16.)  In  the  case  of  a  bill 
being  lost  or  fraudulently  obtained, 
the  holder  to  be  bound  to  prove  on* 
erosity;  proof  may  be  bv  parole.  (UL) 
The  endorsee  of  a  bill  or  note  en- 
dorsed after  date  of  payment  to  be 
liable  to   all   objections  competent    > 
against  the  endorser.    (17.)  Carrien 
of  goods  in  Scotland  to  be  liable  U» 
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lo3ae«  by  aceidenUl  fin.  (1&)  Eyexy 
^rt  ia  the  llDlted  Kingdom  and  ad- 
jacent iaUnds  to  be  a  bome-port  in 
r^ard  to  the  rigbts  of  parties  having 
elaims  for  repairs  of  sbips  or  sapplies 
funuahed  to  tbem.  (19.)  Court  ofSes- 
aioB  may  make  regulations  by  acts  of 
sederont  to«arry  act  into  effoet,  copies 
to  be  laid  before  parliament  within 
fourteen  days  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  next  session.  (80.)  Act 
to.be  called, "  The  Mercantile  Amend- 
ment Act,  Scotland,  1856."  (21.)  Re- 
stricts the  operation  of  tiie  act  to 
Scotland.

1st  November  1856.     (3.)  The  pro- 
cedure in  existing  sequestrations  to 
be  regnUted  by  this  act  when  an  in- 
terlocutor by  the  Court  or  a  final  in- 
terlocutor to  that   effect  has  been 
pronounced;  until  that  time,  the  px^ 
cedure  to  be  conducted  under  the  ni- 
pealedacts.  (4.)  Interpretation  clause 
— "Gasette"  means  the  Edinburgh 
Gaaette;  "Property"  and  "Estate" 
to  include  eveij  kind  of  property  and 
right  capable  of  alienation;  "SherifiT" 
includes  sheriff-substitutes;  ''Vote" 
includes  a  consent  to  or  dissent  from 
an  offer  of  composition  or  discharge. 
The  words  "Debtor,"  "Bankrupt," 
and  •'  Creditor,"  to  apply  to  companies 
as  well  as  individuals,  and  to  include 
aliens.

2d.  By  insolvency,  concurring  either 
(A)  with  a  charge  for  payment,  foli> 
lowed  by  imprisonment  where  that  is 
competent,  or  formal  apprehension  of 
debtor,  or  his  flight,  or  retreat  to 
sanctuary,  or  the  forcibly  defending 
his  person  against  dil^enoe;  where 
imprisonment  is  incompetent  by  an 
arrestment  not  loosed  for  fifteen  days, 
or  by  execution  of  a  poinding,  or  a 
decree  of  a4judication,  or  (B>  with 
sale  of  debtoPs  effects  under  a  poind- 
ing or  sequestration  for  ren^  or  retir- 
ing to  the  sanctuary  for  twenty-four 
hours,  or  applying  for  a  eessio  bonorum. 
(8w)  A  company  may  be  rendered  notou  r 
bankrupt  in  either  of  the  foregoing 
ways,  or  by  any  of  the  partners  being 
rendered  bankrupt  for  a  company  debt. 
(9.)  Notour  bankruptcy  to  commence 
from  the  time  its  several  requisites 
concur,  and  to  continue  in  the  ease  of 
sequestration  till  discharge ;  in  other 
oases,  till  insolvency  cease,  without 
prejudice  to  its  being  constituted  anew 
with  that  period.    (10.)  Deeds  made 
void  by  this  act,  and  voidable  alien- 
ations of  property  may  be  set  aside 
by  way  of  action  or  exception :  decree 
of  reduction  to  be  equally  effectual  in 
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either  cftse.  (11.)  Trustee  in  a  se- 
questration may  set  aside  any  deed  or 
alienation  for  behoof  of  the  whole 
eveditors,  and  is  entitled  to  all  the 
presumptions  coini>etent  to  any  cred- 
itor. 12.)  Arrestments  and  poindings 
used  within  sixty  days  before  or  four 
months  after  notour  bankruptcy  to 
be  ranked  pari  passu.  If  the  arrest- 
ments be  on  the  dependence  of  an 
action  or  for  an  illiquid  debt,  the  pro- 
ceedings to  be  completed  as  fast  as 
possible.    Any  creditor,  within  the 

{>eriod  here  fixed,  who  produces  a 
iquid  ground  of  debt,  to  be  entitled 
to  rank  as  if  he  had  executed  an 
arrestment  or  poinding.  Any  creditor 
obtaining  payment  during  this  period 
to  be  liable  to  account  to  others  en- 
titled to  rank  pari  passu,  after  deduc- 
tion of  expense  of  recovering  fhnd. 
Arrestments  used  subsequently  to  the 
expiry  of  the  four  months  not  to  com- 
pete with  those  used  before,  but  may 
rank  according  to  law  on  any  rever- 
sion. (13.)  Sequestration  may  be 
granted  in  the  following  cases:  Ist, 
As  to  persons  living,  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  Scotch  courts,  either  on 
their  own  petition,  with  concurrence 
of  creditors,  or  on  the  petition  of  a 
creditor  alone,  if  the  debtor  be  notour 
bankrupt,  and  have  lived  or  had  a 
place  of  business  in  Scotland  within 
a  year  before  presenting  the  petition; 
or  if  a  company  being  notour  bank- 
mpt  have  within  the  year  had  a  place 
of  business  in  Scotland,  or  carried  on 
business  in  Scotland  with  a  resident 
partner;  2d,  As  to  estates  of  parties 
deceased,  who  at  their  death  were 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  Scotch 
courts,  either  on  the  petition  of  a 
mandatory  empowered  to  ask  for  it 
by  the  deceased,  or  on  the  petition  of 
qualified  creditors.  (14.)  Petitions  for 
sequestration  to  foe  at  the  instance  of 
or  with  the  concurrence  of  one  creditor 
of  not  less  than  £50,  or  two  creditors 
for  not  less  than  £70,  or  three  or  more 
for  not  less  than  £100 :  the  debts  may 
be  either  liquid  or  illiquid,  provided 
they  are  not  contingent.  (16.)  Peti- 
tions for  sequestration  without  the 
concurrence  of  existing  debtors,  in- 
competent after  four  months  fVom  the 
date  of  notour  bankruptcy ;  petitions 
for  sequestration  of  estates  of  deceased 
debtors  by  creditors  may  be  presented 
at  any  time ;  sequestration  not  to  be 
awarded  till  six  months  after  death, 
ez'»pt  deceased  was  notour  bankrupt, 
mr  his  repiesentatf  tm  concur  in  the 


petition  and  renounce  the  succession. 
In  all  other  cases,  petition  for  seques- 
tration to  be  competent  at  any  time. 
(16.)  When  petition  for  sequestration 
is  presented,  the  Court  may,  with  or 
without  a  special  application,  take  im- 
mediate measures  for  the  preservatioA 
of  the  estate,  by  appointing  a  judicial 
factor  for  that  purpose,  with  the  re- 
quisite  powers,  who  is  to  find  caution. 
If  such  officer  be  appointed  by  the 
sherifi^  the  appointment  may  be  re- 
called by  the  Court  of  Session  on  ap- 
peal. (17.)  Sheriff  empowered  after 
sequestration  and  before  election  of 
trustee,  with  or  without  any  applica- 
tion for  the  purpose,  to  seal  up  books 
and  papers  of  bankrupt,  and  to  lock  up 
his  shop  and  repositories,  and  keep 
the  keys  till  trustee's  election  is  con- 
firmed.

Ibr  it.    (23.)  Where  creditor  is  out  of 
the  United  Kingdem,  oath  to  be  talsen 
before  a  person  qualified  to  administer 
oaths,  who  must  be  certified  to  be  such 
by  a  British  minister  or  consul,  or  by 
a  notary  pablic.    Creditor's  known 
agent  or  mandatory  in  the  United 
Kingdom  may  make  oath  of  credulity 
for  him.    (24.)  In  the  case  of  a  de- 
ceased debtor,  petitioning  creditor  to 
state  in  oath  wher»  debtsr  resided  or 
carried  on  business  in  Scotland  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  and  whether  he  was 
then  owner  of  estates  in  Scotland ; 
where  petition  is  presented  during 
debtor's    life    without    his    consent, 
petitioner,  if  notour  bankruptcy  be 
founded  on  debtor  haying  retired  to 
the  sanctuary,  must  swear  tiiat  he 
believes  the  debtor  to  have  so  retired. 
(26.)  Where  creditor  is  a  corporation, 
oath  of  verity  to  be  mode  by  any  of 
(he  principal  officers ;  where  creditor 
is  a  company,  oaih  to  be  emitted  by 
a  partner;   where  creditor  is  minor 
or  incapable  of  swearing,  oath  to  be 
emitted  by  authorized  guardian  or 
agent.    (26.)  Where  sequestration  is 
asked    without  the   consent  of  the 
debtor  or  his  successors,  the  Court  is 
to  grant  warrant  to  cite  the  debtor  or 
his  successors  to  show  cause,  within 
a  specified  time,  why  sequestration 
should  not   be   awarded :    diligence 
may  be  gn^'anted  to  recover  evidence 
of  notour  bankruptcy-  or  other  neoes- 
sary&cts.    (27.)  Where  the  debtor  is 
a  company,  copy  of  the  petition  and 
warrant,  left  at  the  place  of  business, 
if  a  putner,  clerk,  er  servant  be  there, 
is  anflksient  citation ;  or  filing  that, 
citation  may  be  made  stt  the  dwelling- 
hoose  of  any  of  the  acting  partners, 
or  failing  that,  by  lea-ving  a  copy  at 
the  office  of  edictal  citations.  Seques- 
tn^ion  may  be  awarded  of  the  estates 
of  company  and  partners  jointly,  or 
of  ttieir  respective  estates  separately. 
(S8.)  The  indueitB  of  citation,  when 
aisde  personally  orat  the  domicile,  to 
be  not  less  than  six  or  more  than 
fourteen  days;  when  ediotally,  twenty- 
one  days.    The  court  to  dinet  inti- 
natiom  of  the  warrant  and  of  the  diet 
8f  9ffOKmKi9  in  the  Guette.    (29.) 


Where  sequestration  Is  applied  for  by 
debtor  or  his  successor,  or  where  the 
'  succession  is  renounced,  court  to  issue 
a  deliverance  sequestrating  and  de* 
daring  estates  to  belong  to  creditors, 
and  if  debtor  be  dead,  ordering  any 
successor  who  has  made  up  title,  or  to 
in  possession  of  property,  to  convey 
to  the  trustee.    (SO.)  Where  petition 
is  not  by  or  with  concuri'ence  of  debtor 
or  his  successor,  and  where  no  aiH

Not  to  be  competent  for  any 
(alitor,  after  the  first  deliverance,  to 
be  confirmed  executor  creditor,  or  to 
adjudge   the   estate   of  a   deceased 
debtor.    (SI.)  Deliveratnce   awarding 
sequestration  not  to  be  subject  to  re- 
view; any  debtor  or  his  successor 
whose  estates  have  been  sequestrated 
without  their  consent,  and  any  credi- 
tor, may  petition  the  Lord  Ordinary 
within  forty  days  for  recall.    Where 
the  estate  of  a  deceased  party  has 
been  sequestrated  upon  the  edictal 
citation  of  his  successor,  application 
for  recall  may  be  made  by  any  one 
interested  up  to  the  advertising  pay- 
ment of  the  first  dividend.    Petitions 
for  recall  to  be  served  on  the  parties 
who  appHed  for  sequestration  or  their 
agents,  and  on  the  trustee.    Answera 
to  be  g^ven  in  and  notice  of  the  peti- 
tion to  be  published  in  the  Gazette. 
Lord  Ordinary  to  give  judgment.    It 
sequestration  cecalled,  the  recall  to  be 
entered  in  the  register  of  sequestra* 
tions  and  register  of  inhibitions.  (82.) 
After  expiry  of  the  periods  specmed 
above  no  petition  for  recall  is  compe* 
tent,  except  that  nine-tenths  in  num- 
ber and  ralue  of  the  crediton  ranked 
may  at  any  time  petition  the  Lord 
Ordinary  for  recall,  who  is  to  order  all 
concerned  to  appear  within  fourteen 
days  after  publication  of  his  order  in 
the  Gazette,  to  show  cause  why  se- 
questratioB' should  not  be  recalled :  on 
expiry  of  that  time  judgment  to  be 
pronounced.     (38.)  Sequestration  to 
go  on  until  finally  recalled.  (84.)  Any 
creditor  may  be  sisted  in  the  place  oif 
a  creditor  who  is  a  petitioner,  or  an 
objector  to  a  petition,  for  sequestra* 
tion  or  recall.    If  debtor  die  after  pe- 
tition for  sequestration  is  presented, 
the. proceedings  to  go  on  as  forascip- ' 
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ctunsiancea  permiu  (35.)  At  the 
meeting  for  election  of  trustee,  or  at 
any  subsequent  meeting  called  for  the 
purpoHe,  a  mi^lority  in  number  and 
lour-fifths  in  value  of  creditors  pre- 
sent maj  resolve  that  estate  be  wound 
np  under  a  deed  of  arrangement,  and 
that  the  Lord  Ordinary  or  sheriff  be 
asked  to  sist  procedure  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  two  months.  On  this 
resolution  being  carried,  not  necessary 
to  elect  a  trustee.  (36.)  Bankrupt  or 
party  appointed  by  meeting  to  report 
resolution  within  four  days  to  Lord 
Ordixuuy  or  sheriff,  and  apply  for  sist 
of  sequestration.  Court  to  hear  par- 
ties interested,  and  if  reasonable  to 
grant  sist.  (37.)  If  not  granted  the 
court  on  application  of  any  creditor 
may  arrange  the  interim  management 
of  the  estate.  (38.)  During  sist  credi- 
tors may  produce  a  deed  of  arrange- 
ment subscribed  by  four-fifths  in  num- 
ber and  value.  The  Lord  Ordinary  or 
sheriff  to  order  intimation,  hear  par- 
ties, and  make  inquiry :  if  satisfied,  to 
approve  of  it,  and  declare  sequestra- 
tion at  an  end.  Deed  to  be  binding 
on  all  the  creditors.  Sequestration  to 
subsist  to  the  effect  of  setting  aside 
preferences.  (39.)  If  resolution  not 
duly  reported,  or  sist  refused,  or  deed 
of  arrangement  not  approved  of,  se- 
questration to  proceed,  and  the  period 
of  time  that  has  elapsed  subsequent 
to  the  resolution  not  to  be  reckoned 
in  calculating  the  periods  of  time  pre- 
scribed in  act.  The  Lord  Ordinary 
and  sheriff  to  make  orders  necessary 
for  resuming  procedure  in  the  seques- 
tration. (40.)  If  sequestration  be  de- 
elarcd  at  an  end,  the  judgment  to  be 
recorded  as  in  a  case  of  recall.  (41.) 
The  petitioning  or  concurring  credi- 
tor to  be  paid  his  taxed  expenses  out 
of  the  first  funds  that  come  into  the 
bands  of  the  trustee.  (42.)  Seques- 
tration to  be  held  to  commence  from 
the  date  of  the  first  deliverance, 
though  that  should  not  be  an  award 
of  sequestration.  (43.)  In  Court  of 
Session  the  Bill  Chamber  clerks,  and 
in  Sheriff  Courts  the  sheriff  clerks,  to 
be  clerks  to  sequestrations.  Seques- 
trations not  to  fall  asleep,  nor  be  dis- 
missed under  the  15th  section  of  16 
and  17  Vict  c.  80.  When  a  seques- 
tration is  remitted  from  the  Court  of 
Session,  a  certified  copy  of  the  peti- 
tion, first  deliverance,  and  deliverance 
awarding  sequestration,  to  be  sent  to 
the  sheriff  clerk.  Ofiloers  of  the 
■^^'-Hff  Court  to  have  power  to  act  in 


sequestratiMis.  (44.)  Conrt  may  ou 
awarding  sequestration  grant  or  re- 
fuse warrant  of  protection  to  debtar 
until  the  meeting  of  creditors  for  elec- 
tion of  trustee.  Warrant  not  to  be 
effectual  unless  advertised  within  a 
week  in  the  London  and  Edinburgh 
Gaaettes.  Though  the  ooert  may 
have  refused  to  grant  warrant  of  pro- 
tection the  creditors  may  do  so  at  the 
meeting  for  election  of  trustee,  or  anj 
subsequent  meeting.  Sheriff  to  gnmt 
the  protection  on  application  by  tma- 
tee.  (45.)  The  court  awarding  seq«e»> 
tration  may  upon  application,  either 
in  the  petition  for  sequestration,  or  by 
separate  petition,  liberate  the  debtor 
from  prison,  after  intimation  to  incar- 
cerating creditor  and  hearing  parties. 
If  the  application  for  liberation  be  re- 
fused the  debtor  may,  with  consent  of 
his  trustee  and  commissioners,  make 
a  new  application,  and  the  court  may, 
after  intimation  and  hearing  objeo* 
tions,  liberate  or  not,  conditionally  or 
unconditionally.  (46.)  Allows  an  ap- 
peal against  sheriffs  judgment  in  re- 
gard to  liberation  during  session  to 
either  division,  during  vacation  to 
Lord  Ordinary.  Appeal-  to  be  heard 
summarily,  and  the  judgment  pro- 
nounced therein  to  be  fiiwl.  (47.)  A 
certified  copy  of  warrant  of  protection 
or  liberation  to  be  effectual  in  the 
Queen's  dominions  as  regards  impris- 
onment for  civil  debt  contracted  pre- 
vious to  date  of  sequestration,  not  to 
avail  in  case  of  warrants  of  apprehen- 
sion in  meditatione  /ugcBf  %d  faehtfn 
prastandunit  or  for  crimes.  (48.)  Party 
applying  for  sequestration  to  present, 
before  expiry  of  the  second  day  after 
the  date  of  the  first  deliverance  by 
the  Lord  Ordinary,  or  send  by  post 
when  petition  presented  to  sheriff 
within  the  same  period,  an  abbreviate 
in  form  of  schedule  A,  No.  1,  to  Regis- 
ter of  Inhibitions  at  Edinburgh. 
Keeper  of  reg^ter  to  record  and  write 
certificate  as  in  schedule  A,  No.  2, 
and  at  request  of  party,  on  payment 
of  fees,  to  return  abbreviate.  Abbre-> 
viate  to  have  the  effect,  from  the  date 
of  the  deliverance,  of  an  inhibition  and 
of  a  citotion  in  an  abjudication  at  the 
instence  of  the  creditors  afterwards 
ranked.  Paying  the  debts  on  which 
the  sequestration  was  awarded  not  to 
affect  mroe  of  abbreviate.  Abbreviate 
to  have  no  effect  unless  reeorded.  If 
sequestration  be  awarded  by  Conrt  o( 
Session  party  applying  for  it  shall 
within  ft>nr  dayi^  or  if  by  sheriff  wiih<i

In  Ibor  days  after  a  copy  of  the  first 
dctiTermce  could  be  received  inoonrse 
of  post  in  Edinburgh,  insert  a  notice 
in  terms  of  schedule  B  in  the  Gazette, 
and  oae  notice  in  the  same  terms 
within  six  days  in  the  London  Ga- 
tttte.     (49.)   Creditors   claiming   to 
tote  or  curaw  dividends  must  produce 
at  the  meeting,  or  to  the  trustee,  oaths 
the  same  as  in  the  case  of  petitioning 
for  sequestration,  and  the  accounts 
nd  Toodiers  necessary  to  prove  their 
debts.    (60.)  Where  the  accounts  and 
vouchers  are  not  in  the  possession  of 
the  creditor  within  the  period  irhen 
they  require  to  be  lodged,   he  is  to 
state  in  his  oath  where  they  are  and 
the  cause  of  non-production,  and  in 
that  case  a  dividend  is  to  be  set  apart 
until  production   be   made  or  debt 
otherwise  legally  established,  up  to 
which  time  creditor  not  to  be  allowed 
to  act  or  rote.  Trustee,  on  production 
of  oath  and  grounds  of  debt,  to  mark 
them  with  his  initials,  and  enter  them 
in  sederunt  book,  with  dateof  prodoc- 
tion.    Grounds  of  debt  to  be  returned 
to  creditor  if  required.    (51.)  Where 
oath  or  <daim  is  defective  the  sheriff  or 
trustee  may  require  it  to  be  rectified.  If 
not,rectified  accordingly,  to  be  rejected. 
Where   the   defect  appears  to  have 
been  caosed  by  fraud,  or  where  other 
creditors  can  qualify  injury  in  respect 
thereof,  the  sheriff  or  trustee  not  to 
be  bound  to  allow  rectification.    (52.) 
(Creditors  to  vote  and  rank  for  princi- 
pal and  interest  up  to  date  of  seques- 
tration only.    If  debt  not  payable  till 
after  date  of  sequestration,  interest  to 
be  deducted  from  that  date.   Debts  to 
be  sabject  to  the  deduction  of  discounts 
beyond  legal   interest,  according  to 
asage  of  trade.     Creditor  not  bound 
to  specify  separately  the  debt  and  in- 
terest.   If  there  be  any  residue  after 
discharging  the  debts  ranked,  credi- 
tors to  be  entitled  to  fiill  legal  inte- 
rest on  their  debts.     (53.)  Where  a 
daim  depends  on  a  contingency,  credi- 
tor to  apply  to  the  sheriff,  or  the  tros- 
tee  after  his  election,  to  put  a  value 
on  the  debt,  and  creditor  to  vote  and 
draw  dividends  on  such  value.  Where 
vmtineencj  has  occurred  before  the 
debt  has  been  valued,  creditor  may 
vote  and  draw  dividends  in  respect  of 
amount  of  debt,  but  former  dividends 
not  to  be  disturbed.    When  applicsr 
tion  is  made  to  sheriff  or  trustee,  no- 
tice to  be  given  to  the  bankrupt  and 
petitioning  creditor.     The  Judgment 
6f  tfaerlir  or  trustee  to  be  subject  to 


appeal ;  any  creditor  claiming  entitled 
to  appeal,  or  to  appear  and  be  heard 
on  any  appeal.  (54.;  Where  bankrupt 
has  granted  annuity  the  creditor  to 
apply  to  the  sheriff,  or  trustee  if  elect* 
ed,  to  put  a  value  on  it.  Sheriff  or  trus- 
tee in  valuing  annuity  to  liave  regard 
to  the  original  price  paid  for  it,  and 
its  diminution  in  value  in  regard  to 
the  lapse  of  subsequent  time  up  to 
date  of  sequestration :  notice  to  be 
given,  and  right  of  appeal,  as  in  the 
case  above  of  contin^^cut  debts.  (55.) 
Where  there  is  a  cauticner  for  pay- 
ment of  annuity,  creditor  after  date 
of  sequestration  can  only  sue  him  for 
the  value  and  arrears:  cautioner  pay- 
ittgvaluc  and  arrears  to  be  discliorged, 
and  may  claim  in  sequestration  for 
sum  so  paid.  If  cautioner  do  not  pay 
the  sum  so  fixed  as  vaiiie  before  a  sub- 
sequent tenuly  payment  l>ecomesdue, 
he  must  pay  the  annuity  and  all  sul>- 
sequent  annuities  until  pavment  uf 
the  value,  under  deduction  of  any  divi- 
dends the  creditor  may  have  received. 
(56.)  Where  there  is  an  obligant  be- 
sides the  bankrupt  bound  for  a  debt, 
he  ia  not  freed  by  the  creditor  voting 
or  drawing  dividends  for  the  debt,  or 
assenting  to  the  bankrupt's  discharge. 
Obligant  may  obtain  from  creditor  an 
assignation  to  the  debt  on  payment, 
and  may  claim  and  vote  on  sequestra- 
tion in  respect  thereof.  (57.)  No  credi- 
tor, by  merely  lodging  a  claim,  or  vot- 
ing, or  drawing  dividend,  to  be  liable 
for  the  expenses  or  outlay  of  any  agent 
employed  by  the  trustee ;  the  agent's 
right  to  payment  out  of  the  estate, 
and  from  the  trustee,  reserved.  Trus- 
tee who  pays  agent  not  to  have  any 
right  of  relief  against  ordinary  credi- 
tors. (58.)  Oaths  of  verity  or  credu- 
lity not  to  supersede  legal  evidenos 
if  required  by  court  or  trustee.  (69.) 
Where  creditor  holds  a  security  over 
any  part  of  the  bankrupt's  estate,  he 
must  deduct  its  value  from  his  debt, 
and  is  entitled  to  vote  only  in  resxtect 
of  the  balance,  except  in  questions  as 
to  the  disposal  and  management  of 
the  estate  subject  to  the  security, 
when  he  is  entitled  to  vote  on  the  full 
amount  of  his  debt.  (60.)  Where 
creditor  has  any  security  for  his  debt 
from  aco^bligant  with  the  bankrupt, 
he  must  value  it,  and  can  only  vote 
in  respect  of  the  balance.  (61.)  A 
creditor  on  the  estate  of  a  company 
in  voting  need  not  deduct  from  his 
claim  the  value  he  may  be  entitled 
to  draw  from  the  partners'  estats- 
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If  he  claim  on  the  estate  of  a  partner, 
he  must  deduct  the  value  of  his  claim 
against  the  company  and  against  the 
other  partners,  and  can  only  vote  for 
the  balance.  (62.)  The  trustee,  with 
consent  of  the  commissioners,  may 
require  from  the  creditor  a  convey- 
ance of  any  security  or  obligation  on 
paying  29  per  cent,  additional  to  the 
creditor's  own  valuation  within  two 
months  after  -creditor  has  Aised  his 
claim  at  a  meeting;  or  a  majority  of 
the  creditors,  excluding  the  creditor 
maldng  the  claim,  may  require  such 
assignation  at  any  meeting.  A  creditor 
may  at  any  time  before  he  has  been  re- 
quired to  assign,  correct  his  valuation 
by  a  new  oath,  and  deduct  the  new  val- 
ue from  his  debt.  (63.)  Creditors  may 
vote  by  mandatories,  provided  they 
exhibit  their  mandate.  (64.)  The  bank- 
rupt's wife  or  her  trustee,  and  all  per- 
sons acquiring  debts  after  the  seques- 
tration otherwise  than  by  succession 
or  marriage,  not  to  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  election  of  trustee  and  com- 
missioners, but  entitled  to  rank  in  all 
other  respects  as  a  creditor.  (65.)  To 
entitle  a  creditor  having  a  security 
over  the  bankrupt's  estate  to  rank 
for  a  dividend,  he  must  value  the  secu- 
rity on  oath,  and  specify  the  balance. 
The  trustee,  with  consent  of  the  com- 
missioners, may,  on  payment  of  the 
value,  demand  an  assignation  of  the 
security  over  the  estate,  or  reserve  to 
the  creditor  the  benefit  of  the  security. 
The  creditor  to  rank  and  draw  divi- 
dend for  the  balance.  (66.)  The  valua- 
tion put  on  the  claim  of  a  creditor  on  a 
company's  estate  to  be  deducted  from 
his  claim  on  the  separate  estate  of 
the  partner,  and  creditor  to  rank  and 
draw  dividend  out  of  partner's  estate 
only  for  the  balance.  (67.)  It.  the  de- 
liverance awarding  sequestration  a 
meeting  of  creditors  is  to  be  appoint- 
ed at  a  specified  hour  and  day,  not 
earlier  than  six  or  later  than  twelve 
days  after  the  date  of  the  Gazette  no- 
tice, at  a  convenient  place  in  the 
county,  for  electing  a  trustee  and 
other  acts.  (68.)  Creditors  or  manda- 
tories to  meet  at  time  and  place  fixed, 
with  power  to  adjoutn  to  the  twelfth 
day  after  the  date  of  the  Gazette  no- 
tice. Sheriff  to  attend  on  the  requisi- 
tion of  two  or  more  creditors.  Sheriff- 
clerk  or  his  depute  to  attend  to  mark 
the  oaths  and  productions,  write  the 
minutes,  and  enter  the  names  and 
designations  of  the  creditors,  the 
amount  of  their  claims,  and  any  other 


circumstances  the  presiding  sheriff 
may  think  fit.  Sheriff  to  sign  min- 
ntes.  The  clerk  to  retain  the  oaths 
of  creditors  subject  to  exhibition  till 
the  election  be  determined,  then  to 
deliver  them  to  the  trustee.  When 
sheriff  and  sheriff-clerk  not  present 
creditors  to  elect  a  preses  and  a  cleric 
to  discharge  the  duties  previously  aa* 
signed  to  sheriff  and  sheriff-clerk. 
The  creditors  are  to  elect  a  trustee, 
or  two  or  more  trustees,  to  act  in  suo- 
cession  in  event  of  the  failure  of  th« 
first  party.  In  the  case  of  the  seqaeti- 
tration  of  the  estates  of  a  company 
and  of  the  partners,  there  may  be 
either  one  trustee  or  separate  trus- 
tees. Unlawful  to  elect  as  trustee 
either  the  bankrupt  or  any  conjunct 
and  confident  person,  or  any  one  hav- 
ing an  interest  opposed  to  the  general 
creditors,  or  any  one  residing  out  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of  Ses- 
sion. (69.)  When  the  sheriff  is  pre- 
sent, if  there  be  no  competition  nor 
objection  to  the  party  chosen,  he  shall 
by  a  deliverance  on  the  minutes  de- 
clare the  party  chosen  trustee.  Where 
there  is  competition  or  objeetions  to 
the  votes  or  candidates,  sheriff  may 
either  decide  or  make  avizandum. 
He  may  make  a  short  note  of  the  ob- 
jections and  answers,  on  which  he 
shall  within  four  days  hear  jmrtieB 
and  decide,  stating  the  g^undsof  his 
decision  in  a  note,  which  is  to  form 
part  of  the  process.  (70.)  Where  sher- 
iff is  not  present  the  preses  of  the 
meeting  is  to  report  the  proceedings 
to  him;  the  oaths  of  the  claimants 
to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  sheriff- 
clerk.  Where  there  is  no  objection 
or  competition,  sheriff  to  declare  the 
party  chosen  trustee ;  where  there  is, 
the  parties  within  four  days  of  the 
meeting  must  lodge  with  clerk  notes 
of  objections.  The  sheriff  is  to  hear 
parties  forthwith,  and  decide,  stating 
the  reasons  in  a  note ;  these  notes  to 
form  part  of  process.  (71.)  Sheriff's 
judgment  declaring  who  is  to  be  trus- 
tee to  be  given  with  the  least  i>os8i- 
ble  delay,  and  not  to  be  subject  to 
review.  (72.)  Creditors  to  fix  the  snm 
for  which  the  trustee  is  to  find  ean- 
tion,  and  to  decide  on  the  sufl^ency 
of  the  caution  offered.  Trustee 'to 
lodge  with  sheriff-clerk  a  bond  of  cau- 
tion in  the  form  of  schedule  G.  Bond 
to  be  Aimished  by  sheriff-clerk.  Gredi* 
tors  may  accept  the  bond  of  a  guaran- 
tee society.  r78.)  After  bond  of  cau- 
tion has  been  lodged  sheriff  to  eooftna 
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the  oleetion  ci  trnstM.  Tbe  oonfir- 
mation  not  to  be  aabject  to  i«Tieir. 
Staeriff-eierk  to  itsoe  an  act  and  war- 
laat  as  per  Mdiednle  D.  The  tnistee 
is  to  send  aeopy  of  this  to  the  aoconat- 
•at»  who  ifl  to  enter  trustee's  name 
aod  designation  in  the  register  of  se- 
questrations. This  act  a^  warrant 
to  be  the  trustee's-  title;  a  certified 
0^7  of  it  to  be  prima  faeU  evidence 
in  any  court  in  the  Queen's  dominions, 
and  to  entitle  trustee  to  recover  pro- 
per^ and  maintain,  actions  in*  the 
same  way  as  tbe  bankrupt  could  have 
done  himselH  (74.)  Trustee  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  »  majority  in 
number  and  value  of  the  creditors  at 
a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 
One^ourm  of  the  creditors  in  value 
may  petition  Lord  Ordinary  for  re- 
moval of  trustee :  petition  to  be  served 
on  trustee,  and  intimated  in  Gacette: 
Lord  Ordinary  may  remove  trustee, 
wad  appoint  a  meeting  for  election  of 
a  new  one.  If  trustee  dies,  resi^n^ 
is  removed,  or  remains  at  one  time 
three  months  fnrth  of  Scotland,  any 
ocHnndssioner  or  creditor  may  ask 
sheriff  to  order  a  meeting  for  electing 
a  new  trustee.  Sheriff  is  to  appoint 
haid  meeting,  which  is  to  be  intimated 
in  the  Gazette  by  the  party  appljnng. 
Tbe  new  trustee  to  be  elected,  find 
caution,  and  be  confirmed  as  in  the 
case  of  a  first  election ;  to  be  vested 
with  the  same  powers  as  the  former, 
and  to  call  him  or  his  representatives 
to  account.  (76.)  After  the  election  of 
a  trustee,  and  at  the  same  meeting, 
the  creditors  are  to  elect  three  com- 
missioners, if  there  be  as  many  credi- 
tors daiming,  in  the  same  way  as  they 
elected  a  trustee,  except  that  they 
are  not  required  to  find  security. 
Sheriff  to  declare  their  election  by  a 
deliverance  in  the  sederunt  book, 
which  decision  is  final ;  a  majority  to 
be  a  quorum.  The  disqualifications 
tat  the  olSce  of  commissioner  the 
same  as  for  that  of  trustee.  Where  a 
mandatory  of  a  creditor  has  been  ap- 
pointed commissioner,  he  loses  office  on 
recall  of  the  mandate  being  intimated 
to  the  trustee.  Whenever  a  commis- 
sioner declines  to  act,  or  becomes  in- 
capacitated, trustee  to  call  a  meeting 
to  elect  another.  The  election  to  pro- 
ceed in  the  same  way  as  at  first.  (76.) 
Gonmiissioners  may  be  removed  by 
a  majority  of  the  creditors  at  any 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  (77.) 
▲  majority  in  number  and  value  of 
the  cndit«ars  may  renew  bankrupt's 


personal  protection  for  soeh  period 
as  they  choose,  either  at  the  meeting 
held  for  election  of  a  trustee,  or  alter 
the  examination  of  the  bankrupt,  er 
at  any  meeting  called  for  the  pni^- 
posci  The  tnistee  is  to  apply  to  the> 
sheriff,  an  extract  of  whose  deliver- 
ance is  to  have  the  same  effect  as. 
the  original  protection.  (78.)  An  al- 
lowance not  exceeding  £8, 8s.  per  week 
to  each  individual  buikrupt,  iVomthe 
date  of  sequestration  to  the  period  of 
the  second  dividend,  may  be  made  by 
four-fifths  in  value  of  the  creditors  at 
the  meeting  for  election  of  tnistee,  or 
that  held  after  bankrupt's  examine^ 
tion,  or  at  any  other  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose.  No  allowance  to  be 
given  if  bankrupt  has  not  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  If  a 
majority  of  creditors  present  at  any 
regular  meeting  think  that  it  is  for  the 
interest  of  the  estate,  to  make  a  ftir^ 
ther  special  allowance,  and  if  the  ac- 
countant in  bankruptcy  report  favour- 
ably, the  Lord  Ordinary  or  the  Court 
may  award  such  allowance  on  appli- 
cation by  the  trustee.  (79.)  Every 
trustee,  within  twenty-one  days  after 
his  election  has  been  confirmed,  to  re- 
cord an  abbreviate  in  the  form  in 
schedule  E,  No.  1,  in  the  register  of 
abbreviates  of  adjudications,  and  sub- 
scribe ^rtificate  thereon.  (80.)  Trus- 
tee to  take  possession  of  bankrupt's 
estate  and  of  his  books  and  docu- 
ments, and  to  make  up  an  inventory 
and  a  valuation.  Copies  of  inventory 
and  valuation  to  be  sent  to  the  ac- 
countant. (81.)  Bankrupt  to  make  up, 
to  give  to  the  clerk  of  the  meeting  for 
election  of  trustee,  a  state  of  his  af- 
fairs, ^specifying  his  whole  property, 
and  tlie  names  and  designations  of  his 
creditors  and  debtors,  and  the  debts 
due  by  and  to  him,  with  a  rentid  of 
his  heritable  property.  This  is  to  be 
signed  by  bankrupt,  and  engrossed  in 
the  sederunt  book  by  the  trustee. 
Bankrupt  to  assist  trustee  and  give 
information.  If  bankrupt  fail  to  do 
so,  or  to  grant  the  deeds  requisite  for 
recovery  of  the  estate,  the  trustee  to 
apply  to  sheriff  to  compel  him  to  do 
so  under  penalty  of  imprisonment  and 
forfeiture  of  the  benefit  of  this  act. 
(82.)  The  trustee  is  to  realize  the 
bankrupt  estate  as  directed  by  the 
creditors,  or  failing  that  with  the  ad- 
vice of  the  commissioners,  and  to  lodge 
the  monies  received  in  the  bank  cho- 
sen by  a  malority  in  number  and  value 
of  the  creditors,  or,  if  no  bank  be  cbo- 
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MD,  in  any  Scotch  Joint  stock  bank  of 
iwae,  prorided  the  truBtee  be  Hot  the 
acting  partner,  manager,  or  cashier 
thereof.    The  money  to  be  lodged  in 
the  trustee's  name  at  the  highest  rate 
of  interest.     The  bank  must  make 
yearly  balances  and  aecamulate  prln- 
<dpal  and  interest :  if  it  do  not,  it  is  to 
be  liable  to  account  on  that  principle. 
(88.)  If  trustee  keep  in  his  own  hands 
a  sum  exceeding  £50  for  more  than 
ten  days,  he  is  to  pay  the  creditors 
interest  on  the  excess  beyond  for  the 
time  abore  ten  days  at  the  rate  of 
20  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  unless  the 
money  has  been  kept  innocently  trus- 
tee to  be  dismissed  on  petition  by  any 
creditor,  to  have  no  claim  for  remun- 
eration, and  to  be  liable  in  expenses. 
(81.)  Trustee  to  keep  a  sederunt  book, 
and  record   minutes,  &c.,   and  also 
regfular  accounts  of  the  affairs ;  certi- 
fied progressive  states  to  be  sent  to 
acconntant  in  bankruptcy  before  the 
periods  fixed  for  each  dividend.    The 
sederunt  books  and  accounts  to  be  pa-^ 
tent  to  the  commissioner,  creditors, 
and  their  agents.   Trustee  not  bound 
to  exhibit  any  confidential  document 
to  any  other  person  than  the  commis- 
sioners, nor  to  insert  it  in  the  sede- 
runt book.    (86.)  The  commissioners 
are  to  superintend,  to  concur  with 
trustee  in  submissions  and  t(&nsac- 
tions,  to  advise  and  assist  in  the  man- 
agement, to  decide  as  to  paying  or 
postponing  dividend.    They  may  as- 
semble at  any  time  to  ascertain  the 
situation  of  the  bankrupt  estate,  and 
any  of  them  may  report  what  he 
pleases  to  a  general  meeting.    (86.) 
The  judicial  factor,  trustee,  and  com- 
missioners to  be  liable  to  account  to 
the  Lord  Ordinary  and  sheriff^  at  the 
instance  of  any  party  interested,  by 
petition  served  on  them.    If  the  peti- 
tion be  improper  the  party  complain- 
ed en  to  get  full  expenses,  either  re- 
tained out  of  the  liinds,  or  recovered 
firom  the  complainer,  as  the  court  may 
order.    (87.)  The  sheriff,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  trustee,  which  must  be 
made  within  eight  days  of  his  confir- 
mation, is  to  issue  a  warrant  for  the 
bankrupt's  examisation  in  the  sheriff 
conrt-house,  on  a  day  and  hour  not 
sooner  than  seven  nor  later  than  four- 
teen days  after  the  date  of  the  war- 
rant.   Trustee  to  advertise  in  Ga- 
xette  and  send  by  x>ost  or  otherwise  a 
special  notice  to.  every  creditor  who 
has  lodged  a  claim,  or  who  is  named 
in  the  bankrupt's  state  of  aflisirs,  inti- 


msttng  his,  the  trastee's,  name  and 
designation,  his  election  as  tnistee, 
and  the  time  and  plsce  of  examina- 
tion, and  also  a  specified  day,  not 
sooner  than  seven  nor  later  than  fonr- 
teen  days  after  the  day  appointed  for 
bankrupt's  examination.    In  the  ease 
of  a  deceased  debtor  trustee  to  call  a 
meeting  of  creditors  by  public  adver> 
tisement  and  notice  to  each  creditor, 
to  be  held  within  fourteen  days,  and 
also  the  hour  and  place  for  holding  a 
second  meeting,  and  Intimate  in  the 
notice  the  period  for  lodging  claims. 
(88.)  The  sheriff  may  grant  warrant 
to  apprehend  the  bankrupt,  and  bring 
him  up  for  examination.  If  bankrupt 
be  impiisoned  for  debt  in  Scotland, 
the  sheriff  may  authorise  his  being 
brought  up  for  this  purpose,  and  again 
sent  to  prison ;  he  may  also  bring  him 
from  the  sanctuary,  protecting  him 
during  the  time  from  arrest  for  debt. 
If  the  bankrupt  be  prevented  by  law- 
ful cause  from  attending,  or  be  in  jail 
on  a  criminal  charge,  or  be  abroad,  the 
sheriff  may  grant  commission  to  take 
the  examination,  and  the  examination 
of  the  bankrupt  may  be  adjourned, 
and  he  may  be  examined  on  applica- 
tion by  trustee  as  often  as  the  sheriff 
majasee  fit.    (89.)  If  bankrupt  be  in 
England  or  Ireland  the  Lord  Ordinary 
may,  on  petition  by  trustee,  grant 
warrant  to  all  magistrates  and  officers 
of  the  law  to  apprehend  and  transmit 
him  to  the  place  of  examination.    If 
the  bankrupt  be  in  prison  he  may 
authorize  his  being  brought  np  for 
examination,   and   sent  back  after- 
wards into  custody.    (90.)  Sheriff,  on 
application  by  trustee,  may  order  ex- 
amination  of  bankrupt's   wife   and 
family,  clerks,  law  agents,  or  others, 
on  oath.    If  such  parties  neglect  to 
appear  after  summons,  a  warrant  to 
be  issued  for  their  apprehension.    If 
the  person  who  fails  to  appear  is  not 
the  bankrupt,  nor  his  wife,  child,  clerk, 
or  servant,  the  warrant  for  apprehen- 
sion is  not  to  be  issued  till  eight  days 
after  service  of  the  first  warrant,  un- 
less tmstee  on  oath  state  a  reason- 
able eause  of  belief  that  sneh  person 
intends  leaving  the  country  to  avoid 
examination,  in  which  case  warrant 
may  be  granted  forthwith.    Where 
party  cannot  attend,  sheriff  may  grant 
commission.  The  examination  may  be 
a4joumed  to  an  early  day  then  to  be 
fixed.    All  persons  summoned  other 
than  the  bankrupt  to  be  paid  as  wit- 
nesMto.  Allowance  to  be  fixed  by  shcr* 
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Ur  ia  case  of  dispate.    (910  Tbe  bank- 
nq^  «nd  other  parties  sommoned  are 
to  amirer  all  tawfid  qiieatieiis  reUtiiig 
to  the  bankmp^s  aflndn.  and  may  be 
ordered  to  produce  books  and  doco- 
laeiita  in  their  custody,  atid  cause  the 
same  or  copies  thereof  to  be  giTOil  to 
the  trustee.    (92.)  Ezamioations  to 
be  taken  on  oath  before  the  sheriff  or 
commissioner.     The  bankrupt's  ex- 
amination to  be  written  and  antlien- 
tieated  as  a  reguUff  deposition.  Notes 
of  theeTideoce  of  other  persons  to  be 
Written  by  the  sheriff  like  proofs  in 
ciyfl  cases,  except  where  judge  thinks 
it  proper  to  record  and  authenticate 
it  as  ft  regulur  deposition.  If  the  trus- 
tee chooses,  the  examiuation  of  the 
bankrupt  and  other  persons  is  to  take 
place  in  open   court      (98.)  Where 
party  examined  refuses  to  swear,  or  to 
answer  questions,  or   produce  docu- 
ments, or  sign  his  examination,  the 
sheriff  may  commit  him  to  prison  un- 
til he  comply.    Warrant  to  specify 
cause  of  commitment,  and  not  to  be 
sttlrject  to  review  by  Court  of  Session. 
Party  imprisoned  may  petition  the 
Lord  Ordinary  for  recall  of  the  war- 
rant, and  the  Lord  Ordinary,  after 
heating  parties  viva  voce^  is  to  decide. 
(94.)  Any  latent  partner  not  intimat- 
ing the  met  to  tiie  trustee  before  the 
examination  of  the  bankrupt,  to  for- 
feit the  benefit  of  this  act,  unless  he 
can  satisfy  the  court  that  the  omission 
arose  from  mistake,  ignorance,  or  rea- 
sonable misconception  of  his  liability 
as  partner,  and  unless  he  take  steps 
to  remedy  tlte  loss  and  inconvenience 
occasioned.    (96.)  The  bankrupt,  be- 
fore the  close  of  his  examination,  may 
correct  the  state  of  his  affairs,  which 
state  so  corrected  is  to  be  subscribed 
by  the  sheriff  and  bankrupt.  This  sec- 
tion then  prescribes  the  oath,  which 
is  to  be  engrossed  in  the  sederunt 
book  and  signed  by  the  bankrupt.  (96.) 
Trustee  to  report  the  state  of  afrairs 
to  the  meeting  of  creditors  held  after 
bankrupt's  examination,  or  in  the  case 
of  a  deceased  party  to  the  first  meet- 
ing after  his  cuection.    The  creditors 
at  tfaese  meetings  may  receive   an 
offer  of  composition,  and  may  give 
directions  for  the  management  of  the 
estate.    Where  the  estate  consists  of 
heritable    property,    creditors    may 
either  sell  it  judicially  or  by  volun- 
tary public  or  private  sale.    (97.)  If  a 
majority  of  the  creditors  in  number 
and-vatUB  at  any  meeting  after  bank- 
mpi's  e<«imnati«n  fhiidL  that  he  has 


not  made  a  fitir  surrender,  or  that  hhi 
bankruptcy  is  fraudulent,  they  ma^ 
authorise  proceedings  against  him  M 
the  expense  of  the  estate.  (96.)  Ilia 
trustee,  or  any  commissioner  with 
notice  to  the  trustee,  may  at  any  iima 
call  a  meeting  of  creditors,  and  one^ 
fourth  in  value  of  the  creditors  rank- 
ed may  require  trustee  to  call  a  meet- 
ing. (99.)  Notice  of  the  day,  hour, 
place,  and  purpose  of  meeting,  to  bt 
advertised  in  Gazette  seven  days  be- 
fore the  day  of  meeting,  and  meeting 
mtfy  be  adjourned  to  next  day.  (100.) 
Not  necessary  to  notify  meetings  by 
post  to  creditors  below  £20,  except  on 
a  writted  request  by  such  creditor. 
No  notification  to  be  made  to  any 
creditor  who  has  directed  that  none 
shall  be  sent.  (101.)  Except  where 
otherwise  regelated,  questions  at 
meetings  to  be  determined  by  a  ma- 
jority in  value  of  the  voters  present. 
Where  creditors  are  required  to  be 
counted  in  number,  no  one  under  £90 
to  be  counted,  but  his  debt  to  be  com- 
puted in  value.  (102.)  The  trustee's 
confirmation  vests  in  him  the  bank- 
rupt estate  from  the  date  of  seques- 
tration to  the  following  effects :  1.  The 
movable  estate  as  if  actual  delivery 
had  been  obtained  or  intimation  made 
at  that  date,  subject  to  valid  prefer- 
able securities  then  existing :  2.  The 
heritable  estate  in  Scotland  as  if  de- 
cree of  adjudication  in  implement  of 
sale,  as  well  as  decree  of  adjudication 
for  debt  subject  to  no  legal  reversion, 
had  been  pronounced  in  favour  of  the 
trustee,  and  recorded  at  the  date  of 
the  sequestration,  and  as  if  a  poind- 
ing of  the  ground  had  been  then  exe- 
cuted, subject  to  existing  valid  pref- 
erable securities,  and  the  crediton/ 
right  to  poind  the  ground.  A  prior 
inhibition  not  to  affect  the  trustee's 
right,  but  only  to  receive  effect  in  the 
ranking  of  the  creditors.  This  trans- 
fer not  to  affect  the  rights  of  the  su- 
perior, nor  a  question  of  succession 
between  a  creditor's  heir  and  execu- 
tor, nor  the  rights  of  the  ancestors 
creditors,  except  that  trustee's  confir- 
mation is  to  operate  in  their  favour  as 
complete  diligence.  If  bankrupt's  es- 
tate be  held  under  a  limited  title,  the 
trustee's  right  to  be  limited  to  the 
extent  of  the  interest  which  the  bank- 
rupt can  legally  convey  or  creditors 
legally  attach :  3.  Vests  in  him  all 
real  estate  in  the  Queen's  dominions, 
provided,  as  regards  fi-eehold,  copy- 
hold|  and  leaseh<ad  estates  out  of 
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Scotland,  the  confirmation  be  regis- 
tered in  the  chief  court  of  bankruptcy 
where  the  property  is  situate,  as  an 
a^JQdicatioa  or  bankruptcy  is  there 
recorded,  aad  no  onerous  purchaser  of 
•nch  property  to  be  affected  by  the 
bankmptcy  until  the  confirmation  be 
00  registered.  Where  by  the  law  of 
that  portion «f  the  Queen's  dominions, 
any  conveyanoe  is  required  to  be  en- 
rolled or  recorded,  the  confirmation  is 
to  be  enrolled  or  recorded,  and  any 
person  pcirchasing  onerously  and  in 
ignorance  of  the  sequestration  prior 
to  such  enrolment  or  recording  not  to 
be  affected  by  it.  (103.)  Any  estate 
acquired  by  bankrupt  during  seques- 
tration and  before  his  discharge,  vests 
in  the  trustee.  The  Lord  Ordinary 
upon  bis  petition,  and  no  cause  shown 
to  the  contrary,  to  declare  such  vest- 
ing. The  proceeds  of  the  estate  to  be 
divided  in  terms  of  this  act,  reserving 
the  rights  of  the  creditors  of  the  per- 
son from  whom  the  estate  has  come. 
Bankrupt  to  forfeit  the  benefit  of  this 
act  if  he  do  not  immediately  notify 
such  acquisition  to  trustee.  (104.)  Per- 
sons claiming  estates  included  in  a 
sequestration  to  petition  Lord  Ordi- 
nary to  have  them  withdrawn :  Lord 
Ordinary  to  decide  upon  petition  and 
answers  by  triiKtee.  (105.)  Trustee 
may  make  up  feudal  titles  to  herit- 
able estate,  either  in  his  own  name 
for  behoof  of  creditors,  or  in  name  of 
the  bankrupt,  or  he  may  without 
making  up  title,  and  without  bank- 
rupt's consent,  grant  conveyances, 
with  such  procuratories  and  precepts 
as  the  bankrupt  might  have  granted ; 
such  conveyances  to  be  effectual  and 
not  affected  by  any  inhibition  against 
the  bankrupt.  Superior  to  enter  trus- 
tee, or  purchaser  from  him.  (106.) 
Where  the  estate  of  a  party  deceased 
is  sequestrated,  and  his  heir  has  made 
up  titles,  trustee  may  petition  Lord 
Chdinary  to  have  the  estate  trans- 
ferred to  him.  Petition  to  be  served 
on  heir,  and  answered  within  fourteen 
days,  and  an  abbreviate  of  it  as  in 
schedule  A,  No.  3,  to  be  recorded  and 
operate  as  an  inhibition.  If  no  cause 
be  shown  to  the  contrary  the  Lord 
Ordinary  to  declare  the  estate  trans- 
ferred, and  vested  as  at  the  date  of 
sequestration:  an  abbreviate  of  the 
decree  to  be  recorded  within  eight 
days  in  register  of  abbreviates  of  ad- 
judication, and  certified  by  the  keeper 
thereof.  (107.)  Sequestration  to  have 
the  effect  of  a  decree  of  adjudication 


of  bankrupt's  heritable  estate  as  at 
its  date  for  the  whole  debts,  principal 
and  interest,  and  if  bronght  within  a 
year  and  day  of  an  effectual  adjudica- 
tion the  estate  is  to  be  disposed  of 
under  the  seqaestratien.  Sights  of 
heritable  creditors  with  preferable 
powers  of  sale  reserved.  O^)  ^~ 
questration  to  have  the  effect  as  at 
its  date  of  arrestment  in  execution 
and  decree  of  forthcoming  thereon, 
and  to  a  completed  poinding.  No  ar- 
restment or  poinding  to  be  effectual 
within  sixty  days  of  sequestration, 
and  all  funds  or  effects  recovered  by 
any  such  diligence  to  be  restored  to 
the  trustee,  less  the  expenses  bona 
fide  incurred.  (100.)  Lodging  a  claim 
in  a  sequestration,  or  concurring  in 
the  petition,  interrupts  prescription 
of  creditor's  debt  in  Scotland,  and  bars 
effect  of  the  statute  of  limitations  in 
£ngland  and  Ireland,  and  this  though 
sequestration  be  afterwards  recalled. 
(110.)  "^Ibere  the  estate  of  a  deceased 
is  sequestrated  within  seven  months 
after  death,  any  preferential  security 
acquired  by  diligence  within  sixty 
days  before  death  or  after  his  death, 
and  any  security  for  a  prior  debt 
granted  by  debtor  within  sixty  days 
of  his  death,  and  any  confirmation  as 
executor  creditor,  to  have  no  effect  in 
competition  with  trustee.  Creditor 
who  is  deprived  of  any  such  prefer- 
ence to  be  entitled  to  payment  of  the 
expenses  bona  fide  incurred  by  him. 
(111.)  AH  acts  of  bankrupt  between 
the  date  of  sequestration  and  dis- 
charge, and  payments  or  preferences 
to  prior  creditors,  to  be  null  and  void, 
and  trustee  entitled  to  such  payment 
or  preference,  deducting  bona  fide  ex- 
pense. Bona  fide  purchasers  who  have 
got  possession  of  movables  received 
from  the  bankrupt  in  ignorance  of 
sequestration,  not  bound  to  restore 
the  goods.  Debtors  who  have  paid 
bankrupt  bona  fide  in  ignorance  of  se- 
questration, not  bound  to  pay  a  second 
time.  Any  party  having  a  bill  pay- 
able by  bankrupt  with  other  parties 
liable,  and  receiving  pavment  frova. 
bankrupt  in  ignorance  of  the  seques- 
tration, not  bound  to  repay  to  trus- 
tee, unless  trustee  replace  him  in  the 
situation  he  was  In  before  withont 
loss.  (112.)  A  preferable  heritablu 
creditor  with  power  of  sale,  may  sell 
notwithstanding  sequestration,  and 
trustee  may  concur  in  sale,  and  call 
on  creditor  and  purchaser  to  account 
for  reversion  of  price.    (118.)  If  herit-

ll>le  crediUnr,  urith  power  of  sale,  con- 
car  with  trastee,  trustee  to  tsell  in  his 
own  Qame,  and  eonTey,  with  consent 
of  creditor  and  commissioners.  Pur- 
diftser  to  pay  price  to  parties  legally 
eatitled,  and  in  so  fieur  as  not  xnid  to 
eoasign  it  in  bank.    Such  payment  or 
consignation  to  discharge  the  estate 
fiom  the  secnrity  of  the  oousenting 
creditor  and  all  postponed  secorities. 
(114.)  If  the  ereditorshave  resolved 
that  the  trastee  is  to  sell  the  herit- 
aUe  property  jndicially  or  by  public 
sale,  and  any  creditor  with  a  power 
of  isale  unduly  delays  proceeding,  he 
diall  not  be  entitled  to  interfere  with 
the  trustee's  sale.    A  public  sale  is 
to  be  by  auction,  at  the  upset  price, 
and  in  the  manner  fixed  by  trustee, 
with  consent  of  oommissioners.  Estate 
not  to  be  sold  for  less  than  upset  price, 
which  must  be  sufficient  to  pay  herit- 
age creditor's  debt,  interest  and  ex- 
penses.   (116.)  The  trustee  may  sell 
the  heritable  estate  by  private  bar- 
gain, with  consent,  1.  of  a  majority  of 
the  creditors  in  number  and  value; 
2.  of  the  heritable  creditors ;  8.  of  the 
accountant.    (116.)  Trustee  to  make 
up  a  scheme  of  ranking  and  division 
in  regard  to  the  price  of  the  heritable 
estate  sold^   and  report  it  either  to 
lord  Ordinary  or  Court  of  Session. 
The  judgment  of  court  to  be  a  war- 
rant for  payment  out  of  price  against 
the  porchaser  of  the  estate.    (117.) 
Court  miay,  ^m.  application  by  trustee 
or  interested  party,  and  a  report  by 
accountant,  grant  interim  warrant  for 
paying  preferable  claims,  or  authorize 
interim  scheme  of  division.  (118.)  No 
poinding  of  the  ground  nor  decree  of 
niaills  and  duties  not  completed  sixty 
days  before  bankruptcy  to  be  avail- 
able  against  the  trustee,  excepting  for 
the  interest  of  the  heritable  creditor's 
debt  for  the  current  half-year,  or  for 
arrears  of  interest  for  the  preceding 
year.    (119.)  Act  not  to  affect  land- 
lord's hypothec    (120.)  At  a  public 
sale  an«^r  this  act  any  creditor  may 
purchase,  except  the  trustee,  a  com- 
missioner, or  an  adjndger.  (121.)  The 
estate  when  realized,  after  deduction 
of  neeessary  charges  and  trustee's 
commission,  to  be  divided  among  the 
c<«ditors  ranked.  (122.)  The  wages  of 
wwkmen,  clerks,  shopmen,  &c  if  be- 
low £60  flryear,  to  be  privileged  like 
the  wages  of  domestic  servants  to  the 
extent  of  one  month's  wages  before 
sequestmiion,  or  before  concourse  of 
4lilige&ee  cao^ng  Aotoor  bankmptcy. 


(123.)  Creditor  must  produce  his  oath 
and  grounds  of  debt  two  months  be- 
fore time  fixed  for  payment  of  first 
dividend,  or  if  time  of  payment  be  ac- 
celerated, one  month,  in  order  to  en- 
able him  to  rank,  and  one  month  prior 
to  time  fixed  ftnr  payment  of  subse- 
quent dividends.    A  creditor  who  has 
not  come  in  in  time  for  the  first  divi- 
dend, is  entitled,  on  occasion  of  pay- 
ment of  the  second,  if  there  shall  be 
money  enough,  to  a  preference  for  an 
equalizing  dividend  corresponding  to 
what  he  would  have  drawn  had  he 
ranked  at  first.   The  same  rale  to  ap- 
ply to  all  subsequent  dividends.  (124.) 
Creditors  resident  abroad  at  the  date 
of  sequestration,  or  within  five  months 
after,  may  lodge  their  claims  within 
fourteen  days  of  time  for  paying  divi- 
dend.   Trustee  to  set  apart  from  the 
divisible  fund  as  much  as  would  have 
been  their  share  had  the  claim  been 
timeously  made  and  sustained.    "This 
sum  so  deducted  to  form  part  of  fund 
divisible   for  next   dividend.    (125.) 
Trustee  to  make  up  a  state  of  affairs 
on  expiry  of  four  months  after  date 
of  actual  award  of  sequestration.  Com- 
missioners to  examine  the  state  with- 
in fourteen  days  after  expiry  of  the 
four  months,  and  ascertain  if  trustee 
has  lodged  the  monies  recovered  in 
bank,  if  not  to  debit  him  with  £20  per 
cent,  for  the  sum  not  so  lodged  if  not 
less  than  £50 ;  to  audit  the  accounts, 
fix  and  pay  the  amount  of  commission, 
and  certify  the  balance,  declaring  with 
a  reasonable  regard  to  contingencies 
the  amount  of  net  produce  to  be  di- 
vided  among   the   creditors.    (126.) 
Trustee  within  the  said  fourteen  days 
is  to  examine  the  creditors'  claims, 
and  admit  or  reject  them  in  writing. 
He  may  require  further  evidence,  and 
examine  any  parties  on  oath  in  refe- 
rence thereto,  and  if  claim  be  reject- 
ed the  reasons  must  be  stated.  Trus- 
tee then  to  make  out  a  list  of  credi- 
tors entitled  to  payment  of  dividend, 
specifying  the  amounts  of  their  debts, 
principal  and  interest,  and  whether 
ordinary,  preferable,  or  contingent: 
he  is  also  to  make  out  list  of  claims 
rejected.    (127.)  After  expiry  of  the 
fourteen  days  trustee  to  intimate  in 
next  Gazette  the  time  and  place  of 
payment  of  dividend,  and  on  or  be- 
fore next  lawfiil  day  after  the  said 
fourteen  to  intimate   the   same  to 
every   creditor  by  post,   with   the 
amount  of  his  claim  and  the  proposed 
dividend  thereon.  Where  a  claim  has 
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be«n  rejected  notice  to  be  Bent,  with  a 
copy  of  the  deliverance.  The  trustee's 
certificate,  or  an  execution  by  a  sher- 
iff's officer  or  messenger,  to  be  evi- 
dence of  posting.  Any  creditor  may 
appeal  against  trustee's  decision  by  a 
short  note  to  the  sheriff  or  Lord  Or- 
dinary. If  no  such  note  has  been 
lodged  with  clerk  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  publication  in  the  Gazette, 
trustee's  decision  to  be  final  as  to  that 
dividend.  Where  a  claim  is  rejected 
it  may  be  renewed  in  reference  to 
future  dividends,  but  cannot  affect 
those  paid.  (128.)  Trustee  before  ex- 
piry of  six  months  from  date  of  actual 
award  of  sequestration  to  make  up  a 
scheme  of  division,  apportioning  divi- 
sible fund  among  the  creditors  whose 
claims  have  been  sustained,  and  those 
who  have  appealed  if  any.  Notice  to 
be  sent  to  each  creditor  of  the  sum  he 
is  entitled  to.  (129.)  Dividend  to  be 
paid  on  the  first  lawfitl  day  after  ex- 
piry of  the  six  months.  Bums  effeir- 
ing  to  claims  under  appeal  and  con- 
tingent creditors  to  be  placed  in  the 
bank  appointed  by  the  creditors,  or 
failing  that  in  any  joint  stock  bank 
of  issue  in  a  separate  account.  (180.) 
Trustee  on  expiry  of  eight  months  to 
make  up  a  similar  state  to  be  laid  be- 
fore the  commissioners  within  four- 
teen days,  who  are  to  act  in  the  same 
manner  as  before,  and  to  direct  pay- 
ment of  second  dividend  if  there  be 
funds.  Lists  of  creditors,  intimation, 
and  payment  to  take  place  in  the  same 
way  as  in  regard  to  first  dividend. 
Appeals  by  creditors  must  be  lodged 
within  fifteen  days  of  Gazette  publi- 
cation. (131.)  Second  dividend  to  be 
paid  on  first  lawful  day  after  expiry 
of  ten  months,  in  th0  same  way  as  the 
first.  (132.)  Subsequent  dividends  to 
be  regulated  in  the  same  way,  each 
dividend  to  be  paid  on  the  first  day 
after  expiry  of  three  months  from 
payment  of  the  preceding.  (188.)  Af- 
ter payment  of  second  dividend  a 
mi^oi^^y  of  the  creditors  at  any 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose  may 
accelerate  payment  of  future  divi- 
dends so  as  to  wind  up  affetirs.  Before 
I>eriod  of  payment  of  first  dividend 
three-fourths  of  the  creditors  in  num- 
ber and  value  may  at  the  meeting 
after  bankrupt's  examination,  or  at 
any  other  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose, direct  trustee  to  set  authority 
from  sheriff  or  Lord  Or^nary  to  pay 
divideud  at  an  earlier  date,  not 
leas  than  four  months  after  ac- 


tual award  of  sequestration,  and  to 
accelerate  the  second  and  other  diwi- 
dends.  Court  may  make  requisite  pro- 
visions for  acceleration  accordingly. 
(134.^  Commissioners  may  postpone  a 
dividend  till  the  recurrence  of  ^e 
next  stated  period:  trustee  to  inti> 
mate  postponement  in  next  Gazette. 
ri86.)  Where  estate  oonsists  chiefly 
in  land,  and  in  other  necessary  oases, 
the  Court  of  Session,  Lord  Ordinary, 
or  sheriff  may,  on  the  application  of 
the  trustee  and  coraraissioners,  alter 
the  period  for  payment  of  dividend 
(186.)  Twelve  months  after  actual 
award  of  sequestration,  if  the  trust^ 
and  commissioner  think  it  expedient 
to  sellthe  remaining  estate,  outstand- 
ing debts,  and  dividends,  they  are  to 
call  a  meeting  of  creditors  to  consider 
it.  Trustee  to  advertise  meeting  tn 
Gazette,  and  fourteen  days  before  to 
post  to  every  creditor  a  notice  of  tbe 
time  and  place,  and  a  valuation  of  the 
estate,  outstanding  debts,  and  con- 
signed dividends.  If  three-fourths  In 
value  of  the  creditors  at  the  meeting 
decide  in  favour  of  a  sale  either  in 
whole  or  in  lots,  trustee  to  sell  by 
auction  accordingly :  notice  of  sale  to 
be  given  one  month  previous  in  the 
Gazette,  and  advertised  in  such  news- 
papers as  the  creditors  may  appoint. 
(187.)  An  offer  of  composition,  accom- 
panied with  security  for  payment, 
may  be  made  at  the  meeting  for  elec- 
tion of  a  trustee.  If  a  minority  in 
number  and  nine-tenths  in  valne 
agree  to  entertain  the  offer,  trustee 
to  notify  in  Gazette  that  it  will  bo 
decided  upon  at  the  meeting  after  the 
examination  of  the  bankrupt,  and  to 
post  to  each  creditor  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  that  meeting,  the 
offer  and  security  proposed,  and  an 
abstract  of  the  state  of  affairs.  (138.) 
If  the  offer  be  accepted  at  next  meet- 
ing by  a  majority  in  number  and 
nine-tenths  in  value,  a  bond  of  caution 
to  be  given  to  trustee,  who  shall  tTan». 
mit  a  report  of  the  resolution  of  the 
meeting  and  the  bond  either  to  the 
bill-chamber  or  sheriff-clerk  to  be  ap- 
proved  of  by  the  court.  Lord  Ordi- 
nary or  sheriff  to  hear  parties,  and  if 
they  refuse  to  approve,  to  state  the 
reason  why.  (139.)  In  like  manner, 
at  the  meeting  held  after  bankrupt's 
examination,  or  at  any  meeting  caUed 
for  the  purpose,  the  bankrupt  or  his 
friends,  or  in  the  case  of  a  oompany 
one  or  more  of  the  partners,  may  oflRctr 
a  oompositioQ  on  oavtion.    If  a  mi^o-i 
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tity  in  namber  and  foai^fifthB  in  valae 
of  eireditors  present  entertain  the  offer, 
tile  tonstee  is  to  call  another  meeting 
net  lees  than  twenty-one  days  there- 
aiier,  and  seTea  days  before  meeting 
to  poet  notioee  to  each  creditor  the 
nme  as  above  ordered,  and  if  at  the 
■Meting  so  called  a  msjotity  in  num- 
ber and  foar-fifths  in  value  accept  the 
o^for  the  bond  of  caution  is  to  be 
lodged,  and  the  same  steps  taken  as 
above  ordered.  (140.)  After  approval 
of  composition  tlie  bankrupt,  or  if 
deceased  his  sueeeseor,  or  other  party 
offering  the  composition,  to  make  a 
dedaration,  or  if  required  by  any 
eredit(»>  or  the  trustee,  to  make  oath 
before  tlie  judge  who  has  approved, 
that  the  estate  has  been  fairly  sur- 
xendered,  and  that  there  has  been  no 
preiiBrenees,  or  promises  of  payment, 
or  eollusive  transactions  to  obtain  the 
concurrence  of  any  creditor.  If  bank- 
rupt be  out  of  the  jurisdiction  or  pre- 
vented from  appearing,  the  declara* 
tioa  or  oath  may  be  taken  by  a  com- 
mission. The  court  is  then  to  dis- 
charge the  bankrupt  oi  all  debts  as  at 
the  date  of  sequestration,  to  declare 
the  sequestration  at-  an  end,  and  tiie 
bankrupt  to  be  reinvested,  under  re- 
servation of  the  ereditors'  claims  for 
the  composition.  The  bond  of  cau- 
tion is  to  be  recorded  in  the  books  of 
the  court,  and  a«  extract  signed  by 
the  eterk  sent  to  the  acoonntant  for 
preservation  by  him.  The  clerk  is 
also  to  issue  an  abbreviate,  to  be  re- 
corded in  the  registers  of  inhibitions 
and  abbreviates  of  adjudications  in 
£<dtnbttrgh :  the  keepers  of  the  regis- 
ters are  to  grant  certification.  The 
discharge  to  be  valid  in  her  majesty's 
dominioBB,  and  to  be  entered  by  the 
accountant  in  the  register  of  seques- 
trations. (141.)  Before  the  approval 
of  ^e  composition  the  commissioners 
are  to  audit  the  trustee's  accounts, 
ascertain  the  balance,  and  fix  his  re- 
muneration, subject  to  the  review^  of 
the  Lord  Ordinary  or  sheriff.  The 
expenses  of  the  sequestration  must  be 
provided  for  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
trustee  and  commissioners  before  the 
eompoflitioa  is  approved  of.  (142.) 
Buriag  the  pendency  of  the  offer  of 
composition,  and  until  approval  by 
court,  the  sequestration  is  to  go  on ; 
the  trustee  and  his  cautioner,  on  pe- 
flIiMi  to  hord  Ordinal^  or  sheriff,  to 
aecount  for  bis  intromissions  to  the 
bankrupt  or  his  cautioner.  (143.) 
tfeMiar  the  baiikmpt-  nor  his  caa^ 


tiouer,  or  his  successor,  can  ol^ect  to 
any  debt  or  seourity  held  by  a  eredi- 
tor,  unless  tliey  objected  to  it  in  the 
offer  of  composition,  and  gave  written 
notice  to  the  creditor.  (144.)  The 
cautioner,  after  two  years,  not  to  be 
liable  to  pay  composition  to  any  credi- 
tor who  la»d  not  made  oath  to  his 
claim  before  the  date  of  approval  of 
offer,  such  creditor's  right  to  compel- 
sition  reserved  against  the  bankrupt 
and  his  estate.  (146.)  Where  an  offer 
of  composition  has  been  r^ected,  or 
become  ineffectual,  no  new  offer  can 
be  entertained,  unless  nine-tentha  in 
numlwr  and  value  of  the  creditors  en- 
titled to  be  ranked  assent  in  writing 
to  said  offer,  which  must  speoifV  the 
amount  of  the  composition  and  the 
terms  of  payment,  and  be  signed  by 
the  proposed  cautioner.  If  suoh  an 
offer  be  made,  txustee  to  call  a  meet- 
ing as  in  other  cases  of  offers,  and  if 
a  majority  in  number  and  nine-tenths 
in  value  of  creditors  present  accept 
the  said  offer,  and  it  be  assented  to 
by  nine-tenths  in  value  of  all  the 
creditors  who  have  produced  oaths, 
then  it  is  to  be  carried  out  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  offers  of  composition 
are  above  directed  to  be.  (146.)  The 
bankrupt  may  petition  the  Lora  Or- 
dinary or  sheriff  for  his  discharge  at 
any  time  after  the  meeting  held  after 
his  examination,  if  every  creditor 
producing  an  oath  concur,  and  he  may 
petition  at  the  expiry  of  six  months 
if  a  minority  in  number  and  four-fifths 
in  value  concur,  or  at  the  end  of  twelve 
months  if  a  majority  in  number  and 
two-thirds  in  value  concur,  or  at  the 
end  of  eighteen  months  if  a  majority 
in  number  and  value  concur.  He  may 
petition  on  expiry  of  two  years  with- 
out any  consents.  An  order  is  to  be 
made  for  intimation  in  the  Gazette 
and  to  each  creditor.  After  twenty- 
one  days  from  the  Gacette  intimation, 
on  evidence  of  concurrence  where  that 
is  required,  and  no  opposition,  dis- 
charge to  be  granted.  On  appearance 
by  creditor  or  trustee,  objections  to 
be  judged  of,  and  decision  pronounced, 
in  which  discliarge  may  be  granted, 
refused,  deferred,  or  granted  condi- 
tionally. No  dischni^  to  be  granted 
where  by  this  act  bankrupt  only  en- 
titled to  ask  for  decree  of  cetrio.  Mot 
competent  also  for  banlcrupt  to  peti- 
tion for  discharge,  or  obtain  any  con- 
sent, until  the  trustee  has  prepared  a 
report  of  his  conduct  and  compliance 
with  &e  statute,  and  particularly  afr 
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to  the  iairaess  of  hU  discovery  and 
surrender,  and  hie  attendance  on 
diets  of  examination,  reporting  if  he 
has  been  guilty  of  any  collusion,  and 
whether  his  bankruptcy  has  arisen 
from  innocent  loss  or  from  culpable 
and  undue  conduct.  Such  report  may 
be  prepared  by  trustee  on  the  request 
of  the  bankrupt  at  any  time  after  his 
examination,  but  not  to  be  demand- 
able  till  expiration  of  fire  months  from 
date  of  actually  awarding  sequestra- 
tion. It  is  to  be  produced  with  pro- 
ceedings for  discharge,  and  referred  to 
by  date  or  other  distinct  reference  in 
the  consents.  (147.)  Before  discharge  is 
g^nted  bankrupt  to  make  a  declara- 
tion or  oath  in  the  same  way  and  to 
the  same  effect  as  in  the  case  of  dis- 
charge on  a  composition;  the  same 
provisions  also  as  to  registering  dis- 
charge, and  giving  effect  to  it  abroad. 
(148.)  Bankmpt's  discharge  not  to  af- 
fect any  debt  due  to  the  Crown  on  ac- 
count of  the  public  revenue,  or  suits 
by  public  officers  on  bail-bonds  by 
bankrupt  in  regard  thereto,  except  of 
consent  of  the  Treasury.  (149.)  Where 
bankrupt  is  in  receipt  of  any  pension  or 
salary  from  the  Crown  or  Last  India 
Company,  the  Lord  Ordinary  or  sher- 
iff may  order  such  portion  thereof  as 
may  be  consented  to  by  the  chief  offi- 
cer or  secretary  of  the  department  to 
which  the  bankrupt  belonged  to  be 
paid  to  the  trustee  to  be  applied  in 
payment  of  debt.  This  payment  to 
Iw  made  until  Lord  Ordinary  or  sher- 
iff make  order  to  the  contrary.  (160.) 
Preferences,  payments,  or  collusive 
agreements  for  obtaining  bankrupt's 
discharge,  to  be  void.  If  any  creditor 
enter  into  such,  trustee  may  retain 
his  dividend,  and  he  or  any  other 
(sreditor  may  petition  the  Lord  Ordi- 
nary or  sheriff  to  have  such  party's 
debt  forfeited,  and  decree  for  double 
the  amount  of  the  consideration  pro- 
mised to  be  given.  Judgment  to  be 
pronounced  unless  cause  shown  to  the 
contrary ;  the  sum  recovered,  less  ex- 
penses, to  be  distributed  among  the 
other  creditors  in  the  sequestration. 
If  the  sequestration  be  closed,  any 
creditor  not  having  received  full  pay- 
ment of  his  debt  may  raise  a  multi- 
plepoinding  in  name  of  the  party  who 
has  obtained  the  preference  or  other 
consideration,  and  double  the  amount 
of  said  consideration  is  to  be  ordered 
to  be  consigned  as  the  fund  m  mtdio 
to  be  divided  among  those  creditors 
eUiining  who  have  not  received  al- 


ready full  payment.  The  multiple* 
poinding  to  be  executed  against  col> 
luding  creditor,  and  intimated  in  the 
Gazette.  Any  surplus  after  paying 
expenses  and  debts  of  creditors  claim* 
ing,  to  be  paid  into  account  of  un- 
claimed dividends.  (151.)  If  bankmpt 
be  personally  cognisant  of  granting 
such  preferences,  &c.  to  forfeit  his 
right  to  a  discharge  and  all  benefits 
under  the  act.  Discharge  if  granted 
to  be  null,  and  trustee  or  any  creditor 
may  petition  Lord  Ordinary  to  have 
it  annulled.  (162.)  After  funds  are 
finally  divided  trustee  to  call  a  meet- 
ing about  his  own  discharge :  meeting 
to  be  Advertised  in  Gasette;  to  be 
held  not  less  than  twenty-one  days 
after  date  of  publication,  and  intima* 
tion  to  be  sent  by  post  to  all  the  credi- 
tors. Sederunt  book,  accounts,  and 
list  of  unclaimed  dividends,  to  be  laid 
before  meeting.  The  creditors  to  de- 
clare their  opinion  of  the  trustee's 
conduct,  who  is  then  to  petition  Lord 
Ordinary  or  sheriff.  On  advising  pe- 
tition and  minutes  of  meeting,  and 
hearing  any  creditor,  court  to  grant 
or  refuse  discharge.  Clerk  of  court 
to  send  extract  decree  to  accountant 
to  be  entered  in  register  of  seques- 
trations. Trustee's  bond  of  caution  to 
be  delivered  up.  (163.)  Trustee  before 
discharge  to  transmit  sederunt  book 
to  accountant,  who  is  to  order  un- 
claimed dividends  to  be  deposited  in 
the  bank  the  trustee  dealt  with ;  these 
monies  to  be  kept  there  under  ^e 
title  "  Account  of  unclaimed  Divi> 
dends."  Accountant  to  keep  a  **  regis- 
ter of  unclaimed  dividends,"  contain- 
ing an  alphabetical  list  of  parties  en- 
tiUed  thereto,  and  the  bimk  where 
such  are  deposited.  This  register  to 
be  open  to  everybody;  the  deposit 
receipts  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  ac- 
countant. After  trustee's  discharge 
any  person  proving  his  right  to  apply- 
to  Lord  Ordinary  for  authority  to  re> 
ceive  such  dividend,  and  warrant  may 
be  granted  for  payment  The  claim- 
ant not  to  be  entitled  to  interest,  but 
the  interest  to  go  into  a  general  ftind, 
called  "  The  Interest  Account  of  un- 
claimed Dividends/'  to  be  applied  aa 
directed  by  act  of  parliament.  Diri- 
dend^unclalmed  for  twenty-five  years 
to  be  vested  in  government  stock,  and 
the  dividends  hereon  accumulated  to 
form  a  Amd  for  paying  the  expenses 
of  proceedings  In  banJcmpt^,  or  as 
may  be  ordered  by  parliament.  Bank 
to  balance  these  Mooimts  jwUlj,  sua 
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aeoimalAte  interolt  and  principal,  or 
ftlHiiK  tliat  to  be  liable  to  aooonnt  on 
that  footing.  (164.)  All  U.w  accounts 
Incnrred  by  trustee  to  be  taaced  by  the 
auditor  of  Court  of  Session  or  Sheriff 
Court,  as  directed  by  the  creditors. 
(15&.)  Any  sorplus,  after  paying  debts. 
Interest,  and  expenses,  to  be  paid  to 
bankrupt  or  his  heirs.  (166.)  Crown 
to  appoint  **  an  accountant  in  bank- 
ruptcy,** salary  not  to  exceed  £860. 
Offices  to  be  provided:  three  clerks 
to  be  allowed,  at  salaries  not  exceed- 
ing £160.  Accountant  to  hold  no  other 
office,  and  not  to  practise.  (167.)  Ac- 
eonntant  to  keep  "  the  Register  of  Se- 
questrations," in  form  of  schedule  6. 
Register  to  be  patent  to  all  concerned : 
to  contain  the  division  of  the  court  to 
vhich  sequestration  is  assigned,  and 
the  sheriff  who  awards,  or  to  whom  it 
is  remitted ;  the  date  of  first  deliver- 
ance^ name  and  designation  of  debtor, 
place  and  county  of  residence  or  place 
of  business,  name  and  designation  of 
petitioning  or  concurring  creditor, 
date  ot  award  or  recall  of  sequestra- 
tion, date  of  remit  (if  anyX  time  and 
place  of  election  of  trustee  and  oom- 
nissiooers,  their  names  and  design*- 
tions,  time  for  lodging  claims  for  first 
dividend,  bankrupt's  discharge  on 
composiUon  or  otherwise,  and  trus- 
tee's discharge.  Clerks  of  bill-cham- 
ber and  sheriiff-court  to  transmit  to 
accoontant  copies  of  first  deliverance, 
And  every  sheriff-clerk  to  transmit 
every  six  months  the  i>articulars  ne- 
cessary to  make  these  entries^  Trus- 
tees bound  when  required  to  give  the 
necessary  information  to  the  sheriff- 
clerk.  (158.)  Each  trastee  within 
fourteen  days  after  the  Slst  October 
each  year,  or  on  the  first  lawful  day 
thereafter,  is  to  give,  free  of  expense, 
to  sberiff-derk  *  return  in  form  of 
schedule  U  with  regard  to  each  se- 
questration. Sheriff-clerk  to  transmit 
within  fourteen  days  thereafter  a  re- 
turn to  aooountant.  These  returns  to  be 
bound  up  according  to  the  alphabetical 
order  of  counties,  and  to  be  patent  to 
all  concerned.  Any  trustee  tailing  to 
make  such  return  to  be  removable  at 
the  instance  of  any  creditor  or  the  ac- 
countant, or  subject  to  such  censure 
as  Ixurd  Ordinary  may  adjudge,  and 
to  be  liaUe  in  expenses.  (169.)  Ac- 
countant to  take  cognizance  of  the 
conduct  of  trmtees  and  commissioners 
In  all  seqaestrations  awarded  after 
the  date  of  this  act,  or  in  which  pro- 
eeedlBgs  have  been  had  within  five 


years  before :  and  where  the  dntiea 
are  not  fidthfnlly  performed,  or  in  the 
event  of  any  eomplaint  being  made  bj 
creditors,  he  is  to  inquire  into  the  mat- 
ter, and  if  not  satisfied,  to  report  to  the 
Lord  Ordinary  in  vacation  or  to  either 
division  in  time  of  session.  Court  to 
investigate  the  matter,  and  after  hear- 
ing trustees  or  commissioners,  to  cen- 
sure, remove,  or  otherwise  deal  with 
them.  (100.)  Accountant  to  superin- 
tend the  returns  firom  trustees,  and  to 
report  annually  to  Court  of  Session, 
showing  the  state  of  each  depending 
sequestration.  Report  to  be  publish^ 
as  court  may  direct.  Accountant  may 
either  propria  motu,  or  on  the  appli- 
cation of  one  or  more  creditors,  call 
fbr  the  sederunt  book  in  any  seques- 
tration, and  other  documents.  He 
may  order  a  meeting  of  creditors  to 
be  called  to  consider  any  measures  he 
may  deem  requisite  for  the  due  man- 
agement and  m<Mre  speedy  realisation 
and  whiding^up  of  the  estate.  (161.) 
Accountant  to  report  to  Lord  Ordi- 
nary or  either  division  any  disobe- 
dience by  trastee  or  commissioners  of 
his  orders,  and  generally  any  other 
thing  he  may  think  necessary  in  the 
due  discharge  of  his  office.  Court  to 
deal  summarily  with  the  report.  (162.) 
If  acoouniant  have  reason  to  sus- 
pect fraud  on  the  part  of  the  bank- 
rupt, trustee,  or  commissioners,  such 
as  would  infer  punishment,  he  is  to 
inform  the  Lord  Advocate,  who  is  to 
inquire  and  take  such  proceedings  as 
he  may  think  proper.  (163.)  If  ac- 
countant be  ill  or  necessarily  absent, 
the  Lord  President  of  the  Court  of 
Session  to  anthorixe  one  of  his  clertLS 
or  other  qualified  person  to  act  pro 
tempore.  (164.)  Where  a  party  de- 
ceased has  left  no  settlement  appoint- 
ing trustees  to  manage  his  estate,  or 
where  trustees  will  not  accept,  one  or 
more  creditors  to  the  amount  of  £100, 
or  parties  having  an  interest  in  the 
succession,  may  i)etitlon  summarily 
either  division  of  the  court  for  ap- 
pointment of  a  judicial  factor.  After 
intimation  and  hearing  parties,  court 
may  appoint  factw  upon  caution.  Fac- 
tor to  manage  the  estate,  recover 
debts,  sell  movables  publicly  or  pri- 
vately, and  dispose  of  heritage  by 
public  or  private  sale,  as  directed  by 
court  on  report  of  accountant  The 
free  proceeds,  after  paying  expenses, 
to  go  to  creditors,  according  to  a  state 
of  funds  and  scheme  of  division  to  be 
prepared  by  him,  reported  on  b* 
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countant,  and  approved  hj  eoort  The 
residue,  if  any,  to  go  to  the  parties' 
heirs.  Accountant  yearly  to  audit 
fieustor's  accounts,  and  report  to  the 
oourt  from  time  to  time,  and  subject 
to  the  control  of  Lord  Ordinary  or 
oourt  to  exercise  generally  the  same 
duty  as  in  regard  to  a  trustee.  (166.) 
The  court  to  regnlate  by  act  of  sede- 
runt the  amount  of  caution  to  be  found 
by  such  factor,  the  mode  of  realizing 
and  dividing  funds,  and  other  matters. 
(168.)  Where  deceased  has  left  trus- 
tees, they  may,  with  or  without  con- 
currence of  pai*ties  interested,  apply 
to  the  court,  and  get  an  order  on  the 
accountant  to  suiierintend  tiie  admin- 
istration of  the  estate,  who  is  then  to 
exercise  the  same  duties,  under  con- 
trol of  Lord  Ordinary  or  court,  as  in 
preceding  section.  (167.)  Trustees  in 
cases  of  eessio  to  act  under  supervision 
of  accountant.  Every  such  trustee, 
whom  failing  the  clerk  to  the  process, 
is  to  transmit  a  note  of  it  and  of  tlie 
trustee's  residence  to  the  accountant, 
who  is  to  make  a  list  of  cessios,  and  to 
require  from  the  trustees  yearly  ac- 
counts. He  is  to  report  annually  to 
either  division  of  the  court,  and  to 
bring  forward  any  malversation  or 
irregularity.  Court  to  censure  and 
punish  as  may  seem  just.  (168.)  A

Court,  after  hearing  parties,  with  or 
without  a  report  by  accountant,  to  de- 
cide whether  resolution  is  to  be  re- 
called or  not.  If  confirmed,  bankrupt 
to  be  only  entitled  to  decree  of  eessio, 
and  sequestration  to  proceed  in  com- 
mon form.  (169.)  An  appeal  may  be 
taken  either  to  Lord  Ordinary  or 
sheriff  against  the  resolutions  of  a 
meeting  of  creditors,  or  a  deliverance 
by  the  trustee  or  commissioners.  Note 
of  appeal  to  be  lodged  in  the  hands  of 
either  the  clerk  of  the  bills  or  sheriff- 
court  within  fourteen  days.  Where  an 
appeal  is  taken  or  a  petition  and  com- 
plaint presented  against  the  trustee 
or  commisiiioners,  or  against  any  of 
the  creditors,  the  court  to  order  ser- 
vice, and  the  parties  to  appear  on  a 
certain  day  and  debate.  The  Lord  Or- 


dinary may  then  disiMMe  of  case  as  he 
deems  proper,  with  or  wi&out  a  record. 
The  sheriff  may  decide  without  a  re* 
eord,  iirorlded  he  specify  the  facts, 
and  give  the  grounds  of  jndgment ; 
he  may  also  order  minutes  to  contain 
the  facts  and  pleas  in  law,  without 
argument,  and,  holding  them  as  a 
closed  record,  proceed  summarily,  a»- 
signing  the  reasons  of  his  judgment.

Reclaiming  notes  against  Lord  Ordi- 
nary's judgments  to  be  presented 
within  fourteen  days,  and  disposed  of 
as  speedily  as  forms  of  court  will  ad- 
mit. (172.)  Sheriff  to  regulate  interim 
management  of  estate  during  the 
pendency  of  appeals  or  petitions  and 
complaints.  (173.)  Where  an  appeal 
is  taken  to  the  House  of  Lords,  se- 
questration to  proceed  otherwise  with- 
out interruption.  Lord  Ordinary  to  re- 
gulate interim  possession  and  man- 
agement ;  his  regulations  not  subject 
to  appeal.  (174.)  Deliverances,  certi- 
fied copies,  and  extracts,  to  be  judi- 
cially noticed  by  all  courts  and  judges 
in  the  Queen's  dominions,  and  to  be  re- 
ceived R»  prima  facie  evidence,  and  as 
sufficient  warrants  for  legal  diligence 
and  execution.  (176.)  Deliverances, 
bonds,  schedules,  and  executions  may- 
be either  written  or  ptinted,  or  partly 
both.  Service  or  citation  by  an  ofii- 
cer  not  to  require  witnesses.  (176.) 
Trustee  with  consent  of  commission- 
ers may  compromise  or  refer  to  arbi- 
tration any  questions  that  may  arise. 
Such  compromise  or  decree-arbitral 
to  be  binding  both  on  creditors  and 
bankrupt.  (177.)  Court  of  Session 
agents  may  practise  in  sheriff  oourtu 
in  proceedings  under  this  act,  but  can 
only  take  the  fees  legally  exigible 
there.  (178.)  Parties  gnilty  of  fidso 
swearing  in  oaths  made  in  pnrsuanoe 
of  this  act  may  be  prosecuted  by  tbe

137.  and  that  It  was  expe- 
dient to  amend  and  re-enact  certain 
provisions  therein  relating  to  judicial 
procedure  and  securities  for  debt, 
enacts,  (1.)  An  arrestment  In  the 
hands  of  a  person  out  of  Scotland  will 
not  interpel  him  fh>m  paying  the 
original  creditor,  unless  it  be  proved 
that  he  or  those  authorized  to  act  for 
him  knew  of  the  arrestment.  (2.) 
Court  of  Session  may  make  acts  of

ranking  and  sale,  whether  at  the  In- 
stance of  creditors  or  apparent  heirs. 
Where  sale  is  under  authority  of 
Court  of  Session  purehaser,  after  term 
of  payment  may  consign  prioe  and 
interest  at  any  term  of  Whitsunday 
or  Martinmas  in  any  Joint  stock  bank 
of  issue.  On  doing  this  and  giTing 
notice  to  the  agent  who  conducted 
sale,  he  is  to  be  discharged.  Comrt 
may  also,  on  the  application  of  any 
creditor,  order  purchaser  to  lodge 
price  and  interest  at  any  of  the  said 
terms,  intimation  being  prerionsly 
g^yen  to  purchaser  and  common 
agent.

An  adjudication 
is  rendered  effectual^  in  the  case  of  a 
crown  holding,  by  lodging  a  draft 
charter  and  note  in  the  office  of  pre- 
senter of  signatures,  in  terms  of  act 
10  and  11  Vict.  c.  61 ;  in  the  case  of 
holding  of  a  subject,  by  executing  a 
charge  of  horning  against  superiors, 
and  recording  the  said  draft  charter 
nnd  note  or  charge  in  the  register  of 
abbreyiates  of  adjudications.  (7.)  Any 
person  may  grant  heritable  security 
for  balances  due  on  cash  credits,  or 
for  relief  to  parties  who  may  be  bound 
with  him  in  payment  of  such  sums. 
The  principal  and  interest  to  become 
due  on  sucli  cash  credits  to  be  limited 
to  a  certain  definite  sum,  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  the  principal  sum 
and  three  years'  interest  thereon  at 
live  per  cent.  The  party  to  whom 
cash  credit  is  granted  may  draw  out 
and  pay  in  such  sums  as  parties  may 
agree  on.  The  infeftments  on  such 
heritable  securities  to  be  as  valid  as 
if  the  whole  sum  had  been  advanced 
prior  to  their  date.  The  security  to 
continue  till  the  cash  account  is  closed, 
the  balance  paid  up,  and  the  sasine 
renounced. 

COKiaSfllONEBa  OF  SUPPLY. 

CHAP.  08.  To  eotutitute  all  legaUy 
qualified  JPersoiui  in  Scotland  Com- 
missioners  of  Supply  without  being 
named  in  an  Act  of  Supply.  July  29. 

(1.)  All  males  of  full  age  qualified  in 
terms  of  the  act  17  and  18  Vict.  c.  91, 
g  19,  (vide  Almanac  for  1855,  p.  154), 
otherwise  than  by  nomination  ex  of- 
JidOj  to  be  commissioners  of  supply, 
and  entitled  to  act  in  the  same  way  as 
if  named  in  an  act  of  supply.  (2.)  The 
last  completed  valuation  roll  of  the 
county  to  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
proprietorship  and  value  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act,  provided  that  where 
any  lessee  has  been  entered  in  the 
column  of  proprietors,  the  assessor  is 
tofwrite  the  word  lessee  after  the 
name,  which  in  that  case  is  not  to  be 
evidence  of  proprietorship.  (3.)  Be- 
fore the  10th  December  each  year 
parties  wishing  to  be  commissioners 
to  give  in  a  written  claim  to  the  clerk 
of  supply,  and  any  commissioner  who 
objects  to  any  party  being  admitted 
or  continuing  on  roll  to  give  written 


notice  of  objection  to  said  officer  be- 
fore the  17th  December.  The  clerk 
of  supply  to  intimate  to  the  party  the 
notice  of  objection  by  post,  and  give  all 
parties  concerned  ten  free  days*  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  dispos- 
ing of  the  claims  and  objections.  (4.) 
The  commissioners  of  supply  in  every 
county,  on  30th  April  yearly,  are  to 
ele-ct  a  committee  to  dispose  of  claims 
and  objections.  Committee  to  meet 
not  sooner  than  20th  November,  three 
to  be  a  quorum.  Parties  objected  to 
to  produce  their  titles.  Committee 
to  hear  parties,  receive  comi»etettt 
evidence  and  make  a  memorandum 
of  it,  and  give  a  decision.  Cases  must 
all  be  disposed  of  before  the  20th  De- 
cember.  (5.)  Clerk  of  supply  to  adjust 
and  authenticate  list  of  commission- 
ers by  31st  December  each  year.  Per- 
sons interested  entitled  to  inspect  ai^ 
copy  it.  List  to  be  conclusive  as  to 
right  of  acting  and  voting  as  commis- 
sioners of  supply,  except  as  to  sheriflb 
and  magistrates  who  may  be  ex  officio 
commissioners,  who  are  entitled  to  act 
though  not  on  list.  (6.)  Any  party 
dissatisfied  with  the  decision  of  the 
commissioners,  on  a  claim  or  objec- 
tion may  within  ten  days  appeal  to 
the  Lord  Ordinary  on  the  billa,  who 
is  to  dispose  of  tiie  appeal  snmraarfly 
and  finally.  Clerk  of  supply  to  adjust 
list  in  accordance  with  his  judgment. 
(7.)  Act  to  be  called  "  The  Commis- 
sioners of  Supply  Scotland  Act  1866/' 

MABBIAGB. 

CHAP.  96.  For  amending  ike  Law  of 
Marriage  in  Scotland.    July  29. 

(1.)  After  31st  December  1856  no  irre- 
gular marriage  to  be  valid  in  Scotland 
unless  one  ofthe  jMirties  has  liv^  in 
Scotland  for  the  twenty-one  days  next 
preceding  the  marriage,  or  has  his  or 
her  usual  residence  there  at  the  time. 
(2.)  After  31st  December  1856  parties 
contracting  an  irregular  mari*iage 
may  apply  within  three  months  joint- 
ly to  sheriff  or  sheriff  substitute  of 
the  county  where  the  marriage  was 
contracted,  for  a  warrant  to  register 
it.  Upon  proof  that  they  have  been 
man'ied,  and  that  one  of  them  had 
lived  for  the  twenty-one  days  next 
preceding  in  Scotland,  or  had  his  or 
her  usual  place  of  residence  there  at 
the  date  of  marriage,  the  sheriff  is  to 
certify  the  same  and  g^nt  warrant 
to  the  registrar  of  the  parish  to  recoil 
the  maiTiage.  A  certified  copy  of  tha 
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entry  signed  by  the  registrar,  which 
he  is  bound  to  give  for  ta.,  to  be  evi- 
dence of  »  Talid  marriage.  (3.)  After 
the  abore  date  magistrates  not  to  con- 
Tict  parties  for  irregular  marriages, 
nnlesB  evidence  other  than  the  ae- 
knowledgment  of  the  parties  be  pro- 
duced that  one  of  them  bad  at  the 
^te  i)i  marriage  bis  or  her  usual  resi- 
dence in  Scotland,  or  h'ad  lived  there 
for  the  twenty-one  days  next  preced- 
ing. Registrar  not  to  record  any  mar- 
riage on  production  of  an  extract  con- 
Tiction  for  having  contracted  an  irre- 
gular marriage,  except  the  conviction 
bear  that  sufficient  proof  as  to  resi- 
dence was  produced.

CHAP.  101.  To  continue  certain  Acts 
to  prevent  the  Spreading  ofeontagiout 
or  in/ectioua  Disorders  among  Sheep, 
CattUf  and  other  Animals.    July  29. 

Continues  the  act  11  and  12  Vict. 
e.l07  (Almanac  for  1848,  p.  122),  as 
extended  by  the  act  16  and|17  Vict. 
c.  62,  till  the  1st  August  1857,  and  the 
end  of  the  then  next  session  of  par- 
liament.

CHAP.  103.  To  make  better  Provision 
for  the  Removal  of  Nuisances,  Regu- 

'  lotion  of  Lodging-houses,  and  the 
Health  <^  Tow  US  in  Scotland.  July  29. 

(I.)  Act  to  be  called  '*  The  Nuisances 
Bemoyal  Scotland  Act  1866."  (2.)  Re- 
peals the  ^  Nuisances  Removal  Acts" 
of  1848  and  1849,  so  far  as  they  apply 
to  Scotland,  except  as  to  proceedings 
actually  taken  or  in  progress.  (3.)  In- 
terpretation clause :  "  BMrd  "  to  mean 
Board  of  Supervision  for  the  Poor. 
"  Sheriff"  includes  sheriff  substitute. 
*'  Owner"  includes  tnistee,  factor,  and, 
in  case  of  municipal  or  public  property, 
themanagcrs.  "Author  of  a  nuisance" 
is  the  pei'son  through  whose  act  or  de- 
fault the  nuisance  is  caused  or  conti- 
nued. "  Common  lodging-house"  sig- 
nifies a  house  where  lodgers  are  kept 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  3d.  per  night 
each,  whether  the  same  be  paid  night- 
ly or  weekly.  (4.)  The  local  authori- 
ties to  execute  tne  act  are,  police  com- 
missioners, whom  failing  town  coun- 
cils, a^  where  these  have  no  Juris- 
diction, parochial  boards.  (6.)  In  par- 
ishes not  entirely  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  police  commissioners  or  town  coun- 


cil, board  of  superrislon  to  determine 
the  local  authority.  In  the  ease  of  a 
burgh  or  town  situated  in  more  than 
one  county,  board  of  supervision  to 
determine  in  which  it  is  to  be  held  as 
situated  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
Such  decision  to  be  final.  (6.)  The 
local  authority  may  appoint  commit- 
tees, two  to  be  a  quorum,  to  receive 
notices,  take  proceedings,  and  execute 
this  act.  Committee  or  the  local  au- 
thority may,  by  a  written  order  signed 
by  their  chairman,  empower  an  omcer 
or  person  to  take  proceedings  on  their 
behalf.  (7.)  Local  authority  may  where 
necessary  appoint  inspectors  of  nui- 
sances and  inspectors  of  common 
lodging-houses,  with  office  rooms  and 
proper  salaries,  and  make  by-laws 
for  regulating  their  duties.  If  no  in- 
spectors be  appointed,  in  all  cases 
where  the  act  prescribes  duties  to  be 
done  by  such  officers,  the  local  autho- 
rity must  appoint  some  person  to  do 
them  for  a  suitable  remuneration. 

Part  I.  Removal  of  Nuisances.  (8.) 
"  Nuisance"  includes,  1.  Any  deficien- 
cy in  size,  structure,  or  repair,  or  other 
circumstance  rendering  any  inhabited 
house,  building,  or  part  thereof,  un- 
wholesome or  unfit  for  human  liabi- 
tation;  2.  Any  pool,  ditch,  drain, 
privy,  urinal,  or  ashpit,  so  foul  as  to 
be  injurious  to  health ;  3.  Any  animal 
so  kept  as  to  be  injurious  to  health ; 
4.  Any  deposit  within  fifty  yards  of 
any  dwelling  within  but^h  offensive 
or  injurious  to  health  ;  5.  Any  manu- 
factory or  business  offensive  or  ii\}a- 
rious  to  the  health  of  the  neighbour- 
hood. (9.)  Where  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  a  nuisance  exists,  the 
local  authority  or  inspector  may  de- 
mand admittance  to  the  premises  for 
inspection  at  any  time  between  9  A.  x. 
and  6  p.m.  If  refused,  application  may 
be  made  to  any  justice  having  juris- 
diction, stating  on  oath  the  belief 
that  a  nuisance  exists.  Justice  to  or- 
der iu  writing  the  custodier  of  the 
premises  to  adOmit  the  local  authoritv 
or  inspector.  If  order  not  obeyea, 
custodier  to  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  £6.  If  no  custodier  can  be 
found,  the  local  authority  or  inspector 
may  enter.  (10.)  Wliere  the  existence 
of  a  ntiisance  is  ascertained  on  exami- 
nation, or  certified  in  writing  by  the 
parish  medical  officer,  or  where  the 
nuisance  did  exist  at  the  time  the  de- 
mand for  admittance  was  made,  and 
is  likely  to  recur,  a  summary  petition 
to  be  presented  to  sheriff  or  any  real- 
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dent  magistrate,  who  shall  if  satisfied 
deeem  for  the  remora^  or  remedy  of 
the  nuisanoe.  Application  in*  respect 
of  any  mannfoctory  or  business  can 
oniT  be  made  on*  medical  certificate. 
(11.)  The  decree  need  not  be.restricted 
to  the  special  prayer  of  the  petition, 
buttheaathor  of  the  nuisance  may 
be  ordered  to  provide  sufficient  privy 
accommodation,  means  of  drainage 
or  ventilation  for,  or  to  repair,  or  to 
pave,  cleanse,  whitewash,  disinfect, 
or  purify  the  buildings,  or  to  empty, 
cleanse,  fill  up,  or  remove  any  pool, 
ditch,  ^drain,  privy,  or  ashpit,  or  to 
remove  the  animal,  or  carry  away  the 
offensive  matter,  or  discontinue  the 
manufiactory,  or  do  sneh  other  acts  as 
are  necessary  to  remove  the  nuisance, 
and  that  in  a  time  and  manner  specie 
fied.  If  the  magistrate  think  the 
nuisance  is  likely  to  recur  he  may  in- 
terdict it,  and  if  the  building  be  ren- 
dered unfit  for  human  habitation  he 
may  prohibit  its  being  so  used  until 
it  is  improved.  (12.)  If  decree  be  not 
implemented  the  author  of  the  nui- 
sance, except  in  the  case  of  its  being 
an  offensive  manufiictory  or  business, 
to  be  liable  in  a  penalty  of  10s.  a<lay ; 
and  if  an  owner  or  occupier  authorise 
knowingly  an  interdict  to  b^violated, 
he  shall  incur  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing SOs.  a-day.  Where  the  nuisance 
is  a  manufactory  or  business,  the 
penalty  to  be  not  less  than  £2  nor 
more  than  £5  for  the  first  offence,  £10 
for  the  second,  and  double  the  amount 
on  each  subsequent  conviction,  up  to 
£200.  In  this  last  kind  of  ca8e,.if  the 
best  available  means  of  mitigating 
the  nuisance  have  not  been  used, 
magistrate  may  suspend  his  dacision 
on  condition  of  the  author  of  the  nui- 
sance adopting  within  a  reasonable 
time  the  \  roper  means  for  preventing 
injurious  effects.  (13.)  Where  struc- 
tural works  are  required  to  remove  a 
nuisance,  the  magistrate  may  order 
such  to  be  carried  on  under  the  direc- 
tion of  any  public  body  having  Juris- 
diction in  the  place  in  respect  to  simi- 
lar works,  or,  if  there  be  no  such  body,, 
nnder  the  direction  of  any  person  he 
may  appoint.  Before-making  a»  or- 
der the  local  authority  is  te  furnish 
him,  within  a  specified  time,  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost.  (14.)  Where  any 
decree  has  not  been  complied  with  or 
infringed,  the  magistrate  may  autbo- 
rice  the  loeal  authority  to  enter  the 
premises  and  execute  deoree,  or  if  in 
the  original  application  it  appeared 


that  the  author  of  the  nuisance  was  not 
known  or  could  not  be  found,  the  loeal 
authority  may  be  ordered  to  execute 
the  decree.  The  expenses  incurred  may 
be  recovered  whatevertheir  amountby 
small  debt  aetiott  (16i)  Anything  re* 
moved  by  local  authmrity  may  be  sold 
by  public  roup  after  not  less  than  five 
days'  notice  by  printed  handbills,  ex- 
cept where  dekty  would  injure  health, 
when  the  sheriff  may  order  immediate 
destruction  or  sale.  The  proceeds  of 
the  sale  to  be  applied  in  payment  of 
the  expenses,  the  surplus  to  be  given 
to  the  owner,  who  is  to  be  liable  for 
balance  of  expenses  if  proceeds  are 
insufficient.  (16.)  When  local  autho- 
rity is  of  opinion  that  any  ditch  or 
dtafn  alongside  a  public  road  or  street, 
used  for  uie  conveyance  of  sewage, 
cannot  be  ft'eed  from  fbulness  without 
laying  down  a  sewer  or  some  other 
structure,  they  are  required  to  lay 
down  such  structure  within*  the  limita 
of  their  Jurisdiction,  and  to  keep  it  in 
good  repair.  They  may  enter  and 
use  any  premises  necessary,  paying 
such  damages  therefor  as  may  be  as- 
sessed by  the  sheriff  on  summary  ap- 
plication, to  such  party  as  he  may  di- 
rect. Local  authority  to  assess  all 
the -premises  from  which  any  material 
other  than  pure  water  is  carried  into 
said  sewer  for  payment  of  expenses, 
and  that  either  in  one  sum,  or  by  in- 
stilments, or  as  a  perpetual  burden. 
Sums  assessed  to  be  collected  after 
fourteen  days'  notice,  under  the  same 
compulsitors  as  the  prison  assessment. 
(17.)  Act  not  to  injure  any  river  or 
canal  navigatfon,  or  the  irrigation  of 
land,  or  diminish  the  supply  of  water 
for  ti&ese  purposes.  (13.}  Authorizes 
inspector  to  enter  at  all  reasonable 
times  pren^ses  to  examine  meat,  poul- 
try, game,  fish:  fruit,  or  vegetables 
for  sale,  or  which-  there  is  reason  to 
believe  is  intended  for  human  food. 
In  case  any  such  articles  appear  unfit 
for  food,  they  may  be  seized,  and  if 
they  appear  unfit  to  the  magistrate 
he  may  order  them  to  be  destroyed, 
or  so  disposed  of  as  to  prevent  taeir 
beia§f  used  as  food.  The  person  to 
whom  they  belonged,  or  in  whose 
custody  they  were  found,  to  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  £10  for 
eai^  article  so  found.  (19.)  Manufiui- 
tures  of  gas,  naphtha,  vitriol,  or  dye- 
stuffs,  or  parties  using  the  reAise  of 
snch  manufactures,  not  to  pollute 
water  used  for  domestic  purpooea, 
under  a  penalty  of  £50.    (20.)  Thla 
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penalty  may  be  reooTeied  by  the  par- 
ly whose  water  is  pollutedi  or  in  Ms 
defaul^  and  after  notice  to  him  to 
proceed,  by  the  local  authority.  Pen- 
alty most  be  saed  for  during  ^ntinu* 
■nee  of  offence,  or  within  six  months 
thereafter.  (21.)  Besides  penalty  the 
offenders  to  forfeit  £5  a-day  during 
Ifae  time  the  act  causing  the  pollatioB 
eontinnes  beyond  twenty-four  hours 
after  notice  has  been  served  on  them. 
The  money  to  be  i>aid  to  the  parties 
giving  the  notice.  All  monies  re- 
cxnrered  by  local  authority,  after  pay- 
ing damages  caused  by  nuisance,  to 
be  applied  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
execating  acL 

Boart  it.  Prevention  and  MitigaUon 
o/Diseeues.  (22.)  When  any  place  is 
tiireatened  or  affected  by,  any  formi- 
dable epidemic,  three  or  more  privy 
eonncillors,  the  lord  president  of  the 
council,  or  a  secretary  of  state  being 
one,  may  order  this  Part  II.  of  the  act 
to  be  put  in  force  in  Scotland,  or  in 
any  x»art  thereof,  and  may  from  time 
to  time  extend,  renew,  or  revoke  said 
order.  Subject  to  revocation  or  re- 
newal order  to  be  in  force  for  six 
months,  or  such  shorter  x>eriod  as  shall 
be  fixea.  Order  to  be  certified  by 
eterk  of  Privy  Council,  and  published 
in  Edinburgh  Gazette,  the  publica- 
tion to  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
eider.  (23.)  When  order  issued  board 
of  supervision   to   be   vested   with 

Sowers  herein  provided.  Queen  may, 
oring  the  subsistence  of  the  order, 
appoint  as  additional  members  of  that 
board  the  sheriffs  of  any  counties  ex- 
sept  Perth,  Renfrew,  and  Ross,  who 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasury  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  £100  per  annum. 
Board  may  appoint  a  medical  officer 
for  the  period,  at  a  salary  of  not  more 
tlutn  £200  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by 
Treamary.  It  may  also  employ  addi> 
tional  clerks,  whose  salary  and  office 
expenses  are  to  be  defrayed  in  the 
sune  way  as  the  general  expenses  of 
fhe  board.

Board  may  direct 
Inspectors  to  apply  to  sheriff,  who  is 
ts  give  the  requisite  orders  to  carry 
fsgnlations  into  effecL  (S6.)  Orders 
•r  Prtvy  Couneil  and  regulations  of 
bsard  to  be  Immediately  laid  before 
feofli  hoases  ef  psriiame&t,  if  then  sit- 


ting, or  if  not  within  fourteen  days 
i^ter  oommencement  of  aext  session. 
(26.)  Regulations  to  provide  for  speedy 
interment  of  the  dead,  for  house  to 
house  visitations,  for  dispensing  medi- 
cines and  affording  to  persons  seised 
such  medical  aid  and  aocommodatioa 
as  may  be  required.  Local  authority 
to  carry  out  regulations  and  provide 
evenrthing  advisable  for  mingating 
the  disease ;  they  are  also  to  prosecute 
in  cise  of  wilful  violation  or  neglect 
of  regulations.  (27.)  The  local  author^ 
ity  and  their  officen,  in  carrying  out 
regulations,  empowered  to  enter  pre- 
mises at  reasonable  times  of  day  for 
inspection  where  they  have  reason  to 
believe  any  person  has  recently  died, 
or  that  there  is  a  necessity  for  cany* 
ing  out  there  any  part  of  the  regula- 
tions. (28.)  Where  an  order  of  coun- 
cil is  in  force,  if  any  house  is  proved 
to  be  overcrowded  so  as  to  be  danger- 
ous to  health,  the  local  authority  may 
regulate  it  as  if  it  were  a  common 
lodging-house,  the  certificate  of  in- 
spector of  nuisance,  or  of  medical  of- 
ficer, or  of  two  medical  practitioners, 
to  be  evidence.  (29.)  Orders  in  coun- 
cil to  extend  to  parts  of  the  sea  adja- 
cent within  jurisdiction  of  the  Admi* 
ralty,  and  board  may  issue  regula- 
tions for  cleansing,  disinfecting,  and 
preventing  disease  in  ships  and  ves- 
sels lying  there,  as  also  in  inland 
waters.  (90.)  When,  in  compliance 
with  regulations  of  board,  any  paro- 
chial medical  officer  attends  on  board 
a  vessel,  he  may  charge  extra  for  such 
attendance  at  the  rate  he  is  paid  by 
parish.  Captain  to  pay  such  charge 
on  behalf  of  owners,  with  reasonable 
expenses  for  treatment  of  sick.  If  the 
medical  attendant  be  not  the  parochial 
one  he  may  charge  as  in  the  case  of 
private  patients  of  the  same  class,  to 
be  paid  as  above.  If  charges  are  not 
paid,  action  may  be  brought  by  medi- 
cal officer  against  the  captain,  the 
vessel  and  cargo  to  be  subject  to  a  lien 
for  the  amount. 

J^»rt  III.  BegvloHon  of  Common 
Lodging-houses.  (31.)  Local  authority 
to  keep  a  register  of  all  common 
lodging-houses  within  their  jurisdic- 
tion, to  contain  the  names  and  resi- 
dences of  the  keepers,  the  situation 
of  the  house,  and  the  number  of  lodg- 
ers authorized.  They  may  refiue  to 
register  a  person  as  keeper  unless  he 
produce  a  certificate  of  character  in  a 
form  to  be  prescribed,  signed  by  three 
pooi^s  rate  payers  in  the  parish.  (88.) 
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After  expiry  of  one  month  after  the 
passing  of  this  act,  no  lodger  to  be 
reoeiyed  into  a  common  lodging-house 
till  it  has  been  inspected  and  regis- 
tered. (88.)  A  certified  copy  of  the 
entry  in  the  register  to  be  evidence, 
and  every  person  applying  at  a  reason- 
able time  may  get  one  gratis.  (34.) 
Local  aathority  may  make  rules  as 
to  coqumon  lodging-house  for  the  sepa- 
ration of  the  sexes,  for  fixing  the 
number  of  lodgers  in  each  house 
and  room,  for  promoting  cleanliness 
and  ventilation,  and  regulating  the 
conditions  under  which  inspection 
may  be  made.  They  may  Impose 
penalties  on  offenders,  not  exceeding 
£5  for  each  offence,  and  in  the  case  of 
continuing  offences  40s.  for  each  day 
after  written  notice  of  offence  has  been 
given.  The  rules  may  be  altered  or 
repealed.  Penalties  to  be  so  imposed 
as  to  allow  recovery  of  any  sum  less 
than  the  full  amount  Rules  not  to 
be  in  force  till  confirmed  by  secretary 
of  state,  and  not  to  be  confirmed  un- 
less notice  has  been  given  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  generally  circulated 
In  the  place  for  at  least  one  month 
before,  and  a  copy  in  writing,  signed 
by  chairman,  has  been  for  a  month 
open  gratis  at  the  ofiice  of  the  local 
authority  to  all  poor-rate  payers.  Co- 
pies to  Toe  furnished  to  applicants  on 
paying  6d.  for  every  hundred  words. 
(36.)  The  rules  when  confirmed  to  be 
printed  and  hung  up  in  the  office  of 
the  local  authority ;  copies  to  be  fhr- 
nished  gratis  to  every  common  lodg- 
ing-house keeper,  who  is  to  hang  up 
a  copy  in  some  conspicuous  x>art  of 
every  room  where  lodgers  are  re- 
ceived; copies  to  be  furnished  to 
rate-payers  for  2d.,  and  a  copy  pur- 
porting to  be  signed  by  a  secretary 
of  state  to  be  evidence.  (36.)  Where 
lodging-house  has  not  a  proper  supply 
of  water,  and  such  can  be  had  at  a 
reasonable  rate,  local  authority  may, 
in  writing,  require  keeper  to  procure 
the  same  within  a  specified  time,  un- 
der penalty  of  losing  his  registry. 
(37.)  Where  beggars  or  vagrants  are 
received,  the  keeper  if  required  to 
report  to  such  person  as  local  autho- 
rity may  direct  every  person  who  re- 
sorted there  the  preceding  day  or 
night,  and  to  fill  up  schedule  sent  for 
the  purpose.  (38.)  When  a  person  in 
a  lodging-house  is  ill  of  fever  or  infec- 
tious disease,  the  local  authority  may 
cause  him  to  be  removed  to  an  hospi- 
tal on  the  certificate  of  the  medical 


officer  or  of  two  medical  practitioBera 
that  the  disease  is  infections,  and 
that  the  patient  may  be  safely  re- 
moved. They  may  order  his  clothes 
and  beetling  to  be  disinfected  or  de- 
stroyed on  giving  compensation  to 
the  owner.  Such  compensation  to  be 
paid  by  inspector  of  the  poor,  who  is 
to  be  repaid  out  of  the  assessment 
authorized  by  this  act.  The  amount 
of  compensation  to  be  certified  in  writ- 
ing in  a  list.  (39.)  Where  infectious 
disease  occurs,  keeper  of  lodging- 
house  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the 
inspector,  the  parish  medical  officer, 
and  the  inspector  for  the  poor,  who 
is  to  take  the  instructions  of  the  pa- 
rochial board.  (40.)  Keepers  of  lodg- 
ing-houses to  give  free  access  at  all 
times  to  any  officer  of  the  local  autho- 
rity. (41.)  To  clean  the  rooms,  pas- 
sages, stairs,  floors,  windows,  doors, 
walls,  ceilings,  privies,  cesspools,  and 
drains  to  satisfaction  of  inspector,  as 
often  as  required  by  rules,  and  to' 
limewaiSh  the  walls  and  ceiling^  twice 
a-year  in  the  first  weeks  of  April  and 
October.  (42.)  Where  a  keeper  of  a 
lodging-house  is  convicted  of  a  third 
offence  under  this  act,  it  may  be  part 
of  the  sentence  that  he  be  disqualified 
for  five  years,  or  any  shorter  period, 
from  keeping  a  common  lodg^ing- 
house,  without  a  previous  written  li- 
cense by  the  local  authority.  License 
to  be  withheld  or  granted  on  such 
conditions  as  may  be  thought  fit. 

PartrV.  Enforcement  and IVoeedHre 
under  Act.  (43.)  Where  local  autho- 
rity neglects  its  duty,  two  household- 
ers, or  the  inspector  of  the  poor,  or 
the  fiscal  of  the  county,  or  burgh,  or 
justice  of  peace  court,  may  give  writ- 
ten notice  of  the  matter  to  the  local 
authority.  If  nuisance  not  remedied 
within  fourteen  days,  or  in  case  of 
neglect  under  Part  II.  within  two 
days,  parties  may  present  a  summary 
petition  to  the  sheriff  who  may  com- 
pel execution  of  the  act,  and  appoint 
it  to  be  carried  out  at  sight  of  such 
persons  as  he  may  think  fit,  and  at 
the  expense  of  the  local  authority,  and 
may  decern  for  the  expense  of  the  ajH 
pUcatlon.  (44.)  Applications  to  th« 
sheriff  to  be  by  summary  petition. 
Petition  to  refer  simply  to  the  clauses 
of  the  act.  Sheriff  may  order  answers 
in  three  days,  or  order  parties  to  at- 
tend. On  advising  answers  or  bear- 
ing parties,  he  may  decern,  or  appoint 
some  one  to  examine  the  premises, 
and  report,  or  he  may  order  a  proof, 
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*tf  either  party  desire  it,  on  any  spec!- 
"Bed  points  within  five  days.  Proof 
may  be  adjourned ;  when  completed, 
decree  to  he  g^ven  within  three  days. 
Expenses  may  he  found  due  or  modi- 
fted.  (45.)  No  written  pleadings  al- 
lowed. Sheriff  to  take  notes  of  eri- 
dence  as  in  ciyil  proofs.  No  decree 
-under  this  act  to  har  a  party's  right 
of  relief  against  others  liable.  (46.) 
Where  the  value  of  the  subject  com- 
plained of  as  a  nuisance,  or  the  cost 
of  operations  necessary  to  remove  it, 
or  the  value  of  the  business  interfered 
with  by  it  exceeds  £25  or  £50,  sheriff  to 
certify  that  in  his  decree ;  parties  may 
then  appeal  from  sheriff  substitute  to 
sheriff  by  lodging  a  note  of  appeal  in 
three  days  alter  decree  with  sheriff 
clerk,  and  serving  it  on  the  opposite 
party ;  the  note  to  ox>eTate  as  a  sist. 
Sheriff  clerk  to  transmit  process,  with 
the  notes  of  evidence,  to  the  sheriff, 
who8»  decision  is  to  be  final  where 
Subject  below  £50.  When  above  that 
value  an  appeal  lies  to  the  Lord  Or- 
dinary on  the  bills.  Note  of  appeal 
to  be  lodged  and  served  within  eight 
days :  note  to  operate  as  a  sist :  Lord 
Oi^inary's  judgment  to  be  final.  (47.) 
No  appeal  competent  except  in  such 
certified  cases.  (48.)  Sheriffs  and  jus- 
tices to  exercise  jurisdiction,  though 
they  may  be  members  of  local  autho- 
rity. (49.)  Proceedings  under  this  act 
not  subject  to  review,  except  as  here- 
in provided.  (60.)  Notices,  petitions, 
and  orders  may  be  served  by  delivery 
at  the  residence  of  the  parties  or  by 
post.  When  addressed  to  the  owner 
or  occupier  of  premises,  they  may  be 
served  by  delivery  to  some  person  on 
the  premises,  or  by  fixing  them  on 
some  conspicuous  part  thereof.  (51.) 
Copies  of  orders  of  local  authority  or 
their  committee,  purporting  to  be 
signed  by  chairman,  to  be  prima  faeU 
ttvidence.  (52.)  One  or  more  joint 
owners  or  occupiers  may  be  proceeded 
against  alone,  without  prejudice  to 
any  right  of  relief  he  may  have.  (53.) 
If  occupier  prevent  the  owner  from 
carrying  out  the  provisions  -of  this 
act,  the  sheriff  or  any  justice  may  re- 
quire the  occupier  in  writing  to  per- 
mit the  execution  of  such  works  as 
the  judge  may  think  necessary,  with- 
in a  reasonable  time,  under  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  £5  a-day  for  continuous 
reftisal.  (54.)  Penalty,  not  exceeding 
£6,  fot  wilful  violation  or  obstniction 
of  the  act,  where  no  special  penalty  is 
inpofed.    Act  not  to  exempt  party 


from  any  penalty  or  liability  he  may 
be  otherwise  subject  to.  (55.)  Ex- 
penses or  penalties  due  by  owners 
may  be  recovered  from  occupiers  to 
the  extent  of  the  rent.  If  paid,  to  be 
deducted  fh>m  the  rent ;  if  not  paid,  to 
be  a  preferable  real  burden  to  the  ex- 
tent of  two  years'  real  value  of  the 
subjects.  (56.)  All  charges  and  ex- 
penses incurred  by  local  authority, 
and  not  recovered,  to  be  defrayed  by 
an  assessment,  to  be  levied  along  with 
and  In  the  same  way  as  the  prison  or 
police  assessment,  according  as  the 
town  council  or  police  commissioners 
resolve,  where  such  bodies  are  the 
local  authority,  in  other  cases  to  be 
levied  along  with  the  poor's  assess- 
ment, or  where  no  such  assessment 
by  an  assessment  levied  in  the  same 
way  the  poor's  ftsscssment  would  have 
been  levied.  (57.)  Forms  In  schedule 
of  act  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of 
the  act.  (56.)  Police  and  constables 
to  aid  officers  in  carrying  out  act. 
(50.)  Act  not  to  Impair  any  right  of 
action  at  common  law  in  regard  to 
nuisances. 

Pari  V.  Amendment  of  Act  13  and 
14  Vict.  e.  83.  (The  Tawntl'  Police  and 
Improvement  Act.)  (60.)  Repeals  the 
74th  section,  and  enacts  that  when  a 
new  sewer  is  made  commissioners 
may  levy  on  occupiers  a  special  sewer 
rate  not  exceeding  6d.  a  pound  per 
annum  on  the  yearly  value  of  all  pre- 
mises situated  in  that  drainage  dis- 
trict. Such  rates  to  be  assessed  sepa- 
rately, and  separate  accounts  kept. 
(61.)  Commissioners  may  borrow  mon- 
ey on  the  security  of  their  general 
and  special  sewer  rates.  The  provi- 
sions of  the  act  applied  to  such  bondsi 
and  to  be  mutatis  mutandis  in  the  forms 
there  given,  and  to  endtle  the  credi- 
tors to  recover  their  money  out  of  the 
first  and  readiest  of  the  said  general 
and  special  sewer  rates.  (62.)  Money 
so  borrowed  to  be  applied  wholly  In 
the  construction  of  sewers.  The  sew- 
ers' rates  not  to  be  assigned  in  secu- 
rity of  money  borrowed  for  any  other 
purpose.  (63.)  Commissioners  to  levy 
as  part  of  sewer  rates  a  sinking  flmd 
amounting  to  five  per  cent  per  annum 
on  the  sum  borrowed.  This  sum  to 
be  annually  invested  at  Interest. 
Amount  of  money  borrowed  for  sew- 
ers not  to  be  taken  into  account  In  as- 
sessing under  the  340th  section  (vide 
Almanac  for  1851,  p.  182).  (64.)  Re- 
peals g  218  of  the  act,  and  provides 
that  the  eommlBsloners  may  requ' 
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the  ovnen  of  land  abutting  on  a 
street  to  pave  and  flag  it.  If  owners 
fitil  to  do  so  within  a  month  after 
written  notice,  commissioners  t»  do 
the  work  themselves  at  owner's  ex- 
pense. Street  to  be  kept  in  repair  by 
commissioners  ont  of  the  assessments 
levied  undjer  the  act.

The  magistrate  may 
sentence  offenders  under  the  said  act 
to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sixty 
days.  In  the  event  of  a  pecuniary 
penalty  not  being  immediately  con- 
signed, or  caution  for  good  behaviour 
or  keeping  the  peace  not  being  found, 
the  party  may  be  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment till  payment  be  made  or 
caution  found.  The  imprisonment 
in  case  of  default  not  to  exceed  sixty 
days,  and  the  imprisonment  in  respect 
both  of  offence  and  default  not  to  ex- 
ceed ninety  days.  (67.)  The  owner  or 
occupier  of  property  within  burgh 
used  either  wholly  or  partly  for  agri- 
culture, may  petition  sheriff  to  have 
it  found  agricultural,  and  either 
wholly  exempted  from  assessment,  or 
made  only  partially  liable.  Petition 
to  be  served  on  commissioners  with 
an  induciat  of  ten  days.  After  hear- 
ing parties  and  taking  such  evidence 
as  may  be  necessary,  sheriff  to  deter- 
mine to  what  extent  the  property  is 
agricultural,  and  at  wliat  rate  it 
should  be  assessed.

of  more  than  one  parish,  the  whole 
ground  within  burgh  to  be  held  as 
one  parish  for  the  purpose  of  that  act, 
and  excluded  from  other  parishes. 
The  town  council  to  be  the  board,  pro- 
vided that  any  parish  where  a  school, 
chapel,  church,  or  preaching  station 
is  maintained  out  oi  the  ftinds  derived 
from  focli  hnrying  gioimda^  is  to  be 


exempted  fhnn  this  provisioB,  unless 
the  town-council  supply  funds  to  the 
same  extent,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
sheriff  of  the  county.  (70.)  Wheve, 
under  the  powers  contained  in  the 
act  13  and  14  Vict,  c  88,  in  deAnilMg 
the  boondaries  of  a  town,  bai^h,  or 
populous  place,  the  sheriff  has  com- 
mitted any  error,  he  is  empowered  to 
rectify  the  same  on  its  being  brought 
under  his  notice  by  any  heritor  or 
ratepayer  interested.  Any  acts  done 
or  payments  nutde  prior  to  the  recti* 
fication  not  to  be  affected.

CSAP.  109.  2b  amend  the  Mode  qf 
commuting  Criminal  and  Vagrant 
Children  to  Reformatory  and  Indus- 
trial SchooU.    July  29. 

(1.)  In  proceedings  under  the  act 
17  and  IS  Ylet.  c.  86,  the  court  do  not 
require  to  name  the  particular  school 
to  which  the  child  Is  to  be  sent,  It  is 
enough  to  direct  that  It  Is  to  be  seat 
to  such  a  school  as  may  afterwards, 
before  expiry  of  the  term  of  imprison- 
ment, be  directed  by  the  presiding 
magistrate.  (2.)  A  judge  who  has  or- 
dered a  child  to  be  sent  to  any  indus- 
trial or  reformatory  school,  may,  in 
England,  any  time  before  expiry  of 
the  term  of  imprisonment,  and  in 
Scotland  within  fourteen  days  of  the 
date  of  the  order,  change  the  sohool 
originally  named  for  any  otherwhere 
the  managers  may  be  willing  to  re- 
ceive the  child.  (8.)  If  the  parent, 
guardian,  or  nearest  relative  of  any 
child  certify  to  the  magistrate,  within 
fourteen  days  of  the  order,  or  change 
of  order,  that  they  object  to  its  being 
sent  to  the  school  named,  and  name 
another  duly  certified  Institution,  and 
prove  that  the  managers  are  will- 
ing to  receive  the  child  and  peyor 
find  security  for  any  additional  ex- 
pense so  caused,  the  child  is  to  be 
sent  to  the  last  named  school.  (4.) 
Any  children  sent  from  Scotland  to  e 
school  out  of  Scotland  who  had  no 
settlement  In  a  Scotch  parish  and 
might  have  been  removed  from  Soot- 
land  under  the  8  and  9  Viet.  c.  88,  after 
being  sent  out  of  Scotland  under  this 
act  not  to  be  chargeable  on  a  Scotch 
parish.  (6.)  Act  not  to  diminish  the 
secretary  of  state's  power  to  oidcMr  the 
removal  or  discharge  of  any  child. 
(6.)  The  expense  of  conveying  youne 
persons  to  the  school  to  he  defrayea 
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i«.  BaglaaU  by  the  tresMirer  uf  the 
oottBtj  oreitx  where  the  ■eatenoe  wm 
PMsed ;  ia  Scotland  hj  the  parochial 
board  of  the  parish   on  which  the 
c^ild,  if  a  pauper,  would  have  been 
chaKgoable.  Where  secretary  of  state 
on&eni  a  removal  from  one  school  to 
aaothery  Treasury  to  pay  expenses. 
(7»)  GoTemor  of  prison  to  send  with 
tlMebild  to  the  school  the  original 
dnpticate  of  the  warrant  of  oommit- 
Bieatf  or  if  there  be  no  duplicate,  a 
copy,  with  a  signed  memorandum  cer- 
tifying that  the  person  sent  is  the 
person  named  therein.    The  posses- 
sion of  tbe  warrant  or  copy  to  autho- 
rize detention  in  the  school.    (8.)  An 
attested   copy  of  the    secretary   of 
state's  certificate  to  be  evidence  that 
a  school  is  duly  sanctioned,  and  the 
warrant    of    commitment    or   copy 
tiiereof,  with  a  statement  signed  by 
tlie  manager  that  the  person  referred 
to  was  received  and  kept  in  the  school 
or  otherwise  disposed  of,  to  be  evi- 
dence of  the  conviction,    imprison- 
moat,  detention,  and  identity  of  the 
child.    (9.)  Imposes  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding £6  for  wilfully  withdrawing 
a  child  from  a  school,  or  inducing  it 
to  abscond.    Penalty  to  be  recovered 
by  summary  complaint  to  any  justice 
or  magistrate  at  the  instance  of  the 
officer  of  the  school.     Failing  pay- 
ment offender  to  be  imprisoned  for 
n<4  more  than  sixty  days.    Penalty 
to  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes 
of  the  school.  (10.)  Secretary  of  state 
within  a  month  after  the  passing  of 
this  act  to  publish  in  the  London  and 
Edinburgh  Gazettes  a  list   of  the 
certified   reformatory  or    industrial 
schools.    When  a  new  school  is  cer- 
tified, notice  to  be  published  in  Ga- 
zettes wi^n  a  month.    The  publica- 
tion to  be  evidence  sufficient  to  justi- 
fy tmy  court  committing   children 
thereto.    When  secretary  withdraws 
a  certificate,  notice  to  be  published  in 
the  Gazettes  within  a  month.    (11.) 
Applies  to  Eng^nd.    (12.)  The  acts 
17  and  18  Vict.  c.  74  and  c.  86,  and  18 
ud  19  Vict.  c.  87,  to  be  read  as  part 
QftUsaet.    (13.)  The  word  "court" 
toindode  all  persons  authorized  by 
these  acts  to  commit  children  to  re- 
formatory schools  or  other  similar  in- 
gkitations.

On  the  preamble  thai  it  is  expe- 
dient to  afford  fteilittes  for  taking 
evidence  in  her  majesty's  dominions 
in  relation  to  civil  and  commercial 
matters  pending  before  foreign  tri- 
bunals, g  1.  Enacts  that  any  court  or 
judge  authorised  by  this  act  may,  on 
application,  order   the   examination 
upon  interrogatories  or  otherwise  of 
witnesses  in  this  country  before  any 
person  named  in  the  order  in  relation 
to  civil  or  commercial  matters  pend* 
ing  before  a  foreign  tribunal.    The 
production  of  any  specified  writings 
or  documents  may  also  be  ordered. 
Order  to  be  enforced  like  other  orders 
by  that  court.    (2.)  A  certificate  by 
the  foreign  ammissador  or  consul  at 
London  that  the  application  is  in  re- 
gard to  a  matter  depending  before  a 
tribunal  of  his  country,  and  that  the 
tribunal  desires  to  obtain  the  testi- 
mony asked  for,  to  be  evidence.  Where 
such  certificate  is  not  produced  other 
evidence  to  be  admissible.    (8.)  Per- 
sons authorized  to  take  the  examina- 
tion of  witnesses  under  this  act  to  ex- 
amine upon  oath,  or  affirmation  where 
such  is  allowed  by  law.   Persons  giv- 
ing false  evidence  to  be  guilty  of  per- 
jury.   (4.)  Witnesses  entitled  to  be 
paid  as  for  attendance  at  a  trial.    (5.) 
Witnesses  may  refuse  to  answer  ques- 
tions criminating  themselves,  and  to 
have  the  same  privileges  as  to  an- 
swering   questions    and    producing 
documents  as  if  at  a  trial  before  the 
court  in  this  country  which  authorizes 
their  examination.    (6.)  The  superior 
courts  at  Westminster  and  Dublin, 
and  the  Court  of  Session  in  Scotland, 
to  have  authority  under  this  act.  The 
Lord  Chancellor  and  two  judges  of 
the  common  law  courts  at  Westmin- 
ster, to  frame  rules  to  give  effect  to 
the  act  and  regulate  the  procedure. 


POOR  LAW  AKBKDHBNT. 

CHAP.  117.  To  amend  the  Law  relat- 
ing to  the  Relief  of  tM  Poor  in  Scot- 
kmd.    July  29. 

(1.)  The  board  of  supervision,  with 
consent  of  home  secretary,  to  ap- 
point two  general  superintendents  of 
the  poor  in  Scotland,  who  shall  take 
the  oath  dejdeli.  Board,  with  consent 
of  secretary,  to  assign  them  districts, 
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and  to  hare  jrawer  to  remove  them. 
Salary  paid  by  Treasury  not  less  than 
£300  or  more  than  £400  per  annum 
each.  (2.)  Superintendents  to  have 
the  powers  of  the  oommissloners  in 
the  act  8  and  9  Vict.  c.  83,  the  Poor 
Law  A«t.  (8.)  Enacts  that  instead  of 
repaying^  sums  borrowed  for  poor  law 
purposes,  as  directed  by  the  62d  sec- 
tion of  the  act,  by  annual  instalments 
of  not  less  than  a  tenth,  the  annual 
repayments  need  not  exceed  a  thir- 
tieth, exclusive  of  interest  (4.)  This 
act  and  the  Poor  Law  Act  to  be  con- 
strued as  one  act. 


KiaiSTBATIOH  OF  M ABBIAOB. 

CHAP.  119.    To  amend  ikt  Provisiotu 
of  the  Marriage  ondBegieirationAcU. 

Act  comes  into  operation  on  the  1st 
January  1867.  The  only  clause  which 
affiscts  Scotland  is  the  8th,  which 
enacts,  that  where  one  of  the  parties 
intending  to  marry  without  a  license 
lives  in  Scotland,  a  certificate  of  pro- 
clamation of  banns  by  the  session 
clefk  to  be  equivalent  to  the  superin- 
tendent registrar's  certificate  for  mar- 
riage in  England. 


KDnVBUBOH  MUNICIPAL  ACT.* 
(Local  Act.) 

CHAP.  32.  An  Act  to  extend  the  Jftt- 
nieipal  Boundaries  of  the  City  of  Ed- 
inburgh; to  transfer  the  P^ers  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Police  to  the 
Magistrates  and  Council,  and  for 
other  Purposes  relating  to  the  Munici- 
pality of  the  said  City.    23d  June. 

The  preamble  recites  the  various 
public  and  local  acts  affecting  the 
city  of  Eklinburgh,  and  declares  it  to 
be  exi)edient  that  the  municipal  boun- 
daries of  the  city  should  be  enlarged 
so  as  to  be  co-extensive  with  the  pap> 
liamentary  franchise ;  that  the  mag- 
istrates and  council  should  be  in- 
creased in  number,  the  subordinate 
magistrates  abolished,  and  that  the 
powers  of  the  police  commissioners 
should  be  transferred  to  the  magis- 
trates and  council.  (1.)  Act  to  be 
called  "  The  Edinburgh  Municipality 
Extension  Act  1866.'^^  (2.)  Interpre- 
tation clause.  The  word  "  city^'  to 
mean  the  city  of  Edinburgh ;  sheriff 


to  include  sheriff-substitutes.     Thtt 
word  "  sulajeets*^  used  in  reference  to 
the  franchise  to  mean  houses,  sbopa, 
&c.  in  respect  of  which  the  firanchise 
may  be  exercised.  (3.)  The  municipal 
boundaries  of  the  city  and  royal  bnreh 
of  Edinburgh  to  be  the  same  as  the 
parliamentary,  described  in  2  &  8 
Will.  IV.  c.  66,  and  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  magistrates  and  council  ex- 
tended accordingly.    After  the  first 
election  of  magistrates  and  council- 
lors under  this  act,  the  magistrates  of 
the  regality  of  the  Canongate  and  of 
the  baronies  of  Galton  and  Portsburgh 
to  cease,  and  all  actions  in  dependence 
before  these  subordinate  Jurisdictions 
to  be  disposed  of  by  the  magistrates 
to  be  elected  under  this  act.

for  the  city.    The  rights  of  the  pre- 
sent clerk  of  the  peace  for  the  county 
to  the  fees  paid  by  applicants  Ibr  cer- 
tificates out  of  the  present  royalty 
are  reserved  to  him.

The   magistrates   to   be 
elected  under  this  act  to  have  an  ex- 
clusive   jurisdiction    within    their 
bounds  as  to  weights  and  measures. 
(9.)  The  provisions  of  this  act  in  re- 
gard  to  the  muniiHpal  and  parliamen- 
tary franchise  to  receive  efliset  in  so 
far  as  regards  the  city,   though   at

*  The  Edinburgh  Municipal  Extension  Act  is  so  important  that  we  hav« 
given  an  abstract  of  it 
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geaeral  Burgh  lleform  Act,  or  any 
other  act  of  Parliament.  (10.)  The 
lord  provost,  the  Bheriff-depute,  and 
a  person  to  be  appointed  hj  one  of  the 
secretaries  of  state,  or  any  two  of 
them,  to  divide  the  city  into  thirteen 
wards  for  the  exercise  of  the  parlia- 
mentary and  mnnicipal  franchise, 
each  ward  to  l>e  numbered  and  named. 
Seven  of  the  wards  to  be  north  and 
six  south  of  a  line  runinng  from  the 
parliamentary  boundary  along  the 
centre  of  the  London  Road,  Regent 
Road,  Waterloo  Place,  Princes  Street, 
Lothian  Road,  St  Cuthbert's  Lane, 
Horrison  Street,  road  to  Coltbridge.

£30  a-year  to  each  of  the  resident 
magistrates  of  Portsburgh  by  the 
commissioners  of  police  are  to  cease.

to  the  regulations  in  liie  Directory 
for  the  public  worship  of  God. 
ZII.  Act  respecting  the  Induction  of 
Ministers. 

This  Act,  which  had  been  annu- 
ally passed  since  1844,  having  now 
received  the  sanction  of  the  requisite 
number  of  Presbyteries,  is  made  a 
permanent  law.  For  its  provisions, 
gee  Almanac  for  1846,  p.  146. 


XIII.  Act  anent  the  Admission  of 
Ministers  and  Licentiates  of  Dis- 
senting Bodies.

CHUBCH-1CBXBEB8HIP. 

ThaUon  y.  Kennedy^  18th  Nov.  1866. 

In  the  oourse  of  an  inquiry  into  the 
pursiier^s  conduct  by  a  kirk-session, 
he  wrote  a  letter  withdrawing  from 
memberBhip.  Held  that  it  was  com- 
petent for  the  session  still  to  go  on 
with  the  case,  and  to  suspend  him 
from  church  privileges,  and  that  the 
pursuer  had  no  claim  of  damages  on 
that  account. 

The  pursuer  was  a  member  of  the 
United  Presbjrterian  Church  which 
meets  in  Kirkgate  Chapel,  Leith. 
The  kirk-session  had  endeavoured  to 
effect  a.  iseconciliatlon  between  the 
pursuer  and  certain  members  of  his 
family,  and  several  communications 
took  place,  which  ended  in  his  being 
cited  to  attend  the  next  meeting. 
The  pnrsv^r  thereupon  wrote  a  let- 
ter, in  which  he  stoted:  "  I  think  it 


proper  to  withdraw  myself  from  mem- 
bership in  the  Kirkgate  congregation 
until  our  present  difference  is  placed 
Wh  a  satisfactory  footing."  The  ses- 
sion, however,  cited  him  again,  and  in 
respect  of  his  refusal  to  meet  t^em, 
suspended  him  from  church-member- 
ship, and  instructed  their  clerk  to  in- 
timate the  sentence.  The  pursuer 
then  raised  an  action  of  damages  for 
libel,  contending  that  it  was  incom- 
petent and  ultra  vires  for  the  session 
to  proceed  with  the  case  after  his 
withdrawal.  The  Court,  however, 
dismissed  the  action,  holding  that  the 
session  had  done  nothing  that  was 
either  ultra  vires  or  defamatory — that 
no  persons  had  a  right  to  decline  a 
Jurisdiction  to  which  they  were  sub- 
ject by  withdrawing  as  soon  as  pro- 
ceedings they  did  not  relish  were  in- 
stituted against  them,  and  raisins  an 
action  of  damages  against  the  Jnogea 
who  proceeded  with  the  case.

property  bought  by  a  kirk-session 
in  1707  and  administered  by  tbem  ex- 
elnsiTdy  ever  since  for  relief  of  tbe 
poor  and  other  charitable  purposes, 
fomid  not  to  belong  to  the  parochial 
Doud. 

In  1707  the  kirk^session  of  Linlith- 
gow bongbt  S5  acres  of  land  from 
monies  irhich  had  accnmulated  in 
their  hand,  and  the  origin  of  which 
oonM  not  now  be  traced.    The  title 
was  taken  to  their  then  eleemosynar 
rar  *»  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said 
knk-flession  and  poor  of  the  said  par- 
ith."    The  property  had  been  man- 
aged by  them  ever  since,  and  the 
annual  proceeds  were  devotsd  princi- 
pally to  the  poor  both  casual  and 
parochial.     The     parochial     board, 
founding  on  the  52d  section  of  the 
late  act  8  db  9  Vict.  c.  73,  claimed  that 
the  sesaion  should  denude  in  their 
&vour,  and  account  for  their  intro- 
missions since  the  passing  of  the  act 
The  Court  held  that,  ex  facie  of  the 
titles^  this  estate  did  not  fall  under 
the  operation  of  the  62d  section,  which 
applied  to  property  vested  in  the 
nerUars  and  kirkrsession  or  others  for 
the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor.   That 
the  onus  of  proving  it  to  be  held  in 
tmst  for  the  proper  parish  poor  fell 
npon  the  pursuers,  and  that  they  had 
oiled  to  prove  that,  as  in  point  of 
feet,  a  large  portion  of  the  annual  in- 
ecHoae  had  been  applied  for  the  relief 
of  parties  who  had  no  legal  claim, 
and  whose  interests  would  be  preju- 
diced by   sustaining   the  pursuer's 
aetioD. 

BALK— ACCBPTAHCB. 

JohmUm  v.  ClarJtf  21st  November; 

In  order  to  make  an  offer  of  sale 
binding,  the  acceptance  must*  be*  ab- 
solute. If  the  party  adjeet  conditwns 
to  this  acceptance,  the  offerer  is  not 
bennd. 

An  agreement  was  entered  into  by 
(Sazk,  the  proprietor  of  Westerinch, 
and  Johnston,  by  which  Glaric  agreed 
to  sell  him  the  lands  for  £6600;  but 
is  reepect  that  Johnston  had  not  ex- 
amined the  lands  in  reference  to  pur* 
ebaae,  the  agreement  was  not  to  be 
bbiding  up<m  him  unless  he  declared 
within  fourteen  days,  by  a  writing 


undwr  his  hand,  that  he  adhered  to  H. 
Within  the  speclfled  time,  Johnston 
wrote  that  he  adhered  to  the  bargain, 
but  upon  three  oonditions :  1st,  That 
Jhe  ISBu-duty  was  merely  omlnal ;  2nd, 
That  the  extent  of  the  land,  including 
the  mess,  was  not  lesathan  200  acres : 
3d,  That  the  whole  of  the  minerals 
in  the  lands  irtionld  be  conveyed. 

Clark  having  refused  to  convey  the 
lands,  Johnston  raised  an  action  to 
compel  implement,  arguing  that  he 
did  not  by  his  letter  add  any  new 
conditions,  but  merely  put  in  writing 
his  understanding  of  facts  stated  in 
regard  to  the  property  at  the  time 
the  original  agreement  was  entered 
into,  and  which  he  offered  to  prove. 
The  Court  dismissed  the  action,  hold- 
ing that  an  acceptance  is  nothing  un> 
less  absolute ;  that  the  acceptor  can- 
not force  an  offerer  to  reconsider  and 
apply  his  mind  a  second  time  to  the 
matter  in  hand,  and  that  the  qualifi. 
cations  here  were  material  and  af- 
Acted  the  nature  of  the  agreement 

THUST-DBBD. 

Maekmiffin'a  Trustees  v.  MackiUigin, 
23d  November. 

A  trust-deed  may  be  effectual  al- 
though it  does  not  contain  a  convey- 
ance of  the  lands. 

The  late  Mr  Mackilligin  of  Relugas 
conveyed  his  whole  property  in  trust 
to  certain  persons  for  certain  pur- 
poses.   He  subsequently  executed  a 
codicil  in  which  he  recalled  the  nom- 
ination of  the  trustees  he  had  made  and 
made  a  fresh  appointment,  but  with- 
out conveying  the  land  to  the  new 
trustees.    Argued  for  the  heir-at-law. 
that  heritage  could  not  be  affected 
except  by  a  deed  expressly  conveying 
it,  and  that  here  the  original  appoint* 
ment  and  conveyance  l^ing  revoked 
by  the  codicil  and  no  new  conveyance 
being  made,  the  trust-deed  became 
inoperative    and    ineffectual.      The 
Court  held  that  the  deed  and  codicil 
were  to  be  read  together;  that  they 
constituted  an  effectual  trust-deed; 
and  that  the  trustees  were  entitled  to 
ask  tlie  heir-at-law  to  make  up  titles 
and  convey  tiie  property  over  to  them. 

RAILWAY  SHABBS — TBANSFBBXNGB. 

Howden  A  Aitken  v.  Kennedy  A  Oo^ 
28lh  November. 

A  person  who  buys  railway  shares 
on  conation  of  paying  a  call,  which 
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ha»  been  made  but  Ih  not  yet  due,  is 
not  entitled  to  pleikd  that  the  sale  is 
null  in  respect  the  Companies  Claases 
Act,  §  17,  declares,  that  shares  upon 
which  calls  have  been  made  are  not 
transferable. 

The  pursuers,  acting  as  the  defend- 
er's brokers  on  7  th   October  1847, 
bought  60  shares  of  New  Caledonian 
Bail  way  ^tock.  at  Is.  per  share.    A 
call  of  £1,  5s.  had  then  been  made 
upon  each  share,  payable  on  14th 
October,  and  it  was  a  condition  of  the 
purchase  that  the  defenders  should 
pay  the  call.   The  defenders  paid  the 
price  of  the  shares  and  the  commis- 
sion, but  failed  to  pay  the  call.    The 
pursuers,  who,  as  brokers,  by  a  rule 
of  the   Exchange,  were   personally 
liable,  paid  the  call  and  raised  an 
action  against  the  defenders  for  the 
amount.    The  defence  was,  that  the 
shares   were,   by  the   17th    section 
of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act,  not 
transferable  at  the  time  they  were 
bought,  and  that  the  sale  was  conse- 
quently a  nullity.     The  Court  re- 
I>elled  the  defence,  holding  that  it 
was  plain  that  the  defenders  were 
bound  by  the  contract  to  pay  the  call ; 
that  there  was  nothing  illegal  in  such 
a  contract;  and  even  if  there  were,  it 
was  not  for  the  defenders  to  plead 
such  illegality. 


HOUSE — MUTUAL  QABLE. 

Monteith  v.  Law,  SOth  November. 

A  party  who  buys  a  building-stance 
and  makes  use  of  a  mutual  gable  is 
liable  for  one-half  the  expense  of  it. 

The  defender  bought  a  plot  of 
ground  in  Garscadden  Street,  Glas- 
gow, the  eastern  boundary  of  which 
is  the  gable  of  the  pursuer's  house. 
This  gable  was  built  as  a  mutual 
gable,  and  stood  for  half  its  thick- 
ness on  the  defender's  feu,  who  in 
building  his  house  accordingly  made 
use  of  it  as  the  gable.  The  pursuer 
claimed  £46, 12s.  S^d.  as  the  half  the 
▼alue  of  the  said  gable.  The  Court 
found  him  entitled  to  it.  The  Lord 
President  observed :  "  The  principle 
to  be  applied  here  is,  that  the  liability 
attaches  from  the  beginning  to  the 
adjoining  proprietor  who  is  in  the 

Ssition  of  the  defender,  but  that 
)art  from  special  contract)  he  is  not 
iind  to  pay  the  builder  of  the  gable 
until  he  makes  use  of  it.  The  nature 
"^f  the  property  implies  the  obligation 


to  pay,  and  the  presumption  is  that 
payment  has  not  been  made  before 
the  party  has  availed  himself  of  the 
privilege  of  using  the  gable."

CBI90KAL  PBOCSSS— BBTIKW. 

Jameson  y.  Loihian,  3d  December. 
(High  Court  of  Justiciary.) 

Held  that  it  was  incompetent  to 
review  in  the  Court  of  Justiciary  an 
interlocutor  of  the  Sheriff  finding  the 
libel  relevant  and  remitting  the  case 
for  trial.  | 

A  pannel  accused  of  theft  and  firand  1 
before  the  Sheriff  of  Edinburgh  ob- 
jected to  the  relevancy  of  the  libel. 
The  Sheriff  repelled  the  objections, 
and  the  pannel  advocated  the  case. 
Objected  that  an  advocation  was  in- 
competent at  this  stage  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, for  the  recent  Sheriff-Court 
Act,  which  fixed  two  diets,  did  not 
intend  to  give  any  right  of  review 
which  had  not  existed  before ;  on  the 
contrary,  it  expressly  enacted  that 
the  second  diet  should  proceed  abso- 
lutely on  the  day  named  for  it  with- 
out any  hindrance.  The  Court  sus- 
tained the  objection,  and  dismissed 
the  advocation  with  expenses. 

CBIMINAL  SENTBNCB. 

Granl  v.  Ch'ant,  3d  December. 

(High  Court  of  Justiciary.) 

A  farm-servant  who  had  deserted 
his  service  was  tried,  under  the  S9th 
section  of  the  Act  4  Geo.  lY.  c.  34,  for 
the  said  desertion,  found  guilty,  and 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  %VfO  calendar  months. 
The  Court  unanimously  quashed  tho 
sentence  in  respect  of  its  vagueness, 
holding  that  no  definite  period  of  im* 
prisonmeut  had  been  awarded. 

BANKBUPT— PEBSONAIi  PBOTBGTIOH. 

Hodffe,  Appellant,  4th  December. 

If  a  majority  of  creditors  agree  to 
grant  a  bankrupt  personal  protection, 
the  Sheriff  has  no  power  to  withhold 
his  assent. 

On  18th  June  last  a  majority  of  the 
creditors  of  George  Buchanan  resoW* 
ed  that  the  personal  protection  be 
renewed  for  twelve  months,  and  ln« 
structed  the  trustee  to  make  the 
necessary  application  to  the  8heriff«

.  Tlie  appellant  and  otherg,  who  formed 

ithe  minority,  appeared  before  the 
Sheriff  and  objected.  .The  words  of 
t  he  statate  (2  &  3  Vict,  c  41,  g  58)  are, 
that  "  the  trustee  shall  apply  to  the 
Sheriff  who  shall  renew  the  protec- 
tion;" and  the  Sheriff  held  that  nnder 
these  words  he  had  no  discretion,  but 
mast,  if  satisfied  that  there  was  the 
necessary  majority,  renew  the  pro- 
tection. To  this  view  of  the  statute 
the  Court  adhered. 


CAX&UEB— RBPABATIOK. 

JBatas  V.  Gaautrcnj  6th  December. 

A  carrier  who  had  received  a  box 
of  goods  to  forward  per  rail  for  de- 
spatch by  a  particular  steamer  to 
America  having  failed  to  do  so,  held 
liable  for  the  value  of  the  goods  esti- 
mated at  the  invoice  price. 

Bates  &  Co.,  American  merchants, 
through  their  Glasgow  agents,  sent  a 
box  of  muslin  trimming,  on  3d  April 
IffiO,  to  Cameron  &  Co.'s  office,  who 
are  general  carriers,  for  transmission 
to  Liverpool,  in  time  for  the  steamer 
"America,"  which  was  to  sail  for 
Boston  on  the  6tb.  The  box,  through 
some  delay  on  the  part  of  Cameron, 
did  not  arrive  at  Liverpool  in  time, 
and  the  pursuers'  agents  declined  to 
forward  it  by  the  next  vessel  as  the 
period  for  a  profitable  market  for 
the  goods  had  been  in  a  gn^at  measure 
lost.  They  then  raised  an  action  for 
£83, 9s.  8d.,  the  value  of  the  goods  as 
per  invoice,  and  for  £80  as  damages 
tor  loss  of  profit.  The  Sheriff  ordered 
the  defenders  to  sell  the  goods  and 
consign  the  free  proceeds.  The  de- 
fenders refused,  and  the  Sheriff  de- 
cerned arainst  them  for  the  invoice 
price.  The  defenders  advocated, 
pleading  that  as  they  were  not  the 
proprietors  it  was  not  their  business 
to  sell  the  goods,  and  that  all  they 
could  possibly  be  liable  for  was  any 
special  damage  that  might  have  been 
sustained  through  the  original  feiilure 
to  transmit  the  goods  in  time,  and 
that  nothing  about  this  had  been 
proved ;  and  that,  in  point  of  fact,  no 
loss  had  been  really  sustained.  The 
Court  held  that  this  was  a  case  of 
importance  as  to  carriers*  liabilities, 
and  that  in  the  circumstances  the 
t^lMrHTs  decision  was  right.  The  box 
here  had  not  arrived  in  time  for  the 
steamer;  the  delay  was  owing  to  the 
fttlt  of  the  defendert ;  tiie  goods  re- 


mained in  their  hands,  and  the  pur> 
sneni  having  to  pay  the  price  of  the 
goods  were  entitled  to  go  against  the 
defenders  for  it.  That  they  might 
have  been  entitled  to  the  profit  they 
had  lost,  but  not  having  proved  any- 
thing about  it,  all  the  Court  could  do 
was  to  keep  thf^m  indemni*  against 
actual  loss,  and  that  the  defenders 
were  bound  to  pay  the  invoice  price. 


STAMP — ^KVIDBNCB. 

BannatyTie  v.  Wilson,  13th  December. 

In  this  case,  a  document  without  a 
stamp,  bearing  to  be  a  "Principal 
State  or  Account,"  and  containing  a 
receipt  for  the  balance,  was  admitted 
as  collateral  evidence  of  the  true  na- 
ture of  the  transaction  between  the 
parties. 

BKVOBkATORT  SCHOOLS  ACT. 

Hay  V.  Linton,  15th  December. 
(High  Court  of  Justiciary.) 

The  Reformatory  or  Industrial 
Schools  Act  enacts,  that  if  children 
under  fourteen  be  found  begging  they 
may  be  brought  before  a  magistrate, 
and  after  due  intimation  to  the  in> 
specter  of  the  poor  and  the  parents  or 
guardians,  unless  "  the  parents,  guar* 
dians,  or  other  persons  interested" 
appear  and  find  caution,  they  may  be 
sent  to  an  industrial  school.  Held  in 
construing  this  act,  that  it  is  illegal 
to  detain  a  child  in  custody  durhig 
the  time  necessary  for  intimation, 
and  that  the  inspector  of  the  poor 
may  offer  caution. 

Susan  Guy,  a  child  of  about  nine 
years  old,  was  brought  before  one  of 
the  Edinburgh  bailies  on  the  charge 
of  being  found  begging,  and  the  super- 
intendent of  police  presented  a  peti- 
tion praying  that  she  should  be  sent 
to  the  reformatory  school.  During 
the  intimation  the  child  was  detained 
in  the  police  cells.  The  inspector  for 
the  poor  stated  that  the  child  and  her 
mother  were  paupers  on  the  poors  roll, 
and  offered  to  find  caution.  The  mag^ 
istrate,  holding  that  the  Inspector  was 
not  one  of  the  parties  entitled  by  the  act 
to  find  caution,  transmitted  the  child 
to  the  Original  Ragged  School  at  the 
Castlehill.  In  consequence  of  this 
decision,  the  parochial  board  became 
liable  to  pay  Ss.  a- week  to  the  ragged 
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school  dnring  the  time  the  child  re- 
midned  there,  and  as  the  aame  course 
had  been  followed  in  other  38  cases, 
the  parochial  board  bronght  the  pro- 
sent  suspension  to  try  the  question. 
The  Lord  Justice  General,  in  deliver- 
ing the  opinion  of  the  Court,  said  he 
looked  upon  this  case  as  one  of  great 
importance,  and  they  all  regarded  it 
in  that  light.  It  was  the  first  case 
that  had  come  before  the  Court  in 
reference  to  the  functions  and  appli- 
cations of  a  rery  important  statute. 
There  were  two  matters:  one  as  to 
the  Talidity  of  the  tender  of  caution; 
the  other,  in  reference  to  those  war- 
rants by  which  the  child  was  dealt 
with  while  the  proceedings  under  the 
petition  were  going  on.  The  Court 
was  of  opinion  the  oflTer  of  caution 
was  sufficient.  The  interest  of  the 
poor  law  inspector  entitled  him  to 
come  forward  and  the  caution  he 
tendered  was  unobjectionable.  That 
there  might  be  a  very  great  and  im- 
portant interest  to  the  poor  law  board 
for  behoof  of  those  children  not  to 
separate  families  but  to  have  them 
all  maintained  together,  and  they  had 
themselves  the  power  of  giving  their 
ftinds  to  educate  pauper  children ;  and 
in  regard  to  the  warrants  granted,  it 
appeared  they  were  not  applicable  to 
the  condition  of  the  party  under  this 
petition,  that  they  were  irregular,  and 
ought  not  to  have  been  issued. 

HSIK — ^BXHIBITION  OF  TFTLES. 

Liddell  v.  WUsotiy  19th  December. 

A  party  died  leaving  a  general 
trust-deed.  The  trustees  proceeded 
to  make  up  title  in  the  usual  way,  by 
an  action  of  constitution  against  the 
heir-at-law.  The  heir  raised  tax  action 
for  exhibition  of  the  title-deeds  ad 
deliberandum.  The  action  was  ob- 
jected to  as  incompetent ;  but  after  a 
carefhl  review  of  all  the  authorities, 
the  Court  sustained  the  heir's  right 
to  bring  the  action. 

TOLL — BmroAT  BXBMFTIOir. 

SpoUiewoode  v.  Laing^  23d  December. 

This  was  a  case  as  to  whether  the 
toll  at  Drygrange  Bridge,  near  Mel- 
rose, was  liable  to  the  exemptions  in 
the  General  Turnpike  Act.  The  Court 
decided  that  it  was,  and  also  decided 
the  general  question,  that  parties  who 
require  post-horses  to  be  sent  firom  a 


town  in  the  neighbourhood  to  iak» 
tbem  to  church  on  Sunday,  are  en<* 
titled  to  have  them  sent  ttoe  through 
the  toll-bar  to  take  the  carriage  to 
church,  and  also  to  retom  firee  thioagh- 
the  toll  after  having  taken  the  caxv 
riage  home,  on  their  way  back  to  the 
stables  of  their  owner. 

SUKJtllTK's  DXCItKK— BBVniW. 

JBbpkirk  V.  W,  A  J,  Wilson,  2Std  Dee. 

It  is  incompetent  to  bring  a  Sheriff 
Court  decree  up  fbr  review  where  the 
sum  concluded  for  is  below  £25,  al- 
though the  decree  with  expenses  mmy 
be  for  more  than  that  sum. 

The  pursuer  here  had  been  fbuflHl 
liable  by  the  Sheriff  to  pay  the  de- 
fenders £14, 19s.  2d.  for  coals  furnished 
to  him,  and  £10,  8s.  lOd.  of  expenses, 
with  4s.,  being  the  dues  of  extract. 
He  suspended,  but  the  Court  held 
they  could  not  entertain  the  case. 
The  expenses  were  extrinsic  of  the 
debt  or  right  in  issue,  and  neither  in- 
creased its  amount  nor  added  to  ita 
value,  and  the  power  of  the  Court  in 
regard  to  them  did  not  depend  on  the 
conclusions  of  the  summons. 

AGENT  AND  CLIENT— DOKATIOV. 

Anstruther  v.  Wilkie,  19th  Jan.  1866. 

A  stipulation  by  a  client  ^to  give 
his  agent  a  sum  of  money  beyond  the 
amount  due  to  him  professionally  is 
illegal  and  cannot  be  enforced. 

The  defender,  a  solicitor  in  Edin- 
burgh, had  acted  as  the  pursuer's 
agent,  and  carried  through  the  dis- 
entailing of  the  Elie  estates,  the  set- 
tlement with   creditors,  and  much 
serious  and  heavy  agency.    The  parw 
suer  agreed  to  give  him  £1000  beyond 
the  amount  of  his  account,  and  grant- ' 
ed  a  bond  and  disposition  in  security' 
for  that   sum.    His  accounts   were 
made  out,  and  a  quarrel  having  taken ; 
place  about  the  taxation  of  them,  the 
pursuer  brought  a  reduction  of  his 
bond  and  disposition  in  so  far  as  re-  ■ 
garded  this  £1000  donation,  arguing^- 
that  it  was  illegal  and  contrary  to  the  i 
rules  of  sound  policy  to  allow  agree-' 
ments  of  this  kind  to  be  entered  into 
where  one  of  the  parties  stands  ini 
such  a  relation  to  tne  other  that  he 
is  morally  speaking  not  a  free  agent.] 
The  Court  reduced  the  deed.    Lord. 
Wood  said :  "  I  am  of  opinion  that  in 
this  country  a  gift  from  a  client  to  «n

agent,  pending  the  roteiatenoe  of  the 
vefattion,  euinot  be  maintained;  it  is 
absolutely  void.   I  say  absolutely,  in- 
depeodent  of  and  exelnding  all  in- 
qidry;  for  it  is  pUun  that  were  it  not 
aoy  bat  modified  so  as  to  make  the 
invalidity   depend   on   the   dream- 
stances  of  the  case,  the  object  of  pro- 
tecting the  client  from  the  influence 
of  the  agent  would  in  all  probabilily 
be  to  a  great  extent  defeated,  and  the 
ciient's  interest  would  be  sacrificed  in 
those  very  instances  where  he  had 
been  most  unscrupnlonsly  dealt  with, 
bat  where  the  expertness  and  man- 
agement of  the  agent  had  enabled 
him  effectually  to  secure  the  injustice 
of  the  transaction  from  detection."

Johnstone  v.  BeattU,  29th  January. 


ALIMBirr — ^AGT  OF  OBACE. 

Advocate  General  v.  Magistrates  of 
Inverness,  2l8t  January. 

(In  Exchequer.) 

A  party  held  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Act  of  Grace,  though  the  crown 
was  the  incarcerating  creditor. 
I      Ewen  Fraser  was  imprisoned  in  the 
!  jail  of  Inverness  at  the  instance  of 
the  crown  for  failure  to  pay  a  double 
assessment  imposed  on  him  for  kill- 
ing game  without  a  certificate.    He 
*  petitioned    the   magistrates   of   In- 
i^mess  to  be  allowed  aliment  under 
the  Act  of  Grace.    The  bailie,  upon 
inquiry,  and  after  hearing   parties, 
awarded  aliment  at  the  rate  of  14d. 
per  diem.    The   case  was  removed 
into  Exchequer,  and  the  crown  con- 
tended that  the  Act  of  Grace  6  Geo. 
lY.  c  62  only  applied  to  poor  persons 
imprisoned  for  civil  debts,  which  was 
not  the  casH  here ;  and  besides,  that 
as  erown  debtors  were  not  specially 
mentioned  in  the  act,  the  rights  of 
the  crown  could  not  be  affected  by  it. 
The  Conrt,  however,  held,  that  this 
party  not  being  imprisoned  in  modum 
pana,  he  must  be  held  as  in  jail  for 
a  civil  debt ;  and  that  as  there  was 
no  exception  made  in  the  Act  of  G  race 
of  debts  due  to  the  crown,  the  peti- 
tioner was  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
that  act. 

CBIKB — CONGBALMBNT  OF  P&EGNANC7. 

Advocate  ▼.  Ocllf  24th  Jannary. 
{High  Coort  of  Justiciary.) 

.  The  Court,  after  full  argument,  de- 
eded that  a  woman  who  had  disclosed 


Scoteh  tutors  are  entitled  to  claim 
from  Aeir  ward's  estate  the  expenses 
incurred  in  an  unsuccessful  litigation 
in  Chancery  in  defence  of  their  office. 
Miss  Beattie  of  Crieve  was  an  in- 
fant when  her  father  died,  leaving  a 
will,  in  which  he  named  certain  gen- 
tlemen in  Scotland  to  be  her  tutors. 
They  accepted  office  and  administered 
the  estate.    The  child  was  taken  to 
England  by  her  mother,  who  soon 
after  died,  and  the  child's  maternal 
relatives  applied  to  have  her  made  a 
ward  of  Ghaucery.  The  Scotch  tutors 
appeared  and  objected,  and  a  long 
litigation  ensued.    At  last  the  House 
of  Lords,  by  a  majority  of  three  to 
two,  sustained  the  Lord  Chancellor's 
jurisdiction,  and  appointed  English 
guardians  to  the  pupil.    Miss  Beattie 
having  now  attained  the  age  of  pu- 
berty, the  Scotch  tutors,  whose  office 
had  expired,  claimed  to  have  the  ex-r 
penses  of  this  English  litigation  de- 
ducted out  of  the  pupil's  funds.    The 
expenses  amounted  to  £1918,  Os.  9d. 
For  the  minor,  it  was  objected  that 
these  expenses  were  not  proper  tuto- 
rial outlays,  being  incurred  in  litiga- 
tiou  with  the  ward  herself  and  that  be- 
ing the  expenses  of  a  suit  in  Chancery, 
that  court  was  alone  and  exclusively 
entitled   to  deal   with   them.     The 
Court  allowed  the  expenses  in  ques* 
tion,  holding  that  this  was  a  question 
of  Scotch  law  to  be  determined  by  a 
Scotch  court.    That  the  proceedings 
taken  by  the  tutors  in  England  were 
reasonable  and  proper  proceedings, 
and  In  the  discharge  of  their  duty  to 
their  ward,  and  could  not  in  any  sense 
be  viewed  as  adverse  or  hostile,  and 
that  mere  failure  to  succeed  did  not 
form  the  test  for  allowing  or  disal- 
lowing said  expenses. 

POOB — SBTTLBKENT. 

Say  V.  ThonuMm^  6th  February. 

In  the  case  of  an  illegitimate  child 
bom  to  a  pauper  widow,  the  parish 
of  the  mother's  settlement  is  liable 
for  its  maintenance. 
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Elizabeth  Lothian  or  Campbell  was 
bora  in  the  parish  of  Cranstoua.  Her 
husband  died  haring  a  settlement  in 
the  parish  of  St  Cuthbert's,  which  ac- 
crued to  her  and  is  now  her  settle- 
ment. After  his  death  she  had  an 
illegitimate  child,  born  in  the  Mater« 
nitj  Hospital  la  the  parish  of  Canon- 
gate.  The  question  was,  which  parish 
was  liable  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
child  ?  The  whole  Court  was  consult- 
ed, and  by  a  majority  they  held  the 
parish  of  the  mother's  settlement  was 
the  parish  liable,  and  that  it  was  of 
no  consequence  how  that  settlement 
had  been  acquired,  whether  bj  mar> 
riage  or  industrial  residence  or  birth ; 
that  her  settlement,  however  consti- 
tuted, was  the  settlement  of  her  ille- 
gitimate child. 

DEB1>8— PAGIKATIOK. 

The  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Bank  v. 
OalbraUh,  5th  February. 

It  is  essential  to  the  validity  of  a 
<deed  written  bookways,  that  the  pages 
should  be  marked  either  ji^  figures  or 
letters. 

This  was  a  challenge  of.a  bond  and 
disposition  in  security  for  £^500  over 
the  estate  of  Maerihanish,  brought 
by  a  postponed  creditor.  The  solo 
ground  of  reduction  was  that  the  deed 
was  not  paged.  It  was  written  on 
two  sheets  of  stamped  paper:  it  end- 
ed on  the  seventh  page,  and  the  test- 
ing clause  bore  that  it  was  written  on 
this  and  the  six  preceding  pages; 
tliere  was  also  a  regular  catchword 
connecting  each  page  with  the  pre- 
ceding. The  Court,  upon  a  full  review 
of  the  authorities,  unanimously  held, 
that  the  deed  was  invalid  and  inoper- 
ative in  respect  of  want  of  pagina- 
tion, and  that  this  was  a  statutory 
requisite  which  could  not  be  dispensed 
with.  The  deed  was  aocordhigly  re- 
duced and  set  aside. 

CHUnCH  COUBT — KXPBHSBli. 

BurU  y.  Taylor,  14th  February. . 

The  objecting  minority  of  a  presby- 
tery are  not  liable  for  any  portion  of 
the  expenses  inonrred  by  the  minority 
in  carrying  on  a  prosecution  against 
a  member  before  the  church  courts. 

Certain  rumours  having  arisen  af- 
fecting the  character  of  the  Bev.  Mr 
Burtt  of  Ferry-port-cn-Cralg,  the  pres- 


bytery of  St  Andrews,  by  a  inijoritr, 
appointed  a  committee  to  make  fiui 
inquiry.   The  minority  dissented  and 
protested.    The  committee  employed 
professional  agents  to  make  a  pre- 
cognition, and  ultimately  a  libel  waa 
prepared  in  n:ime  of  the  presbytery 
against  Mr  Burtt   for  drunkenness. 
The  libel  was   prosecuted,    and  Mr 
Burtt  found  guilty  and  ultimately  de- 
posed by  the  General  Assembly.  The 
present  action  was  raised  to  recover 
from  the  minority  their  share  of  £352. 
12s.  2d.,  being  the  expenses  incurred 
in  these  propeediogs.    The  argument 
was,  that  they  bad  acted  in  dischargB 
of  a  statutory  duty  incumbent  on  toe 
wbole  presbytery,  and  it  would  h% 
contrary  to  equity  that  any  members 
should    be    exempted    from   paying 
their  share :  that  they  had  no  choice 
but  to  prosecute,  and  the  prosecution 
was  clearly  ob  vwjua  bonum  eedesiet. 
The  Court,  however,  held  that  there 
was  no  claim :  tixtkt  it  was  not  a  case 
for  contribution,  because  there  wen 
no  civil  or  patrimonial  interests  in- 
volved, and  it  would  bo  extremely 
hard  and  against  equity  to  call  upon 
a  conscientious  minority  to  pay  ex- 
penses incurred  against  their  opinion. 
The  proceedings  were  taken  not  for 
the  l)enefit  of  the  members  of  presby- 
tery, but  for  the  people  of  the  parish, 
and  there  is  nothing  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  a  presbytery  which  confers 
power  on  a  majority  to  bind  a  dis- 
senting minority  in  personal  expen- 
diture or  patrimonial  ribk  and  Iosb  to 
any  extensor  e£fect. 

DAHAGK— LIABnLITT  OF  OWKCB. 

Cleghom  y.  Taylor,  27th  February. 

The  owner  of  the  property  held 
liable  for  the  damage  done  by  the  fait 
of  an  insecurely  built  chimney  can. 

The  tenant  of  a  house  belonging  to 
the  defenders  employed  a  slater  to 
put  up  a  chimney  can  with  an  iroq 
turning  top.  This  was  done  in  an  in-* 
secure  and  insufiicient  manner,  ani| 
seventeen  days  afterwards  it  fell  04 
the  glass  roof  of  an  adjoining 
room,  smashing  an  immense  quantif 
of  crockery  ware ;  and  the  questioi 
was,  whether  the  owner  of  the  pi  _ 
mises  or  the  slater  employed  to  pu^ 
up  the  can  was  primarily  liable 
the  damage.  The  owner  maint  _ 
that  without  cul^  on  hjU  part  thei 
could  be  no  liability,  that  he  bi 
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done  all  he  eould  by  employing  a 
■killed  workman,  and  that  if  damage 
«ro8e  fh>m  the  failure  of  duty  on  the 
part  of  the  workman,  the  owner  was 
not  to  be  made  liable. 

The  Court,  however,  nnanlraoasly 
held  the  owner  liable  in  the  first  in- 
stance for  the  damage  caused  by  his 
property  being  in  an  insecure  and  in- 
snfficient  state,  leaving  him  to  seek 
his  relief  against  the  tradesman  he 
employed.  Lord  Wood  said.  Were  it 
otherwise,  and  were  the  proprietor 
not  i^sponsible  from  the  time  that 
the  work  is  completed,  the  most  in- 
convenient and  ui^nst  consequences 
would  ensue ;  for  if  not  then,  although 
the  loss  arose  a  year  or  two,  or  nx 
years  after,  the  proprietor's  defence 
would  be  good,  and  the  injured  party 
would  have  to  seek  his  reparation 
from  the  tradesman  or  his  represen- 
tatives who  might  have  been  em- 
ployed, if  they  conld  be  found,  which 
very  possibly  might  not  be  the  case, 
and  this  however  trifling  the  piece  of 
work  done,  or  however  unsubstantial 
the  tradesman  may  have  been  in  his 
circumstances. 

HIOBT  POACHIKG. 

Smith  ▼.  Toitng,  8th  March. 
(High  Court  of  Justiciary.) 

The  Court  decided  that  a  tenant 
fanner  may  be  guilty,  under  the  Night 
Poaching  Act,  of  "  unlawfully  enter- 
ing upon**  his  farm  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  game. 

SSQUBSTRATION  — DISGHABGE. 

M'KeiOe  v.  Campbellj  11th  March. 

A  creditor,  whose  claim  of  debt  is 
a  prescribed  account,  cannot  oppose 
the  bankrupt's  obtaining  his  discharge 
on  a  composition,  without  proving  the 
validity  of  his  debt. 

The  bankrupt  Campbell  offered  a 
composition  of  Is.  per  pound,  which 
was  assented  to  by  creditors  to  the 
value  of  £1840,  16s.  4d.  The  appel- 
lantM  'Neille.  whose  claim  was  £8, 4s. 
for  boots  ana  shoes,  objected  to  the 
discharge,  and  appealed  against  the 
sheriff's  deliverance  approving  there- 
of. The  bankrupt  now  objected  to 
M'Neille^s  right  to  appear,  in  respect 
tbat  the  account  was  prescribed,  the 
hat  itran  being  dated  dOth  December 
1^  and  the  daim  not.  being  made 


till  August  1847.  The  Court  held,  that 
where  there  is  an  application  for  dis> 
charge,  and  only  one  creditor  of  small 
amount  appears  to  oppose  it:  the 
bankrupt  is  entitled  to  show  that  that 
party  never  was  a  creditor  at  all,  and 
that  here  the  objection  of  prescription 
having  been  taken,  the  appellant  must 
prove  his  claim. 

MABBIAOa — LBaxnMACT. 

FenUm  r.  Idvinffgtone,  27th  May. 

A  Scotchman  who  had  acquired  an 
English  domicile,  married  his  wilVs 
sister:  the  offspring,  if  legitimate  in 
England,  will  be  recognised  as  soeh 
in  Scotland. 

A  competition  for  the  Bedlormie 
estate,  in  the  county  of  Linlithgow, 
between  the  sister  and  nephew  of  the 
late  proprietor.  Admiral  Sir  Thomas 
Livingstone,  the  question  at  issue  be- 
ing, whether  the  nephew  was  legiti- 
mate  or  not.    The  state  of  the  fact 
was   this:   Thurstanus  Livingstone, 
the  younger  brother  of  Sir  Thomas, 
was  bom  at  Bedlormie  about  1772.  Ha 
went  to  sea  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  and 
never  returned  to  Scotland.    He  was 
in  the    merchant   service   till  1796, 
when  he  became  a  seaman  in  his  ma- 
jesty's  ship    Sandwich,    and   being 
wounded  in  the  arm  received  a  pen- 
sion in  1797.    In  October  of  that  year 
he  married  his  first  wife,  an  English- 
woman, in  London,  and,  save  when 
absent  at  sea,  lived  with  her  there  in 
different  houses  rented  by  him  till 
she  died  in  April  1806.  One  child  only 
was  bom  alive  of  this  marriage,  and 
it  died  in  a  few  months.    In  1808  he 
married  the  sister  of  his  first  wife,  a 
widow,  and  also  a  domiciled  English- 
woman. The  defender,  Alexander  Liv- 
ingstone, is  the  eldest  son  of  this  mar- 
riage.   For  several  months  Thursta* 
nus  lived  with  his  wife  in  London  in 
the  house  she  had  occupied  prior  to 
her  marriage.    He  then  went  to  sea 
for  some  years  in  the  navy,  and  was 
discharged  as  unserviceable  in  Ho- 
vember  1811.  He  then  lived  with  his 
family  in  various  rented  houses  in  and 
near  London,  continuing  occasionally 
to  go  to  sea  till  1820.    After  this  ho 
lived  on  shore  in  business  with  his 
wife  and  fiunily  till  her  death  ih  1832. 
He  died  himself  in  1869;  and  the  suc- 
cession to  the  estate  opened  by  the 
death  of  Sir  Thomas  in  1863.    The 
nephew,  if  legitimate,  as  heir  of  en- 
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tftU,  was  entitled  to  sncceed  in  prefer- 
ence to  Mn  Fenton  lufl  auatf  the  sis- 
ter of  Bir  Thomas.  The  Court  after 
▼ery  foil  argument  held,  Ist,  That  in 
the  circumstances  Thvrstanus  Liv- 
ingstone must  be  held  at  the  period 
of  his  second  marriage  to  have  been 
a  domiciled  Englishman.  2d,  That 
his  sonAlezander  is  legitimate  InEng- 
land.  And,  3d,  That  his  status  of  le- 
l^timacy  must  be  recognised  in  Scot- 
land; but  that  this  recognition  of 
staitis  did  not  import  any  approval  of 
the  connexion  or  recoguition  of  the 
marriage  of  which  he  was  the  off- 
spring. 

HXEITABLB  AKD  MOYABLB« 

Heron  v.  EspUf  3d  June. 

An  arbitration  was  entered  into  to 
fix  the  amount  due  by  a  railway  com- 
pany for  land  taken  and  damage 
caused  by  them,  and  a  decree-arbitral 
had  been  pronounced  fixing  the  sum. 
A  disposition  of  the  land  was  drawn 
up,  and  had  been  revised  by  the  pro- 
prietor's agents,  but  he  died  before  it 
ooold  be  executed.  The  question  that 
now  arose  was,  whether  the  money  to 
be  paid  by  the  railway  company  fell 
to  the  heir  or  to  the  executor.  The 
question  was  one  of  great  difficulty, 
and  was  argued  before  the  whole 
Court.  The  judges,  by  a  majority  of 
seven  to  six,  held  that  it  was  mov- 
able and  belonged  to  the  executor,  on 
the  ground  that  there  had  been  before 
the  proprietor's  death  a  concluded 
contract  of  sale,  and  that  the  real 
beneficial  interest  was  limited  to  the 
sum  of  money. 

BHSBIFP  SUBSTITUTB — DAICAOES. 

Hamilton  t.  Anderson^  11th  June. 

A  sheriff  substitute  is  not  liable  in 
damages  for  a  judicial  act  not  in  itself 
incompetent  .or  in  excess  of  jurisdic- 
tion. 

In  the  sheriff  court  of  Kilmarnock 
the  defender,  who  is  sheriff  substitute 
there,  ordered  a  particular  statement 
in  a  record  to  be  expanged,  becanse 
it  was  untme  and  disrespeotftil  to  the 
court.  The  pursuer,  who  was  the 
agent  conducting  the  process,  declined 
to  delete  the  oflbnsive  passage,  main- 
taining that  the  statement  was  inno- 
cent and  true,  ftnd  necessary  to  the 
cause,  and  was  not  meant  to  be  dis- 
respeotftil to  the  oonrtv  The  defender 
thereupon  rai^ended  the  pursuer  from 


exercising  his  ftinctions  asprbenrator 
in  the  sheriff  court  of  Ayrshire  fat  a 
month.  The  pursuer  claimed  dam- 
ages on  the  ground  that  this  suspen- 
sion was  malicious  and  witiioat  prob- 
able cause,  and  had  injured  h\A  status, 
feelings,  and  patrimonial  interest. 

The  Court  held  the  action  not  to  be 
maintainable.  That  the  order  to  ex- 
punge was  a  competent  judicial  order, 
which  ought  to  have  been  obeyed  by 
the  pursuer,  and  that  the  sheriff  h«d 
power  to  deal  judicially  with  the  pur- 
suer's refusal  to  expunge,  and  was  in 
so  acting  still  within  his  judicial  com- 
petency, and  entitled  to  be  protected 
by  law  from  any  claim  of  damages. 
The  mere  .general  allegation  of  ma- 
lice was  insufScient  to  deprire  a  lodge 
of  protection,  otherwise  the  efflcl«tcy 
of  the  judicial  system  would  he  ^- 
stroyed  and  great  hardship  incurred 
by  judges. 

APPKAXr— OOMPBTENCT. 

Magistrates  o/Ben/rew  ▼.  ffohfff 
12th  June. 

The  question  here  was,  whether  the 
magistrates  of  Renfrew  had  a  right  of 
harbour  or  not,  and  that  again  de- 
pended on  whether  they  had  been  in 
the  practice  of  levying  harbour  dues 
within  the  last  forty  years.  An  issoe 
was  adjusted  and  a  jury  empanneled 
to  try  the  case.  After  the  evidence 
had  been  led,  the  Lord  Justice  Clerk, 
with  the  consent  of  the  parties,  dis- 
charged the  jury  without  a  verdict, 
in  order  that  the  case  might  be  de- 
cided by  the  Court  upon  the  notes, 
each  party  entitled  to  raise  any  ques- 
tion of  law  the  notes  and  record  sag- 
gested.  The  Court  having  heard  par- 
ties decided  against  the  magistrates 
of  Renfrew,  who  appealed.  The  ap- 
peal was  dismissed  ai^  incompetent, 
the  Lord  Chancellor  holding  that  the 
decision  here  was  not  one  given  by  the 
Court  in  the  ordinary  course  of  law 
but  was  "  a  matter  of  fact  found  by 
the  judges  in  pursuance  of  a  delegat- 
ed authority  given  to  them  by  the 
parties,  putting  them  in  the  place  of 
the  jury."  It  was  therefore  In  the 
same  position  as  a  verdict  of  a  jnrw 
and  could  not  be  appealed  agahist.

The  Court  refiised  to  allow  tha  ax 
pense  of  treaohing  to  be  •luofad  im^

gomery Act,  although  it  was  alleged 
to  pe  absolutely  necessary  to  Make 
the  drains  operative.

Seid,  BaiUie,  and  Lord  Oray,  Peti- 
tioners, 2l8t  June. 

These  vere  three  petitions  in  which 
ue  question  arose,  whether,  when 
teton^  curators  &ont«,  or  trustees, 
hapitened  to  be  members  of  a  legal 
fina,  that  firm  could  charge  for  busi- 
ness done  for  the  trust  estate.  The 
opinion  of  the  whole  Court  was  taken, 
Md  1^  a  yery  large  majority  it  was 
oedded  that  in  sach  a  case  nothing 
ooold  be  allowed  but  merely  the  costs 
aetuOly  out  of  pocket.

Dixon,  an  iron  master  in  Glasgow, 
nsned  the  following  document  to 
omith  and  Son :  "  Glasgow,  10th  July 
1848.-1  wiU  deUver  1000  tons  No.  1. 
pi^  iron  free  on  board  here  when  re- 
JHred  after  the  10th  day  of  Septem- 
her  next  to  the  party  lodging  this 
^•eiaiiKt  with  me.'*    Smith  and  Son 


sold  this  nota  to  Balls  and  Son,  and 
received  the  price.  Balls  and  Sod  in- 
timated the  transfer  :to  Dixon,  who. 
agreed  to  implement  it.  Before  im- 
plement, however.  Smith  and  Soa 
niled,  without  having  paid  Dizoa, 
who  thereupon  refused  to  deliver  th« 
iron  to  Bovill,  Balls  and  Son's  aa- 
signee.  The  question  was  argned  aa 
to  the  validity  of  these  doeumenta 
generally,  and  whether  they  conveyed 
a  right  to  the  assignee  absolutely  like 
a  bill  of  exchange.  The  Court  of  Se»- 
sion  held  them  as  documents  m  re 
ntereatoria  to  be  good  and  valid,  and 
not  to  require  a  stamp,  and  that  Dixoa 
was  bound  unconditionally  to  deliver 
tbe  iron  to  any  one  presenting  him- 
self. 

On  appeal  the.  House  of  Lords  af- 
firmed the  judgment,  but  on  the  spe- 
cial ground  that  it  was  clear  from 
what  had  passed  between  the  parties 
that  Dixon  had  adopted  Balls  and  Son 
as  the  parties  to  whom  he  was  to  de- 
liver the  iron,  and  that  he  had  deliv- 
ered some  to  them.  As  to  the  iron 
scrip  notes  the  Lord  Chancellor  re- 
marked, "  If  the  question  had  turned 
excluBivelv  upon  the  validity  or  in- 
validity of  this  document,  I  am  bound 
to  say  that  I  should  not  have  con- 
curred with  the  Court  of  Session.  I 
think  that  the  document  is  invalid. 
The  effect  of  such  a  document,  if  valid, 
is  to  give  a  floating  right  of  action 
to  any  person  who  may  become  pos- 
sessed of  the  document.  Now  I  am 
prepared  to  say,  that  this  cannot  be 
tolerated  by  the  law  either  of  Scot- 
land or  of  England. ....  The  rule  pre- 
venting such  actions  is  by  no  means 
one  of  a  technical  nature.  It  is  a  rule 

founded  on  extremely  good  sense 

Where  an  action  is  brought  by  one  of 
the  contracting  parties,  illegality  of 
consideration  can  always  be  pleaded 
as  a  defence.  So  also  where  action  is 
brought  by  the  assignee  of  the  origi« 
nal  contract.  It  is  the  policy  of  tha 
law  to  preserve  this  principle  intact, 
in  order  to  prevent  courts  being  nuide 
ancillary  to  the  violation  of  the  law. 
Now  this  principle  is  entirely  defeated 
if  a  contracting  party  can  make  « 
floating  contract  enforceable  by  beap> 
er,  for  the  bearer  does  not  sue  as  ar« 
signee  of  the  original  contracting 
party."

THE  POST-OFFICE. 

The  "  Second  Beport  of  the  Postmaster-general  on  the  Post-office,**  states 
that,  during  the  year  1855,  the  number  of  post-ofilces  in  the  United  Kingdom 
was  increased  by  525,  making  the  whole  number  10,498,  of  which  920  are  head 
post-offices,  and  9578  are  sub  post-offices  or  receiving-offices ;  free  deliveries 
were  established  at  1327  places  where  none  had  formerly  existed ;  at  649  other 
plaoes.  the  free  delivery  was  extended  or  otherwise  improved  ;  in  Edinburgh 
and  Manchester,  the  delivery  of  letters  was  accelerated  by  the  use  of  carriages 
for  conveying  the  letter-carriers  to  the  more  distant  parts  of  these  cities ;  69 
additiomu  towns  were  provided  with  day  mails ;  an  important  acceleration  was 
effected  of  the  night  mails  between  London  and  the  North  of  England,  Ireland, 
and  Scotland,  thus  extending  tlie  interval  for  replying  to  letters  at  Edinburgh, 
Greenock,  Perth,  Aberdeen,  and  Inverness  to  more  than  four  hours,  and  at 
Glasgow  and  Dundee  to  about  five  hours ;  an  improvement  was  made  on  the 
postal  communication  from  the  north  of  Ireland  to  the  south-west  of  Scotland, 
thereby  affording  increased  facilities  in  relation  to  the  large  iron  and  coal  trade 
between  these  districts ;  and  a  contract  was  entered  into  for  the  regular  con- 
veyance of  the  mail  by  steam  to  the  Orkney  Islands,  the  packet  to  run  daily  in 
summer  and  thrice  a- week  in  winter,  in  lieu  of  occasional  steam  communica- 
tion supplemented  by  a  sailing-boat. 

Exclusive  of  conveyance  by  steam-vessels  and  boats,  and  not  counting  the 
walks  of  lettw-carriers  and  rural  messengers,  or  the  carriage  of  the  mails  from 
post-offioes  to  railway  stations,  the  whole  distance  over  which  mails  are  now 
eonvciyed  ^tbin  the  United  Kingdom  is  nearly  69,000  miles  per  week-day,  be- 
ing about  8000  miles  moxe  than  at  the  end  of  1854 ;  this  increase  behig  whoUy

The  proportion  of  letters  to  population  in  1855  was  in  England  about  19,  in 
Ireland  about  7,  in  Scotland  about  15,  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  about  16  to 
each  person.  The  increase  of  letters  since  the  introduction  of  the  penny 
postage  in  1840  has  been  380,000^000,  or  exactly  sixfold. 

The  number  of  valentines  passing  through  the  post-office  every  year,  aa 
shown  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  letters  in  VAlentine  week,  is  upwards 
of  800,000:  the  largest  proportion  is  in  England  and  Scotland,  and  in  both 
these  countries  the  number  is  increasing ;  in  Ireland  it  is  decreasing.   The  pro- 

{portion  of  letters  rent  in  envelopes  is  still  increasing,  and  is  now  93  per  cent,  of 
niand  letters,  and  71  per  cent,  of  colonial  and  foreign  letters.  Excluding  offi- 
oial  packets,  the  average  weight  of  an  inland  letter,  or  packet  paying  the  f^ll 
letter  rate,  is  between  a  quarter  and  a  third  of  an  ounce ;  of  a  colonial  letter 
rather  more  than  a  third  of  an  ounce ;  and  ofsa  foreign  letter  rather  less  than 
a  quarter  of  an  ounce. 

The  abolition  of  the  stamp-duty  on  newspapers,  and  the  substitution  of  n 
nostage  charge  (on  the  30th  June  1865),  have  caused  a  decrease  of  about  one- 
fourth  in  the  number  of  newspapers  posted;  but,  retransmissions  included, 
there  are  still  posted  about  71,000,000  of  newspapers  a-  year,  or  nearly  200,000 
•very  day ;  much  the  larger  number  continuing  to  bear  the  impressed  stunp. 
The  average  wefght  d  the  newspapers  which  now  pass  through  the  post-office 
Is  about  three  ounces  each ;  being  a  decrease  since  the  abolition  of  the  newa> 
paper  stamp  of  about  half  an  ounce.  The  loss  of  revenue  occasioned  by  the 
abolition  is  about  £242,000  a-year,  or  rather  more  than  one-rhalf. 

The  number  of  book  packets—using  that  term  to  comprehend  all  printed 
matter  except  newspapers— which  now  pass  through  the  London  office,  is  at  the     Jl 
rate  of  about  1 ,400,000  a-year,  being  an  increase  of  more  than  1 ,000,000,  or  of  873  jm 

Kcent.  on  the  number  in  1U64.  At  the  same  time  the  average  weight  pier  packet  ^ 
fallen  from  ten  ounces  to  four  and  a  half  ounces,  so  that  the  increase  in  the    !| 
*Atal  weight  is  less  than  70  per  cent.    The  whole  number  of  book  packets  posted    H 
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in  tho  United  Kingdom  is  estimated  to  be  at  tbe  rate  of  about  3»000,(ie6  t^ji — 
Tbe  great  increase  is  attributable  cliiefly  to  a  birge  reduction  in  postage  In  tb« 
sammer  of  1855. 

Including  five  branches  in  large  towns.  63  new  money-order  offices  were 
opoied  in  the  year  1855,  making  a  total  of  1935.  The  number  and  amoant  of 
money  orders  issued  in  the  year  1855,  with  the  increase  per  cent.,  and  the  pro- 
portion of  orders  to  population,  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  Table  (in  coatlnu- 
atioo  of  Tables  in  the  Almanacs  for  previous  years).

The  number  of  officers  and  servants  of  the  Post-office  (occlusive  of  171  in  tbe 
colonies  and  of  agents  in  foreign  countries)  is  22,547»  of  whom  10,498  are  poet* 
masters,  10,314  are  letter-carriers,  messengers,  dec.  and  1519  are  clerks,  Ac. 
The  number  attached  to  the  chief  office  in  London  is  about  2800.  The  new  sys- 
tem of  appointment  and  promotion  has  operated  very  beneficially.  Mr  Lang» 
controller  of  the  circulation  department  m  the  Edinburgh  office,  states,  that 
"  the  revision  of  this  department  which  took  place  in  April  1855,  has  been  at- 
tended with  success  and  nuinlfest  advantage  to  the  public  service ;  also  that  the 
system  of  promotion  by  merit,  then  introduced,  has  animated  officers  of  all 
grades  with  a  measure  of  zeal  which  has  contributed  greatly  to  their  efficiency." 
Of  431  candidates  for  the  situation  of  letter  carrier  in  London,  313  were  appomt- 
ed  and  118  rejected,  and  there  was  a  similar  proportion  in  Dublin  ;  but  in  Ed- 
inbu]*gh  the  proportion  of  rejections  was  larger,  although  the  examination  is  not 
at  all  more  strict. 

Of  j£2,620,000,  the  gross  revenue  of  the  Post-office  in  1855  from  letters,  book- 
packets,  Ac.  £2,244,000  was  from  England,  £189,000  from  Ireland,  £187.000 
from  Scotland.  Of  £97,000,  the  gross  revenue  from  commission  or  money 
orders,  £83,000  was  from  England,  £7000  from  Ireland,  and  £7000  from  Scot- 
land. The  total  net  revenue  was  £1,126,000,  being  a  decrease  of  £150,000,  or 
more  than  13  per  cent,  on  the  net  revenue  of  1854. 

Of  £1,591,000,  tbe  expenditure  of  the  Post-office  in  1855,  £813,000  was  for 
salaries,  pensions,  dec.;  £25,000  for  buildings;  £577,000  for  conveyance  of 
mails  (£401 ,000  by  railways.  £161,000  by  coaches,  dec,  £15,000  by  packets) ; 
£32,000  for  manufacture  of  postage  stamps,  &c. ;  and  £144,000  for  miscella- 
neous charges.  The  actual  increase  of  expenditure  in  1855  over  the  previous 
year  was  about  £118,000,  or  about  8  per  cent.

The  births  registered  in  1855  were  at  the  rate  of  1  amraally  for  every  32, 
the  deaths  at  the  rate  annually  of  1  for  every  48^  the  marriages  at  the  rate 
annually  of  1  for  163  persons  of  the  estimated  population. 

Making  allowance  for  the  defective  number  of  births  registered  during 
January  (the  month  in  which  the  Registration  Act  (17  &  18  Vict.  c.  9^ 
came  into  operation)  and  February,  the  annual  proportion  of  births  in 
Scotland  will  be  about  321  births  for  every  10,000  of  the  population, 
or  1  birth  for  every  31  persons.  This  proportion  is  below  the  rate  of 
births  in  England,  which  average  332  annually  for  every  10,000  of  the 
population,  or  1  birth  for  every  30  persons.  The  proportion  of  sex  was 
100  male  births  to  95  female  births,  being  the  same  proportion  as  in 
England. 

The  deaths  registered  were  in  the  proportion  of  207  deaths  for  every 
10,000  living,  or  about  1  death  in  every  48  persons.  This  shows  a  mortality 
considerably  below  the  mean  of  England,  which  is  228  deaths  for  every 
10,000  living— below  even  the  mortality  of  England  in  1865,  which  wa^  in 
the  proportion  of  226  deaths  for  every  10,000  living.  The  striking  differ- 
ence in  the  mortality  among  the  inhabitants  of  town  and  country  in  Scot- 
land is  shoMm  in  the  following  Table : —

It  would  appear  from  this  table,  that  "  the  town  i>opalation.  even  daring 
the  healthy  year  1856,  was  cut  off  at  the  rate  of  261  out  of  every  10,00(X 
or  1  death  for  every  88  persons ;  while  the  rural  population  only  suffered  ^ 
at  the  rate  of  169  deaths  out  of  every  10,000^  or  1  death  for  every  68 
persons."  The  powerful  influence  which,  in  this  country,  the  weather 
exercises  on  the  human  frame,  is  illustrated  by  the  following  table,  show- 
ing the  mean  temperature  and  the  mortality  during  each  month  of  tte  year

*'  Cold  weather,"  it  is  remarked  in  the  report  of  the  Registrar  Qeneral, " ; 
quires  to  have  continued  some  littie  time  before  itshurtftil  effects  are  mani- 
fested to  any  great  extent ;  and  accordingly,  although  the  temjperatiuNi  wma 
gradnallv  falling  during  the  months  of  October  and  November,  little  inemaae 
of  mortality  was  occasioned  till  the  sinking  of  the  mean  temperatore  to  S6* 
in  December  raised  the  mortality  to  5408  deaths  daring  that  month.  Though 
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the  temperature  of  January  iras  the  eame  as  that  of  December  of  the  pre- 
vioas  7«ar,  friz.  86",  the  continuance  of  the  eold  raised  the  mortality  to  6977 
deaths,  and  the  fall  of  temperature  during  February  to  27°  caused  the 
deaths  to  rise  to  no  less  than  7227.  During  March  the  mean  temperature 
had  only  risen  to  86°,  and  the  deaths  numbered  6481.  Somewhat  milder 
weather  then  set  in ;  but  so  ungenial  did  it  continue  during  both  April  and 
May,  that  the  mean  temperature  during  each  of  these  months  remained  the 
same,  viz,  at  44",  and  making  allowance  for  the  additional  day  in  May,  the 
deaths  during  each  of  these  months  were  the  same  in  number,— 6328  in  April, 
and  6868  in  May.  Thus,  as  the  weather  improved,  the  deaths  dimiuishea 
in  number,  but  -when  the  weather  was  stationary,  the  mortality  remained 
also  stationary.  During  June  the  mean  temperature  rose  to  66°,  and  the 
deatlis  experienced  a  furtlier  reduction,  sinking  to  4627.  The  heats  were 
very  mo<£erate  during  both  July  and  August,  and  the  usual  increase  of 
deaths  from  bowel  complaints  was  experienced  but  to  a  small  extent;  con- 
sequently the  deaths  both  during  July  and  August  continued  rather  to  fall, 
being  4480  during  July,  and  4461  during  August.  The  pleasant  cool  month 
of  September,  however,  with  its  mean  temperature  of  52°,  put  an  end  to  the 
bowel  complaints,  and  the  mortality  fell  to  4047— the  lowest  number  of 
deaths  during  any  month  of  the  year." 

The  marriages  registered  during  the  year  were  in  the  proportion  of  sixty- 
fire  to  every  ten  thousand  of  the  estimated  population,  or  one  marriage  for 
every  hnndjred  and  fifty-three  persons.  This  is  considerably  below  the  pro- 
portion for  England,  which  averages  eighty-four  marriages  annually  for  ten 
thousand  inhabitants,  or  one  marriage  to  every  hundred  and  eighteen  per- 
sons living,  a  proportion  which  is  attained  in  Scotland  only  in  the  south- 
western counties,  which  include  a  large  proportion  of  our  manufacturing 
population.  "  Of  all  the  counties  of  Spotland,"  it  is  remarked,  "  marriages 
were  fewest  in  Argyll,  and  next  in  Sutherland ;  and  these,  with  Inverness, 
Ross,  and  Cromarty,  are  the  counties  from  which  the  greatest  number  of 
persons  are  understood  to  have  emigrated  for  some  years  past.  The  low 
proportion  of  marriages  in  the  counties  of  Kirkcudbright  and  Wigtown  is 
probably  with  justice  attributed  to  so  many  of  the  young  and  able>bodied 
men  being  attracted  to  England  by  the  greater  demand  for  labour  and  higher 
wages ;  and  possibly  the  same  cause  may  account  to  a  great  extent  for  the 
low  proportion  of  marriages  in  Berwickshire.  So  far  as  has  been  ascer- 
tained, it  does  not  appear  that  irregular  Border  marriages  have  increased 
among  the  inhabitants  of  Scotland  under  the  operation  of  the  Registration 
Act)  but  vather  the  reverse ;  and  the  belief  appears  to  be,  that  were  a  stop 
put  to  the  contracting  of  irregular  marriages  on  the  Border  by  parties  from 
England,  these  marriages  would  soon  cease  to  be  contracted  by  the  native 
population." 

As  the  number  of  births  was  98,498,  and  the  number  of  deaths,  62,154,  the 
nataral  inerease  of  the  population  of  Scotland  during  the  year  amounted 
to  81,844  persons.  From  this  have  to  be  deducted  the  numbers  who 
emigrated  (amonnting  so  far  as  has  been  ascertained)  to  4966 ;  thus  leaving 
a  dear  gain  to  the  population  of  Scotland,  through  births  alone,  of  26,370 
persons. 

The  subjoined  Table  shows  the  estimated  population  of  England  and 
Wales  (Including  army,  navy,  and  merchant  seamen  at  home,  belonging  to 
England  and  Wales)  at  the  middle  of  each  year  from  1861  to  1864,  and  the 
number  of  births,  deaths,  and  marriages  registered  during  each  of  these  five

Daring  the  first  quarter  of  1856,  says  the  Report  of  the  Registrar-general,  **  tlte 
health  of  the  population  has  been,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory ;  and  the  mortality 
not  only  below  the  average  of  the  quarter,  but  below  the  mean  annual  mortality 
of  England :  this  diminished  mortality  is,  no  doubt,  chiefly  owing  to  the  naila 
winter,  and  to  the  fact,  that  with  the  exception  of  small-pox  in  some  loc^itie* 
and  of  scarlet  fever  in  others,  no  vinilent  epidemics  have  been  general  among 
the  population."  It  is  remarked  by  the  Registrar-general  that  **  the  health  of 
the  population  has  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  second  quarter,  and  the 
mortality  has  not  only  been  below  theaverage  of  this  quarter,  but  lower  than  thAt 
of  England  during  the  same  quarter  for  a  period  of  at  least  eleven  yeaxs."  Dur- 
ing ihe third  quarter,  the  Registrar-general  observes,  *'  the  health  of  tlio  popu- 
lation has,  as  a  whole,  been  most  satisfisctory,  and  has  reached  a  lower  per 
centage  than  is  believed  ever  to  have  been  attained  among  the  inhabitants  of  a 
large  country  like  Scotland,  where  at  least  one-lialf  of  the  popuhitioa  ia  eoQ- 
gregated  in  towns." 

The  Quarterly  Returns  of  the  Registrar-general  for  1856  are  accompanied  by 
tables  of  Meteorological  Observations,  of  which  the  mean  results,  aa  applicaliie 
to  Scotland  as  a  whole,  are  shown  in  the  two  following  tables  :—

Between  the  beginning  of  1841  and  the  end  of  1854,  upwards  of  2,000,000  penom 
emigrated  from  Ireland,  being  nearly  one- fourth  of  the  population  of  thai 
island  according  to  the  census  of  1841. 

Of  the  176,807  emigrants  from  the  United  Kingdom  in  1855,  there  were  to  the 
United  States  103,414 ;  to  the  North  American  Colonies  I7,d86;  to  the  Aus* 
tralian  Colonies 52,909;  to  all  other  places  31 18.     Of  the  323,429  emigrants  in 

1854,  there  were  90,966  English ;  25,872  Scotch ;  150,209  Irish ;  37,704  For- 
eigners :  and  18,678  not  distinguished.  Of  the  176,807  emigrants  in  1855,  there 
were  57,132  English;  14,037  Scotch  ;  78,854  Irish;  10,554  Foreigners;  and 
16,230  not  distinguished. 

Of  the  25,872  Scotch  emigrants  in  1854,  there  were  4888  to  the  United 
States;  6706  to  the  North  American  Colonies ;  14,192  to  the  Australian  Colo- 
nies; and  86  to  other  pUces.  Of  the  14,037  Scotch  emigrants  in  1855,  there 
were 3797  to  the  United  States;  5471  to  the  North  American  Colonies;  4657 
to  the  Australian  Colonies ;  and  1 12  to  other  places.  Of  the  Scotch  emigrants 
in  1855,  there  sailed  from  Scotch  ports  7465,  from  English  ports  6572.  The 
number  of  emigrants  who  sailed  from  Scotch  ports  in  1855  was  8227,  of  whom 
83  were  English ;  7465  were  Scotch  ;  464  were  Irish ;  54  were  Foreigners;  and 
161  were  not  distinguished.  There  sailed  from  Aberdeen,  14S2 ;  from  Dumfries, 
21 ;  from  Dundee,  41 ;  from  Glasgow,  4791 ;  from  Greenock,  1277  ;  from  Kirk- 
wall, 15 ;  from  Leith,  27 ;  from  Montrose,  281 ;  from  Port-Glasgow,  22 ;  from 
Stornoway,  330.  Of  the  8227  emigrants  from  Scotland  in  1855, 4105  were  males ; 
3946  were  females ;  and  the  sex  of  176  was  not  distinguished. 

The  number  of  emigrants  who  returned  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  1855,  was 
22,821,  being  equal  nearly  to  13  per  cent,  of  the  emigration  during  the  same 
year.  Of  these  there  came  from  America,  18,402;  from  Australia,  4419 :  the 
proportion  of  cabin  to  steerage  passengers  from  Australia  was  16^  per  cent. ; 
from  America  li  per  cent. 

EDUCATION. 
The  expenditure  in  Scotland,  during  the  year  1855,  from  the  Parliamentary 
Grants  under  the  management  of  the  Committee  of  Privv  Council  on  Educa- 
tion, was,  on  schools  connected  with  the  Established  Church,  £22,959  (being  an 
increase  of  £3765  over  the  previous  year) ;  on  schools  connected  with  the  Free 
Church,  £20,693  (being  a  decrease  of  £1202  as  compared  with  the  previous 

J  rear) ;  and  on  schools  connected  with  the  Episcopal  Church,  £2823  (being  an 
ncrease  of  £1457  over  the  previous  year).  The  whole  expenditure  in  Scotland 
from  the  beginning  of  the  grants  in  1839  to  the  31st  of  December  1855,  was,  on 
schools  connected  with  the  Established  Church,  £120,826;  on  schools  con- 
nected with  the  Free  Church,  £102,334 ;  on  schools  connected  with  the  Epis- 
copal Church,  £5183.    The  wliole  expenditure  in  Great  Britain  from  1839  to 

1855,  was  £2,002,586,  of  which  there  was,  on  schools  connected  with  the  Church 
of  England,  £1,330,829;  on  schools  connected  with  the  British  and  Foreljm 
School  Society,  £181,196;  on  Wesleyan  schools,  £75,138;  on  Roman-catholic 
schools,  £48,552;  on  workhouse  schools,  £101,469. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  schools  in  Scotland,  built,  enlarged 
or  improved  with  aid  from  parliamentary  grants ;  the  amount  granted ;   the 
amount  subscribed  by  the  promoters  ;  the  amount  expended ;  and  the  number

There  were  actually  inspected  in  Scotland,  between  the  Ist  September  1854 
and  the  3l8t  August  1855,  548  schools  connected  with  the  Established  Churcli, 
having  47,089  children  present  at  examination,  294  certificated  teachers,  660 
pupil  teachers,  a  total  income  of  £48,474,  and  a  total  expenditure  of  £48,619 ; 
314  Free  Church  schools  and  other  schools  not  connected  with  the  Estab- 
lished Church,  having  30,254  children  present  at  examination,  259  certificated 
teachers,  590  pupil  teachers,  a  total  income  of  £26,273,  and  a  total  expendi- 
ture of  £26,648 ;  and  85  Episcopal  Church  schools,  having  7199  children  present 
at  examination,  32  certificated  teachers,  95  pupil  teachers,  a  total  income  of 
£4405,  and  a  total  expenditure  of  £4636. 

The  grants  to  Schools  of  Industry  in  Scotland,  from  1850  to  1855,  were,  to 
Back  of  Fisherrow,  £19;  Dundee,  General  Sessional,  £27;  Dundee,  Rose- 
hank,  £4;  Edinburgh,  United  Industrial,  £216;  Edinburgh,  Original  Kagved, 
£72;  Glasgow  (Murdoch's)  Industrial,  £3;  Jedburgh,  St  John's,  £3;  Kil- 
marnock, Reformatory,  £25. 

R^ormatoria  in  Scotland.— A  return,  dated  in  February  1856,  shows  that 
the  following  reformatories  have  been  certified  in  Scotland  under  the  Act 
17  and  18  Vict.  c.  86  [see  Almanac  for  1855,  p.  151],  and  that  each  school  is 
capahle  of  containing  the  number  of  children  indicated  by  the  figures  placed 
after  its  name:  Inverness  Ragged  School,  12:  Glasgow  House  of  Refuge  for 
Boys,  318 ;  Glasgow  House  of  Refuge  for  Girls,  200 ;  Greenock  Industrial 
Behool,  120 ;  Greenock  Reformatory  School,  70;  Paisley  Ragged  School,  100 ; 
Stranraer  Industrial  School,  50 ;  in  all,  7  schools,  with  accommodation  for  870 
•kildiea  (namely,  504  boys  and  366  girls).  The  same  return  shows,  that,  in  ad- 
4ittoii  to  three  tohooU  ioeladedin  the  above  list  (namely,  the  Inverness  Raggei?

The  *^  Tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Supervision  for  the  Relief  of  the 
Poor  in  Scotland,"  dated  in  August  1855»  was  prwented  to  Parliament  in 
Febmary  18^6.

An  explanation  of  the  several  modes  of  assessment  which  are  in  tlie  option  of 
parochial  boards,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Board  of  Supervision,  will  be 
found  in  the  Almanac  for  1849,  p.  151.  Of  the  503  parishes  assessed  In  the 
** first  mode"  in  August  1855,  114  are  assessed  **  with  classitlcatlon,"  and  479 
*'  without  classiflcation."  During  the  year  embraced  in  the  report,  the  paro- 
chial boards  of  8  parishes  resolvea  to  change  the  mode  of  assessment  or  classi- 
fication formerly  adopted.  The  Board  of  Supervision  sanctioned  the  proposed 
change  in  7  cases,  and  refused  to  sanction  It  in  I  case.  Of  the  7  parishes  in 
which  a  change  was  sanctioned,  1  adopted  the  first  mode  with  classification 
instead  of  the  third  mode ;  1  abandoned  classification  ;  and  in  5  parislies  the 
alteration  was  in  the  classification  formerly  adopted.  The  number  of  parishes 
assessed  "  on  means  and  substance**  is  less  by  1  than  it  was  in  the  previous  year, 
although  the  whule  number  of  parishes  assessed  has  been  increased  by  1 1.  Of  the 
parishes  which  have  thus  exchanged  voluntary  contribution  for  compulxory 
assessment,  3  are  in  Aberdeenshire,  1  in  Argyllshire,  1  in  Buteshire,  1  in  For- 
farsliire,  1  in  luvemess-shire,  1  in  Kincardinesilure,  and  3  in  Perthshire. 
From  the  Table  given  below  at  p.  224,  showing  with  other  details  the  number  of 
parishes  assessed  and  unassessed  in  each  county,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are 
now  10  counties  in  which  there  are  no  unassessed  parishes,  namely,  Bute, 
Clackmannan,  Edinburgh,  Elgin,  Nairn,  Ross  and  Cromarty,  Roxburgh,  Sel- 
kh'k,  Sutherland,  and  Wigtown.  In  each  of  the  four  counties  of  Berwiek, 
Kinross,  Linlithgow,  and  Renfrew,  there  is  only  1  parish  unassessed.  In  only 
one  county,  that  of  Orkney  and  Shetland,  does  the  number  of  unasseaiied 
parishes  exceed  the  number  of  assessed.

"  The  sum  expended,'*  M.ya  the  Report, "  for  the  relief  and  management  of  the 
poor  during  tlie  year  ended  Utb  May  1855  (including  £20,605  expended  on  poor- 
bouse  buUdings,  and  £6355  on  general  sanitary  measures)  has  been  £611,784.

A  comparison  of  the  year  ending  on  the  14th  of  May  1855  with  the  year  ending 
on  the  I4th  of  May  1864,  shows  an  Increase  of  967  in  the  number  of  the  regis- 
tered poor  at  the  end  of  Uie  period  embraced  in  the  account;  of  7912  in  the 
number  of  casual  poor  relieved  during  the  year ;  of  399  in  the  number  of  insane 
or  fatuous  poor ;  and  of  675  in  the  number  of  orphans  or  deserted  children. 
There  was,  on  the  other  hand,  a  decrease  of  2217  in  the  number  of  registered 
poor  relieved  during  the  year ;  of  4175  in  the  number  of  such  poor  who  died 
or  ceased  to  receive  relief;  of  716  in  the  number  of  poor  refused  relief;  of  63  in 
the  number  of  such  poor  relieved  under  order  of  the  Sheriff;  and  of  893  in  the 
number  of  poor  removed  to  England,  Ireland,  or  to  other  parishes. 

The  returns  of  the  number  of  poor  for  the  year  ending  at  Whitsunday  1865, 
show  for  the  first  time  the  number  also  of  the  dependants  on  such  poor.  The 
casual  poor  have  been  distinguished,  also  for  the  first  time,  into  such  as  were 
reKeved  by  the  inspector  on  his  own  responsibility,  and  such  as  were  relieved 
by  order  of  the  parochial  board,  but  from  their  settlements  being  still  unde- 
termined are  not  classed  with  the  registered  poor  of  any  parish.  The  results  of 
this  enumeration  are  shown  in  the  following  Table : —

Poor^iauses.'^UuTing  the  year  to  which  their  Tenth  Report  applies,  the  Board 
of  Supervision  approved  of  resolutions  to  erect  poor-houses  in  the  parishes  of 
Hawick  and  Arbroath,  and  in  the  Kyle  combhiation  of  13  parishes  In  Ayrshire ; 
being  in  all  3  poor-houses  for  16  parishes,  with  an  aggregate  population  of  66,747. 
They  approved  of  sites  for  poor-houses  in  the  parish  of  Elgin,  and  in  the  com- 
MnatioM  of  the  Black  Isle  and  Bkye  ;  and  of  plans  for  the  poor-house  of  the 
Black  Isle  combination,  of  new  plans  for  the  poor-houses  of  Lath eron,  Dum- 
Mm,  Dundee,  and  Stirling,  and  of  plans  for  additional  buildings  in  the  poor- 
boucet  of  Olai'gow  and  Dalkeith.    They  alio  sanctioned  the  occupation  r 
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OwapluitUt  q^ Inadequate  Belie/:-^Th9  iuimb«r  and  dispoMU  o/  the  applica- 
tiont  Hwdd  to  the  Board  of  Supervlsioo,  complainiog  of  inadequate  relief,  in

The  number  of  applications  to  the  SheriJF  in  the  year  18'>4-55,  on  the  ground 
that  relief  had  been  improperly  refused,  was  1167:  in  the  vear  imm^iatcly 
preceding,  it  was  1239.  The  number  of  such  applicants  admitted  to  the  roll  of 
paupers,  by  final  order  of  the  Sheriff,  in  the  year  1854-55,  was  69 :  in  the  year 
uomediately  preceding,  it  was  116. 

Medical  Jteli^. — The  Board  of  Supervision  report  that  they  had  completed 
the  amngements  for  the  seventh  distribution  of  the  parliamentary  grant  of 
i'10,000  in  aid  of  medical  relief  in  Scotland.  The  number  of  parishes  which 
resolved  to  comply  with  the  conditions  annexed  to  participation  in  the  grant, 
was  632;  but  of^tbese  only  594  established  their  claims  by  producing  vouchers 
for  the  required  amount  of  expenditure  from  their  own  funds,  and  otherwise 
latisfving  the  Board  that  the  conditions  of  the  grant  had  been  fulfilled.  In  the 
year  1853-54,  615  parishes  resolved  to  participate,  but  only  £81  established  their 
daims.  The  increase,  therefore,  during  the  year  1854-55,  in  the  number  of 
parishes  actually  participating  in  the  grant,  is  13.  The  whole  sum  expended  on 
medical  relief  to  the  poor  durmg  the  year  ending  14th  May  1855.  was  £27.166, 
which  is  equal  to  2*25  pence  per  head  of  the  population  of  Scotland  in  1851. 
Tlie  population  (according  to  the  census  of  that  year)  of  the  parishes  and  com- 
binations that  resolved  to  comply  with  the  conditions  annexed  to  participation 
In  the  gxant,  was  2,419,392.  and  of  the  parishes  that  have  not  so  resolved, 
469,360.  The  sum  expended  on  medical  relief  by  the  former  was  £24,724, 
being  equal  to  about  2*45  pence  per  head  of  the  population :  the  sum  expended- 
by  the  latter  was  i;2441,  being  equal  to  about  1*24  pence  per  head  of  the 
population  of  these  parishes.

The  whole  ram  derived  from  church  collections  in  assessed  parishes  during  the  year 
endinff  May  1855,  was  ^'15,269,  of  which  £9185  is  stated  to  have  been  expended 
on  relief  of  the  poor.  From  tiiis  sum,  however,  must  be  deducted  £380  handed 
over  to  the  parochial  boards.  It  would  appear  therefore  that  the  sum  of  £8804 
derived  from  church  collections  was  acftually  applied  by  the  kirlc'sessions  to  the 
relief  of  persons  in  their  respective  parishes  who  required  assistance.  "  But  these 
fonds, "  the  report  intimates,  **  are  generally  employed  to  afford  aid  to  persons  who 
havefollen  into  temporary  difficulties,  with  a  view  to  prevent  them  from  becom- 
ing chargeable  to  the  parish  as  paupers ;  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  of  the 
persons  so  assisted  have  also  been  chargeable  to  the  funds  raised  by  assessment." 

Casual  Sick  Poor. — The  public  prosecutor  having  reported  that  he  had  been 
called  open  to  investigate  more  than  one  case  in  which  casual  siclc  poor  had 
died  in  i>arishes  where  tliey  had  no  domicile,  without  having  been  provided  with 
proper  lodging  by  the  inspector,  the  Board  considered  it  necessary  to  recall  the 
attention  of  parochial  boards  to  the  Board's  minute  of  24th  February  1848,  and 
to  require  the  inspectors  to  report  to  the  Board  what  accommodation  or  ar- 
tangensents.  if  any,  existed  in  their  parishes  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of 
csfoial  sick  poor.  It  appeared  from  these  reports  that  in  many  parishes  the 
ofaiJect  contemplated  in  toe  Board's  previous  communications  had  been  misap* 
piehended  or  unperfectly  understood.  The  Board,  therefore,  deemed  it  neces- 
aaryto  explain  their  intentions  more  in  detail,  and  with  that  view  issued  a 
circular  letter,  in  which  they  also  pointed  out  the  personal  risk  to  which  paro- 
chial boards  and  inspectors  expose  themselves  by  disregarding  their  duty  in  this 
respect.  Although  the  Board  liave  reason  to  fear  that  all  parochial  boards  are 
not  yet  dnlv  sensible  of  the  duty  of  providing  a  place  of  accommodation  in  the 
parish  for  those  occasional  cases  of  casual  sick  poor,  in  which  the  patients  cannot 
safely  be  removed  elsewhere,  the  Board  are  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  in 
a  large  number  of  parishes  such  accommodation  has  now  been  provided. 

Cholera. — In  compliance  with  a  request  by  the  General  Boaixi  of  Health,  the 
Board  of  Supervision  called  for  returns  showing  the  number  of  cases  of  cholera  and 
of  deaths  from  that  disease,  in  each  parish  of  Scotland,  from  the  outbreak  of  the 
epidemic  on  31  at  August  1853  to  its  aisappearance  on  17th  November  1854.  The 
foUowing  Table  shows  the  results  of  these  returns,  which,  however,  cannot  be 
relied  upon  as  altogether  complete  or  accurate.  No  cases,  it  will  be  seen,  occur- 
red in  toe  counties  of  Peebles,  Banff,  Elgin,  Nairn,  Sutherland, and  Caithnecs.

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Inspectori. — ^Tbe  Botird  of  6ap«rvinoii  report  that  they  had  inrestigated 
charges  agaiiwt  15  inspectors ;  had  dismissed  1  for  neglect  of  duty ;  had  ac- 
cepted the  resignation  of  7  whose  conduct  or  fitness  was  under  investigation ; 
haid  declared  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  1  whose  health  incapacitated  nim  as 
well  from  discharging  his  duties  as  from  tendering  his  resignation ;  iiad  cen- 
sured 6  for  neglect  or  failure  of  duty,  intimating  in  some  instances  that  a  repe-> 
tition  of  the  offence  would  be  punished  by  dismissal ;  that  where  the  offices  of 
Inspector  and  medical  officer  were  held  by  the  same  person,  they  had  called  upon 
him  to  resign  one  of  the  offices ;  that  where  an  inspector  had  been  appointed  a 
procurator- fiscal,  they  intimated  that  these  offices  ought  not  to  be  held  by 
the  same  person ;  and  that  where  a  parish  proposed  to  reduce  the  salary  of  an  In- 
spector unduly,  they  intimated  that  if  the  effect  of  such  reduotioa  were  to  ranove 
the  inspector,  they  could  not  give  it  their  sanction. 

The  following  Table  (in  continuation  of  similar  Tables  in  the  Almanacs  for 
previous  years)  exhibits  the  estimated  population,  the  amount  o(  money  levied  for

The  expenditure  in  1855,  it  will  be  seen,  exceeded  the  expenditure  in  1854  bj 
£*607>i88,  «r  11.3  per  cent.,  being  an  increase  of  7d.  per  head  of  the  populati<m» 
and  of  2id.  in  the  rate  per  pound  of  the  annoal  value  of  ratable  property. 
**  There  is  reason  to  infer,*' say  the  English  Poor  Law  Board,  in  their  Eighth  An- 
nual Report,  **  that  this  increase  is,  in  a  great  measure,  to  be  attributed  to  the 
severity  of  the  winter,  and  to  tiie  continued  high  price  of  many  of  the  prindpel 
necessaries  of  life.  The  latter  cause  has  obliged  the  guadrdians  in  many  inBtanrcw 
to  increase  theamount  of  money  allowances  to  the  permanently  disabled  andag«4 
poor  receiving  out-door  relief,  while  the  expenditure  on  account  of  relief  in  kind, 
and  of  supplies  for  the  use  of  workhouses,  has,  for  the  same  reason,  been  auso 
mented.  Some  of  this  excess  of  expenditure  is  attributable  also  to  an  increaaeui 
the  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  relief,"  as  shown  in  the  following  Table : —

It  is  remarked  by  the  Irish  Poor  Law  Commissioners,  in  their  Ninth  Annual 
Report,  that  '*  the  comparison  of  last  year's  account  with  that  of  the  year  end- 
ed 29th  September  1854,  is  highly  satifimctory,  showing  a  reduction  of  expen- 
diture nnder  the  Poor  Law  Acts  of  not  lees  than  £74,893,  or  nearly  ten  per 
eent.  on  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  whole  amount  of  that  expenditure  is 
probably  abont  2s.  per  head  of  the  present  population  of  Ireland.  In  England 
and  Wales  the  cost  of  relief  appears  to  be  about  ffs.  6d.,  and  in  Scotland  about 
4i.  per  head  of  the  population.  The  average  poundage  of  the  Irish  Poor  Law 
wcponditnre  on  the  Taluation  of  Ireland  is  at  present  Is.  2id.  Buppoung  no  in- 
fniue  or  decrease  of  the  numbers  relieved  to  take  place,  the  item  of  in-nainte- 
OMce  (excluding  the  cost  of  clothing)  would  be  less  by  £ia),000  per  annum,  if 
^  priees  of  the  articles  of  consumption  were  what  they  were  in  the  years 
1850  and  1851.  There  is  now,  therefore,  a  fair  prospect  that  the  relief  of  the 
poor  fa)  Ireland  will  again  be  not  more  than  £600,000  per  annum,  or  lO^d.  in 
the  pound  on  the  present  yaluation.**

In  the  year  1854-55,  the  total  number  of  persons  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for 
six  months  and  upwards  was  860  (namely  572  males  and  288  females) ,  of  whom 
579  (namely  379  males  and  200  females)  were  sentenced  for  six  mouths,  and 
unde^  twelve  months ;  and  281  (namely  193  males  and  88  females)  were  sen- 
tenced for  twelve  months  and  upwards.  The  average  daily  number  of  pris- 
oners for  the  year  was  2316,  of  whom  1452  were  males  and  864  were  females. 
The  aggregate  amount  of  the  sums  apportioned  by  the  Prison  Board  and  as- 
sessed on  the  several  counties  and  burghs  of  Scotland  for  the  year  was  £42, 179 ; 
of  which  £1200  was  for  building,  &c.  the  General  Prison  ;  £8247  for  building 
local  prisons ;  £32,383  for  current  expenses  of  local  prisons ;  and  £348  for  inte- 
rest and  redemption  of  the  debt  due  by  the  Prison  Board  of  Forfarshire  to 
thebnrgb  of  Dundee. 

The  number  of  civil  prisoners  during  the  year  was  685 ;  of  whom  35  were  Im- 
prisoned for  fines  or  forfeitures  of  £8,  6s.  8d.  and  under ;  240  for  debts  above 
£8,  68.  8d.  and  under  £20 ;  199  for  debts  of  £20  and  under  £50 ;  63  for 
debu  of  £50  and  under  £100 ;  57  for  debts  of  £100  and  under  £500 ;  3  for 
debts  of  £500  and  under  £1000;  and  6  for  debts  of  £1004»  and  upwards;  43 
nudUatume  /uga  ;  7  ad/actum  prattandum  /  and  32  for  other  causes.  Of  the 
wh<£le  number  of  civil  prisoners,  28  consented  to  work,  and  654  did  not  consent  to 
work :  648  were  males,  and  37  were  females.  The  average  daily  number  of  civil 
prisoners  during  the  year  was  60,  of  whom  53  were  males,  and  7  were  females. 

The  Twenty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Prisons  for  Scotland, 
being  for  the  year  1855,  states  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  decrease  in 
the  number  of  crimina  Iprisonars  comodtted  to  the  Scotch  Prisons  during  that 
year:  the  number  in  1854,  including  recommitments,  amounted  to  23,212, 
while  in  1856  there  were  only  20,328,  thus  showing  a  decrease  of  2984  on  the  year. 

It  appears  that  during  the  five  years  and  a  half  from  January  1851  to  June 
1856,  there  were  22  escapes  from  criminal  prisons  in  Scotland,  namely  3  in  1851 ; 
8m  1852;  4inl853;  5in]854;  linl855;  andlinl856.  Of  the  22  persons  who 
escaped,  10  were  recaptured,  and  one,  a  civil  prisoner,  voluntarily  returned.

It  is  remarked  by  Mr  Redgrave,  in  the  preface  to  the  English  Criminal  He- 
tarns  for  1854,  that  **  for  any  comparison  of  crime  as  shown  by  these  tables,  tt 
wm  he  necessary  to  bear  In  mind  the  chaages  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
laws  defining  cnmes  and  ixnpoxhig  punishments,  and  thooe  giTing  eoagistratee 
Bommary  jurisdiction  over  offences  theretofore  punishable  on  indictment  only« 
thus  removing  sucli  offmces  from  the  tables  altogether ;  and  those  causes  also 
connected  with  the  increase  of  p(^ulalioa,  emigration,  the  price  of  food,  tibe 
dUturbance  of  iabow,*'  dec. 

It  is  observed  in  the  prefece  to  the  Criminal  TaUes  for  Ireland  Chat  the  num- 
ber ef  persons  charged  withoflences  in  1855«xhibits  a  falling  off,  as  compared 
with  1«54,  of  2776,  or  23*56  per  <jent.  (the  decrease  in  male  offenders  being  24-17 
per  coot.,  in  feroide  <^BFenders  ^'38  per  cent)  The  diminution  extends  to  every 
oeonty  except  Ave  (Londonderry,  Fermanagh,  Aligo,  Meath,  and  Leltrim)^ 
and  to  every  city  aad  town  except  two  (Kilkenny  and  Oalway).  Offences 
•gainst  property  with  violence  have  deereased  31 '81  per  cent. ;  offences  against 
property  without  violenoe,  S9'37  per  cent. ;  malicious  offemces  against  pro- 
perty, 84*56  per  cent. ;  forgeries  and  offences  agahist  the  currency,  14*37  per 
eeiit. ;  send  offences  not  otlierwlse  enoraerated,  31  -36  per  cent.  Offences  against 
the  person  have,  on  the  other  hand,  increased  6*59  per  cent.  The  proportion  of 
cenvietiemtoeommHtab  was  59*81  per  cent,  in  1854 :  and  57*92  in  1855.  The 
proportion  of  acquittals  to  commiMals  was  40*19  in  1854;  and  42^  ia  ISSA 
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**  It  appears,*'  says  the  preface,  '*  that  education  is  progressing  to  some  extent 
among  that  portion  of  the  population  which  supplies  the  inmates  of  gaols,  as  in 
1849  the  proportion  who  could  *  read  and  write*  amounted  to  but  17*66  per 
cent,  on  the  committals ;  whilst  in  1855,  2314  per  cent.,  or  nearly-one-fourth  of 
the  entire  number,  had  arrived  at  that  degree  of  instruction  :  the  proportion 
who  could  'read  only'  had  also  risen,  since  1849,  from  little  more  than  one- 
tenth,  namely,  1077  per  cent,  to  somewhat  less  than  one-sixth,  namely,  16*85 
per  cent.  In  1849,  the  state  of  instruction  of  28*60  per  cent,  of  the  number  com- 
mitted could  not  be  ascertained ;  in  1855, 20*28  per  cent,  were  similarly  returned. 
If  the  fluctuating  number  of  those  whose  instruction  could  not  be  ascertained  be 
excluded,  the  result  will  be  that  the  proportion  who  were  wholly  illiterate  has 
fallen  from  6016  per  cent,  in  1849  to  51*10  per  cent,  in  1855.*'  The  education  of  the 
female  offenders  is  much  more  limited  than  that  of  the  males :  in  1855,  the  propor- 
tion of  the  entirely  illiterate  was  31-45  per  cent,  among  the  former,  and  59*41  per 
cent,  among  the  latter;  of  every  100  female  offenders  10,  of  every  100  male  offend- 
ers nearly  30,  can  *  read  and  write.'  The  proportionate  number  of  offenders  to 
population  was  1  in  589  in  Leinster ;  1  in  681  in  Munster ;  1  in  915  in  Ubter;  1  in 
811  in  Connaught ;  1  in  727  in  all  Ireland.  The  number  of  summary  convictions 
at  petty  sessions  and  of  cases  brought  before  magistrates  was  37,958  in  1854,  and 
29,274  in  1855.  The  ncunber  of  committals  for  drunkenness,  to  county  or  town 
gaols,  under  the  Act  6  and  7  Will.  lY.  c.  38,  was  11,215  in  1854,  and  9056  in  1855. 

In  the  prefisktory  remarks  to  the  Tables  for  Scotland  for  1855,  it  is  observed 
that  the  number  of  persons  charged  with  offences  in  1855  exhibits  a  decreaoe*  as 
compared  wiUi  1854*  of  364,  or  9*1 14  per  cent.  There  is  an  increase  in  nine 
counties,  viz.  Aberdeen,  18  per  cent. ;  Argyll,  25 ;  Caithness,  6 ;  Invemeea,  38 ; 
Kinross,  5;  Selkirk,  9;  Stirling,  1;  Sutnerland,  5;  Wigtown,  21.  The  pro- 
portion of  convictions  to  committals  in  1854  was  75*488  per  cent.,  and  in  18fi5f 
75*152  per  cent.  The  proportions  of  acquittals  to  committals  in  1864,  was 
24*512  per  cent.,  and  in  1855,  24*848  per  cent.  As  compared  with  1854,  there 
was  a  decrease  in  1855  of  8*8171  per  cent,  in  offences  against  the  person,  of  31*8 
In  offences  against  property- with  violence,  of  8*016  in  offences  against  property 
without  violence,  and  of  0.41  in  miscellaneous  offences :  there  was,  on  the  other 
hand,  an  increase  of  47*17  per  cent,  in  malicious  offences  against  propert^^  and 
of  42*53  per  cent,  in  foigery  and  offences  against  the  currency.  CompiEuinff  18&B 
with  1854,  there  was  in  the  first-named  year  a  decrease  of  12*64  per  cent,  in  the 
number  of  offenders  who  could  neither  read  nor  write;  of  6*97  per  cent,  in 
those  who  could  read  and  write  imperfectly;  and  of  14*939  per  cent,  in  those 
who  could  read  and  write  well :  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  an  increase  of 
5*1283  per  cent,  in  those  who  had  had  a  superior  education. 

The  number  of  **  Ticket-of- Leave  men"  or  convicts  released  by  license  in 
Scotland  between  the  Ist  of  October  1853  and  the  31st  of  Dec^ber  1855  was  527, 
being  in  the  proportion  of  1*8  per  10,000.  The  number  released  in  England  and 
Wales  during  the  same  period  was  4104,  being  in  the  proportion  of  2*3  per  10,000.

Of  the  inc<mte  of  £6065  in  the  year  ending  6th  April  1865,  £2208  was  a  ba- 
lance of  the  previous  year's  account ;  £2000,  an  annuity  due  at  Midsummer 
1854,  as  settled  by  Act  6  Geo.  I.,  in  discharge  of  the  equivalents  due  to  Scot- 
hmd by  the  Treaty  of  Union;  £1129,  dividends  and  interest;  £630,  yearly 
rents  {wid  by  the  tenants  of  the  Board  in  the  Royal  Institution  Building ;  and 
£100,  an  annual  government  grant  in  aid  of  the  gratuitous  exhibition  of  the 
Torrie  Collection. 

Of  the  expettdUMre  of  £3365,  in  the  same  year,  £600  was  paid  to  the  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Encouragement  of  the  Fine  Arts  in  Scotland,  to  be  applied 
yewly  to  the  better  maintenance  of  that  institution,  in  terms  of  a  royal  war- 
rant of  S4th  November  1829 ;  £200  to  the  Royal  Caledonhm  Horticultural 
Society,  a  yearly  grant  under  royal  warrant  of  6th  January  1834 ;  £126  for 
eompensation  annuitit;s  to  stumpmasters  of  linen  and  inspectors  of  yarn,  Ac, 
for  the  loss  of  their  offices  by  the  repeal  of  the  linen  laws;  £1065  for  yearly 
salaries  to  the  masters  and  leetorer  In  the  Board's  School  of  Design,  and  for 
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allowances  and  expenses  connected  therewith  (viz.  Director  of  Ornamental  De- 
partment, £200  ;  Master  in  Ornamental  Department,  i;i60 ;  Director  of  An- 
tique Department,  £200 ;  Master  in  Antique  Department,  £175  ;  Lecturer 
on  Pictorial  Anatomy,  £100;  First  Curator  of  Picture  Oallerv,  £100;  other 
curators,  £130) ;  £323  for  yearly  salaries  charged  on  the  Board  under  the  con* 
Bolidated  establishment  of  the  Boards  of  Manufactures  and  Fisheries  (viz.  Sec- 
retary, £176 ;  Porter,  £75 ;  Curator  of  Statue  Gallery,  £72) ;  £239  for  pur- 
chasing examples  and  works  on  art  for  the  School  of  Design,  for  Prizes  to  stu- 
dents, and  for  furnishings  and  expenses  (viz.  examples  and  works  of  art,  £45 ; 
S rises,  £74  ;  furnishings,  £3;  professional  charges  and  travelling  expenses  (Si 
ays)  of  the  Director  of  the  Ornamental  Department,  £71 ;  time  and  ti-a veiling 
expenses  (12  days)  of  a  Commissioner  of  the  Board,  £45 ;  £758  for  contingent 
expenses,  viz.  taxes,  insurance,  repairs,  furnishings,  postage,  printing,  adver- 
tising, heating,  cleaning  and  lighting,  dec. 

The  expenditure  by  the  Br>ard  of  Manufactures  on  the  National  Gallerv  at 
Edinburgh,  from  6th  November  1849  to  6th  April  1855,  was  £38,243,  of  wfiieb 
£4000  was  paid  for  the  site,  and  £34,243  expended  on  the  works  for  the  building. 
Of  this  sum,  £25,000  was  received  from  the  Treasury  in  terms  of  a  Parliament- 
ary grant. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

The  Third  Report  of  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art  states  that,  towards 
the  close  of  the  year  1854,  the  Geological  Survey  of  Scotland  was  begun,  and 
that  at  the  date  of  the  Report  (June  1856)  about  117  square  miles  of  Hadding- 
tonshire have  been  mapped  on  the  six-inch  scale,  and  will  be  published  on  the 
maps  of  the  one-inch  scale. 

The  ground  and  temporary  buildings  for  the  Scottish  Industrial  and  Nataral 
History  Museum  in  Edinburgh  were  purchased  during  the  year  1865,  hot  during 
the  continuance  of  the  war,  tbe  government  had  an  understanding  with  the 
authorities  in  Edinburgh  that  they  would  not  press  for  tlie  immediate  building 
of  the  new  Museum.  Peace  being  now  established,  provision  will  have  to  be 
made  for  the  commencement  of  the  work.  Considerable  progress  had  been  made 
in  obtaining  contributions  for  the  Museum,  and  large  additions  were  expected 
during  the  year  1856.  It  was  considered  desirable  by  the  government  to  render 
the  industnal  collections  available  for  the  purposes  of  instruction  to  the  students 
of  the  University,  the  buildings  of  which  are  contiguous  to  the  site  parchased 
for  the  erection  of  the  new  Museum.  The  director,  Dr  George  Wilson,  was 
therefore,  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  appointed  Profenor 
of  Technology  at  the  University,  and  had  40  pupils  attending  his  course  of  lee* 
tures.  The  Museum  of  Natural  History  in  the  University,  was,  during  the  year 
1855,  Joined  to  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art,  the  collections  having  been 
purchased  and  sustained  chiefly  by  public  funds,  and  the  Town  Council  of  Edin- 
burgh having  liberally  yielded  all  right  in  the  property  which  it  might  dosmss. 
With  the  view  of  rendering  the  collections  of  the  Museum  useful  to  tbe  pnblle, 
the  Board  of  Trade  directed  that  it  should  be  thrown  open  on  one  day  in  the 
week  free  of  charge,  and  that  the  price  for  admission  should  on  the  other  days 
be  reduced  from  one  shilling  to  sixpence.  These  changes  have  been  attended 
with  great  benefit,  for  while  in  the  period  between  the  9th  October  1854  and  tbe 
24th  February  1855  the  number  of  visiters  (at  Is.  each)  was  no  more  than  833 
in  the  period  between  the  8th  October  1856  and  tbe  23d  February  18S6,  the  num- 
ber of  visiters  was  100,947,  of  whom  978  were  admitted  on  close  days  (at  6d.  each) 
Notwithstanding  this  very  large  accession  of  visiten,  uniformly  good  eondact 
prevailed  even  during  the  days  when  the  attendance  was  largest ;  and  though 
the  rooms  were  fk«quently  overcrowded,  on  no  occasion  was  any  injury  beyt^d 
that  of  a  very  trifling  kind  sustained  by  the  collection.  The  arrangement  and 
improvement  of  the  Museum,  so  well  begun  by  the  bite  Professor  Forbes  had 
been  energetically  followed  up  by  Professor  AUman,  who  had  advanced  f^r 
towards  the  formation  of  a  catalogue.  The  expenditure  on  the  Industrial 
Museum  for  Scotland,  during  the  year  ending  the  31st  March  1856,  amounted 
to  £7738,  of  which  £7000  were  for  the  purchase  of  a  site,  £330  for  the  salaries 
of  principal  officers,  £65  for  wages  of  subordinate  officers,  £50  for  salaries  of 
professors,  £173  for  ordinary  repairs,  furniture,  fittings,  &c. 

A  separate  School  of  Science  was  established  at  Aberdeen,  in  additioa  to 

gystematic  classes  opened  during  the  year  at  Edinburgh.    An  additional  NavI.

The  fees  are  fixed  by  acts  of  the  town  councils,  by  use  and  wont,  by 
authority  of  the  magistrates,  or  by  the  acts  of  sederunt  10th  July  1811,  27th 
January  1890,  2l8t  December  1849,  and  13th  December  1851.  There  is  no  return 
from  any  of  the  burghs  of  Annan,  Jedburgh,  Inverness,  Inveraray,  Naira,  or 
Queensferry.

The  sums  stated  as  the  salaries  and 
emoluments  of  the  keeper,  asristant,  and  clerks  of  the  general  register  of  sas- 
Inea,  4ec.  include  also  the  salaries  and  emoluments  of  the  keeper,  assistant^ 
and  elerka  of  the  particular  register  of  sasines,  5cc.  for  Edmburgh,  &c.  both 
ff^(tst«rt  bdag  kept  by  the  same  keeper.

* '  This  statement,"  says  the  Inspector  of  Coal  Mines  in  Scotland,  **  shows  a 
diminution  (during  the  year  1865)  on  the  aggregate  of  thirty  accidents  from  a] I 
causes,  fifteen  of  these  coming  under  the  head  *  miscellaneous.*  The  accidents 
from  explosions  of  fire-damp  are  nearly  50  per  cent,  fewer  than  in  the  preTious 
year,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  favourable  aspect  is  the  result 
of  increased  attention  on  the  part  of  the  owners  and  managers  to  the  better 
ventilation  of  their  collieries."  The  quantity  of  coal  raised  in  Scotland  durinr 
the  year  1866  is  estimated  bv  the  Inspector  at  7,650,000  tons,  being  an  incremse 
of  202,000  tons  as  comparer  with  the  previous  year.  This  shows  an  averaa«  &r

FISHERIES. 

The  totaLprodaoe  ef  tb«  herring  fisheries  in  Scotland  and  the  Ide  of  Man, 
daring  the  year  18S5,  was  807>462|  barrel*  or  erans,  being  an  increase  over  the 
preoeaing  year  of  157,llli  barrels.     The  total  quantity  cured  was  766»703i^ 
barrels;  the  total  quantity  branded,  SUU,58U  barrels;  the  total  quantity  ex- 
ported, 442,264  barrels ;  the  total  quantity  assorted  after  the  Dutch  mode  and 
branded  accordingly,  224,78S  **  full**  and  640  *'  maties ;"  and  the  total  quantity 
taken  and  sold  for  immediate  consumption  or  promptly  disposed  of,  130.719 
batrela;  showing  an  increase,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of  ia(U41i 
barrels  in  the  quantity  cured ;  of  68,737i  barrels  in  the  quantity  branded ;  of 
80,4M7i  barrels  in  the  quantity  exported;  of  47,094  barrels  "full,"  and  283 
**  maties"  in  the  quantity  assorted  after  the  Duteh  mode  and  branded  aooordingly; 
and  of  20,970  barrels  in  the  quantity  taken  and  sold  for  immediate  consumption. 
*'  These  returns, "  say  the  Commissioners  of  British  Pisiieries,  **  are  the  third 
Ughest  on  reeord  /being  exceeded  only  by  those  of  the  years  1849  and  1853), 
axid  show  both  an  important  and  a  prosperous  trade.    A  great  quantity  of  fish 
baa  been  taken  with  »w  interruptions  or  casualties;  the  priees  to  all  classes  en- 
gaged in  the  fishery  hare  been  remunerative ;  and  the  markets  both  at  home 
and  upon  the  Continent  hare  maintained  a  promising  appearance  throughout 
the  year.    The  system  of  foreign  purchasers  attending  personally  at  the  stations 
to  buy  the  herrings  they  required,  has  extended  itselr,  and  is  found  especially 
eooTenient  and  adrantageous  for  a  business  like  the  fishery,  carried  on  in  smau 
and  widely  scattered  creeks  upon  remote  and  almost  unknown  parts  of  the 
eoasts.   Por-the  trade  abroad  to  have  been  so  well  sustained,  although  the  ports 
in  the  Baltie  and  some  of  the  herring-consuming  countries  were  much  disfturbed 
by  the  war,  is  matter  of  sincere  con^atulation,  and  has  proved  of  signal  benefit 
to  the  large  population  connected  witli  the  fisheries,  among  whom  the  gradual 
tendencj  of  money  to  become  scarce  and  accommodation  on  credit  restricted, 
might  have  otherwise  produced  severe  losses  and  suffering.    That  more  than  a 
third  of  the  whole  quantity  cured  was  branded,  when  taken  in  connexion  with 
the  high  standard  of  cure  required  of  branded  herrings  in  all  the  markets  of 
Sort^,  is  eonchisive  as  to  the  superior  curing  attaineid,  and  to  its  general  dif- 
fasien  sinder  the  superintendence  of  the  officers.    Upon  the  Continent,  Scotch 
kerriaga  have  continued  to  rise  in  public  favour ;  for  the  export  to  that  quarter 
kas  exceeded  by  106,136  barrels  the  export  of  the  previous  year.    That  so  large 
Stt  export  has  not  arisen  from  a  redundancy  of  produce,  but  from  our  herrings 
sttainiqg  a  better  position  in  the  foreign  markets,  is  shown  by  the  ready  sales 
effected  there  at  high  prices,  in  striking  contrast  with  the  immense  fisiiing  of 
1849*  when  erery  market  was  glutted  with  Scotch  herrings.    Yet  the  total  ex- 

Krt  to  the  Continent  in  that  year  was  only  297.  H^S  barrels,  being  80,921  barrels 
•  than  in  18&9.    The  possession  of  such  fisheries  must  be  a  source  of  wealth  to 
any  nation,  and  their  value  becomes  every  year  more  manifest.    The  fishing 
towns  begin  to  Aow  improved  dwelling-honses ;  shops  of  larger  size,  with 
superior  commodities  offered  for  sale,  are  on  the  increase;  bank  agencies  are 
extending  to  places  that  recently  were  little  more  than  straggling  villages  of 
fishermen's  huts ;  and  roads  and  travelling  communications  are  being  opened 
up.   At  sea,  the  advance  is  still  more  conspicuous.  The  boats  are  much  larger, 
of  better  construction,  and  more  complete.    The  number  and  value  of  the  trains 
of  nets  in  use  by  eaeh  boat  have  alM  greatly  increased ;  and  taking  into  view 
the  whole  equipment,  the  precariouRness  of  success,  and  the  risks  to  which  the 
property  Is  exposed,  the  amount  of  capital  embarked  bv  fishermen  in  the  ad- 
venture of  the  herring  fishery  is  truly  surprising,  and  is  believed  to  be  without 
a  parallel  among  the  men  in  any  other  trade.**    In  illustration  of  the  value  of 
the  fisheries  as  a  source  of  supply  of  hardy  seamen  for  the  navy,  it  is  stated 
that  the  number  of  Naval  Coast  volunteers  at  the  end  of  1854  was  1821  in  Eng- 
hwd,  1497  in  Seothmdj  and  683  in  Irehuid.    Thus  Scotland,  it  is  remarked, 
with  a  population  of  only  2,888,742,  produced  only  324  volunteers  less  than  Eng- 
land with  a  populivtion  m  17»927,609,  and  814  more  than  Ireland  with  a  popula- 
tkm  of  6,553,210.

The  number  of  gallons  of  British  spirits  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom 
in  1854  was  680,564  (viz.  to  British  Colonies  and  Possessions,  474,062;  to 
Foreign  Countries  and  Colonies,  206,502) :  the  number  of  gallons  exported  in 
1855  was  3,840,691  (viz.  to  British  Colonies  and  Possessions,  312,265;  to 
Foreign  Countries  and  Colonies,  3,528,426). 

The  number  of  proof  gallons  of  spirits  distilled  in  the  United  Kingdom  In 
1865,  was  27,485,103,  viz.  in  England,  7.921.<»3;  in  Scotland,  11.2ai,636:  in 
Ireland,  8,279,574.  The  number  of  gallons  delivered  duty-paid  direct  from  dis- 
tillers' stocks,  was  4,327.977,  viz.  in  England,  1,409,046 ;  in  Scothind,  8,117.059  • 
in  Ireland,  801,872.    The  number  of  gallons  put  into  bond  was  Sl^  157,816,  via* 
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in  England  6»513,937:  in  Scotland,  9,163,5771  in  Ireland,  7,477,702.  The 
nomber  of  gallons  in  bonded  stores  on  3l8t  December  1855,  was  4,795,114,  viz. 
in  England,  534,063;  in  Scotland,  1,146,646;  in  Ireland,  3,114,405. 

Tin  number  of  gallons  of  proof  spirits  on  which  daty  was  paid  for  consamp- 
tion  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1855  was  21,957,275,  viz.  in  Great  Britain, 
15,728,419  (2,343,649  at  6^,  8,736,346  at  7s.  lOd.,  4,648,424  at  8s.  a-gallon) ;  in 
Ireland  6.138,856  (10,281  at3s.4d.,  2,401.602  at  48.,  1,896, 168  at  6s.,  1,830,805  at 
^  Sd.  a-gallon).  The  amount  of  duty  so  paid  was  £7,617,582,  viz.  in  Great 
Britain  £5,984,199,  in  Ireland  £1,633,382.  Since  the  passing  of  the  Act  18 
Vict,  c  22  [Bee  the  Almanac  for  1856,  p.  135]  assimilating  the  rate  of  duty  in 
England  and  Scotland,  no  correct  account  can  be  rendered  of  the  consumption 
of  these  countries  separately ;  neither  have  the  malt  and  grain  spirits  been  dis- 
tinguished since  the  abolition  of  the  malt  drawback  by  the  Act  18  and  19  Tict. 
c  94  [see  Almanac  for  1856,  p.  146]. 

There  were  imported  into  England  from  Ireland  in  1855,  1,696,628  gallons ; 
into  Scotland  from  Ireland,  8263  gallons ;  into  Ireland  from  England.  145  gal- 
lons ;  into  Ireland  from  Scotland  766,646  gallons.  The  number  of  gallons  re- 
moved under  bond  to  be  warehoused  in  England  without  payment  of  any  duty, 
in  1855,  was  3,131,953  (viz.  from  Scotland,  2,059,781,  from  Ireland  1,072.172) ; 
the  number  of  gallons  on  which  duty  was  paid  within  21  days  was  2,646,645 
(viz.  from  Scotland  1,770,229 ;  from  Ireland  876,416) :  the  number  of  gallons 
actually  warehoused  under  excise  lock,  was  485,308  (viz.  from  Scotland  289,552 ; 
from  Ireland  195,756). 

The  number  of  gallons  of  spirits  of  all  kinds  charged  with  duty  for  consumption 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  year  1856  was 26,745.962,  of  which  21,957,275  were 
British,  and  4,788,687  were  Foreign  and  Colonial.  There  were  consumed  in 
Great  Britain  (the  consumption  in  England  not  being  accurately  distinguishable 
from  Scotland  since  the  assimilation  of  the  rates  of  duty  on  spirits  by  the  Act 
18  Vict.  c.  22)  15,728,419,  and  in  Ireland  6,228,856  gallons  of  British  spirits. 
There  were  consumed  in  England,  4,457,455,  in  Scotland  192,148,  and  in  Ire- 
land 139,084  gallons  of  Foreign  and  Colonial  spirits.

Th«  '*  Report  to  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  ^rivy  CouneO  for  Trade  and 
Foreign  Plantations,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  department  relating  to  RaUwajrs 
for  the  year  )8&5,"  bears  date  in  May  1866. 

The  length  of  new  lines  of  railway  in  Scotland  authoriaed  by  Parliament  in 
1855,  was  76  miles.  The  two  lines  of  moet  importance  were  the  Olaagaw,  Dam> 
barton,  and  H?lensburgh  Railway,  along  the  north  bank  of  the  Clyde,  and  the 
Banff,  Macduff,  and  Turriff  Railway.  The  other  lines  were  merely  short 
branches  in  connexion  with  existing  railways.  The  total  length  of  Itoe  in  Scot- 
land authorised  by  Parliament  at  the  end  of  the  year  1856,  was  1541  miles,  of 
which  1083  were  open  for  traffic,  leaving  458  miles  authorised  hot  not  open  on 
31st  December  1855.  All  the  railways  in  Scotland  are  conatmcted  on  the  Bar> 
row  gauge.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1855,  the  numbw  of  companies  in  Scotland 
having  a  single  line  of  railway  was  SO ;  the  length  of  such  line,  264  miles.

**  The  general  resuU,"  says  the  annual  report,  "would  appear  to  be,  that  a« 
regards  the  flnt-ctass  passenger  traffic  in  England  and  Scotland  the  fares  have 
been  diminished,  and  the  receipts  per  passenger  have  decreased  in  a  greater 
ratio  thiin  the  diminution  of  fares,  but  the  receipts  per  mile  have  Increased. 
Railways  have,  therefore,  been  used  bv  this  class  more  frequently,  and  for 
ihorttf  distances.  The  fares  at  which  third-class  passengers  in  England  and 
Scotland  have  been  carried  have  also  been  reduced :  the  average  distance  trav- 
elled by  this  class  does  not  however  appear  to  have  diminished,  but  the  receipts 
per  mile  have  largely  increased.  As  regards  the  second-class  traffic  in  England, 
the  Sues  have  not  been  diminished,  but  the  average  distance  travelled  over  has 
decreased :  the  receipts  per  mile  have  not,  however,  varied  much.  In  Scotland 
the  second-class  traffic  has  largely  decreased,  in  respect  of  the  actual  receipts 
ftod  of  the  receipts  per  passenger ;  the  fitres  have  at  the  same  time  been  dimln- 
istied.  This  diminution  of  receipts  may  perhaps  be  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
very  little  difference  between  the  average  fare  per  mile  for  first  and  second-class, 
and  a  great  difference  between  the  average  fare  of  second  and  third-class." 

The  total  length  of  line  of  rulway  in  tlie  United  Kingdom,  authorized  by  Par- 
liament at  the  end  of  the  year  1855,  was  12,851  miles,  of  which  8280  miles  wera 
open,  leaving  4571  miles  authorized,  but  not  open,  on  the  31st  December  1855. 
Of  the  8280  miles  open  at  the  end  of  1855,  there  were  6210  in  England,  1083 
in  Scotland,  and  967  in  Ireland.    The  total  amount  of  money  authorized  to 
be  raised  by  railway  companies,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  by  shares  and  on 
loan,  at  the  end  of  1855,  was  £374,971,966,  of  which  £297,583,284  had  been 
raised,  leaving  to  be  raised  £77,388,682,  of  which,  it  is  estimated,  that  from 
£30,000,000  to  £40,000,000  was  for  railways  for  which  the  parliamentary  powers 
had  expired.    The  total  number  of  proprietors  in  railway  companies  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  on  the  31st  December  1855,  was  166,272.    The  total  number 
of  passengers  conveyed  on  railways,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  the  year  1855, 
was  116,595,135,  or  14,503  per  mile;  the  receipts  for  passengers  were  £9,525,205, 
or  £1164  per  mile  ;   the  receipts  from  all  sources  of  traffic  were  £21,607,509 
or  £2629  pa*  mile.

dividend,  after  deducting  48  per  cent,  on  gross  receipts  for  workmg  expenses* 
and  th«  interest  on  preference  shares  and  loans,  was  £5,205,095;  the  average 
rate  of  dividend  on  the  whole  of  the  ordmary  share  capital  m vested  hi  railways 
was  3-12  per  cent.    The  number  of  persons  employed  on  the  8116  miles  of  raii- 
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way  open  for  traffic  in  the  United  Kingdom  on  the  30th  June  18S5  wae  87>9SS, 
or  12-07  per  mile :  the  number  of  stations  was  2798,  or  *34  per  mile. 

The  proportion  which  the  number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  from 
causes  beyond  their  own  control  bore  to  the  total  number  carried,  reduced  for 
the  purposes  of  comparison  to  the  standard  of  1,000,000,  was,  in  1854,  in  Eng- 
land, -09  killed,  3*08  injured ;  in  Scotland,  '10  killed,  3-fil  injured  ;  in  Ireland, 
•14  killed,  -67  injured:  in  1855,  in  England,  'OB  killed,  2*51  injured;  ia  Soot- 
land,  MiS  killed,  4*50  injured;  in  Ireland,  -14  killed,  '97  iniured. 

The  expenditure  of  tne  railway  companies  in  Scotland  during  the  year  1865, 
in  so  far  as  it  could  be  ascertained  and  classified,  was  as  follows : — ^maintenance

and  general  expenses,  £145,933 ;  interest  on  loans,  £383,040 ;  in  all,£l,428,759. 
The  proportion  of  expenditure  to  receipt  is  49  per  cent,  in  Scotland,  48  percent, 
in  England,  41  per  cent,  in  Ireland.  The  per-centage  proportion  of  mainte- 
nance of  way  is  14'53  in  Scotland,  14*43  in  England,  12*94  in  Ireland;  of  loco- 
motive including  rolling  stock,  40*28  in  Scotland,  37*99  in  EngUnd,  43-09  in 
Ireland ;  of  traftic  charges,  25*06  in  Scotland,  26*64  in  England,  25*77  in  Ire- 
land ;  of  miscellaneous  charges  (including  policemen,  watchmen,  compensation, 
Ac.,)  15*85  in  Scotland,  13*42  in  England,  14*09  in  Ireland;  of  rates  and  gov- 
ernment duty,  4-28  in  Scotland, 7*52  in  England,  4*11  in  Ireland  (where  there 
is  no  government  duty  on  passengers).  The  expenditure  per  mile  run  by  the 
trains,  was  36*63(1.  in  England,  28  38d.  in  Scotland,  26*77<l.  in  Ireland.  The 
receipts  per  mile  run  by  the  trains  were  68*45(2.  in  England,  57'24d.  in  Scot- 
land, and  63'41<l.  in  Ireland.  The  total  receipts  per  mile  from  all  sources  of 
traffic,  have  risen,  in  England,  from  £2908  in  1854  to  £2978  in  1855 ;  in  Scotland, 
from  £1961  to  £2003 ;  in  Ireland,  from  £1010  to  £1060.  The  average  working 
expenses  per  mile  have  increased,  in  England,  from  £1352  in  1854  to  £1504  in 
1855 ;  in  Scotland  from  £961  to  £997  ;  and  in  Ireland  from  £465  to  £468.

THE  CALEDONIAN  CANAL. 

The  total  amount  of  tonnage  rates  receired  from  vessels  navigating  the  Cale- 
donian Canal  was  £4392  in  the  year  ending  1st  May  1855,  and  £5134  in  the 
year  ending  1st  May  1856 ;  showing  an  increase  during  the  latter  period  of 
£922.  The  total  number  of  passages  made  on  the  Canal  in  the  year  endhig  1st 
May  1855  was  l713>  of  which  591  were  through  passages  from  east  to  west ;  462 
were  through  passages  from  west  to  east ;  258  were  passages  on  parts  id  the 
canal ;  and  402  were  passages  by  steamers.  The  total  number  of  passages  In 
the  year  ending  1st  May  1856  was  1932 ;  of  which  696  were  through  passages 
from  east  to  west ;  609  were  throngh  passages  from  west  to  east ;  213  were  pas- 
sages on  parts  of  the  canal ;  and  412  were  passages  by  steamers. 

**  The  state  of  the  Canal  revenue,"  say  the  Commissioners  in  their  Fifty-first 
Annual  Report,  **  considered  in  reference  to  the  causes  likely  to  affect  it  unfa- 
vourably during  the  past'  year,  must  be  looked  upon  as  encouraging.  The  war 
with  Russia,  though  greatly  interfering  with  the  Baltic  trade,  has  not  prevented 
a  positive  increase  In  the  number  of  foreign  vessels  resorting  to  the  canal.  The 
unprecedented  prevalence  of  easterly  winds,  continuing  almost  thn>ugh  the 
month  of  May,  has  enabled  the  larger  class  of  vessels  to  avoid  the  canal,  and 
make  the  north-about  voyage,  the  direction  from  east  to  west  being  that  in  which 
it  is  ordinarily  attended  with  the  greatest  difficulty,  and  being,  consequently,  the 
course  of  the  great  majority  of  the  large  ships  which  resort  to  the  canal.  Th« 
same  cause  has  diminished  the  tonnage. rates,  which  are  mainly  derived  from 
vessels  of  this  class,  while  it  increases  the  apparent  expenditure  under  the  bead 
of  *  pilotage, '  a  requisite  for  large  vessels  going  through  with  a  fair  wind.  Tliis 
is,  however,  reimbursed  by  a  charge  on  the  vessel  included  in  the  towage  duos." 

The  total  income  of  the  year  ending  1st  May  1855,  was  £6499 ;  the  total 
expenditure,  £6550 ;  showing  an  excess  of  payments  of  £51 ,  which  was  sup- 
plied from  the  balance  in  bank,  now  reduced  to  £1018.  The  total  expenditure 
from  the  20th  October  1803  to  the  1st  May  1856,  was  £1,368,203;  of  which  turn 
£554,904  were  for  labour  and  workmanship ;  £202,320  for  quarries  and  masonry ; 
£192,264  for  general  repair  and  completion  of  the  navigation  from  1840  to  1848 ; 
£139,981  for  machinery,  cast-iron,  tools,  diving-bell,  helmet,  &c.;  £83,341  for 
purchase  of  land  and  damage ;  £77>975  for  timber ;  £60,764  for  management  and 
law  expenses ;  £24,208  for  the  cost  and  maintenance  of  steam  tug- vessels.  Of 
£1,368,203,  the  total  income  from  20th  October  1803  to  1st  May  1856,  £1,242,387 
were  derived  from  parliamentary  grants,  and  £90,748  from  canal  dues. 

THE  CRINAN  CANAL. 

The  total  amount  of  does  received  from  vessels  navigating  the  Crinan  Canal 
in  the  year  ending  30th  April  1855,  was  £2075 ;  of  which  sum  £566  were  from 
steamboat  dues,  and  £1508  were  from  vessel  and  boat  dues.  The  amount  in 
the  year  ending  30th  April  1856  was  £2060;  of  which  sum  £689  wer«  from 
steamboat  dues,  and  £1471  were  from  vessel  and  boat  due^. 

The  total  number  of  passages  in  the  year  ending  30th  April  1855  was  21BB; 
viz.  of  steamers,  483 ;  of  vessels,  1259 ;  of  boats,  417>    The  total  number  of  paa- 

S^s  in  the  year  ending  30th  April  1856  was  2014,  vie.  of  steamers,  497  i  of  ves- 
H,  1128;  of  boats,  389. 

It  is  stated  by  the  Commissioners  that  **  the  extreme  dryness  of  the  spring  of 
1856  occasioned  the  complete  exhaustion  of  the  reservoir :  the  Canal  was  never 
absolutely  shut,  but  for  two  or  three  days  there  was  not  more  than  7  feet  6  inches 
depth  of  water  in  the  western  reach,  and  the  Canal  steamers  if  ere  twice  obliirad 
to  go  round  the  MuU  of  Cantyre. " 
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TURNPIKE  ROAD  TRUSTS. 

The  follovring  Table  (is  continuation  of  similar  tables  in  the  Almanacs  for 
former  years)  shows  the  principal  results  of  the  statutory  abstract  presented  to 
parliament  of  the  general  statements  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  tht 
several  Turnpike  Trusts  in  Scotland,  between  the  terra  of  Whitsunday  1852  and 
the  term  of  Whitsunday  1853.

expenses,  £13,706.  The  amount  of  bonded  or  mortgage  debts  was  £1 ,662,482 ; 
of  floating  debts,  £32,426;  of  unpaid  interest,  £589,268;  of  balances  doe  to 
treasurers  at  Whitsunday  1863,  £20,086.  The  arrears  of  tolls  for  the  current 
year  of  the  account  amounted  to  £4776 ;  the  arrears  of  other  receipts  for  the 
current  year,  to  £9020 ;  the  arrears  of  former  years,  to  £30,661 ;  the  bakuiees 
in  treasurers'  hands  at  Whitsunday  1853,  to  £114,460. 

The  sums  expended  on  the  repair  of  Highland  Roads  and  Bridges  in  the  year 
1856  were  £4199  in  Inverness-shire  (382)  miles  1313  yards  of  parliamentary, 
and  1481  miles  of  military  roads) ;  £2017  hi  Ross-shire  (2I0i  miles) ;  £744  In 
Sutherlandshire  (961  miles) ;  £890  in  Caithness-shire  (64  miles) ;  £214  in  Aber- 
deenshire (16i  miles,  971  yards) ;  £132  in  Nairnshire  (201  miles) ;  £330  In  Mo- 
rayshire (8  miles  1616  yards  parliamentary,  and  26|  miles  of  military  roads) ; 
£23  in  Banffshire  ( 1|  mile) ;  £107  in  Buteshire  (17  miles) ;  £1523  In  ArgyU- 
shire  <ld0|  miles  of  parliamentary,  and  80  miles  of  military  roads) ;  in  all, 
£10,181,  (being  an  increase  of  £581  over  the  previous  year),  of  which  £2517 
were  paid  fh>m  the  funds  of  the  Commissioners,  and  £2866  from  toll-dues, 
leaving  £4796  as  the  proportion  payable  by  the  counties.  There  was  JSsrther 
expended  £1022  (being  an  increase  of  £336  over  the  previous  year)  in  main- 
taining in  repair  136  miles  1653  yards  of  roads  in  Caithness-shire  surrendovd 
to  the  charge  of  the  Commissioners  in  1838.

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The  46  Savings  Banks  had,  on  the  20th  November  1854,  45  unpaid,  and  97 
paid  oflBoers.  The  amount  of  security  given  by  the  unpaid  officers  was  ^16,200, 
by  the  paid  officers,  £31,750,  The  salaries  and  allowances  to  the  paid  officers 
amounted  to  £4945.  The  annual  expenses  of  management,  inclusive  of  all 
payments  and  salaries,  amounted  to  £6102,  equal  on  an  average  to  6s.  fid.  per 
eent<  on  the  capital  of  the  banks.  The  total  amount  invested  with  the  Commis- 
sioners for  the  Reduction  of  the  National  Debt  (excluding  the  surplus  fund) 
was  £1,925,365 ;  the  amount  of  the  separate  surplus  fund  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners,  £191 ;  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  treasurers,  £11,235.  The 
average  rate  of  interest  paid  to  depositors  was  £2, 17s.  9d.  The  annual  num- 
ber of  receipts  from  depositors  was  216,569 ;  the  annual  number  of  pajrmenta 
to  depositors,  141,789.

THE  ORDNANCE  SURVEY  OP  SCOTLAND. 

The  House  of  Commons,  on  the  3d  of  March  185$,  ordered  that  a  select  com- 
nvttee  be  appointed  to  conuder  the  Ordnance  Survey  of  Scotland. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee,  which  is  dated  on  the  6th  of  May  last,  begins 
with  a  recapitulation  of  the  histoiy  of  the  Survey,  of  whicli  all  that  is  material 
has  been  recorded  in  the  Ahnanacs  for  1852  <pp.  l«t  193),  1863  (p.  187),  1855 
(p.  274,  276),  and  lase  <pp.  238, 239). 

The  committee  proceed  to  remark  that  since  the  Ordnance  Survey  was  nn- 
dertaken,  and  general  attention  more  immediately  directed  to  its  object,  there 
has  been  a  gradual  progress  of  public  opinion  in  favour  of  conducting  it  on  the 
laiger  scale  of  25  inches  to  a  mile,  or  equal  to  one  inch  to  an  acre.  The  idea  of 
a(adastral  survey  on  this  scale  originated,  it  is  stated,  with  Delambre  and  La- 
place in  1793;  and  a  commission  of  which  they  were  members  recommended  it 
to  Napoleon  in  1807,  who  adopted  it,  and  carried  out  the  survey  of  France  upon 
that  scale  with  signal  success.  The  proposal  to  adopt  the  25-inch  scale  in  Great 
Britain  was  first  made  by  Colonel  Dawson  of  the  Tithe  and  Enclosure  Commis- 
Aoa,  who  stated  that  bad  his  suggestions  been  adopted  in  1837,  when  the  one- 
inch  Ordnance  maps  were  found  utterly  useless  for  the  purposes  of  the  Tithe 
Commission,  an  expense  of  £3,529,830  might  have  been  saved  to  the  country, 
besides  a  further  considerable  but  unascertained  outlay  in  respect  of  surveys  for 
roads,  canals,  water  supply,  and  the  sale  and  transfer  of  property.  **  Very 
valuable  evidence,"  say  the  eommittee,  "  has  been  given  by  the  Lord  Advocate 
of  Scotland  as  to  the  effect  of  tlie  adoption  of  a  survey  on  the  25-inch  scale,  on 
mortgages  and  transfers  of  landed  property.  The  Lord  Advocate  confined  his 
evidence  to  the  facilities  that  would  be  afforded  to  this  important  class  of  trans- 
actions, by  correct  maps  of  property,  published  and  circulated  under  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Government ;  he  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  depositing  of  such 
Biape  might  be  available  to  supersede  descriptions  of  property ;  that  the  system 
ef  rc^tration  of  deeds  now  in  force  in  Scotland  affords  peculiar  facilities  for 
nch  a  system  ;  and,  in  his  own  words,  that  '  he  is  perfectly  satisfied  that  in 
ten  or  twenty  years,  although  conveyances  would,  in  all  probability,  keep  up 
descriptions,  as  lawyers  do,  for  greater  safety,  yet  he  thinks  that  that  system 
might  be  gradually  dispensed  with.'  Such  an  opinion,  coming  from  so  high  a 
professioi:^  source,  is  well  worthy  of  consideration."  It  was  confirmed  by  the 
evidence  of  the  distinguished  engineer,  Mr  Charles  Vignolles,  who  stated  that 
ia  Bavaria  all  transfers  of  land  are  made  by  cadastral  maps  on  a  25- inch  scale ; 
that  no  practical  difficulties  occur  in  the  use  of  these  maps,  and  that  he  does 
Bot  believe  that  >here  would  be  any  difficulty  in  applying  a  similar  svstem  to 
Great  Britain ;  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  re-register  property  trannerred  in 
this  manner,  when  it  was  subdivided  and  sold  in  separate  lots,  but  that  in  Scot- 
land, where  every  conveyance  and  transfer  of  property  is  registered,  every  dlffi- 
colhr  would  be  obviated  by  employing  the  same  officers  who  are  employed  in 
registering  deeds  to  register  the  plans  also. 

The  committee  report  that  they  examined  most  carefully  Into  the  estimates 
aod  probable  cost  of^  the  survey,  as  proposed  by  Colonel  James ;  and  found  that 
after  a  year  and  a  halfs  experience,  his  ori};inal  estimates  are  fully  borne  out 
and  eonflrmed  in  practice,  and  that  a  sum  of  £917,000,  of  which  £284,000  has 
been  already  expended,  will  cover  everv  expense  attendant  on  the  25-lnch  ca- 
dastral survey  of  Scotland,  including  the  publication  of  maps  on  the  reduced 
64nch  and  1-inch  scales,  and  the  maps  of  the  towns  on  the  10-feet  to  the  inch 
scale;  that  for  the  6-inch  survey  alone  £817,000  would  be  required,  including 
the  publication  of  the  maps,  and  for  the  1 -inch  survey  alone  £250,000,  including 
the  publication  of  the  maps ;  that  the  difference  of  the  cost  of  surveying  between 
the  25-inch  and  6-inch  surveys  would  be  comparatively  immaterial,  and  that 
the  recent  introduction  of  the  anastatic  and  photographic  processes,  the  sub- 
stitution of  piece-work  for  day-labour,  and  other  improvements,  will  lead  to  In- 
creased economy  in  producing  reduced  maps  from  an  enlarged  survey.  It  also 
appears  that  £76,(X)0  haa  already  been  paid  back  into  the  Treasury  for  maps 
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■old,  and  that  the  Treasury  are  now  reallBing  £4000  annually  from  the  sale  of 
Ordnance  maps ;  that  one  year  more  will  pay  off  the  cost  of  engraving  Ireland, 
and  that  a  few  years  more  will  repur  the  cost  of  engraving  Scotland ;  and  that 
the  superintendent  of  the  survey  finds,  from  expenence,  that  as  regards  the 
Si^inch  ma^s,  33  copies  taken  by  the  anastatic  or  aincographic  process  will  re- 
pay the  entire  cost  of  production,  and  that  be  feels  quite  confident  that  if  hit 
suggestions  with  regard  to  tlie  publication  of  the  25-inch  scale  map  are  followed, 
the  entire  cost  of  the  publication  will  be  eventually  repaid  at  no  distant  period. 
The  sum  of  about  £633,000  required  to  accomplish  the  survey  of  Scotland  fat 
the  manner  proposed,  would  be  spread  over  ten  years,  thus  requiring  an  annual 
vote  of  £63,000  a-year  to  complete  the  survey  of  Scotland  on  the  most  approved 
principles. 

"  The  time,"  say  the  committee,  **  has  now  arrived  when  it  is  absolutdy  ne- 
cessary for  IHtrliament  to  consider,  and  finally  determine,  the  compr^ensive 
question.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  survey  which  they  are  prepared  to  sanction 
as  the  one  which  will  most  conduce  to  the  general  interest  of  the  nation  at  large  ? 
Your  committee  have  come  to  a  decision  in  favour  of  the  ^^g  [or  25|  inches  to 
a  mile]  scale  fur  a  cadastral  survey  of  the  country.    In  doing  so  they  are  infla- 
enced  by  the  great  advantages  which  may  be  anticipated  from  the  prosecution 
and  completion  of  such  a  national  work  on  principles  which  have  been  already 
successfully  acted  upon  in  the  surveys  of  France,  Bavaria,  8witseriand«  and 
other  countries  in  Europe.    Of  the  purposes  which  a  national  survey  oug^t  to 
subserve,  some  of  the  principal  appear  to  be,  1.  the  registration  of  titles ;  S.  the 
simplifying  and  cheapening  conveyances  of  land,  deeds  of  sale,  leases,  and  all 
transfers  of  landed  property  ;  3.  looil  valuation  and  assessments ;  4.  adjustment 
of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  divisions ;  5.  enclosure  of  waste  lands ;  6.  sanitary  pur- 
poses ;  7.  statistics ;  8.  parliamentary  purposes,  in  reference  to  standing  orders ; 
9.  geological  and  mineral  surV'-ys ;  10.  general  drainage,  water  supply,  and  en- 
gineering purposes ;  1 1.  military  and  purely  scientific  purposes.    To  secure  sudi 
advantages  as  these,  it  is  essential  that  a  national  survey  should  be  eoadoeted 
on  a  scale  which,  at  the  same  time  that  it  is  susceptible  of  reduction  for  geo- 
graphical uses,  is  also  large  enough  to  be  available  for  general  purposes  of  utility 
to  all  classes  of  the  nation.    It  will  be  found  from  the  evidence  that  the  partial 
prosecution  of  the  survey  on  a  large  scale  has  afa-eady  produced  the  most  im- 
portant scientific  and  practical  results.    It  has  been  proved  that,  unless  the  sttr- 
vey  be  conducted  on  a  scale  large  enough  to  admit  readily  of  the  insertion  of  all 
the  names  and  places  in  the  populous  mining  and  manufacturing  districts,  the 
attainment  even  of  a  correct  geographical  map  is  always  difficult,  and  in  many 
cases  entirely  impracticable.    It  nas  also  been  established  that  areas  cannot  be 
accurately  measured  from  the  paper  (which  is  the  real  test  of  the  practical  uae- 
fulness  of  a  cadastral  survey)  on  a  scale  of  less  than  24  inches.    While  it  is  poe- 
sible  to  reduce,  it  is  impossible  to  enlarge  a  parent  map.    A  survey  conducted 
on  a  small  scale  is  liable  to  error ;  and  the  error,  however  small,  if  magnified 
even  by  the  stretching  of  paper  or  other  accidental  causeis  may  be  and  has  been 
productive  of  serious  consequences.    The  committee  have  therefore  reoora- 
mended  the  completion  of  tlie  Ordnance  Survey  of  Scotland  on  such  a  scale  aad 
in  such  a  manner  as  will  secure  the  greatest  accuracy  and  uniformity  on  the  ono 
hand,  and  make  the  most  of  the  work  that  has  already  been  done  on  the  other. 
Thirteen  counties  in  Scotland  have  been  already  surveyed  [Wigtown,  Kirkcud- 
bright, Edinburgh,  Haddington,  Fife  and  Kinross,  Linlithgow,  and  the  isle  of 
Lewis  engraved  upon  the  6-inch  scale  ;  Ayr,  Dumfries,  Renfrew,  Linlithgow, 
Peebles,  and  half  of  Berwick,  surveyed,  and  lines  plotted,  and  in  part  publiuied, 
upon  the  2&-inch  scale].   These  comprehend,  with  tlie  exception  of  Lanarkshira, 
Perthshire,  Aberdeenshire,  Forfianhire,  and  a  few  of  the  north-eastern  counliea, 
by  far  the  most  important  of  the  populous  and  cultivated  districts,  to  which  alone 
the  survey  on  the  25-inch  scale  is  to  be  limited.    It  is  admitted  tliat,  under  any 
circumstances,  a  map  of  the  Highlands,  published  on  a  1-inch  scale,  must  bo 
produced.    The  plan  recommended  by  the  committee,  which  will  be  completed 
for  i,63d,000,  includes  an  estimate  for  a  publication  of  the  Ordnance  Survey  on 
both  the  6-ineh  and  1-inch  reduced  from  the  25-inch  scale.    Now,  the  prodoe- 
tion  of  a  1-inch  Ordnance  map  of  the  whole  country  as  speedily  aa  poMlbie  b 
an  essential  part  of  the  plan.    It  is  admitted  that,  for  the  sake  of  accuracy,  the 
survey  for  a  map  on  a  1-ir.ch  scale  must  be  conducted  oh  a  laiger  than  a  l-inch 
scale ;  and  as  no  unnecessary  delay  can  occur  by  adopting  rae  6-faieh  as  the 
intermediate  scaile  for  the  production  of  the  1-inch  map,  the  committee  recom- 
mend that  it  sliould  be  pcooteded  with.    The  plans  on  the  25-ineh  scale,  though 
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•dfliiffftbljr  adapted  for  the  pnrposet  above  mentioned*  are  too  large  for  use  out 
of  doom  Contoured  maps  for  engineering,  geolagic»l,  and  eevcKral  other  pur- 
poK»,  on  a  uniform  and  intermediate  acale  between  tbeSft-inch  and  the  1-fnch 
are  required.  Such  maps  can  be  aold  at  a  price  which  will  cover  the  entirecost 
of  making  them,  and  they  will  be  found  of  great  value  as  maps  of  reference  for 
roaay  public  as  well  as  local  and  private  purposes.  The  committee  think,  be- 
sides,  that  it  would  not  be  real  economy  to  incur  the  expense  of  a  national  sur- 
vey, without,  by  the  publication  of  such  maps,  deriving  the  utmost  advantage 
from  it.  The  completion  of  the  publication  of  the  6- inch  maps  is  necessarv  to 
reader  the  survey  uniform  in  both  the  Highland  and  Lowland  districts.  Even 
fortboee  who  may  doubt  whether,  in  the  first  instance,  a  survey  founded  on  the 
cadastral  S5-inch  and  intermediate  6-inck  scale  is  the  very  best  that  could  have 
boMi  adopted  for  Scotland,  yet,  adverting  to  the  fact  that  five  counties  have 
been  alraady  surveyed  on  the  85-inch  scale  (Ayr,  Dumfries,  Renfrew,  Linlith- 

Sow,  Peebles,  and  half  of  Berwick),  that  eight  counties  <  Wigtown,  Kirkcnd- 
fight,  Edinburvb,  Haddinaton,  Fife,  Kinross,  Linlithgow,  and  the  island  of 
Lewis)  are  actually  engraved  on  the  6- inch  scale,  and  that  more  are  in  progress, 
it  is  a  matter  for  consideration  whether,  under  these  circumstances,  it  may  not  be 
wise  to  execute,  at  the  further  outlay  of  £633,000  in  ten  years,  a  survey  of  Scot- 
laad  on  pifaeiples  on  which  similar  national  works  have  been  performed  with 
soeoesB  in  other  countries  in  Burope,  and  which  will  be  available  for  the  general 
purposes  ^wve  enumwated."  ^ 

In  conducting  the  survey,  it  appears  that  the  method  adopted  for  ascertaininfli 
and  recording  levels  is  that  which  was  recommended  by  the  commission  of  May 
18M  (see  the  Almanac  for  1855,  pp.  875,  876) ;  and  the  committee  report  tlieir 
opinion  *'  that  the  weight  of  evidence  greatly  preponderates  in  favour  of  the 
system  of  contouring  now  in  operation,  and  which  is  working  satisfisctorilv." 

The  expenditure  on  the  Oranance  Survey  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  up  to 
the  31st  March  1856,  was  £8,350,127>  via.  England,  £989,819 ;  Scotbnd,

18,309  in  the  year  1851,  being  0*11  per  cent,  of  the  population  in  the  former 
year,  and  0'19  per  cent,  in  the  latter  year.  Of  the  18,3(i9  Scotchmen  in  Ireland 
b  1851,  there  were  in  Belfast  town,  8314  (being  8*81  per  cent,  of  the  population), 
and  in  Dublin  city,  1882  (being  073  per  cent,  of  the  population).  The  greatest 
number  of  Scotch  in  1851  was  found  in  Belfast:  in  1841  the  city  of  Dublin  con- 
tained the  greatest  number.  The  following  places  show  a  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  Scotch  in  1851  as  compared  with  1841,  via.  Carrickfergustown,  Drogheda 
town,  and  the  counties  of  Carlow,  Dnblin,  Chklway,  Kilkenny,  King's  County. 
Lonth,  Mayo,  Monaghan,  Roscommon,  Tipperarv,  Waterford,  Wexford,  and 
Wieklow.  For  the  number  of  persons  bom  in  Ireland  and  residing  hi  Scotland 
in  the  year  1851 ,  reference  is  made  to  the  Almanac  for  1855,  pp.  819,  880. 

LsoACY  DirrrBS.— The  amount  of  revenue  received  in  Scotland  for  stamp 
dntles  on  legacies  was  £96,987  in  (he  year  1849;  £111,097  in  the  year  I860;

£134,288;  in  1858,  317,815  tons,  of  the  deolaied  value  of  £W9,«44;  in  1853,

THE  MOST  ANCIENT  ORDER  OF  THE  THISTLE 

Is  said  to  have  been  instituted  by  King  Achaius  of  Scotland  in  819 ;  but  its 
origin  must  be  ascribed  to  James  V.  in  1534.

THE  MOST  HONOURABLE  ORDER  OF  THE  BATH, 

B^blisbed  hi  1399,  was  revived  by  King  Oeorge  L  in  1725,  enlarged  in  181fi, 
and  enlarged  and  remodelled  in  tbe  month  of  April  1847>  It  consists  of  the 
Sovereign,  of  a  Great  Master  (being  a  Prince  of  the  Blood  Royal,  descended 
of  the  body  of  King  George  I.,  or  other  exalted  personage  named  by  the 
Soverdgn),  and  of-nine  hundred  and  fifty-two  Companions  or  Members,  divided 
hito  the  three  classes  following,  each  class  being  subdivided  into  two  sections. 
Military  and  Civil:  1«<,  Knights  Grand  Cross,  seventy-five  in  number,  of 
whom  not  more  than  fifty  shall  belong  to  the  military  division,  being  officers 
of  or  above  tbe  rank  of  Major-General  in  the  army,  or  Rear- Admiral  in  the 
navy;  2d,  Knights  Commanders,  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  in  number,  of 
whom  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  two  shall  belong  to  the  military  division, 
being  officers  of  or  above  the  ranlc  of  Colonel  in  the  army,  or  Captain  in  the 
navy ;  3d,  Companions,  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  in  number,  of  whom 
(except  under  special  and  temporary  exigencies)  not  more  than  five  hundred 
and  twenty-five  shall  belong  to  the  military  division,  being  officers  of  or  above 
the  ranl£  of  Mi^or  in  the  army,  or  Commander  in  the  navy,  whose  services 
shall  have  been  marked  by  the  especial  mention  of  their  names  in  despatches 
published  in  the  London  Gazette.  The  qualification  of  members  of  the  civil 
divisions  of  each  of  these  three  classes  is  no  otherwise  limited  than  that,  by 
their  personal  services  to  the  crown  or  by  the  performance  of  public  duties, 
they  shall  have  merited  the  Royal  favour ;  ana  that  no  person  shall  be  ap- 

B tinted  to  one  class  who  is  not  qualified  for  the  other  and  higher  classes. 
onorary  members,  being  foreigners,  may  be  appointed  in  such  numbers  as  the 
Sovereign  shaU  think  fit.  For  each  class  and  division,  appropriate  insignia  are 
appointed  by  the  Statutes  of  the  Order,  enacted  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen, 
and  published  in  the  Edinburgh  Gazette  of  1st  June  1847.

THE  VICTORIA  CROSS,   OR  ORDER  OF  VALOUR. 

This  naval  and  military  decoration  was  instituted  by  an  instrument  under  the 
sign-manual  of  the  Queen,  dated  the  29th  of  January  18M,  "  for  the  porpoie  of 
rewarding  individual  instances  of  merit  and  valour."    It  is  ordained  tmt  the 
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distinction  shall  be  styled  *'  The  Yictoria  Cross ;"  that  it  shall  consist  of  a 
Maltese  cross  of  bronxe,  with  her  Majesty's  royal  crest  in  the  centre,  and,  on  an 
escroll  underneath,  the  inscription  *'  For  Valour;"  that  the  Cross  shall  be 
suspended  from  the  left  breast  by  a  blue  riband  for  the  navy,  and  by  a  red 
riband  for  the  army ;  that  the  names  of  those  upon  whom  her  Majesty  may  be 
pleased  to  confer  the  decoration  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gaaette ;  that 
any  one  who,  after  having  received  the  Cross,  shall  again  perform  an  act  of 
bravery,  wldch  if  he  had  not  received  such  Cross  would  have  entitled  him  to  it, 
shall  have  such  farthev  act  recorded  by  a  Bar  attached  to  the  riband  by  which 
the  Cross  is  suspended,  an  additional  Bar  being  added  for  every  additional  act ; 
that  the  Cross  shall  be  awarded  to  those  officers  or  men  only  who  have  served 
the  Queen  in  the  presence  of  the  enemy,  and  have  there  performed  some  signal 
act  of  valour  or  devotion  to  their  country ;  that  with  the  view  of  placing  all 
persons  on  a  perfectly  equal  footingof  eligibility  for  the  decoration,  neither  rank 
nor  long  service  nor  wounds  nor  any  other  circumstance  or  condition  whatso- 
ever, save  the  merit  of  conspicuous  bravery,  shall  be  held  to  establish  a  raflBcient 
claim  to  the  honour;  and  that  every  warrant  officer,  petty  officer,  seaman,  or 
marine,  or  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  who  shall  have  received  the 
Cross  shall  be  entitled  to  a  special  pension  of  ten  pounds  a-year,  each  additional 
bar  carrying  with  it  an  additional  pension  of  five  pounds  a-year.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

BxTBirr. — The  length  of  England  and  Wales,  from  Portland  Bill,  Dorset- 
ahire,  m  lat.  50*>  31'  N.,  to  Berwick-on-Tweed,  in  lat.  A5<>  46'  N.,  is  363  miles ; 
the  utreme  breadth,  from  the  North  Forehuid,  Kent,  in  long.  1**  S6'  E.  to  the 
Land's  End,  Cornwall,  hi  long.  5"  41'  W.  is  320  miles.  The  area  of  England  is 
50,922  square  miles,  or  32,500,429  acres  ;  that  of  Wales,  7398  square  miles,  or 
4,734,486  acres ;  that  of  England  and  Wales,  58,320  square  miles,  or  37,324,915 
acres.  Of  the  52  counties  mto  which  they  are  divided,  England  contains  40, 
Wales,  12.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cultivated  acres  in  England  are  about 
25.632,000;  the  uncultivated,  3,454,0()0;  the  unprofitable,  3,256,400;  that  in 
Wales  the  cultivated  acres  are  3, 117,<MK) ;  the  uncultivated,  530,000;  the  un- 
profitable, 1,105,000.  In  1815  England  was  assessed  at  X'49,744,622,  and  Wales 
«t  £2,153,801 ;  in  1843  EngUnd  at  £79,020,993,  and  Wales  at  £3,212,849;  in 
1851  England  at  £90,820,728,  and  Wales  at  £3,988,378. 

Population. — The  progress  of  the  population  of  England  and  Wales  from 
1801  to  1851,  as  ascertained  by  decennial  census,  is  exhibited  in  the  following 
table.  It  will  be  kept  in  view  that  the  army  at  home  (29,846)  is  included  in  the 
return  for  1841,  and  that  the  return  of  1851  includes  not  only  the  army,  but 
45,296  persons  on  board  ships  in  the  several  ports  and  docks.

[By  this  document,  commonly  called  The  Union  RoO,  it  is  understood  that 
the  order  of  precedence  among  the  Peers  of  Scotland  is  regulated ;  and,  with 
certain  amendments,  it  is  that  called  at  all  elections  of  th^r  representatives, 
thoujB^  it  cannot  be  looked  on  as  a  complete  list,  such  as  should  exclude  claims 
to  Peerages  not  entered  in  it.    By  the  act  11  and  19  Vict,  c  52,  it  is  orderad 
that,  until  otherwise  directed  by  the  House  of  Lords,  the  Lord  <^erk  Register, 
or  the  Clerks  of  Session  officiating  at  elections  in  his  name,  shall  not  call  the  title 
of  any  Peerage  on  The  Union  BoU  in  right  of  which  no  vote  has  been  received  or 
counted  since  the  year  1800.    It  is  farther  provided  by  the  act  14  and  15  Ytet.  c 
87,  that  after  every  election  the  titles  of  Peerages  in  right  of  which  no  vote  has 
been  received  or  counted  for  fifty  years  or  upwards,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Clerk  of  Parliament,  and  on  an  order  to  that  effect  behig  issued  firom  the  House 
of  Lords  such  titles  shall  not  be  called  at  future  elections,  until  the  House  of 
Lords  shall  otherwise  direct. 

The  Roll,  as  originally  framed,  contained  154  Peers ;  namely,  10  Dukes, 
S  Marquesses,  75  Earls,  17  Yisoonnts,  and  49  Barons ;  and  there  have  been  sub- 
sequently enrolled  8  Peers ;  namely,  1  Duke,  2  Marquesses,  1  Earl ,  and  4  Barens. 
These  are  distinguished  by  the  letters  ad,  and  a  date  <that  of  their  enroiroent) 
placed  after  their  names.  The  dates  of  the  creations  have  bem  prefixed  •  Peer- 
ages which  are  attainted,  extinct,  or  dormant,  are  printed  in  itelics :  the  date 
of  the  attainder,  extinction,  or  abeyance,  being  added ;  and  an  asterisk  has  been 
placed  after  the  names  of  those  who  are  likewise  Peers  of  Ens  land  aM«t

[The  dignities  and  orderof  Knioht-Baronktop  Scotland  and  Nota  Scotia, 
projected  by  James  YI.  in  1021,  **  as  a  means  of  expressing  his  affection  to- 
wardshis  ancient  kingdome,"and  of  promoting  tlie  eolonization  of  Nova  Scotia* 
were  instituted  by  Cliarles  I.  on  the  28tli  Mav  1625.  Tlie  number  of  creations 
in  his  reign  was  about  122;  in  that  of  Cliarles  II.  about  80 ;  of  James  YII. 
about  20 ;  of  William  II.  and  Mary  about  30;  of  Anne  about  30 ;  in  all,  up- 
wards of  280,  of  which  about  150  are  at  present  existing. 

The  Badge  of  the  order  is  a  medal  bearing  the  arms  of  Nova  Scotia,  encirded  by 
the  motto  *'  Fax  mentis  honesta  gloria,*'  suspended  from  the  neck  by  aa 
orange-tawny  riband.]

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THE  FREE  CHURCH  OF  SCOTLAND.  • 

CThe  Sixteenth  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  conrened  at  EdinbuKh 
on  the  22d  May  1856.  The  AsBembiy  voted  an  address  to  the  Queen  on  the 
occarion  of  the  return  of  her  birthday,  congratulating  her  on  the  re-establishment 
of  peace.  They  also  passed  the  following  Acts : — **  Act  anent  Sustentation 
Fund.**  This  act  declared  a  dividend  to  each  clergyman  of  £140  per  annum, 
and  reappointed  the  special  committee  under  the  declaration  that  this  did  not 
iknply  any  alteration  of  view  on  the  part  of  the  Assembly  in  regard  to  the  pre- 
sent  mode  of  distribution.  The  act  also  rescinded  the  regulations  which  were 
euspendad  by  last  General  Assembly,  directed  the  whole  income  of  the  fund  for 
I8fi7  to  be  distributed  on  the  principle  of  an  equal  dividend,  and  recommended 
the  vystematic  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  special  movement  for  increasinff 
the  Income  of  Hie  Su^entation  Fund  commenced  in  the  year  1854,  and  whidK 
had  already  resulted  in  raising  the  dividend  from  £119  to  £140.  *'  Act 
anent  Theological  Faculty  at  Glasgow.*'  Ordains,  with  consent  of  a  mino- 
rity of  Presbvteries,  the  Theological  Faculty  of  Glasgow  to  consist  of  four 
Professors.  *' Interim  Act  anent  the  Taking  of  Students  on  Trials."  <1.) 
Repeals  Act  8  of  the  year  1813,  which  provided,  that  where  Synods  meet 
twice  a-year.  Presbyteries,  before  asking  leave  to  take  a  Student  on  public  pro- 
bationary Trials,  should  have  sustained  his  preliminary  examination.  (2.)  JESn- 
acts,  that  in  all  eaaee  Presbyteries  shall  defer  Examination  of  Student  until  th^ 
get  permission  of  Synod,  and  till  Student  has  passed  the  Examination  Board. 
**  Standing  Order."  Printed  Reports  of  Committees  to  be  lodged  with  clerk  on 
the  2d  day  of  Assembly's  meeting,  and  held  as  read.  "  Act  anent  Professors  of 
Tbeolo^  in  Divinity  Hall,  Glasgow,"  &c.  Appoints  Dr  Patrick  Pairbaim  one 
of  the  Professors  of  Theology,  Mr  James  Gibson  to  be  Professor  of  Theology 
and  Church  History,  and  Dr  James  M*Cosh  to  be  Professor  of  Apologetics 
and  Theology  in  the  Divinity  Hall,  Glasgow.  •<  Act  anent  Collections."  Be- 
sides the  six  usual  gwieral  Collections,  recommends  a  Collection  to  be  made  on 
the  third  Sabbath  of  March  for  the  work  of  Evangelization  in  Otasgote;  and 
concludes  by  earnestly  recommending  that  on  the  Sabbath  on  which  a  Collection 
is  intimated,  as  also  on  tlie  Sabbath  on  which  it  is  made,  public  prayer  be  sped- 
aUy offered  upon  behalf  of  the  particular  scheme: — For,  let,  Divine  direction  to 
those  employed  in  the  management ;  2d,  That  the  Holy^Spirit  be  poured  out  on 
its  Miswonaries,  Ministers,  and  Teachers ;  and,  3d,  That  the  Lord  may  con- 
descend to  own  and  bless  it.  "  Act  appointing  the  Diet  of  next  Assembly,"— 
Fixed  for  the  21  at  May  1857. 

The  annual  accounts  of  the  Free  Church  show  the  whole  sums  raised  for  its 
variouB  objecto,  during  the  year  ending  31st  March  1866,  to  be  £289,305, 58.  9d.

demaadB  of  the  age.  Although  at  first  a  merely  claasical  aeminary,  It  now  fur- 
nishes flystematic  instruction  in  all  those  departments  of  knowledge  which 
eonttitute  a  course  of  Commercial  as  well  as  of  Liberal  Eduoation.  The  Eng- 
lish Language  and  Literature,  including  Reading,  Orthography,  Recitation, 
Grammar,  and  Composition,  together  with  the  History  of  Great  Britain,  form 
integral  and  prominent  parts  of  the  system  established  in  the  school ;  while  the 
entire  curriculum  of  study — which  occupies  six  years— embraces  the  Latin, 
Greek,  French,  and  German  languages.  History,  Geography,  and  the  Ble* 
ments  of  Natural  Science,  with  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  and  Geometry, 
Drawing,  Fencing,  and  Gymnastics.  In  connexion  with  the  institution,  there  is 
a  Library  containing  nearly  7000  volumes  selected  by  the  Rector  and  Masters, 
and  comprising  many  of  the  most  important  works  in  Ancient  and  Modem 
Literature,  to  which  all  the  pupils  of  the  school  have  access. 

An  anniuil  examination  takes  place  in  the  last  week  of  July  in  the  presence 
of  the  Magistrates  and  Town  Council,  who  are  the  patrons  of  the  school; 
of  the  Clergy  in  the  city,  the  Professors  of  the  University,  and  other  competent 
Judges.  Prizes,  consisting  of  gold  and  silver  medals,  and  books,  are  thai 
presented  for  general  scholarship  and  particular  merits.  The  holidays  extend 
from  the  examination  day  to  the  1st  01  October,  when  the  school  reassemblee, 
and  when  the  Rudiment  or  Junior  Latin  class  is  formed  for  the  year.

The  High  School  originally  stood  in  the  Old  Town ,  on  part  of  the  ground  called 
Kirk  of  Field,  anciently  belonging  to  the  monastery  of  Black  Friars.  It  was  re- 
built on  nearly  the  same  spot  in  1777*  As  this  situation  had  become  unsuit- 
able, from  the  great  extension  of  the  city  northwards,  and  as  the  accommodation 
had  proved  inadequate  to  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  pupils,  the  present 
structure  was  founded  in  1825,  on  the  south  slope  of  the  Galton  Hill,  which 
was  deemed  more  convenient,  on  the  whole,  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  city.  To 
this  locality  the  establishment  was  removed  in  1829.  The  splendid  edifice,  there 
erected  at  a  cost  of  £30,000,  was  designed  by  Thomas  Hamilton,  architect. 

Hie  main  building,  270  feet  In  length,  has  a  magnificent  hexastyle  Doric 
portico  in  the  centre,  which  is  united  to  the  wings  by  two  corridors,  the  entabla- 
tures of  which  are  supported  by  twelve  columns,  also  of  the  Doric  order.  There 
is  ample  accommodation  for  conducting  the  various  branches  of  study  accord- 
ing to  the  most  approved  methods  of  instruction.  The  playground,  a  portion 
of  which  is  roofed  over  for  recreation  in  unfavourable  weather,  is  spacious, 
extending  to  nearly  two  acres,  and  commands  a  picturesque  view  of  the  an- 
cient city  and  surrounding  country.

EDINBURGH  ACADEMY. 

The  Edinburgh  Academy,  which  was  established  in  18S4,  and  incoiporated  by 
royitl  (duster  5th  Geo.  IV.,  is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  Board  of  fifteen 
Directors,  tliree  oif  whom  are  elected  annually  from  the  body  of  subscribers. 
The  education  is  conducted  by  a  Rector,  who  exercises  constant  supervision 
9W9t  all  the  classes,  besides  instructing  those  under  his  immediate  care ;  four 
ffjaqptlf»al  Masters;  a  Master  of  French  and  German  ;  a  Mathematical  Master ; 
•Master  of  English  and  Elocution ;  and  Masters  of  Writing,  Fencing,  Drawing, 
VoitfftBfttioD,  aod  MiUtery  and  Civil  Bnginesdng.   Each  class  is  tauight  in  the 
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daarical  department  by  the  nme  master  exclodvelj  for  tbe  tint  four  jmn,  Al 
tbe  oomnMneement  of  the  fifth  It  comes  ander  the  tottlon  of  the  Rector,  niiieteil 
by  the  same  master,  and  eontinaes  under  them  during  tbe  sixth  and  seveDth 
yean.  In  the  tliree  junior  classes  alt  the  bcnrs  in  eaeli  class  are  instnict«4  to- 
gether in  the  various  branches.  But  for  the  fourth  and  subsequent  years  of  tht 
courser  each  dsiss  is  separated  into  two  Divisions,  one  of  these  **  The  CttadtA 
Side**—^  adapted  for  boys  destined  for  the  learned  professiona*  or  wli«  desin 
a  thorough  eiassical  training.  The  other—**  Tke  Modem  iKdr"-~l8  intended 
for  boys  who  are  to  enter  upon  the  civil  or  military  service,  or  upon  mowantili 
pursuits.  The  other  bmnclies  ( with  the  exception  of  French  and  Gemaan,  wUeb 
ace  introduced,  the  former  in  the  fourth  year,  and  the  latter  in  the  sixth),  «M 
begun  with  tbe  youngest  class,  and  are  continued  without  interruption  dming 
the  whole  course.  Tlie  complete  course  extends  to  seven  f'ears,  and  combiMi 
a  thorough  classical  education  with  systematic  instruction  in  English,  Fieneh, 
and  German,  Writing,  Ancient  and  Modem  History,  Geographv,  and  tti« 
various  branches  of  Mathematics.  At  the  annual  examination  of  the  pupQi 
in  the  last  week  of  July,  prises  are  awarded  for  eminence  in  the  various  depart* 
ments  of  knowledge,  and  also  for  the  best  exercises  on  literary  and  classical  sab> 
jeets,  previously  proposed  for  competition.  Beside  the  public  examinatiott, 
which  is  condueteo  in  the  presence  of  Professors  from  tlie  University,  and  otber 
learned  persons,  ttie  Senior  Classes  are  subjected  to  a  complete  and  searching

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  (6th  and  7th  William  IV.  cap.  25),  the  Governors 
of  tho  Hospital  were  empowered  to  found  and  erect,  from  the  surplus  revenues, 
elementary  schools  withm  the  city,  for  educating,  free  of  all  expense,  1st,  The 
ehildren,  in  poor  circumstances,  of  deceased  Burgesses  and  Freemen;  id.  The 
children  of  liurgesses  and  Freemen  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  their  support ; 
and,  3d,  The  children  of  poor  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  Edinburgh,  but  only 
whilst  residing  within  tlie  royalty.  They  were  also  empowered  **  to  allow  to 
any  of  the  boys,  in  the  course  of  their  education  at  such  schools,  being  sons  of 
Burgesses  and  Freemen,  such  uniform  fixed  sum  of  money  in  lieu  and  place  of 
nuuntenance,  and  such  uniform  fixed  sum  for  apprentice  fee,  after  their  educa- 
tion at  the  said  schools  is  completed,  as  shall  be  determined."

Sir  WiHIam  Fettes,  Bart.,  of  Comely  Bank,  bom  in  1750,  died  May  27,  ISSI* 
leaving  the  residue  (rf  his  estate  for  an  endowment  for  the  maintenance,  ednca> 
tion,  and  outtit  of  young  people  whose  parents  have  either  died  without  leaving 
sufficient  funds  lor  that  purpose,  or  who  from  innocent  misfortune  are,  during 
their  own  lives,  unable  to  give  suitable  education  to  their  own  children.— Tlia 
management  uf  the  charity  is  vested  in  Trustees. 


CHALMERS'  HOSPITAL. 


George  Chalmers,  plumber  in  Edinburgh,  who  died  March  10,  1836,  be> 
qneathed  the  greater  part  of  his  fortune,  estimated  at  about  £30,000,  for  the 
erection  and  endowment  of  an  Hospital  **  for  the  Siek  and  Hurt.*' 

The  management  of  the  charity  is  vested  in  the  Dean  and  Faculty  of  AdvoeataHi 
After  allowing  the  fund  to  accumulate  for  some  years,  in  conformity  with  the 
will  of  Mr  Chalmers,  the  trustees  have  recently  purchased  Lauriston  House  fir 
the  purposes  of  the  Hospital,  and  it  is  understood  that  theol)}eota  of  the  fooadsr 
will  now  be  carried  into  effect  as  speedily  as  possible. 


DONALDSON'S  HOSPITAL. 

This  splendid  institution  was  founded  by  James  Donaldson  of  Broaghtaa 
Hall,  printer,  who  died  at  Edinburgh  in  October  1830.  By  bis  will,  dated  in 
July  1828,  be  bequeathed  the  greater  part  of  his  property,  amounting  to 
about  jb*200,0(i0,  to  certain  trustees,  for  the  endowment  and  •recti<m  ctf  an 
hospital  for  tlie  maintenance  of  poor  boys  and  girls,  after  tlie  plan  of  the 
Orphan  Hospital  in  Edinburgh  and  John  Watson's  Institution. 

The  then  surviving  trustee;},  by  deed  of  constitution  dated  November  12, 
1844,  vested  the  management  of  the  institution  in  the  Lord  Justice  General, 
Lord  Clerk  Regiiiter,  Lord  Advocate,  Lord  Provost  of  Edinburgh,  Lovd  Lieo- 
tenant  of  the  County,  the  Principal  of  the  University,  the  senior  Mlnistsr 
of  the  Established  Church  in  Edinbui^,  the  two  Ministers  of  St  Cntfabert^ 
Parish,  the  Preses  (rf  the  College  of  Physicians,  tlie  Treasurer  and  thn  Sccte> 
tary  of  the  Bank  of  Scotland,  all  for  the  time  being,  ex  ^fidit/  in  tlie  vM 
trustees  themselves,  of  whom  Walter  Co  ik,  W.S.,  is  now  the  only  surrivart 
and  in  fourteen  other  gentlemen,  three  of  whom  go  out  annually  by  rotatioOt 
th^  successors  being  appointed  by  the  remaining  nuinagerR. 

The  hospital  has  accommodation  for  3uo  children,— loU  boys  and  IM  girls;

STEWART'S  HOSPITAL. 


Mr  Daniel  Stewart  of  the  Exchequer,  who  died  in  1814,  alter  the  payment  of 
certain  legacies,  ano  the  erection  and  endowment  of  a  Free  School  in  his  native 
parish  of  Logierait,  left  the  residue  of  his  fortune,  amounting  to  atiout  iCi3,000, 
and  some  bouse  property  in  the  Old  Town  of  EdinburKii,  to  accumulate  for  the 
purpose  of  beiuK  applied  in  the  building  and  endowing  uf  an  hospital  for  the 
miUntenance  and  education  of  boys,  the  children  of  honest  and  indusCnons  parents 
whose  circumstances  in  life  do  uot  enable  them  suitably  to  support  and  educate 
their  children  at  other  schools.  Poor  boys  of  the  names  of  Stewart  and  Mac« 
fisurlane,  residing  within  ttie  city  of  Edinburgh  or  suburbs,  are  to  liave  a  prefer- 
ence, and,  failing  them,  any  other  poor  boys  ret^ding  within  the  same  dstrict. 
The  age  for  admission  is  between  seven  and  ten,  and  that  for  leaving  the  Hos- 
pital not  later  tlian  fourteen.

This  Institution  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  the  Industrious  Blind  of 
Scotland  on  the  23d  September  1793.  The  necessary  funds  were  raised  throogli 
the  exertions  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr  David  Johnston  of  North  Leith,  and  several 
other  charitable  gentlemen  of  Edinburgh.  The  Asylum  continues  to  depend 
principally  for  its  support  on  the  annual  bounty  of  the  citixens,  and  the  sue  of 
goods  manufactured  by  the  Blind.  The  number  of  inmates  varies  from  90  to 
lOU ;  nearly  one-third  of  the  male  members  are  marri^,  whose  fiajniUes  era 
also  maintained  by  means  of  the  charity.  In  addition  to  instruction  in  th^ 
several  trades,  the  Blind  are  carefully  taught  the  principles  of  the  ChriBtiaa 
religion,  and  receive  a  useful  education.

The  concluding  portion  of  the  Statistical  Returns  of  the  Agriculture  of  Boot- 
land  for  the  year  1856,  was  issued  nn  the  13th  of  December,  after  the  aheet  of 
the  Almanac  (pp.  253-258)  containing  the  first  portion  of  the  returns  bad  beoi 
printed  off. 

On  a  careful  revision,  a  few  immaterial  errors  have  been  detected  in  the 
columns  for  1856  of  the  table  at  pp.  254,  255,  showing  the  number  of  acres  in 
tillage,  and  of  each  kind  of  crop.  On  the  one  hand  the  number  of  acres  under 
vetches  was  overstated  by  865 ;  and  the  number  of  acres  in  bare  fallow  by  i2B0k^ 
On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  acres  under  wheat  was  understated  by  1485|. 
of  barley  by  75i,  of  oats  by  386,  of  turnips  by  .3891.  of  potatoes  by  4S0|,  of 
grass  by  19U.  The  number  of  acres  under  wheat  was  168,216  in  1354, 
191,300}  in  1855,  and  263.338  in  1856.  *'  A  comparison  between  the  rean 
If^  and  1855,"  remarks  Mr  Hall  Maxwell,  in  his  report  to  the  Board 
or^ Trade,  "exhibits  uniformity  as  regards  the  gross  results,  with  very  coo- 

^rable  variations  in  detaiL     In  1856  the  area  under  tUlage  was  3,54ft,]91 
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acTM,  in  18ft5  It  was  3,530,0681  acres,  •howing  an  excen  in  1856  of  15,IS2i 
asm,  which  is  perfectly  in  accordance  with  the  agricultural  improvemenUi 
known  to  be  in  operation,  and  with  the  inducements  which  high  prices  have 
held  out  to  break  up  old  pasture.    As  regards  details,  the  most  prominent  dif- 
ference between  the  two  years  is  the  increased  area  under  wheat.    Indeed,  the 
i^id  extension  of  that  crop  during  the  three  years  tlie  statistical  inquiry  has 
been  in  operation,  is  remarkable,  and,  but  for  its  operation,  would  compara- 
tirely  hare  been  unlcnown.    The  information  afforded  by  the  acreage  table  for 
the  current  year  [18563,  enables  uS  to  account  for  this  great  excess  [72,^27^ 
acres  as  between  1855  and  1856,  and  56^  per  cent,  as  between  1854  and  1856], 
not  only  consistently  with  the  circumstances  of  the  times,  but  satisfactorily  as 
regurds  the  progress  of  agriculture.    The  remunerative  prices  which  have  been 
obt^ned  for  wheat  make  it  natural  that  it  stiould  be  substituted,  where  practi- 
cable, for  barley  and  oats,  and  lead  us  to  look  for  the  conversion  of  grass 
land  into  grain.    We  may.  therefore,  seek  to  find  the  increase  in  wheat  met  by 
a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  acreage  of  the  other  white  crops,  and  of  grass 
under  rotation  ;  as  it  would  argue  ill  for  the  state  of  agriculture  did  any  pro- 
portion appear  to  be  a  subtraction  from  the  area  under  green  crops.    We  learn, 
accordingly,  that  in  1856,  the  extent  under  barley  had  decreased  20,343}  acres, 
under  oat^,  15.018  acres,  grass  under  rotation,  34,26^{i  acres,  in  all,  69,630  acres ; 
thus,  together,  nearly  accounting  for  the  increase  in  wheat.    I  would  guard 
mjaelf,  however,"  Mr  Maxwell  concludes,  "against  its  being  inferred  that 
wheat  has  directly  replaced  so  large  an  extent  of  grass.    To  a  certain  extent, 
and  in  some  districts,  it  has  succeeded  grass  ;  but.  In  general,  its  substitution 
for  barley  and  oats  will  account  for  the  excess :  Indeed,  the  acreage  of  the 
Utter  crop  would  probably  have  shown  a  much  greater  decrease  than  is  indi- 
cated, bad  it  not  been  compensated  by  the  grass  land,  wliich,  according  to 
the  onlinary  rules  of  husbandry,  was  principally  broken  into  oats.     The  fact 
that  the  green  crops,  including  beans  and  pease,  exhibit  an  Increase  of  17>479i 
acres  upon  the  breadth  of  1855,  is  of  importance,  as  showing  that  farmers  are 
90i  attempting  to  increase  the  production  of  wheat,  without,  in  some  measure, 
properly  and  legitimately  preparing  for  its  extension." 

;  Of  the  three  Tables  which  follow,  the  first  shows  the  proportional  number  of 
acres  of  each  kind  of  crop  :  the  second  shows  the  estimated  gross  produce  of 
the  chief  crops ;  and  the  third,  the  estinoated  average  produce  per  imperial 
acre  of  the  chief  crops,  in  each  county  In  1P56.  It  will  oe  kept  in  mind  (as 
explained  at  p.  253),  that  in  the  counties  marked  by  an  *,  the  returns  take 
account  only  of  holdings  rented  at  £20  and  upwards :  in  the  other  counties, 
the  returns  take  account  of  holdings  rented  at  £10  and  upwards. 

The  object  of  the  first  table,  it  is  explained,  is  to  indicate  the  relative  pro- 

5ortions  which  each  crop  in  the  county  bears  to  the  whole  land  under  tillage. 
'he  table,  it  will  be  seen,  is  divided  into  three  sections:  (I)  the  grain  and 
other  crops  of  an  exiiausting  character,  (2)  the  green  crops  and  fallow,  which 
are  generally  employed  as  restoratives,  (3)  the  grass.  The  aggregate  per  cent- 
age  of  each  of  these  sections  is  given  in  separate  columns,  and,  by  comparing 
them,  a  tolerable  knowledge  will  be  obtained  of  the  average  rotation  in  each 
county. 

In  reference  to  the  second  table— that  of  the  estimated  gross  produce — it  is  re- 
marked by  Mr  Hall  Maxwell,  that,  **  in  many  districts,  especially  along  the 
east  coast,  and  In  some  of  the  midland  counties,  the  harvest  has  been  of  a  most 
exceptional  character.  The  grain  crops,  though  late,  generally  promised  well, 
and  a  portion  had  been  secured  in  good  condition,  but  the  greater  part  was  In 
stook  or  uncut,  when,  towards  the  close  of  September,  it  was  exposed  to  a 
violent  storm  of  wind  and  rain  from  the  east,  lasting  for  several  days,  and 
succeeded  by  weeks  of  weather  suspending  all  operations.  The  standing  grain 
^aa  shaken;  what  had  been  cut  sprouted,  ana  was  discoloured ;  while  much 
In  tlie  stackyard  heated;  In  short,  the  difficulties  encountered  in  securing  the 
crops  were  greater  than  have  been  experienced  since  1816.  Fortunately  this 
state  of  matters  did  not  extend  over  the  whole  country;  the  western  counties 
comparatively  escaped.  It  must  be  obvious,"  Mr  Maxwell  concludes,  "how 
greatly  the  difficulties  always  attached  to  an  estimate  of  produce  have  this 
year  been  enhanced  :  not  only  has  much  actually  been  lost,  but  the  unusual  pro- 
portion of  light  grain, the  varieties  in  quality,  and  above  all,  the  still  unascer- 
tained damage  which  may  have  been  progressing  in  the  stack,  combine  to 
invest  the  estimates  for  1856  with  such  exceptional  features,  that  I  could  not 
permit  them  to  go  forth  unattended  by  explanation.'*

n.  Surrender  of  Bonus  for  Valne  in-  Cash* 

According  to  this  method,  if  the  person  assured  does  not  wish  the 
sum  in  his  policy  increased,  he  mav  surrender  the  Bonus,  and  take 
its  value  in  cash ;  that  is,  instead  of  the  amount  being  paid  with  the 
sum  assured  at  death,  such  a  sum  will  now  be  given  as  the  Direc- 
tors may  consider  equivalent  to  it  in  present  value. 

In  the  case  of  the  policy  of  £1000  opened  before  15th  November 
1825,  for  instance,  as  quoted  above,  assuming  the  party  to  have 
assured  at  the  age  of  35,  and  to  have  attained  the  age  of  65  last 
birthday,  the  sum  of  £665,  15s.  2d.  would  be  given  for  a  sur- 
render of  the  Bonus  of  £1152,  while  the  policy  will  continue  to 
receive  its  share  of  profits,  at  future  investigations,  as  if  the  sur- 
render had  not  taken  place. 

The  value  which  would  be  allowed  for  the  addition  of  £753  to  the 
policy  of  £1000  opened  in  1832,  assuming  the  party  to  have 
attained  the  age  of  58  last  birthday,  would  be  £383,  8s.  Id. ;  and 
the  value  of  the  additions  to  the  £2000  policy  of  1839,  assuming 
the  party's  age  to  be  55,  is  £371,  5s.  lid. 


m.  Application  of  the  Bonus  to  the  Extinction  or 
Seduction  of  Annual  Payments  of  Premium 
for  the  Whole  Term  of  Life. 

A  policy  was  opened  with  the  Company  in  1826  for  £2000  on  a 
ufe  then  aged  45.  The  policy  has  received  additions  to  the  ex- 
tent of  £2190 ;  but  the  party  wishes  to  get  quit  of  his  annual 
payments,  by  giving  up  a  portion  of  his  Bonus  Additions ;  on 
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what  terms  can  he  do  so?  He  pays  an  annual  premium  of 
£74, 15s.,  and  hy  surrendering  £671,  18s.  2d.  of  his  Boniia,  he 
will  get  quit  of  all  future  payments,  have  an  addition  of  £1518, 
Is.  lOd.  to  his  policy,  and  will  continue  to  receive  further  addi- 
tions at  each  Investigation  he  may  survive. 

A  person  aged  40,  who  assured  in  1830  for  £1000,  has  received 
Bonus  Additions  to  the  extent  of  £867.  He  pays  a  premium  of 
£32,  9s.  2d.  but  wishes  to  apply  the  Bonus  in  extinction  of  the 
annual  payment.  He  can  redeem  his  future  premiums  bv 
surrendering  £502,  lis.  8d.  of  his  Bonus,  leaving  £364,  8s.  4d. 
to  be  paid  along  with  the  sum  assured  at  death,  and  will  re- 
ceive further  additions  at  each  Investigation  he  may  survive. 

A  person  who,  at  age  30,  assured  in  1835  for  £500,  has  right  to  a 
Bonus  of  £291.  His  annual  premium  is  £12,  12s.  lid.  By 
surrendering  his  addition  of  £291,  he  will  be  allowed  an  annusd 
reduction  on  his  premium,  for  life,  of  £8,  17s.,  so  that  his  future 
annual  payment  will  be  £3,  158.  lid.,  instead  of  £12,  12s.  lid. 
as  formerly ;  and  he  will  continue  to  receive  Bonus  Additions 
at  each  Investigation  he  may  survive,  as  if  the  surrender  had 
not  been  made. 

A  person  aged  55,  opened  a  policy  in  1840  for  £500,  at  an  annual 
premium  of  £26, 14s.  7d.  The  Bonus  Additions  to  this  policy 
amounting  to  £173,  lOs.,  if  surrendered  to  the  Company,  wiU 
reduce  the  premium  by  £15,  Os.  9d.  annually  for  life,  making 
the  future  annual  payments  £11,  13s.  lOd. 


IV.  Application  of  the  Bonus  to  the  Eztmction  or 
Bednction  of  Annual  Premium  for  5  Yean. 

A  person  aged  20,  opened  a  policy  in  1825  for  £1000,  at  a  premium 
of  £20, 10s.  lOd.  His  Bonus  Additions  amount  to  £1152.  By 
surrendering  £224,  Is.  lOd.  of  these  additions,  he  gets  quit  of 
the  pajpient  of  his  premium  for  5  years,  the  Company  being 
liable,  in  the  event  of  his  death  during  that  period,  to  pay  to  fads 
heirs  the  original  sum  assured,  £1000,  and  the  balance  of  the 
Bonus  Additions  not  surrendered,  £927,  18s.  2d.  This  policy  is 
of  course  entitled  to  future  additions  at  the  end  of  eatai  period 
of  5  years  the  party  survives. 

A  person  aged  30,  assured  his  life  for  £100  in  1830.  The  addi- 
tions made  to  his  policy  amount  to  £86,  14s.  He  pays  a  pre- 
mium of  £2,  10s.  7d.,  which  he  may  get  rid  of  for  the  next  5 
years  by  surrendering  £24,  5s.  8d.  of  his  Bonus. 

A  person  aged  45,  opened  a  policy  for  £100  in  1835,  with  an 
annual  premium  of  £3,  14s.  9d.  ilis  Bonuses  now  amount  to 
£58,  4s.,  and  by  surrendering  £28,  2s.  5d.  of  that  sum,  he  will 
be  relieved  from  payment  of  any  premium  for  5  yean. 
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ADVAMCES  TO  POLieY-HOLOERS. 

X  HE  Directors  resolved  some  time  a^o  to  authorize  Advances  on 
the  Company's  Policies  of  sums  not  exceeding  their  value  at  the 
time ;  an  assurance  is  thus  a  fund  of  credit ;  and  no  Policv>hoider 
need  forfeit  his  Assurance,  for  want  of  funds  to  keep  it  in  force,  so 
long  as  the  Policy  itself  is  of  sufficient  value  to  authorize  the  neces^ 
sarj  advance ;  and  thej  further  resolved  that  such  advance  should 
be  made,  not  at  a  rate  of  interest  which  indifferent  securities  should 
yield,  but  at  a  rate  which,  while  it  yields  to  the  Company  a  fair  re- 
turn for  their  money,  enables  the  Policy-holder  to  borrow  on  terms 
as  advantageous  as  on  the  best  landed  estate  in  the  country,  and  that 
without  any  other  expense  than  the  Government  stamp  of  a  few 
shillings. 

QNGHALLEHaEABLE  POLICIES. 

The  Directors  of  the  Standabd  Life  Assurance  Cohpaky, 
satisfied  that  there  is  a  time  when  so  important  a  contract  as  a  Life 
Assurance  Policy  ought  to  become  ^'unchallengeable:"  Satisfied 
also  that  the  condition  of  the  Company's  Policies  restricting  resi- 
dence within  the  limits  of  Europe  is  unnecessary  in  the  great  mass 
of  assurance  transactions,  passed  the  following  Hesolutions  in  1851, 
with  the  purpose  of  giving  to  the  assured  the  benefit  of  these 
yiews : — 

RESOLOTIOIS. 

I.  That  Two  Classes  of  Select  Assurances  shall  be  opened  by  the 

Company. 

The  Policies  of  Parties  admitted  to  the  *^  First  Class  of 
Select  Assurances,"  shall,  subject  to  payment  of  the  ordi- 
nary Premiums,  be  unchallenoeable  upon  an^  ground 
whatever,  and  the  Assured  may,  without  forfeitmg  these 
Policies,  or  payment  of  extra  Premiums,  reside  or  travel  in 
any  part  of  the  world. 

The  Policies  of  Parties  admitted  to  the  *'  Second  Class  of 
Select  Assurances"  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  Con- 
ditions of  the  Company  as  to  residing  or  travelling  beyond 
the  limits  of  Europe,  and  as  to  Military  or  Naval  Service ; 
but  with  these  exceptions,  and  subject  to  payment  of  the  ordi- 
nary Premiums,  shall  ^so  be  absolutely  unchallengeable. 

II.  That  Parties  who  hold  Policies  with  the  Company  of  jwt  ytarif 

duration  shall  be  admissible  to  these  Classes,  and  that  this 
privilege  shall  extend  to  existing  as  well  as  future  Assurances. 

III.  T'hat  no  expense  shall  attend  adimssion  to  either  Class  of  Select 

Assurances. 
lY.  That  admission  to  these  Classes,  First  or  Second,  shall  depend 

on  the  circumstances  of  each  case,  to  be  judged  of  by  the 

Directors,  and  that  a  Special  application  be  made  to  the  Board 

of  Directors  accordingly. 
y.  That  on  the  application  being  granted,  a  certificate  of  admission 

shall  be  given  under  the  hands  of  three  of  the  Directors. 
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The  Directors  think  there  is  certainly  a  time  when  so  important 
a  contract  as  a  Life  Assurance  Policy  snould  hecome,  in  the  hands 
of  the  assored,  an  unchallengeahle  deed.  They  are  aware  that  some 
Institutions  now  agree  to  grant  Unchallengeahle  Policies  at  once, 
hat  they  consider  snch  an  abandonment  of  all  protection  against 
fraud  to  be  impolitic  and  improper.  For  it  must  he,  either  that  an 
Institution  so  committing  themselves,  agree  to  pay,  even  when  they 
have  accepted  an  assurance  under  fal^e  and  fraudulent  statements, 
or  resolve  to  resist  direct  fraud  practised ;  and  if  the  latter,  then  the 
reservation  qualifying  the  apparently  indisputable  contract,  renders 
it  nearly  the  same  as  under  former  regulations. 

The  Standard  Company's  Policies  may  virtually  he  considered  un- 
challengeable from  the  beginning,  but  five  years  appear  a  necessary 
probation  to  afford  protection  to  the  Company  and  its  Policy-holders 
against  fraudulent  assurances,  and  the  Directors  have  adopted  that 
period  in  their  resolutions. 

NEW  RESOLUTIONS  AS  TO  THE  FORFEITOBE  ANN 

REVIVAL  OF  POLICIES. 

At  the  Special  Meeting  of  1851,  summoned  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving a  report  from  the  Directors  on  the  Fourth  Division  of 
Profits  to  15th  November  1850,  the  Directors  introduced  the  syston 
of  "  Select  Assurance,"  under  which  Policies  of  Five  Years'  stand- 
ing might  be  rendered  unchallengeable  and  indefeasible  on  any 
ground  whatever  save  payment  of  the  annual  premium,  as  already 
explained.  It  is  probably  the  best  proof  of  success  when  a  good 
example  is  followed  by  other  reasonable  and  prudent  persons,  who 
know  the  importance  of  the  subject  dealt  with,  and  in  that  respect 
the  Company  may  congratulate  tnemselves,  as  the  principle  has  been 
adopted,  it  is  understood,  by  all  the  other  Scotch  offices.  In  Eng- 
land it  has  made  no  progress,  and  the  adoption  of  it  is  one  of  those 
features  of  improvement  and  of  facility  in  business  which  will  marie 
and  distinguisn  the  liberal  management  of  Scotch  Offices.  Having 
advanced  so  far  in  making  a  Policy  unchallengeable  and  indefeasible, 
the  Directors  now  propose  to  take  a  further  step  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, so  as  to  make  a  Life  Assurance  Policy  with  this  Company  a 
still  more  secure  basis  of  monetary  transactions — freeing  it  in  as  &r 
as  practicable  of  all  possibility  of  forfeiture  even  from  omission  or 
neglect. 

The  only  ground  on  which  a  forfeiture  can  take  place  at  present 
under  the  First  Class  of  Select  Assurance  is  non-payment  of  the 
ordinary  premium,  and  it  is  to  provide  as  far  as  possible  against  such 
a  contingency  that  the  following  Resolutions  have  been  adopted. 

I.  '*  That  Policies  of  five  years'  durettion,  efiected  for  the  whole  term 
of  life  at  a  uniform  rate  of  premium  *  shall  not  be  forfeited  in  oon- 


*  This  does  not  include  Sarvivorahlp  Aasuranoes,  Joint  Lives  and  Snr* 
vivorahtp  Assurances,  and  Assurances  on  which  any  portion  of  the  Pie> 
miums  may  be  allowed  to  remain  unpaid  as  a  debt  on  the  Policy. 
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seqaence  of  non-paTment  of  any  ordinaiy  preminm,  notwithstanding 
the  expiry  of  the  thirty  days  of  grace ;  provided  payment  shall  be 
tendered  before  the  expiry  of  thirteen  months  from  the  date  of  such 
premiom  falling  into  arrear,  reckoning,  not  from  the  end  of  the  days 
of  grace,  but  from  the  regular  date  when  the  premium  fell  due ;  and 
no  evidence  of  health  shall  be  required — but  me  Directors  shall  not 
receive  payment  of  an^  such  arrear  except  with  a  fine  of  5  per  cent 
per  month  on  the  premiums  in  arrear.  At  the  expiry  of  such  period 
of  thirteen  months  the  Policy  shall  be  entirely  forfeited,  and  the 
Directors  shall  calculate  the  value  of  such  Assurance  according  to 
their  usual  practice,  and  carry  the  same  to  a  '  Forfeited  Policy 
Account,'  to  the  credit  of  the  persons  who  were  interested  in  the 
Assurance  so  forfeited,  to  remain  there  till  the  end  of  five  years  from 
the  regular  date  when  the  premium  fell  due  which  was  not  paid. 
But  if  no  claim  shall  be  made  and  substantiated  for  such  calculated 
value  within  the  said  period  of  five  years,  the  same  shall  be  carried 
into  the  general  funds  of  the  Company,  for  their  own  use." 

"  II.  That  aU  ot'her  P6licie$^  on  which  the  ordinary  premium  may 
not  be  paid  within  the  thirtv  days  of  grace  allowed  for  payment, 
shall  be  forfeited,  but  may  oe  revived  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
within  three  months  from  the  regular  date  of  such  premium  falling 
due,  if  the  Directors  are  satisfied  with  the  explanation  given  as  to  the 
cause  of  non-payment — the  parties  proving  it  to  have  been  an  over- 
sight \*  and  if  the  Directors  are  thus  satisfied,  medical  evidence  as 
to  the  health  of  the  party  whose  life  is  assured  shall  be  dispensed 
with ;  but  the  Directors  shall  impose  a  fine  not  exceeding  10  per 
cent,  on  the  premium  in  arrear.  If  the  Directors  are  not  satisfied, 
from  the  circumstances  stated,  that  the  forfeiture  of  the  Policy  was 
through  oversight,  or  if  the  period  of  arrear  exceed  three  months, 
the  Policy  may  still  be  revived  on  evidence  of  health  and  habits 
satisfactory  to  the  Directors,  provided  application  be  made  within 
thirteen  months  from  the  date  of  the  premium  falling  into  arrear, 
reckoning,  not  from  the  end  of  the  days  of  grace,  but  from  the  regu- 
lar date  when  the  premium  fell  due ;  but  the  Directors  shall  impose 
a  revival  fine  not  exceeding  5  per  cent,  per  month  on  the  premiums 
in  arrear.  The  Directors  to  be  the  sole  judges  of  the  evidence  re- 
lating to  health  and  habits,  and  entitled  to  decide  accordingly." 

FOREIQN  RESIDENCE; 

Persons  whose  lives  are  assured  are  allowed  to  pass  and  repass  by 
sea,  in  time  of  peace, /rom  any  part  of  Europe  to  another^  vjimout  ap- 
plication being  made  for  such  UcensCj  or  paymerU  of  any  additioml 
premium  on  account  of  the  same. 

No  extra  Premium  is  charged  for  foreign  residence,  temporary  or 
permanent,  within  the  limits  of  Europe. 

*  A  Declaration  on  the  subject  to  be  made  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  In 
a  form  to  be  provided  by  the  Office. 
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Persons  having  oooasion  to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  Europe  an 
allowed  to  do  so  on  favourable  terms. 

Persons  whose  Policies  have  existed  for  five  years,  whose  pnrBnits ; 
hold  out  no  prospect  of  their  going  abroad,  and  who  have  at  tne  same  " 
time  no  intention  of  leaving  £nrope,  maj,  subject  to  the  approval  of  i 
the  Directors,  have  their  Policies  relieved  of  the  Clause  as  to  for- 
feiture or  payment  of  extra  Premiums,  in  the  event  of  their  going 
abroad.

QENERAL  REfiULATIONS.
